NDEED, my Friend Huber, I muft regard your Arguments in 
1 Favour of Univerſal Reftitution as altogether upon a Level 

with thoſe of the Arminian Writers on Univerſal Redemption, 
and as cafily refuted. 

Your Concluſions from the literal Conſtruction of certain Paſ- 
ſages in the Bible are defeated by the Analogy, Conſiſtence, and 
Proportion which its Doctrines bear to each other; and prove only 
that the ſacred Writers fcruple not to uſe the like rhetorical Figures 
of Expreſſion with others, and that their Words are often ſpoken 
Secundum ſubjeftam Materiam, according to the ſubject Matter or 
Thing ſpoken of, and not according to the Strictneſs of the Letter. 

It is alſo obſervable of the Term ALL, that it is uſed ſynecdo- 
chically in all Countries more trequently than any other Term 
whatſoever ; for which Reaſon its limited Acceptation in many 
Parts of the Scripture is leſs wonderful, fince the Intention of the 
Author therein is Jeſs liable to be mittaken. 


To convince you of the ſynecdochical Uſe of this Term in the 


Bible, I need only refer you to that famed Performance, Eowarvs's 
Redux Veritas ; wherein you will find Inſtances thereof to your 
Satisfaction: | | :

„ claflical Authors, beſide the holy Penmen of the Bible, as 1 
could and intended to have proved from many Inſtances; but 
** inding it would (well this Volume to too great a Bulk, and that ic 


© would be ſerviceable only to the learned, I laid afide this 


thought. | 

There is therefore no Neceſſity to underſtand the Terms, a/!, 
* all Men, in their full Latitude when applied to the Redemption 
of CHR1$ST ; they prove not that he laid down his Life, or was 


« ſacrificed, for the Sins of every particular Man and Woman in 


„ the World; they are to be interpreted only of a. great many: 
Many are redeemed by him, but not all; for then woald none 
| | N © he 
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« be damned, which yet we are aſſured from Scripture, that the 
greater Part of Mankind will moſt certainly be.“

I allow of his four firſt Inſtances as to your Purpoſe, but all the 
following I reje&t (tho“ not proving your Point if admitted) as 
availing Nothing to your Argument; for theſe three following 
Inſtances, viz. Mark i. 37. John iv. 39. iii. 26. being only an 
hiſtorical Relation of Words ſpoken by the Lon D's Diſciples and 
Followers, are uſed without any the leaſt Authority: Alſo your 


three next ſucceeding Inſtances are all manifeſtly ſpoken een 


quid, relatively only and reſpectively; for by the all Men who, John 
xiii. 35. Hall know, Mat. x. 22. all hate, Luke vi. 26. fait 
ſpeak awell of you, is evidently intended ſuch only by whom ye ſhalt 
be known and obſerved ; for of ſuch only ye can be either hated 
or loved, or ſpoken well of: And, as to your laft Inſtance of Acts 
it, 5. ſeeing this will occur in the following Part of our Diſcourſe, 
it ſhall be taken Notice of hereafter, | 

Now, allowing that four Inſtances are as ſufficient to prove your 
Point as four hundred, I grant that the hyperbolical Uſe of Words 
is ſometimes, tho” very ſparingly, found in the Scripture Writings. 
Indeed Hyperboles are eſpecially ſuitable to the Nature of the ori- 
ental Languages: The Sons of theſe warm Climates delight in 
Laconiſms, and Expreſſtons of Vigour and Conciſeneſs, being 
animated with a Fire, Energy, and Rapidity, which 1s rather at- 
ſected by, than natural to, the Inhabitants of colder Countries. 

It is well known that by Hyperboles we mean Expreſſions ex- 
ceeding the Reality of Things, with Intention not to miſinform, 
but to repreſent thoſe Things, in their Exceſs or Greatneſs, 


. ſtrikingly, and with an Emphaſis that may move or alarm the 


Affections. 


So we read in Latin Authors, C64) Mulier peſſima pejor; ( 
Senex plus quam delirus; (e Homo non loquaciſſimus, fed ipſa 
Loquacitas; fd) ocyor Euro; (e) Ariſtide incorruptior; (f} 
Civitates noſtræ ægrotant; cum omnes Proceres ſint Pecunia cor- 
rupti. (g) Pompeius ſrpius cum Hoſte conflixit quam quiiquam 
cum Inimico conflictavit; plura Bella geſſit quam cæteri legerunt. 

And the like we read in the Scriptures : So Heb. ii. 9. Wo 15 
him that coveteth an til Covetoufarſs to his Houſe, (Government) 
that he may jet his Neſt on high * The Stone fhall cry out of the Wall, 
(againft ſuch an Oppreſſor) and the Brick out of the Timber (incloſing 
the Brick Work) Hall anſwer it. i. Kings, x. 27. And the King 
Solomon) made Silver tu be in Jeruſalem as Stones, and the Cedars as 
Yycamores, fir Abundance. ii. Sam. ii. 23. Saul and Jonathan were 
levely and pleaſam in their Lives, and in their Deaths they avere not 
i vided: They avere ſæuiſter than Eagles, they avere fironger than 
Lions, Mat. xxiv.

1. 40. And the People piped with Pipes, and rejuiced with great Toy ; 
and the Earth rent <vith the Sound of them. Judg. v. 4. Jehovah, when 
thou wenteft out of Seir, when thou marchedf{ out of the Field of E dom, 
the Earth trembled, and the Heavens vrepped ; the Mountains alſo melted 
from bifore thee, Exod. viii. 17. And Aaron ſmete the Dau of the 
Farth, and it became Lice in Man and Beaſt ; all the Duft of the Land 
became Lice throughout all the Land of Egypt. 

The Uſe of this rhetorical Figure is fo cuſtomary and familiar in 
univerſal Propoſitions, that even our Logicians have judged it 
worthy their Notice; for it is ſingly from hence that they diſtin- 
guiſn between Propoſitions of a maltemat ical Univer/ality and Pro 
poſitions of a moral Univer/ality. 

By Propoſitions of a mathematical Univer, /ality they mcan fuch 
whoſe Terms or Phraſes are literally true oi, and exactly applicable 
to, all the Particulars and katrin of which they are ſpoken ; 
or when all the Particulars contained under a general Idea have the 
ſame Predicate belonging to them, without any Exception what- 
ſoever. So when we ſay all Circles have a Centre and a Circum- 
ferencs:, by the Term All we underſtand all without Exception 
of any one Particular comprehended under this general Term. 

But Propoſitions of a moral Univer/ality Logicians deſine to be 
ſuch wherein the Predicate agrees only generally, or with the 
greateſt Part of the Particulars contained under the univerſal Sub- 
12 : So we ſay all Children love Honey; altho* we have Inſtances 
of ſome whoſe Mouths and Lips are bliſtered and corroded by it, 
as by a Caultick. In this Senſe Saint Paul. allo ſays, Tit. i. 12. 
The Cretes are always Liars. And Iſaiah tells us, If. xxxvii. 36. 
The Angel of the Loxn mote the Camp of the Affyriani, i85,000 
Men; and when they aroje early in the Merning, behold they wwere all 
dead Corpſes, And we read, Gen. iii. 20. Behold I bring a Floed of 
Waters to deſtræ ail Fleſh avherein it the Breath of Lives. 

When Men ſpeak ordinarily, ard in familiar Converſation, 
Nothing is more frequent than this Uſe of univerſal Terms; in 
Caſes where che Subject itſelf, or the Occaſion, imports, that they 
contain only a moral Univerſahty, and are to be underſtood re- 
ſtrictively: And he muſt be a ſevere Pedant who objects againit 
them as not ſpoken with the metaphyſical Exafineſs which is re- 
quiſite in Syllogiſms. 

And yet ſince Terms thus uſed are uſed hyperbolically, or by 
that Figu ure in Rhetorick which is called an Hyperbole ; what elſe 
can we ſay than that hyperbolical Expreſſions are not repug- 
nant to the Familiarity of the Scripture DialeQ ? It is maniteſt 
they are not; and to argue againſt the Uſe of this Figure, as 
«« incongruous to the Scripture Gravity, is as wild and unreafon- 
able as if one were to argue from the Paſſages above recited, thus, 
King Solrmon made Silver in Jeruſalem as Stones; therefore the Jews 
in his Days paved their Streets, and built their Houſes with Silver: 
Or, from thoſe Words of Moſes, All the Duſt of the Land became Lice 
thro' al the Land of Egypt ; therefore equivocal, or ſpontaneous Ge- 
neration is a Scripture Doctrine. No lefs are the Abſurdities 
attending this cyaical Captiouſneſs!

The Uſe of the 45 perboſe is certainly approved of in all Coun- 
tries, and therefore I approve of it in the Scriptures, Vet then 
its Abuſe is to be tolerated in none; and it becomes at once abuſed 
when applied in a Propoſition Hi ſe Import is critical, dogmatic or 
doctrinal; and for this Reaſon, although, ſpeaking vulgarly, we 
may fairly ſay, Num. xvi. 29. 1/7 theſe Men die the common Death 
of all Men, intending by all Men only the Generality of Men ; or 
Mat. iii. 6. All e and Juda went out ts John the Bapti/), 
intending thereby only the Gener By 4 their Inhabitants : Yet 
we cannot ſo fairly ſay, Rom. iii. 21. The Rightreuſneſs of God 
is by Faith of Jeſus Chrift unto «ll ory * believe, unleſs all Be- 
lievers were to he included individually under the Term All. For 
an Hyperbole will never be admitted but where the Senſe is in no 
Danger of being . 

When I ſay, Mat iii. 5. Ad Jeruſalem went cut to John the Bap- 
tif, it is evident, from the Nature of my Fran that 1 utc 
the Term .2{ hyperbolically : But when I fay, Acts Xiii. 29. Al/ 
that believe are "ollified of all Things, the Term A!! becoming ma- 
nifeſtly inſtructive, or deErinal, muſt necefiarily be underſtood 
abſolutely, and without Reficittias : For unleſs Terms are under 
food in dofirinal Points without Limitation, the Doctrine will 
ceaſe to be a Doctrine through Default of its Terms, and becauſe 
we cannot rely upon the Import of them; that is, our Words will 
ceaſe to be uſeful, 

They who argue for the Fternity of Hell Torments, and againſt 
the Calviniſts, are ſhy of allowing that there are any Hyperboles 
in the Scriptures; and indeed ſo few are to be found there, that 
their Opponeats find ſome Difficulty to evince the contrary, They 
object that the Hyperbole confuſes the Import of Words, and alters 
their natural Meaning. * At this Rate of Interpretation, ſay 
« they, the natural Force of Scripture Terms becomes obſcure and 
«« uncertain, and their juſt Meaning precarious becauſe alterable ; 
«« whereas the Importance of divine Truths requires that the 'Terms 
« exprefling them ſhould be underſtood literally.“ 

But this Reaſoning is however too {crupulous and delicate to 
correſpond with Fats and Experience, Iſt, It is not true that 
Words, by a figurative Uſe of them, become obſcure and uncer- 
tain: We read in Ciego, Ad me ſcribas de omnibus minimis max- 
mis, mediorribus, (a) &c. Again, Nota et apud umme, ber. dul gala 
Res off, (6) And we diſcern at once that the Word All in theſe 
Paſſages is uſed hyperbolically ; yet it is nevertheleſs as evident 
and certain that this Word All is to be underſtood in its moſt ri-

The Objection againſt any Alteration of Senſes in 
Words will not avail; be cauſe, that Words aſſume different Senſes 
according to their different Applications, without any Diminution 
of their natural Force, is too well known to every Reader of 
moderate Obfervation and Reflection to admit of any Doubt 
thereof: So we read in VIA, Ur cum Carceribus miſſis rapit 
Ungula currus, Eclog. iſt. And again, QJyarit. Ungula . a u¹:m. 
Tho? the Word Ungula, the Part of an Horle, be in that Paſl: ges 
uſed by Synecdoche for the whole Horſe, yet, as it is certain that 
the true Meaning of the Word Ungula ſtill contindes to be an 
Hoof, it will never be underſtood of ; any Thing <lie than an Hoof, 
where there is any Probability of a Mifinterpretation.

Again, when we read i. Cor. xi. 26. As often as you drink 
(To warner TH) this Cup ye ſpew the Lord's Death till be come. I ho 
by the Word Cup {(epor) is here intended the Wine con- 
tained in it, yet the natural Meaning of the Word Cup is in no 
wiſe thereby altered; but its Import on other Occaſions will Rill 
continue to be 3 drinking Veſſel 

And the Caſe is the ſame in the hyperbolical Uſe of the Word 
All, and other ſuch like aniverſal Particles; their Application 
afcertains their Force. So we lead in Vi&cil, Jeb inter Singala 
Fud:t Lachrymas ; his every Word produced & Tear, without any Dan- 
ger of being deceived by the literal Force of the Term Singu/us. 

And, zdly. It is fo far from being 2 Maxim that the Impo tance 
of divine Truths requires that their Expreflions ſhall be ur derſtood 
literally, that juſt the reverſe is ſometimes neceſſary. So when our 
Lon p ſays, Mat. xxili 24. You ftrain at (or out) a Gnat and 
favallcav @ Camel: If theſe Words were to be interpreted literally 
they would be not only falſe in themſelves, but their very Uſe 
. be defeated; which is to accuſe the Phariſees of ſeeming 
preciſe and punctual in minute Obſervances, while they were at 
the fame Time aud:cious in Crimes of the moſt flagrant Nature. 

We conclude then that the reſtridtive Uſe of univerſal Particles 
in the Scriptures is by no Means arbitrary; but that it muſt be,

By no Means to the Advantage of your Point; what has been 
already advanced was with a View to ſtate the Queſtion : We will 
now proceed to apply the Reflections which we have made. Tt 
appears from them that the grand Point to be decided in the Con- 
troverſy before us is, whether the following Propoſitions are or 
are not propounded to us in the Scriptures as inſtructive or doArina) ? 
Becauſe if they are, their univerſal Term muſt N be underſtood 
in its largeſt Senſe and Latitude. 

Our firſt Enquiry ſhall be concerning the Scripture Application 
of the Term ALL. We receive it as a Scripture Fruth that, Rom. 
Ix. 5. Chriſt is over all, Ged blefſed forever : That, Acts x. 36. He 
is Lord of all: That, Heb. xii. 23. He is Judge of all: That, 
Rom. x. 12. He is rich to all that call upon him; and that his 
Righteouſneſs, called the Righteouſneſs of Gon, Rom. iii. 23. 1, 
ty Faith of Teſus Chrift unto all, and upon all that believe, for there 
is no Difference. 

And we demand why is the Term All fo readily and univerſally 
received in theſe grand Propoſitions in its utmoſt Extent and Lati- 
tude? Why do we believe that CarisT is God over all, Lord of 
all, and judge of all, unreſtriftively and without Exception? The 
Antwer is obvious; becauſe theſe being doQrinal Propoſitions, to 
ſuppoſe the Term ALL in them to be hyperbolically intended would 


be at once to invalidate and ſet at naught the Power of Scripture 


Language. 
Well then, and are not the following Propoſitions as 1 8610 doc-

With what Pretence then can we affirm that the Term All Men 
is no Hyperbole in theſe Paſſages, and yet that it is an Hyperbole 
in the following, viz.

John xii. 32. When 1 am lifted up from the Earth I ill draw all

Men, eſpecially of them that belirye, Rom. v. 19. 4: by cne Offence 
Judgment is com? upon all Men to Condemnation, even ſe, by one 
Rightcouſueſs, the free Gift cometh upon ail Men unto Juſtification of 
Life. 
If it be a Point of Doctrine that Death is paſſed upon all Men, 
and that by the Offence of one (or one Offence) Judgment 15 come

(2) That Karan means the Inhabitants of Hell is, I think, generally 
granted, only the modern and the ancient Divines differ as to the Place inten- 
dec ip this Word. 

The Ancients by this Word underſtand the Heart, or Body of the Earth, its 
interior or tower Parts, Here, ſay they, is the Hel! from bencath; hither the 
IVicked arc caft dorwn ; hither the Lara aeſcende; and from hence be aſcended ut on 
bigb, fer above all Principalities and Powers. Thy du bterra nean: Hall bene the Kee 
to Jaun, and corfeſs rbat He i the Feumab to the Glory of God the Father, There 
are, therefore, Subterraneans, or People that inhabit the Body of the Earth; 
for Rocks and Minerals can never be ſaid to bow the Knee to sue, or con- 
eis him to the Glory of Gop the Father. 

Theſe Reaſonings have been deemed fo cogent, even by ſome of our Moderns, 
tat, improving upon the Opinion, they argus that as the Sea is the proper 
Element or Medium of Fiſhes, and as our aerial Element, or Body of ſoblunary 
Air, is the proper Medium for us who inhabit the Superficies of this World, 
and as the Ether, or zthereal Zlement, is the proper Medium for ſublimer or 
cr gi Fedier; fo the grois Body of cur Earth is the deitined Element, or 
Medium, tor fallen Spirits, at leaſt for the departed Souls of wicked Men ; the 
Priſon wherein they live, through which they move, and whoſe central Fire is

the true Geenna. 


But modern Divines in general, admitting Nothing of this, tell us, that Per 
Phraſin exaliari in Cælum, Merapopixss intelligitur ſumma Exaltatio, glorioſa 
Elevatio, non Loci, ſed Status et Conditions, videlticet Dignitatis teſpectu: Sic 
requitit Oppoſitio, ut per Phraſin, 4ejici in Infernum, intelligatur ſumma humi- 
liatio ac Dejzftio, non profundioris Loci, (cd itidem Status et Conditicnis, 
videlicet Iznominiæ et Miſeriz, DV ocabulhs Locum ſignificantibus Sta- 
tum et Conditionem Rei Scriptura declarat, quia glorioſi et honorati Loco 
ſubiimi, contempti vero et abjecti Loco infimo ſolent ſtatui.

« As the Phraſe exalted into Heawer is to be 8328 metaphorically, viz, 
into a Station of high Dignity and Condition, and not literally into any Place of 
iofty Situation: So the Phraſe caft down inte Hell is to be underitood of a Station 
of the loweſt Abaſement and Dejection, and not of any Place cf Diſtance or 
Frofundity, And as the Bleſſedneſs of the Saints is compared to the Delights 
of Paradiſe, fo is the Wrerchedneſs of the Wicked compared to the Darkneſs 
and Horrors of Gulfs and Caverns in the Boſom of the Earth. By Subterrane- 
ans, theretore, we are to under ſtand, not properly Souls thruſt down into the 
Bowels of the Earth, to be the lnhabitants thereof, but metaphorically loſt

Cor. v. 10. We muſt all appear before the Judgment Seat of Chrs/t, 
that every one may rective the Things done in the Body, whether they be 
goed or bad.

It is notorious I ſay, that in theſe and many other Points you

Are the Paſiages you inſiſt upon in any Degree more doctrinal 
than thoſe which aſſure us that Ch gave himſelf a Ran/om for all; 
that God laid upen him the Iniquity of all ; that Chrift is the Reftorer 
of all Men, ejpecial.y of them that believe ; that he tated Death fur 
every Van, or for (very one, God on'y excepted ; that he is abut to 
bring Reftora'ion te all Hen; that the Father has reconciled in him (his 
CHRIST) «a! T h.ngs to himjelf; that as in Adam all die, evin ſo in 
Chriſt Gall all bs gaickered ; that Ged ſhall be all in all, &c. 

But you have found out a Place, it ſeems, where Thoſe ex- 
« tenfive Terms, every Na'ion under Heaven, mult be reſtrained to 
% Romans, Aiiaticks, Egyptians, &c. viz. Acts. ii. 5.“ This muſt 
be an extraordinary Place, let us ſurvey it. 

Acts ii. 5, And there were at that Time dwelling (ſojourning) at 
Teruſalem "Jews, dewint Men, (who came thither to keep the Feaſl 
out of every Nation under Heaven ; that is, from every Nation where 
they (namely theſe Jews, for no other People are here ſpoken of 
than devout /exys only) lived as their proper Home. There were 
Jews 1n that Age living in many Countries near Jeruſalem 3 theſe 
reſoited to Jeruſalem to keep the Feaſt, and' returned when the 
Feat was over to their reſpettive Dwellings, For, Exod. xxiii. 
17. All Males, of whatever Country, being Jews, were obliged 
to be preſent at Jeruſalem at their three great Feaſts, viz. the Feaſt 
of the Patiover, of the Pentecoſt, and of the Tabernacles. 

The jewiſh Phraſe, Every' Nation under Heaven, imports the ſame 
as the Latin Phraſe, Ubicunque Terrarum, ubigue Gentium, wherever 
they are, of whatever Nation; and this Paſſage tells us only that 
there were at that Time at ſeruſalem Jews, who were devout Men, 
out of all Countries (namely ſecundum quid, reſpettively, or) in 
which j<ws had then their Reſidence ; viz. (Verſe 9.) Parthians, 
Medis, and El:mites, and the Dwellers in Meſepotamia, and Capadocia, 
in Pontus, and Afia. Phrygia, and Pamphylia, in Egypt, and the Parts 
of Lihya about Cyrene, and Strangers of Rome, Jews and Praſelyies, 
Cretes and Arabians. | 

For whereas there were no Jews at that Time living in the Mo- 
lucca, or the Philippine Iſlands, in Japan, China, Tartary, Sibe- 
ria, Sweden, Denmark, America, Guiney, or Caffaria ; none of 
theſe diſtant Places could have been intended in the univerſal Term 
Ubicungue Terrarum: For they could come to worſhip at the Feaſt 
only from the Countries where they lived. And this Paſſage thus 
r erg adds juſt nothing at all to the Strength of your Op- 
Pohtion. | | 

But the very Context en defeats you; ſo when we read, Iſaiah 
lin. 6. A! we like Sheep harve gone aftray ; we have turned ewery one 
to bis even Way, and the Lord hath laid on him the Iniquity of us all. 


You yourſelves allow, that by the Term All in the former Part of 


this Verſe all Men are included without Exception: Can then any 
Thing be more evident than that by All, in the latter Part of the 
ſame Verſe, all Men without Exception muſt alſo be included ? 


Again, II. Cor. v. 14. 15, Chriſt died for all, that they who live 


might not live to themſelyci, but to him who died for them, and roſe 
again from the Dead, Ihe Reſurrection of Cyr15T from the Dead 
muſt have been for All for whom he died. But he died for All. 
therefore the End for which he both dicd and roſe again from the 
Dea1 was alike for all Men; namcly, that they All might Noe

live unto themſelves, but unto bim who died for them. Again, 
Rom. v. 19. As by the Offence of One Judgment came upon ail Men to 
Condemnation, even fo by the Righteoujne/s of One the free Gift cometh

more abſolutely that the all Men who ſhall be juſtifed in CHs 
are no leſs or fewer than that whole Number of Men who are con- 
demned in Aba?

WITFELTIUS, 
2. Arguments you have been urging againſt us are well 


known to us, and in Conſequence of them many ot us ac- 
knowledge that CyurisT muſt have died for all Men; I therefore 
contend not with you againſt the natural Extent of the univerſal 
Terms All, all Men, all Things, under Pretence of any Defect in 
their Import, or Need of their Reſtriction in the Paſſages you 05- 
ject againſt us on their own Account, but purely in Order to ac- 
commodate theſe univerſal Terms to the Limitations which the 


Scripture itſelf gives them, by its frequent Subſtitution of the 


Word Many in their Stead. We preſume to limic the Senfe of the 
Term All, becauſe we find it actually limited and interpreted in 
ſeveral Parts of the Scripture by the Term Many. So, Mat. xx, 
28. The Son of Man came to give his Life a Rauſem for Many; (a 
% Mat. xxvi. 28. Thrs is my Blood of the new Teſtament, 
awhich is ſbed for Many fer the Remiffien of Sins. Heb. ix. 28. 
Chrifl was once efftred ti bear the Sins of Many. 

And for this Reaſon alſo, altho' generally our Churches hold 
that the Scripture Expreſſions, To give his Life a Ranſom for Many, 


and ve give his Life a Ranſom for All, are equivalent; yet it is my. 


Opinion rather that CyrisT died for All; in that All ſhall receive 
ſome Benefit from his Death; and that he died only for Many with 
the Intent that Many ſhould be virtually ſaved, or reſtored thereby. 

I doubt not but All receive Benefit from his Death, altho Many 
only are redeemed by him; and thus the Term All has its Import. 
notwithſtanding it is plain that the full Purpoſes of our Los 
Paſſion ſhall be applied only to the Many whom be has pracioully 
redeemed.

equipollent, that, relying upon no better Authority than they pro- 


duce, We have the ſame Right to expound the Term Ma 


Term ll as they have to expound A by Many; and we can aſſert 


this with a far better Grace and Reaſon than they can aſſert the 
other, becauſe Many are ſurely in the Term All; whereas All are 
not included in the Term Many. 

But, zdly, this Limitation of the Term All is very unfairly 
arged by you, who contend fo ſtrenuouſly from Rom: v. 15, that, 
by the Mary who are dead thri) Adam's Offence we are to underſtand 
all Men; and that by the Many who are made Sinners by Apa u's 
Diſobedience we are to underſtand the whole Race of Aban. 

It becomes you to confider that, by a precarious Interpretation 
of Scripture Terms, we reflect no Honour on the Word of Goo ; 
neither can any Syſtem be eftabliſhed by ſuch among Men of Judo - 
ment and impartiality. The Key which muſt be forced may be at 
once pronounced upon as unfitting the Lock. 

However, to ſlate the Caſe truly we avow that the Greek Term 
2 Mi, Many, is often uſed (in Compliance to the Septuagint) in 
the Greek Teſtament for Se., a Multitude; that is, it is often 
intended to anſwer the Import of the Hebrew Term AN Rb; for 
the Hebrews vie the ſame Words promiſcuouſly for both Adjectives 
and Subſtantives; on which Account their Term 20 Rb denotes 
both Many, as the Greek Word vu, and likewiſe a compleat 
Integer, or whole Number, as does the Greek Word anne. 

Aad it is to be obſerved, that by this Uſe of their Terms their 
Language becomes, a!tho* ſtrange and obſcure to us, yet in its own 
Idiom, clegantly defcriptive. And hence we read, in Dan. x11. 2. 
The Multitude (' Rbim, or t. the whole Number) of Sleep- 
ers in the Duff ſhall aarate. Job. iv. 14. Fear came upon me and 
Trembling, which made the Mu/titvge A Rb, all the whole Number) 
of my Bones to ſhake, Ps. xcvil. 1. The Lord reigns; let the Earth 
rejeice, let the Multitude (AY the Many or whole Number) of the 
Iles be glad. Ezek. XXXV1iit: 6. I am againſt thee © Gog,—and 
the Multitude (AY All, or the whole Number) of the Pecple with 
ther. Ia. liii. 2. My righteous Serwvent ſpall juf ify the Muititude, 
209, the Many, or whole Number of his People) fer he hall 
bear their Tmiguities. Zech. 11. 11. 1: that Day the Mullitud? n

The whole Force of the Apoſtle's Reaſoning from Verſe 12 in this Chapter 
reſts upon the Compariſon between Apam and Jesus Cunts, and infiſts, 
that, as all Men die for Anan's Sin, and not for their own Sin, fo all Men 
ſhall live for Cxs157's Righteouſneſs, and not for their own: That is, it aſ- 
ſerts that the Benefit by Caxz15sr7 ſhall be as univerſal as has been the Injury by 
Adam; and that fince all Men died in Apam all Men ſhall live in CxzisT. 

But becauſe the Doctrine of Univerſai Reſtitution would be tbe ſure and di- 
rect Conſequence of this Reaſoning, the great Diſpute concerning this Paſſage 
falls upon the Meaning of the Word Live; and it is urged, that by the Term 
Live we are to underſtand only the attaining an Offer, and ſo a Capacity of 
living if we pleaſe : That all Men ſhall not indeed jive in CarisT, but ſhall 
only be indulged with a Capacity of living, or attaining Life, by their due 
Obedience. | 

To this we anſwer, that if no more than a bare Capacity of living be given 
to all Men in Cue, the Reſemblance between Aba and Cu is could 
not be here ſupported. The Compariſon ſuppoſes, that no leſs than all Men 
who die ſhall live ; and if all Men be reſtored in Cyux15T to no more than a 
bare Capacity of living, then is their Refforation in Cyrisr not ſuch as was 
their Fall in Ap; for their Fall was actual, ſure, and unconditional! ; where- 
as the Compariſon, as it relates to Anam, proceeds not upon a hare Capacity 
of dying, but upon a rcal Death incurred; and therefore the Compariſon, as it 
relates to CurisT, mult alſo proceed not upon a bare Capacity of living, but 
upon a real Life beſtowed: And indeed the Werds import nothing at all, unleſs 
it be true in its Jargeſt Senſe, that as in Adam All die, een ſo in Chrift ſhall All 
be quickened, | 

Bur it muſt be confeſſed, that thus much is even acknowledged by ſome of 
the moſt intelligent and rational of your own Divines; and therefore theſe, to 
ſalve your Doctrine of an eternal Death conũſtently with this Compariſon, have 
Recourſe to another Expedient. They ſuppoſe the Word Live to mean no 
more than to live by a Reſurrection from the Dead; and that the Promiſe that 
all ſhall live in CAHAIs H will be fulfilled when all Men ſhall riſe again from the 
Dead; and that it will then 5+ true, that as Death actually befclt all Men by 
the Sin of Anam, fo a reviving, or Reſurrection from the Dead, will as really 
be ziven to all Men by Ces, in that this Reſurrection ſhall be general, 

And certainly the Compariſon is by, this Conſtruction, in ſome Sort retained 
yet, that it is not (uthcrently fo muſt be evident to every impartial Reader, 
upon an attentive Confidcration t the full Streſs of the Comparifon : For, 1ſt. 
A Refurretion to an eternal Lamnation is no Bleſſing, and therefore neither 
can it be a Privilege p romiſed us in Cui. And, 2dly, neither is any ſuch a 
ReſurreQion the I hing here promiſed ; the Thing here promiſed is a Reſurrec- 
tion, not to Damnation, but is a Life in Ius CaunisT. 

That the Apoſtle intends more than a bate ReſurreRicn of the Dead in this 
Promiſe of à Life reſtored in Curies manifeſt, not only from the very Nature 
of the Compariſon, (viz. once alive in Abu, afterwards alive in Cyua1sT) but 
aiſo from his own expreſs Words, in this Place, concerning it; for he tells us 
that this reſtored Life mall confift (Verſe 15) in the Grace of Gov, given in the 

fre 
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The Extent of the Expreſſion the Many, or Multitude, is here 
ſo indiſputably aſcertained that nothing can be more evident; we 
manifeſtly muſt underitand thereby no leſs than all Men, even all 
the Race of Apau: The Apoſtle” himſelf has ſo interpreted 
it, as again appears from the following Compariſon. 

By one Man's Diſobedience the Many are made Sinners, 

Through the Offence of One the Many are dead. 

By the Offence of One Judgment is come upon all Men (eg rarrag 
erIpwrs;) to Condemnation. 

The Many ſhall be made righteous by the Obedience of One. 

Grace ſhall abound to the Many by one Jeſus Chriſt. 

The free Gift is come upon all Men (eig rig arSpurec) by one Righte- 


eufne/s.

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DIALOGUE I. 
The Doctrine of Imputation conſidered cripturally. 


WITFELTIUS, 


OUR Noſtrums excite no Attention in me; I liften not ts 
them, but to your Proofs only: Neither is the Point in 
Conteſt between us how the whole Race of Apam died in him, 
but whether CurasT died for the Reſlitution of the whole Race 
of Apam, or only for the Reſtitution of Many of them: If for 
the former, then, as we ſay, it will follow that the whole Race of 
ADam muſt be ſaved ; the contrary of which is evident from the 
| 2 Tenor of the Goſpel, aſſuring us that Few only ſhall be 

aved, | | 
We make no Doubt but all Men tinned formally in Apau, and 
will have it that they were made Sinners by his Act of Diſobedi- 
ence; and yet we cannot grant that CHN S Death was abſolutely 
for all Men, the Conſequence withholds us. So that our expound- 
ing all Men by Many, in this Paſſage of Rom. v. 18. (viz. even /6 
by the Righteouſneſs of” One the free Gift comerh upon all Men (that is 
upon many Men) ante Juftification of Life ) is by Neceſſity, and a 

Neceſſity which urges the Lutherans equally with ourſelves, 
It 
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16) in the free Gift unto Juſtification, (Verſe 18) in a Juſtif-ation of Life, 
(Verſe 17) in the receiving an Abundance of Grate, and the Gift of Rig bret, 
(not of the Sinners, that were abſurd, but) of the Righteouſneſs of ]zsus 
Ennis, (Verſe 19) in a being made righteous, and (Verſe 21) in a reigning 
of Grace thro' the Righteouſneſs of ]Jxsvs CurisT, unto the Ajonian Life. 
From which Account we can conclude no leſs than that, as in Apan all died. 
in like Manner in Cas1sT ſhall all be reſtored ; reſtored not conditionally, ©: 
by precarious Terms and Limitations, but graciouſly, or by a free Gift; tha: 
is abſolutely, and by being infallibly made righteous in Jesvs Curisn. 

And whereas this Rcftoration to Lite in Cys Is cannot be enjoyed fo Jorg 
as his Judgments unto Damnation and Periſhing ſhall laſt ; ſuch Judgments and 
Periſhing muſt have their Periods, and the joyful Aionian Life to be given in 
Cusisr muſt ſucceed theſe Judgments and Periods cf periſthing ; And from 
theſe Confiderations alſo it is natural enough to ſuppoſe, that oy pens 
muſt be themſelve: contrived to acminitter towards the grand Purpoie of Resi 
tution, or gyaxcPuaauwoy, Recapitulation of all the fallen Sons of Apam in 


the Life and Spirit of Cxx1sT. But perhaps this will appeat (till more evi- 
dently from the following Deductions on our preſent Text.

It is certain that they who receive the juſtifying Gift of Gop 
are, and mult be, transformed thereby, and live no more unto 
themfeclves, but unto ChrisrT who died for them: And therefore, 
2t by the Righteouſneſs of One the free Gift cometh upon all Men 
to Juſtihcation of Life, pretend what you pleaſe, the Inference 
will be inevitable that all Men muſt be faved, that is, there will 
be no Damnation.

If you are capable of arguing that the Apoſtle, aſſerting that 
the free Gift is come upon ai/ Me, would have us to underſtand 
thereby that it is come only upon mary Men; and that altho' all 
Men were made Sinners in Apam, yet ſome of them only were 
made righteous in CARIsT. I muſt reaſon no longer with you 
upon this Paſſage; we will proceed upon another View of this 
Doctrine. 

The Apoſtle tells us that Sin is the Trauſgreſſion of the Law, and 
ewhere there 15 no Law there is u% Trangre/ſien. Now, Avan's Tranſ- 
greſſion for which he died was his eating of the forbidden Fruit, in 
Defiance of a poſitive Law : But his Poſterity eat not of this 
Fruit, neither had any poſitive Law been ever enjoined againſt 
their eating of it: Therefore neither did they tranſgreſs againſt 
any ſuch poſitive Law, and therefore neither could they deſerve 


Death for its being tranſgreſſod. 


Alſo the Fruit was eaten ſome Thouſands of Years before many 
of ADam's Sons were born: And can a Man ve a Sinner for ano- 
ther's Offence committed before he was born? Neither does this 
forbidden Fruit now exiſt, neither the Law concerning it; neither 
is it now any longer poſſible that this Law ſhould be tranſgreſſed 
by any of the Potterity of Ap an. | G 

Again, the ſacred Words are fer ene Man's Diſchedience, and for 
the Offence of One, and by ene Offence, Death reigned, and Many ded, 
and the Sentence of Death or Judgment came upon all Men to Con- 
demnation. But if all Men truly ſinned in Apam, and died in 
Conſequence thereof, then Death mutt have befallen all Men, not 
for the Diſobedience of one Man only, but for the Diſobedience 
of al] Men, even as many as ſinned in Adam. Aud farther, not 
for ane Offence only of that ene Man, but for many Offences, even 
the OfFences of all Men individually. 

But ſuch Doctrine is contrary to the Apoſtle's direct Words, 
teaching us expreily that Death and Damnation came upon all the 
Sons of Abu, not tor the Sins of all or any of them, bur only 
fer the Sin of one Man, namely Avan, and alſo for only one Sin of 
that ove Man. $9, notoriouſly falſe is it that all Men ſinned actu- 
ally and formally in Abu. 

Your Miſtake is alſo confuted by the Apoſtle's Words, Verſe 14. 
Death reigned from Adain unto Maſes aver them who had not fanned, 
after the Similitude if Adam's Trarfarefim. Fot Avan's Tranſ- 
greffion was againſt the Law, forbidding him to cat, and denounc- 
ing Death upon his cating the forbidden Fruit. If the Sons of 
Anam finned not after the Similitude of Abau's Tranſgreſſion, 


the Difimilitude of their Sin conſilled in that they tranſgreſſed not 


againſt the Law of Gop given to Ana, but were innocent as to 
the Breach of it: That is, they were innocent as to Anan's 
Sin, and therefore could not die as Tranſgreſſors thro', or as hav- 
ing ſinned in kim, in any Degree at all, WITFELTIUS,

There are Difficulties in this Paſſage attending both vs and the 
Lutherans, and which indeed obſcure, in ſome Degree, our whole 
Doctrine of Election and Reprobation, However, we both hold 
that Aba us Sin and Diſobedience were ſo imputed tv all Meu as 
their Act and Deed, that they became thereby obnoxious to the 
Wrath of Gop. And in this, I preſume, even your own Hy po- 
theſis muſt agree with us,

By no Means can we ſubſcribe to any ſuch Hypotheſis; neither 
can we ſee any the leaſt Difficulty whatſoever iu the Paſſage before 
us. That the Sin ofAv a Mm was imputed to his Sons as their Act and 
Deed, appears to us as groſs a Miſrepreſentation of the Scripture 
Doctrine of Imputation as could be invented by human Blindneſs : 
For, itt. If this Imputation makes the Sin of Aya» our own Sin, 
our Death, as has been ſaid, would be a Penalty for or own Sin, 
and ſo not for the Sin of one Man ; that 1s, every Man would die 
for his own Sin, the contrary of which is expreſly taught us. And, 
2dly. If to become Sinners by Imputation be to have Sins charged 
upon us of which we are not perſonally guilty, the Nature of Things 
makes it neceſſary that there muſt be no real! Guilt on our Parts: 
The Charge or Act of Imjutation of Sin mutt be upon the Guilt— 
leſs only; therefore not upon the Impatee as Party in the Sin. 

Again, Imputation being an arbitrary Act of a juit and impar- 
tial Judge, it mutt alſo have fome equitable Ground or Reaſon in 
Juſtice for being exerciſed ; that is, the Penalty it lays muſt be laid 
judicially, or inffictzd by a juſt Tudge on one who deſerves to ſuffer 
it. It muſt be infligked penally, and therefore equitably, (for Pe- 
nalty infers Eqntgyor Juſtice): And, if equitably, then with a 
Regard or Ketroſpett to ſome perſonal, that is antecedent, Guilt, 

That by Imputation we are to underſtand, an AQt charging us 
as blame-worthy for a Crime not our own, not committed by us, 
but by our Parents only, aud without our Knowledge, Confederacy 
or Conſent in any Degree, cannot be doubted, the fcriptural Uſe 
of the Ferm [wputation implies as much. 

And yet it deſcribes a Loſs to us as tho we had been perſon- 
ally guilty, and impoſes upon us a Puniſhment as guilty, tor that 
very Crime of which we are not guilty, which atftords fo evident a 
Token of Myſtery therein included as cannor but excite and alarm 
the Attention of every one who reverences, and cares to under- 
ſtand, the Oracles of Gop. For this Imputation being aa Act of 
Gon, holy, pure and juſt, it muſt argue a Hottiſhne ts 10 us not to 
demand, „But how can Gop judge. the Guiltleſs as guilty 7” And 
the Keply muſt naturally occur in the following Queltion : . And 
ho can the divine Act of Imputation be otherwile holy, juſt 
and pure, than by being penal!“ | 

Our Argument then will be as follows; that the DoQrine of 
Imputation is taught us in the Oracles of Gop is unqueſtionable; 
and, farther, that it imports in the very Notion of it, lu, an In- 
nocence in the Imputee as to the Crime charged upon him; and, 
2dly. a Puniſhment notwithlanding, on Account of the Crime 
commmitted. But how can it be, that by being the Offspring of 
fallen Apam we can be reputed both as Criminals, and yet ag 
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Criminals not in ourſelves, but in and by our Parents' Sin only; 
and allo as worthy Punithment, and yet as not worthy Puniſhment 
for being Parties in our Parents' Crime; but ſingly for, and on 
Account of, our Relation to him as a common Parent ? How can 
this be, unleſs by, and on Account of, ſome antecedent Judgment 
of God, paſſed upon us for being Sinners in our own Perſons, 
and making us Apan's Imputces for the ill Uſe of our own 
Wills before our Relation to Avan ? 

It is a ſuſſering for Sin only tha: can be called Puniſhment ; for 
Puniſhment is defined a Suffering ivflited upon a Criminal. A 
Creature abſolutely innocent cannot be puniſhed ; he may indeed 
be a Sufferer ; but Suffering and Puniſhment are Words of very 
diſterent and foreign Conception, and ſince that Imputation where- 
Þy the Sons of Aba can be puniſhed for their Father's Crime 
muſt have been an Ad& extremely eccentric and extraordinary : It 
calls aloud to all Men, (who hear of it) as their Duty, Sapaxulai, 
to pry into it,

Inſufferable! You reaſon like an Infidel. %s art thou that re- 
þieft againſt Gon ? Imputation is an abſolute ACt of His, flowing 
immediately from His ſovereign Will.

Yet, fince Go cannot act abſolutely without juſt Ground for 
nis ſo doing, it becomes our Duty ſtill to ſeek for the Ground of 
his acting thus in his 1nfivite Jaſtice and Benevolence. And it 
being certain that He, of his infinite Equity and Benevolence, 
cannot devote us, his Creatures, to Puniſhment az Sinners, without 
the Intervention, on our Parts, of ſome Act making us Sinners, 
we can in no wife doubt but that this Imputation, whereby we are 
configned to the Fate of ADA, muſt be grounded upon our hav- 
ing been Sinners perſonally and in durſelves. In cther Words, the 
Doctrine of Imputation muft neceſſarily ſuppoſe us to be deſerving 
of Puniſhment before that Act of Gop could fix it upon us; that 
is before we were deſtined to be the Sons of Apa u, or, which is 
the ſame, betore the World was made. 

I ſay, before we could have been deſtincd to be the Offspring of 
fnful corruptive Aba, Gop muſt, iſt. have judged us as Cn- 
minals, or deſervedly chargeable with Guilt; and, 2dly. as de- 
ferving a Puniſhment equal to thoſe penal Contingencies to which, 
as Adam's Ofepring, we might be in any Degree ex poſed, to 
which we miphi Le in any wife liable as related to him. 

Suppotng the divine Ad of Imputation to have been pꝓaſſed 
upon us antecedently to any perſonal Guilt in us, it would have 
charged ns with Sin whom it had not found Sinners; that is, the 
n putation would have been falſe ; and conſequently upon : Re- 
moval of that Act of Impat#tion, (which Juice muſt remove, if 
uadelerved) the ſuppoſed Crine would ceaſe to be laid upon us, or 
we ſhould be innocent. And 1s it better than Blaſphemy to ſay 
mat Cop can puniſh the Innocent? Rom. ix. 14. 1s there Un- 
mightronſnsfe ith Cod? id forbid, The Innocent then cannot be 
chargeable with Guilt 

But on the other Hand. ſuppoſing this Act of Imputation to 
be paſicd upon us as Sinners antecedently worthy of it; then a

Removal of this AQ of Imputation would not make us inncceat, 
would be no Removal of our Guilt; our antecedent Guilt would 
ſtill ſo deſerve that Act of Imputation as that it might be juſtly 
aid upon us: Being not innocent, but Sinners in our own Per- 
ſons, we ſhould be juſtly liable to a Condemnation equal to our 
Guilt 3 that is, we ſhould ſtill be deſerving a Puniſhment equal, to 
the utmoſt Sufferings which could befall us, thro' the Imputation 
of our Parent's Crime; and ſuch Inputation would be no Injuſtice 
done us, 7 

Our Condition then, as Sons of Aba u, becomes evident by 
Inference infallible. Gop paſſed apon us the Condemnation of 
of our Parent Apam; but he cannot condemn the Innocent ; 
therefore we, the Sons of Apt, could not have been innocent 
when the divine Act of Imputadion was paſſed upon us, but mull 
have been Sinners antecedently in our own Perſons, or muſt have 
deſerved AbAu's Condemnation at the Time that we received it, 
and conſequently before the World was made. 

The Neceſſity of this our Hyporhefis (as yon call it) is alſo as 
clear from your own Account of the Death of CHASsT. You ſay, 
that „ his ſacred Blood and the Sins of the Eleft went away toge- 
ther; that Cusle being flain virtually before the Foundation 
« of the World, he afterwards, upon the Croſs, really and in 
Fact took away, blotted out, put an End to, and utterly de- 
«« ſtroyed all their Sins forevermore :” And yet you afirm alſo 
that the Sins of the Elect, at that Time unborn, had no Leing. 

Can any Contradictions be more glaring and notorious? Their 
Sins were put away before they were Sinners, were put an Erd to 
before they had a Beginning, and were deitroyed before they had 
any Exiſtence, Can common Senfe digeſt ſuch Inconſiſteneics?

Curious Deductions theſe |! And will they expound the Myfteries 
of Love and Wrath with better Conliſtency and Succeſs than will 
the Principles of our Writers? | 


HUBER, 


Elſe not at all. It is true that the Divine Jutice (conſidered 
ſublimely and abfolutely) can now no more forever puniſh any 
Man for Sin; that all Sins being atoned for in our Lonp the 
CarisT, the Divine Juſtice in its Rigour, Accuracy and Exact- 
neſs, or as ſupreme Equity, is at Peace with all the Sons of ADA 
forevermore : And therefore all Judgment and Puniſhment is now 
John v. 22. committed into his (our Lornd's) Hands, And for this 
Reaſon likewiſe, if we ſay that ChyrisT redeemed or purchaſed 
us, eng already Sinners, before the World began, and that being 
redeemed in our finful Condition, and with all our Sins about us, 
our Sins committed after our Redemption were conſidered only as 
the Fruits of that bitter Root which was within us when he pur- 
chaſed us, and which was then condemned to dic and be extint 
with all its evil Fruits, by Virtue of the Covenaut contained in 
that Act of Purchaſe or Redemption ; we talk both truly and 
intelligibly. | 

But then all this Truth is inconfiſtent with your Principles ; for, 
according to them, our Redemption or Purchaſe was male before 
we were in any Need of it; and we were purchaſed, not as Sinners 
D 2 but, 
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but, as 2 pure holy People, not as yet formed by the plaſtic Power 
of Gov (who is incapable of makmg any Thing defiled or de- 
fective) but emerging freſu, ſound and perfect, from his pure 
creating Hands; Propoſitions contrary to every Thing which the 
Oracles of Gop have ever taught us concerning the Nature both 
of Gop and our Chriſtian Redemption. 

I ſay, ſecing that the Imputation of Ab u's Crime is indeed 
impoſed upon us, and muſt have been juſtly ſo impoſed, and could 
not have been juſtly ſo impoſed upon us before we had been Sin- 
ners, or till atter we had perſonally ſinned againſt Gov, (and much 
leſs before we had any Exiftence). The Concluſion we inſiſt upon 
cannot be avoided; namely, that the Sons of Apam muſt have 
been condemned to partake of Apan's Deſtiny, as Sinners ſen- 
tenced thereto by the judicial Act of the Logos; and therefore ſo 


ſentenced becauſe they were antecedently, to their Sentence and 


Defiiny, Sinners duly deſerving it. 
Upon this Concluſion the following Propoſitions will naturally 
reſult, and will anſwer, to all the Parts of divine Revelation.

From the Concluſion already drawn the following Propoſitions 
will naturally emerge, and anſwer to all the Points of divine Re- 
velation concerning this intereſting Mytlery. 


PROPOSITIONS. 
PROP. 1 


HE Souls deſtined to be tne Children of Abu, and to be 
born of him into this World, were dead in, and on Account 
of, their own perſona] Wickedneſs before the Foundation of the 
World; and were not only deſtitvte of all Right and Title to the 
divine Mercy and Protection, but were Children of Wrath, or 
juitly under the Wrath of God, (in which Condition we were allo 
born into this World) deſerving a Puniſhment and Condemnation 
equal to all the Evijs which the Offspring of Apa either ſufter, 
or can in any wiſe ſuffer by, thro', or on Account of Apam's Sin 
and Defection. 
The Certainty of this Propoſition ought do ftrike us at once 


from the Scripture Evidence given, Viz. conceived in Sin a Child of 


Wrath, tor to be conceived in Sin is to be conceived a Sinner, or 
4 un ful Man, ſo Exod, xxx. 22. tit a People (Hebrew) i Wick- 
edneh ; that 4 is, a wicked People. Pim, xXx111. 4+ ail his Works are 

(Heb. )

(Heb.) in Trath ; that is, true. 1 Chron. xxvi. 14. 4 Caugſelli- 


(Heb.) in ſuom, that is, a wiſe Counſellor. Pim. xxix. 4. the 
Voice of the Lord is (Heb.) in Power ; that is, powerful; is in Ma- 
jefty ; that is, majeſtick. Prov. xxiv. 5. 4 wiſe Man is (Heb.) in 
Strength ; that is, is ſtrong. Col. iii. 24, the Reavard (Syriace) in 
Inheritance; that is, the hereditary Reward, 

Again to be conceived a Child of Wrath is to be conceived under 
the Wrath of Gop. So, Rom. ix. 22. 23. own opyns Veſſels of 
Wrath are Veſſels lying under the Diſpleaſure or Wrath of Gop, 
or with whom Gov is ang or indignant ; and oven ev; Veſſels 
of Mercy, ate Veſſels accepted of Gop in Mercy, or with whom 
Gov is compaſſionate or appeaſed. 

And if all Men are (Pſm. li. 5. Eph. ii. z.) conceived Sinners, or 
ſinful, and under the Wrath of Gop at the Time of their Concep- 
tion ; then muſt all Men have been Sinners under the Wrath of 
Gop before their Conception; even as CaR1sT exiſted an Angel, 
(Iſa. Ixiii. g. Mal. iii. 1, Exod. xxitt. 20.) an Angel in Glory 
with Gov his Father (ſee John xvii. 5.) the firſt begotten (Col. 
3. 15.) before he was begotten a Man. John 1 15. uit. 13. 20. 
31. xvi. 28. xvii. 5. 24. 1, Cor. xv. 47. 2. Cor. viii. 9. Heb. 
i. 14. 

AN whereas a Creature not endowed with Faculties of Reaſon 
and Morality cannot commit Sin, and therefore cannot be a Child 
of Wrath; it will follow that as ſurely as that every Man was a 
(Child of Wrath before he was born into this World, fo ſurely was 
he endowed with Faculties of Reaſon and Morality before he was 
born into this World. And thus the Climax will be as follows. 

Every Man was a Sinner, and Child of Wrath, when he was 
conceived ; therefore before he was conceived ; therefore alſo he 
mult have been a Tranigreſſor in ſome State of Exiſtence antecedent 
to his State of Manhood ; and therefore alſo he muſt have been a 
Creature endowed with Reaſon and moral Faculties in ſome State 
of Exiſtence antecedent to his State of Manhood. 

The Certainty of this Concluſion appears alſo from the Apoſtle's 
Definition of Sin, viz. that Sin 7s the Tranſgre/fron of the Law, Rom. 
iv. 15, I. John iii. 4. for ſince there can be no Law given but to 
Creatures endowed with Reaſon and moral Faculties, there can be 
no Law tranſgreſs'd, or Sin incurred, or Wrath provoked, but in 
Creatures ſo endowed only. We may be as fairly angry at a 
Litter of Mice for not being born Elephants, as with Creatures 


without reaſonable and moral Faculties for tranſgreſſing reaſonable 
and moral Laws. _— |

The Paſſage in Eph. ii. 3. Ve were by Nature the Children of 


Mrath, together with that in the 51 Pſalm, we ſubſcribe to; but 


we thereby underſtand only that, being chro the Corruption of 
our Nature from our Birth, inclined to Sin, we were liable to the 
Wrath of Gop, and under the Sentence of Condemnation, and fo 
much 1s admitted by all our Writers from the Neceflity that an 
evil Tree muſt produce evil Fruit, without incurring the Inferences 
you force from theſe Words.

Again, the Evidence of this Truth will appear yet more ſtriking 

by applying it to Children born of Chriſtian Parents, as follows.

No Soul car: be born in Sin a Child of Wrath, who, being be- 
gotten and born of Chriſtian Parents, came alſo into its Mother's 
Womb, and thence» into this World, a freſh and pure Creature 
from the plaſtic Hands of the pure and holy Gon: Bat every Soul, 
of whatever Parent begotten or born into this World, is fo pro- 
duced a Child of Wrath, and born a Sinner. Therefore no Soul, 
of whatever Parent begotten or born into this World, came alſo 
into its Mother's Womb, and thence into this World, a freſh and 
pure Creature from the plaſtic Hands of the pure and holy Gop. 

iſt. A Soul born of Chriſtian Parents cannot be a Sinner in his 
Parents, becauſe no Parent can tranſmit that to his Poſterity which 
he has not in himſelf; His Parents own Sins are remitted and 
waſhed away, as we read IT. Cor. vi. 2. Tit. iii. 5. Ard tht/e being 
remitted in the Parent, whoſe own Sins they were, can in no wiſe be 
laid upon the Child 2vho/e cxon Sins they were not. 

2dly. Neither can a Man be born a Sinner and Child of Wrath 
in himſelf, ſuppoſing him to be created pure of Gov, immediately 
upon his entering on human Body, and before he was in a Capa- 
city to commit Sin; becauſe Sin muſt have its Birth in the Will; 
whereas a Child's Will, 1ſt. is in no Degree concerned with his 
coming into the World: And, 2dly. neither has it any Opportu- 
nity, or Capacity, to commit Sin during the Time of its Mother's 
Pregnancy, or its State of Conception, or Birth. 

So that unleſs a Man finned perfonally, and of himſelf, before 
he commenced a Member of this World, he could in no Senſe at 
all be either conceived or born a Sinner; neither could his Father 
or Mother have ſinned by begetting him, or giving him Birth; 
neither, if they had ſinned therein, could they contaminate him 
either thereby, or by any other Act or Work of their's whatſoever. 

Ard indeed if there were any Truth in the Notion of deriving 
Sin from a ſinful Parent, it would follow by a Parity of Reafon 
that Holineſs might be fo derived from holy Parents; and thus not 

our Lord, CHr15s7T, but our Parents, would be to us the Source of 
Holineſs. 

We may then conclude, without Doubt, that the Sin of Avan 
was the Sin of Anam only; and that the Harm affecting us from 
his Sin was of no greater à Latitude than the Forfeiture of that 
Title which we had to Life and Upightneſs, in his Forizearance 
of the forbidden Tree thro? Covenant with the Logos, 

So then, heing Sinners before we were born, Rom. v. 6. In due 
Time Chriſt died for the Ungidly ; and, Verſe 8. God commenateth his 
Lowe to us, in thatswhile abe avere yet Sinners Chriſt died for the Un- 


godl;. 


And here we have ſtill again to obſerve, that CHS died for 
us while we were yet Sinners, and not before we were yet Sinners. 
If CnarrsT had died for us before we were created, he would have 
died for us before we were yet Sinners; that is, he would have 
died not for Sinners, but for pure and holy Creatures, in that cer- 
tainly we came pure and holy out of the creating Hands of Gov. 
But fince he died for us, and for us while we were yet Sinners and 
ungodly, it cannot but be true that we were, 1ſt. his Creatures, 
2dly. his ſinful and ungodly Creatures, and then, 3dly. his re- 
deemed Sinners. And in this Senſe only can we join in any Sin- 
cerity with the Apoſtle here, celebrating the divine Mercy and Be- 

nevolence.

avards us, becauſe that Ged fent his only begetten Sen into the World, 
that wwe (being now ungodly and dead in our Treſpaſſes and Sins) 


might live thro" him,

By a gracious Act of divine Benevolence the Sons of Abu 
were abſolved and accepted of in CHRIST, the decreed Sacrifice 
for Sin, as alſo the decreed Inſtrument and Source of all Righte- 
ouſneſs, before ever Apam, our intended Father, was made Man; 
and not only ſo, but they were likewiſe elected, at the ſame Time, 
in the Righteouſneſs of the Son of Gon (who was alſo our Cre- 


ator). to be reſtored and regenerated by the free Gift of his own 


ſacred Spirit, the one only Fountain of Life and Immortality. 

I ſay, by this gracious Act of divine Confederacy the paſt Sins 
of both Anam and all his Offspring became buried in perpetual 
Oblivion, never more to be remembered ; and Man became the 
peculiar Property of the Prototokos, or Son of Gop, in the Man- 
ner revealed to us under the Similitude of a Purchaſe, or Transfer, 
For, by the Scripture Expreſuons of this Kind, we are to under- 
ſtand, and infer, how abſolutcly all Sinners are now, and from 
henceforth, the diſtinct Peculium of our Lord Jesvs Cuatsr. 

Of Sinners we commenced the Peculium of the Son of Gon, 


and our Incarnation by Abam was an Evidence hereof, of the 


greateſt Notoriety in it that tranſlated us at once from out of the 
Kingdom of our antieat Tyrant, exempted and ſet us at Liberty 
from all his Authority and Dominion; and reſcindee, defcatcd, 
annulled all his relative Connection with us, and over O#CT Us.

As a Man's Soul caunct fiir by any Exertion of her Will, her 
Pen when the would write, or a Book from its Shelf, but mult 
employ her Hand or Fingers tor doing this; in like Manner neither 
cau a fallen Spirit actuate or exerciſe the Members of any animal 
Syſtem, but by ſetting its Soul to work. A Man's own Soul alone 
| is his 0 avrexrlcy that whereby he can be exercifed ; and there- 
| fore it is by Satan's Alliance with, and Afcendancy over, the 
Soul only, (that is by his Influence on the human Will) K hereby 
he can now execute any Work at all on the carnal Part of the 
Creation. | ; 

And becauſe Satan cannot act upon any animal Sy ſtem imme- 
diately, or by Contact or Impreſſion from his own Organs of Hcti- 
vity, we find him ever ating upon us by his ene on 

'orld, 
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World, of like animal Nature with ourſelves ; altho' pronounced 
to be (II. Cor. iv. 4.) 5 8. z ate 71s the God of the preſent 
Age, yet we find him working by his Tools only all its Misfor- 
tunes. Thus we obſerve him contriving the Exaltation of the 
proud and turbulent Spirits among us into Power and Supremacy, 
inveſting them with Honour, Riches, Superiority, Importance, and 
- Sovereignty ; that ſo he may employ them as his Subſtitutes and 
Inſtruments to diſturb cur Peace, plunder our Proſperity, epſlave 
our Perſons, appropriate our Labours, encourage and protect the 
Profligate and Injurious, worry the Innocent, ſhackle and incumber 
the Sober and Induſtrious with arbitrary, inſolent, and prophane 
Laws and Ordinances; countenance and promote Impiety, De- 
bauchery, Profuſeneſs of every Kind of Lewdneſs and Immorality; 
and render our Profeſſion as Chriſtians contemptible and odious: 
Such is the preſent Impotence of our Enemy! 
And becauſe he cannot compel even his own Miniſters to per- 
form his Drudgery for him by any immediate Application of Vio- 
lence or Tyranny ; he is forced to ſet to work even theſe by excit- 
ing and provoking the unnatural AﬀeCtions of their old Man 
within them; ſuch as their Ambition, Covetouſneſs, Luſts, D1i- 
dain, Oſtentation, Envy, and the other malignant Appetites and 
Qualities of the inviſible Vehicle, (again to us impalpable) enliſt- 
ing them thereby heel into his Service. 

It appears then that Abau's Freedom is enjoyed in a great Mea- 
fire even by us in our preſent partial Detachment from the fallen 
Spirits of our Atmoſphere : But much more was it ſo enjoyed by 
Apa in his Innocence. Such was the divine Contrivance of his 
primitive Nature, that, had he not eaten of the forbidden Tree, 
no foal Spirit whatever would have been able ::pyew to inoperate in 
him at all; he would have lived, tho' in the Midſt of his Enemies, 
even in the Heart of SaTan's Kingdom, and, tho' himſelf a Sin- 
ner, as an Angel of Light, altogether beyond the Reach of us in- 
fernal Inhabitants. g 

So then, being Sinners before the Foundation of the World, 
were alfo pardoned and accepted of Gor in his CurisT before 
the Foundation of the World; and the divine Juſtice: being now 
ſatisfied with us, ſuch as we arc, in the Covenant. made with 
Cukisr before this Epoch, we now are al! Cur1s7's rightful 
Poſſeſhon as Sinners, and he is Lord over us as ſuch : We are his 
Peculium, or excluſive Property, his carned or bought Slaves 
and Debtc , and he is our Lord and ſole Creditor, Judge and

In Conſequence of this Election of Grace, and in Order to re- 
preſent our divine Redeemer the Logos, iſt. Ap Au, one among 
the Number of us loſt Souls under the Wrath of Gop, was ap- 
pointed to be the Father of us: And, zdly. a Covenant, ſuch as 
might tipify that divine Covenant fundamental to all theſe great 
Events, and exhibit to us intelligibly the Covenant of the Logos 
with his Father ſor us, was now made ſolemnly between A PAN 
and the Logos, his redeerung Gop, as well for all his future Off- 
ſpring as for himſelf.

And it is in this Reſpect, and on this Account, that Sinners are 
repreſented as reviving or being made alive in Abam their deſtined

He 
breathed into him as a Token of his operative Power now exer- 
ciſed, and alſo to ſignify a future Reſurrection of a far more 
exalted and extraordinary Nature, and to be performed by a far 
ſuperior and more ſublime Communication, even that of rhe rege- 
nerating new-creating Spirit of the living Cob, altho” in like 
Manner by Iaſpiration. He breathed, and, as the Effet of this 
Breathing, dead Anam became a living Soul ; that is, the animating 
Breath revived Life in, or communicated Life to the Soul, and 
thereby to the Body animated by the Soul's being united to it; and 
this living Soul and animated Body conſlituted Man, who natu- 
rally conſiſts of theſe two Principles only; till, by Regeneration, 
he received a third, a Troupe or Spirit from his ſecond Abam, J- 
$US CHRIST. 

But 2dly. By this Covenant between Gop and Man, a Diſcovery 
was alſo made of the divine Purpoſe in all Sinners (even in all that 
is loſt) to conduct them thro? his CHRIS to more than their firſt 
native Union with the divine Nature, even to that Fellowſhip 
with Gop comprehended in the Characters Parent and Le; to 
his being te them a Parent, and iu them their Life; a Life called 
the Power F a Reſurrectiůon from the Dead, For all this Truth will 
{ſecurely follow from CaxisT's being firſt a Sacrifice for our Sins; 
and ſecondly a Righteous one for our Juſtification, Eph. i. g, 10, 
18, iii. 8, 9, 10, 11. ,

Athly. An au under this Character of Parent or Repreſentative 
of che Prototokos, was placed, not only in this then mild World, 
but, in a Paradiſaical Incloſure, in it abounding with Pleaſures and 
Amuſements ſuitable to his preſent State of Ex iſtence, and cal- 
culated to afford him ſuch a Knowledge of himſelf and his gracious 
(30D, as was expedient for his Situation, and was to be commu- 
nicated to him gradually, and from Time to Time. 

Happy was his Condition, in which alſo he had frequent and 
familiar Converſe with the Logos, Face to Face, who now entered 
into Covenant with him, for himſelf and his Children, (the Chil- 
dren which the Lord ſhould give him) as an unerring Evidence of 
his divine Favour, and free Acceptance and Abſolution ; for it 
is a ſure Maxim that Gop enters into Covenant with them only 
with whom he is in a State of Friendſhip and Reconcilement, and 
whom he takes and acknowledges for his oven Property. (a)

One capital Intention of this Covenant between the Logos and 
our Father Ap Au being to manifeſt the diſtinctly ſovereign, and 
unlimited Right and Authority of the Logos over us all as bis 
redeemed Property; it was expedient that the Condition of it 
ſhould be ſome poſitive or arbitrary Precept, and not any moral 
Law founded on the Nature and Conſtitution of Things; becauſe, 
had a moral Law been now impoſed, Apam's Diſobedience might 
have been called a Diſobedience to the Gop of Nature, and not a 
Diſobedience to the Logos in the Character of Redeemer. For the 
Breach of moral Law being an Infringement on the natural Con- 
ſtitution of Things created, ſuch a Breach is properly a Sin againſt 
the Creator of them as ſuch ; whereas the Logos now aſſerts his 
Authority over Avam with a View to reveal himſelf as a mediato- 
rial God. 

It is a ſelf-evident Truth that no one can have any Right to 
impoſe a poſitive Law on another, unleſs he has an abſolute Right 
to the other's Obedience as his Lord and Sovereign: But this 
poſitive Law was pronounced by the Logos as his poſitive Law, 
and as that by the Obſervance of which Apam held and enjoyed 
all the Privileges of his new Creation, or human Nature; and 
therefore it proved at once an Evidence to him that the Logos was 
his Sovereign as Man, and in him the Sovereign of all his future 
Progeny.

Behold thou in the Bld of thy (FV NY brith) 
flain one haſt ſent forth the W out of the Pit in which there is no Water to cleanſe 
them, So that the Word brith, in its moſt general Acceptation Coverar,, denotes 
a purging, waſhing, or making clean; and that by the Blood of a Sacrifice 
ſlain which abounds with the Properties of Soap, 

So that in the very Word Covenant, which Ap Au now made with the Logos, 
he had his firſt Leſſon inſtructing him, 1ſt. That he had been a rebellious Spirit, 
an Enemy to his Maker; 2dly, That his Lox o had redeemed him from the 
Curſe of the Law, and purchaſed him for his own Property, and that by this 
Covenant, or Purifyer, or purifying Covenant; 3dly. That his preſent Felicity 
on. Earth was all gratuitous Indulgence; gthly. His Children ould have like 
Indulgence as his Heirs, and thro* being born of him, and enjoying his Fleſh, 
ſo long as the Covenant, now made by him with his Proprietor, continued 
unbroken ; and that they ſhould be all clean in the Knowledge of Good only, 
and without any Conſciouſneſs of Evil: gthly,. That obſerving his Covenant 
he ſhould not only know no Shame, either from within or from without, but 
ſhould aiſo live and walk perpetually with his Gop, and in the Exerciſe of 
Dominion over all his fellow Creatures, as a Pledge of his future Dominion 
4% over all his multiplied Offspring, | 
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Avam born in Sin, the Child of Wrath, cannot be pleaſing to 
Gor. 4A woluntary Humility, Col. ii. 18. not only denotes a Syco- 
phant, and daſtardly Diſpoſition of Condeſcendence, but an im- 
pious and antichriſtian Spirit of Servility, like that in the Wor- 
ſhippers of the Beaſt, Rev. xiii. 1. upon whoſe Head is the Name of 
Blaſphemy. 

Alſo, that Laws not conſtituted in Charity, and for the publick 
Good, but contrived for the Service of Men in Power, are to be 
conſidered as 'I'rath, waite Paper, and in no Degree obligatory ; 
yea worſe, as inſolent, audacious, unnatural, and diabolical, is 
a Truth too notor10us to require Proof by Argument, 

But the Purpoſe of this poſitive Law to Abu, Ear net of it, 
for in the Day thou eateſt thou ſhalt ſurely die, is again manifeſt in 
the Breach thereof; for the Breach of this poſitive or arbitrary 
Law, (implying fingly a Contempt of the Impoſer and a Denyal, 
or renouncing of his juſt Right or Authority to impoſe it) proved 
at once in the Conſequence and Puniſhment, that the Logos re- 
nounced, was God renounced ; or that the Logos was Apam's 
true Proprietor or Sovercign, over whom, as Redeemer, he had 
an unlimited Right and Authority; and conſequently that the 
redeeming Character of the Logos muit have been his by Appoint- 
ment and Authority from the inviſible Gop. 

And thus it appears that the Forbiddance of a particular Fruit 
in the Garden of Eden was a very natural Condition for this 
Covenant on the Part of Ap Au: And whereas Favour and Bleſi-d- 
neſs, and Life, or a Perpetvity of Life wherein Apa might have 
reigned over his Offspring and Deſcendants in this World, to its 
lateſt Ages, as the Image and Vicegerent of his Redeemer, in the 
full Exerciſe of paternal Authority, (and even of a judicial, 
chaſtiſing, and expelling or baniſhing Power over tuch of his Sons 
as might prove rebellious) were the promiſed Rewards of an Obe- 
dience to this poſitive Law, and the Conditions of this Covenant 
on the Part of the Logos: A Foundation was hereby laid for all 
the needful Knowledge of the Son of Gop, as the Lord, God, and 
(river of Liſe to Man, and conſequently of the Obligations they 
were under to him as Souls fallen and revolted from the divine 
Life, and placed in this World by Virtue of a Covenant made 
between him, the only begotten Son of Gop, and his Holy Father 
for their Reſtitution, thro' a Regeneration and new Birth to be 
produced in them even by the amazing Gift of his own ſacred 
Spirit, | 

Certainly Opportunities in Plenty would have offered themſelves 
to Apam for preaching to his Sons, and that from ſad Examples 
of many of them, that their preſent Enjoyment of this new World, 
and the Sweets aud Abundance of their earthly Paradiſe were the 
Reſult of Covenant only, a Covenant made between himſelf and 
their viſible Gop, typitying and repreſenting a far more ſublime and 
gracious Covenant ſubſiſting between him their viſible and his 
{ſupreme and inviſible Father for them; that their Paradiſe itſelf 
was only a Pledge of Bleſſings in Store for them, even of an hea- 
venly Paradiſe to be prepared for their future Reception, whoſe 
Glory and Fruition exceeded all that their Eyes had ſcen or Ears 
heard, er that had entered into the Thewghts of Man to concerve ; for 
that by the Articles of this divine Covenant, he their Los d was 
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to bear their Sins, and they his Rightzouſneſs. That Sin in its 
Principle is an Enmity againſt Gop and his, Excellencies, bur 
that this Enmity in them, his Children, was covered and dormant, 
becauſe of their covenanted Pardon and Acceptance in their Re- 
deemer ; in whoſe Innocence they were innocent, and in his Righte 
ovſneſs righteous, 

That they now enjoyed an upright State of Mind by Virtue of 
the holy Influences of his Spirit; but that if they finned againſt 
him their Loxd and JIS HOYA, his Spirit, and conſequently their 
perſonal Dignity and Glory, and therewith all their inward Up- 
rightneſs of Heart would forſake them, and their dormant Enmity 
and natural Virulence would be revealed within them: For that 
then the Spirit of their Gop (under whoſe ſacred Influences they 
now lived, and of whoſe holy Energies they now received, not by 
any true Regeneration as hereafter they ſhould both receive and 
enjoy it, but by an uninterrupted Supply and Derivation only, 
would ceaſe to rule within them, or to diffuſe a Beauty round 
them; and that then all the gracious Effects of the iacred Spirit 
of their Gp upon them, and which are altogether ſupernatural to 
them, viz. a Liberty of Will, a Delight in Holineſs, a Tendency 
to Good, a Capacity of Righteouſneſs, a Reliſh for Truth, and 
all their preſent Privileges of free Acceſs in Prayer to their divine 
Maſter, and unſeigned Love of him, and Confidence in his Love; 
would be no longer their's; but, inſtead thereof, their natural 
Enmity againſt all that is great and holy, and excellent, would be 
awakened in them, and a Spirit of Malignity would poſſeſs them; 
and from it, as its evil Source, all the ftrange Efforts of Pride, 
and Wrath, and Wickedneſs, and all the evil Appetites of Luft, 
and Envy, and Revenge, vain Glory, and Wretchedneſs would 
break forth within them; and they would know in horrible Expe- 
rience what Evil meant, who now, thro' the Indulgence of their 
bountiful Gop, knew only good: And that happy were they fo 
long as they were content to know their Happineſs only.

5thly. This Covenant between Anam and the Logos being 
broken by Anam, became invalid as well to his Offspring as to 
himſelf ; and hence the Apoſtle's Words, By one Offence of one Mage 
we all died; that is, we all loſt our covenanted Life, or Lite pro- 
miſed us in Abu, loſt it by the one Offence of one common 
Farent. 

Words cannot ſpeak more clearly than theſe, that our Life was 
confidered by divine Juſtice as a gratuitous Donation to Apau, 
and to his Offspring, held by him for himſelf and them, thro? 
<= ma or Contract, and forfeited not by them, but by himſelf 
tingly. 

In Adam all died, therefore in Abbau all had lived, or, which is 
the ſame Thing, had a Title to Life ; for fince a Man cannot die, 
or loſe his Life, before he is alive, or has a Life to loſe, we mult 
have been alive in Abu (or deemed as living in him) before he 
died: And our Death in Conſequence of Apam's Death muſt have 
been becauſe we had no Claim to Life in ourſ-]ves, but were 
deſtitute of every other Title thereto than by and thro” Apan, 
our covenanting Parent, his Covenant was our Tenure of Life. 
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So then by ADam's one Offence, and not by our's, all our Hopes 
of divine Favour, ſo far as appeared to the contrary, were now 
vaniſhed ; the Logos, juſtly regarded as our only Bond of Union 
with Gov, was .ciſhonoured by this Ingratitude of our Patent; 
and thro', not for, the Father's Sin the Children died. 

And thus alſo Anam found experimentally by the Condemna- 
tion felt within himſelf that his Breach of this poſitive Law was as 
fatal as if it had been a moral Law broken; that it was a For- 
feiture of all Communion with his Gov, a Forfeiture of his All, 
and conſequently of all that his Children, blameleſs in this Event, 
might have enjoyed thro' him. 

He muſt therefore have reaſoned as follows: How could the 
Breach of a poſitive Law have been attended with all this natural 
Alteration which I prove both within me and without me, unleſs 
my natural Condition of Life had been connected with this poſitive 
Law f And how could it have been otherwife connected with this 


politive Law than by reſulting immediately from his Favour, which 


gave me this poſitive Law? Surely then my All, and therewith 
my Children's All, muſt have depen upon the Logos as his 
tree Gift and Bounty; that is, it muft have depended upon him as 
our Mediator, as our redeeming Gop, as our one Refuge and 
Support; and our Covenant with him, now at once diſſolved by 
me, muſt have been made with me in Conſequence of the Logos 
being mine and my Children's abſolute Lord and Proprietor. But 
he maſt have become our abfolute Lord and Proprietor, by Cove- 
nant made with his Father for our Redemption and Reſtitution 
before the World was.

Ethly. Behold then this Covenant of the Logos with his Father 
for us in no Degree impaired by Aba u's Offence! Notwith ſtand 
ing Abau's Diſobedience, the divine Contract continued, and 
continues ſtill frm and indiſſoluble; and hence again not on! 
our Hopes, bat our Aſſurance, of Pardon and Rithteouſncts, and 
Lite in Cur15T, remains ſecure in Defiance of all paſt Deſection: 
And thus again by one Righteoufne/s the free Gift cometh uper all Men 
unto Tuſtification of Life. 

If our Keſtitution depended upon our own Righteouſneſs the 
Event would be precarious, yea it would reſt upon a feeble Reed: 
\Whereas now it is a Reſtitution founded upon the Rock of Ages 
that cannot decay. And for this Reaſon we are even already 
reputed as alive in CHRIST, as juſtified in him before the divine 
Juſtice, and by ſuch a Juſtification as can never be defeated either 
by the Gates, or Powers, of Hell, or even by our own Reſiſtance: 
ic cannot be defeated becauſe it reſts upon the Immutability of the 


divine Purpoſe, and the Infallibility of CurisT's divine Righte- 
ouſneſs,

And it 1s as ſure a Thing to me, that all the Accounts which 
the divine Oracles have given us of Election and KReprobration 
muſt reſult from the State of Things given in the above Propoſi- 
tions. As to your Proots from Scripture, that from Prov. xvi. 4. 
is the only one of Force for you, and ſhall! be remarked upon 
hereafter ; the two others namely, from Job. xxi. 30. and Heb. 1. 
12.) ſpeak nothing to your Purpoſe. 

Altho all the Sons of Apam were elected in Cnr1sT before the 
Aions were made to be reſtored by him ultimately; yet that a Few 
of them only were reſolved upon ablolutely to be of the firſt Fruits 
unto God, and fo to ruercome as to be unburt by the ſecond Death; and 
to be made Kings and Priefts unto Chriſt; and to have, Rev. ii.

As the 
Few who were choſen out of” the Many called; as them whom, Pim. 
vi. 19. He hath choſrn out of the Warld, and of whom he ſpeaks, 
Mat. xiii. 2. Ts you it i, given to inow the Myſteries of the Kingdom 
of Heaven, tn them it is not given. And again, Rom. ix. 11. For 
the Children being not yet born, nor læving done ary Good or Evil (that 
the Purpoſe of God according to Fleftion might ffland, not of Warks, but 
of him who calleth). It wvas faid unto her the Elder fhall ferwe the 
Younger. And again, II. Tim. ii. 19. Nevertheleſs the fundamental 
Contract of God flandeth fure, having this Seal, be Lord knoweth 
them that are hin. Rom. Xi. 7. Iſrael hath not obtained that which 
he ſeeketh, but the Ele hath obtained it, and the reſt were blinded. 
Verſe 2. God hath not caft off his People <vhom he farekneaw. 

We make no Doubt but that altho' An am had not fallen, many 
of his Sons would have fallen, and for the fame Reaſon that they 
are now Reprobates, namely, becauſe incorrigible by any Suffer- 
ings which this Life can afford. | 

We grant you then the Election of Grace which you contend 
for; we grant you likewiſe that the Reprobates are appointed ot 
God to Severity, and becauſe nothing ſhorr of it will operate the 
Purpoſe of Gop in them. 

But we farther ſay that their awariPanrucuri Recapitulation into 
Custer their Head, and their yworayn ready, grateful] Subordina- 
tion of themſelves to the divine Purpoſe, is that very Mind of 
Reſipnation and Confidence to which they were elected, and deſ- 


tined before the World was made; and that therefore its Birth in

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them muſt be had at all Events, and by Means of Severity where 
nothing elſe will effect ſucceſsfully its Production in them. 

Till then their deliberate Contempt of Gop and his Goſpel 
calling them to Repentance, and their ſtubborn Defiance of their 
own Conſciences vainly perſuading them, be you reconciled to God, 
and their inward Condemnation of Heart ſhall have wrought in 
them their intended End, their Wretchedneſs muſt continue ; for 
theſe Effects are all judicial the Conſequences of perſonal Irreligion, 
whoſe natural Puniſhment is Blindnets. So, JI. Thef. ii. 10. Be- 
cauſe they received not the Lowe of the Truth that they might be reftored - 
Hor this Cauſe God will ſend them a flrong Deluſion, that they may 
believe a Lie, that they all might be damned who believe not the Truth, 
but have Pleaſure in Unrighteouſneſs. John xii. 40. He hath blinded 
their Eyes and hardened their Hearts, that they frould not fee with their 
Eyes, nor underſtand with their Hearts, and be converted, and I fpould

Our Concluſion then is, that the Appointment of Reprobates to 
Condemnation by the providential Occurrences of this Life, as 
ſome ſay, or as others ſay, by the Temptations of this World 
made to them Occaſions of Wrath, for the ripening them to their 
Perdition, may well have for its End their final Reſtitution, and 
their ripening in this Life may be only a ripening to that Propor- 
tion of Wretchedneſs which is fitly calculated to effect the divine 
Purpoſes of Mercy in them. And thus the Power and Influence 
which will be given to the Antichriſt and his falſe Prophet, during 
their ſhort Reign on Earth, may be therefore deſtined them, be- 
cauſe being hardy enough not only to ſcorn the Goſpe! Offers, but 
to treat them with the moſt flagraut Outrage of Malice, Inſult and 
Tyranny, nothing leſs than the Lake immediately could be applied 
with any Likelihood of Uſe upon them; their Iniquities are there- 
fore firſt filled up fo ſuddenly that the Lake might be firit ſuffered 
by them.

N a calm Review of your Reaſonings on your Propoſitions 1 
muſt pronounce them inadmiſſible, if for no other Reafon than 
becauſe the Propoſitions themſelves reſt upon a precarious Hypo- 
theſis ; namely a ſuppoſed Covenant, or Contract, between the 
Logos and his holy Father, before the Foundation of the World, 
for the effecting the divine Purpoſe.

1, We alledge in Proof hereof the expreſs Words of Scripture, 
Pſm. Ixxxix. 3z. I have made a Covenant with my Choſen, I have 
ſtuorn unto David; (Cx Is TH the one true Davrpd or Beloved) my 
Servant, thy Seed will I efabliſh aionianly, and build up thy Throne 10 
all Generations. But this you ſay was ſpoken of King DA vid, and 
therefore proves not any Covenant made between Gop and his 
CHRIST. 

I anſwer, 1ſt. that the Word David, the Hebrew Word for 
Beloved, is a characteriſtic Term, and is here ſpoken of CHRIS, 
the only Beloved of Gop ; and not of King Davin, who was 
neither beloved of Gop, neither had, nor deſerved, the Appella- 
tion Davry, otherwiſe than as a Type of CHRIST. So, Ia. v. 1. 
Now auill I fing 10 my DAVID) Beloved a Song of my (David) 
Beloved touching his Vineyard. My (David) Bel:wed has a Vineyard 
in a very fruitful Hill, &. So, Eph. i. 6. He has made us accepted 
in the Bilovwed. | 

2dly. That the Character Elett, or Choſen of Gap, cannot 
belong to King David in this Paſſage, but to CHRIST only. So, 
Ifa. xlit. 1. Behold my Servant whom I uphold, my Elect in whom my 
Soul delighteth ; that is my CHRIS, my only Delight. See allo 
Mat. x11. 18. xvit. 5. II. Pet. i. 17. 

And 1 anſwer, ;dly. that Covenants were formerly made with 
Oaths, and that Oaths and Covenants went together, So Ezek. 
xvi. 59. Thus ſaith the Lord, thou haſt deſpiſed the Oath in breaking 
the Covenant, See alſo Ezek. xvii. 13. 16. But we are aſſured 
that God avas bound by his Oath, and therefore by Covenant with his 
Chrif; for Pſm. cx. 4. Jehovah, hath favorn and will not repent ; 
thru (CHRIST) ert à Prieft 2907 atonianly after the Order of 
Melchizeadeck. 

Our alledged Paſſage therefore is an expreſs Declaration that 
Gop had ſworn to, and had made a Covenant with his CHRIS 
under the Character of Daviv, or Beloved, his elected one, his 
true Servant, | 

Again, 2dly. We prove that Gop was under a Covenant with 
his CAR IST, from his Character the Angel of the Covenant. SO 
Mal. iii. 1. Jehovah gubem ye ſeek ſhall ſuddenly come to his Temple, 
eden the N 19D Angel off the Covenant ; that is the cove- 
ranting Angel, or Angel in Covenant with Gop. So Dan. xi. 22. 
The Prince of the Covenant denotes the covenanting Prince, or 
Prince in League with them who conquered him. Gen, xiv. 13. 
The Men of Abraham's Covenant denotes the Men covenanting, or 
in Covenant with AzRauam. Mal. i. 4. The Wife of thy Cove- 
nant denotes thy Wife covenanting, or in Covenant, with thee her 
Huſband. Acts. iii. 25. Je are the Sons of the Covenant which God 
mage, &c, denotes the Sons covenanting, or in Covenant with Cop.

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But Servitude always implies ſome Compact, Covenant, or Con- 
dition whereby the Right of Lordſhip is acquired; and this is 
juſtly acquirable by two Ways only, viz. 1ſt. by Forfeiture, as by 
Conqueſt, Debt, &c. In which Caſe the Servitude is choſen in 
Conſideration of forfeited Life or Liberty conferred.---So a Captive 
in War having forfeited his Life by his ſeeking that of the Con- 
queror, contracts with him that for his Life granted him, himſelf 
and Property and Children, ſo far as his Right in them extends, 
ſhall be at the ViRtor's Diſpoſal, to ſell or keep them for his own 
Service. And, 2dly. by Hire, Reward or Recompence. So Luke 
xv. 19. J am no mere worthy to be called thy Son; make me as one of 
thy hired Servants. So Jer. xlvi. 21. Deut. xxiv. 14. Mat. xx. 7. 

Now that Cua1sT was a Servant of his Father, in the ſecond 
ReſpeR, viz. for Hire, Reward or Recompence, appears, iſt. from 
the Liberality and Freedom of his Service; from his Service being 
not by Compulſion but of Choice. So Phil. ii. 6. 9. Who being 
ey * her the divine Form (a) (Similitude or Image) thought it not 
Robbery to be equal with God, yet nevertheleſs ( emptied himſelf 
(voluntarily and of his own free Choice) aſſuming the Form (Simi- 
!itude or lmage) of a Serwant; and humbling him/elf, became obedient 
unto Death, even unto the Death of the Creſs; wherefore (on Account 
of which infinite Condeſcenſion) God al/o hath highly exalted him, 
that at the Name of Jeſus every Knee ſhould bow. 

80 Iſa. xlii. 1. 6. 7. Behold my Servant whom I uphold, (my Ser- 
vant not as a Slave, but as a free-born Son, for he is) mine Ele 
in whom my Soul delighteth. (V. 6.) I Jehovah have called thee in Righte- 
ouſneſs; (a righteous one, without Charge of Blame or Debt) 5 
open the blind Eyes, to bring out the Priſoners from the Priſon, and 
them that fit in Darkneſs from out of the Dungeon: (And this his Ser- 
vice will I reward with a Generofity worthy the ſupreme Gop ;

The Cuxisr of Gop therefore muſt have been a free Servant 
to his Father, and conſequently his Service muſt have been meri- 
torious, obligatory, and by Covenant. That his Service was be- 
neath his Dignity, a Service of Humiliation, is clear beyond 
Diſpute : For, Heb. v. 8. Th he were a Son yet learned he (wad, 
as a Leſſon belonging not to his native, but to his freely aſſumed 
Character only, his Character as a Servant) Obedience by the Things 
which he ſuffered, not juſtly ſuffered for himſelf, but vicarially, 
and to oblige his holy Father; and who therefore conſidered him, 
even under To Character Servant, as his own Son notwithſtanding ; 
for, Heb. i. 13. To which of the Angels ſaid he at any Time (what

That Cyrx1isT was a Servant to his holy Father, 
not Servitude, but by Hire or Covenant, appears from the 
Nature of his Service as a limited Work; and finiſhable; as a 
Work out of Character, or extraordinary, and occaſional only; 
and therefore only temporary. 80, John xvii. 4. 5. I have glori. 
fied thee on Earth, I haue finiſhed the Work which thou (holy Father) 
gave me to do; and now, O Father, glorify thou me with thine own 
felt, with the Glory aubich I had with thee before the World was, and 
before I undertook to be thy Servant, even my native Glory be- 
longing to me, not as thy Servant but as thy only Son. 

And the like he tells his Diſciples, John xv. 10. I have kept my 
Father's (ronas) Precepts, (Commiſſions, Appointments, or Cove- 
nants) and henceforth continue in his Lowe.

Again, 3dly. That Caxisr was a Servant to his Father, not by 


Servitude but by Hire, Treaty and Covenant, appears from the

for the Foy that wwas ſet before him endured the Groſs, (with all the 
Pains annexed thereto) d:/þi/ing the Shame, and is ſet down at the 
right Hand of God; or, as the Reward of his Services, is now in 
aAgal Poſſeflion of the covenanted Joy and Glory, and is alſo 
inveſted with all Power to ſuccour here, and reward hereafter, all 
his Followers, by giving them whatſoever, thro* Faith in him, 
they have graciouſly to expect. 

Our Lox »'s Reward, as his Father's Servant, was a Kingdom: 
Luke xxit. 29. J appoint (Aar, Covenant or Contract with) 
you (for) a Kingdom, as my Father hath appointed (Audi re, hath com- 
pounded, contracted, or covenanted with me for, or to give, as a 
Recompence for my Service) ante me a Kingdom. 

That this Kingdom was Canrisrt's by Treaty, Covenant or 
Contract, is again clear from the Contraſt and Compariſon here 
made: For ſince the Title of Kings and Prieſts belongs only to 
ſuch of our Lok »'s Diſciples as follow their Maſter during the 
Regeneration, and are viQorious in him; that is, fince their 
promifed Royalty is ſet before the firſt Fruits as a Prize for which 
they are to contend, the Terms or Conditions hereof are con- 
tained. in the Word Strive; and our Los p's Kingdom is in like 
Manner; (&rw;, for this, implied in ad, quemadmodum is which 


anſwers to N)): It will follow that our Lox D's Kingdom alſo

Again, Athly. That Cnr1sT was the Servant of his Father by

Your Objection is juſt while you direct its Force againſt the 
Arminians, but it affects us not, for we ſuppoſe two Contracts 
to have been made between the Logos and his Holy Father; the 
firſl reſpe&ing che original (Prothefin or) Purpoſe of God in his 
Creatures, and reſolved on between them before the original Cre- 
ation; and the ſecond reſpecting the Creatures fallen and made in 
Conſequence of their Fall, and ſubſequent thereto, before the 
Creation of this World, | 
We mean not however that theſe two Contracts differ otherwiſe 
than circumſtantially, in Reality they muſt have been one and 
the ſame, for the ſame End muſt have been determined in both; 
but the former inferring the latter, and rendering it neceſſary after 
Sin incurred, the latter is to be conſidered only as a freſh Modi- 
fication of the former, or the Protheſin again renewed. 
The original Protheſis of Gop required, after the Revolt of the 
Creature, the enſuing Covenant for a Sacrifice and Righteouſneſs 


in Order that itſelf might be mviolably ſecured and effected in the 
Incarnation,

Incarnation, Death, and Service, or voluntary Obedience of ]«- 
sus Canr:isT, the Sacrifice fecured the Prothin. 

And accordingly we find this Covenant in CazsT exquiſitely 
calculated to obviate and adjuft infallibly all the unnatural Evils 
in which the Creatures had involved themſelves by their Treaſon 
and Rebellion, threatening the Defeat of the divine Protheſin. 

And we ſuppoſe we can prove this Point from Scripture, altho' 
at preſent we have only to ſay of it, 1ſt. that if Caz1sT had not 
contrafied with his Holy Father for the executing his original Pur- 
poſe before the firſt Creation, at leaſt before any Default in any 
of his Creatures had occurred, his Sacrifice would not have becn pro- 
nounced upon as neceſſary. Again, 2dly, we argue from Gal. iii. 21. 
1; the Law (of Gop) then againſt rhe Promiſes of God? (or is it to 
be ſaid that God altered his Purpoſe of free Grace thro' Cyr15T ?) 
God forbid (that we ſhould conclude thus unworthily againſt the 
divine Immutability; but the Law of true Righteouſneſs was now 
by the Fall both impracticable, and in irs own Nature unequal to, 
and unfit for anſwering the Requiſites of divine Fuſtice; had it 
been otherwiſe, our Juttifhcation by the Law of Righteouſneſs 
would by no Means have been vacated) fer if there could haue been 
a Law (contrived & . ſufficient, or) powerful to give Lie, 
werily Righteouſne/s (or juſtifying Righteouſneſs) Gould have let 
(not by the Humiliation and Sufferings of Caxrisr but) by 7/2 
Law ; 3dly. Again we ſay, our Belief is that Jesvs muſt have 
become, Heb. xii. 24. he Mediator of the new Covenant, namely, 
of that by ſhedding his Blood for Sin, in Confequence of his Of- 
fice as economical Lord under the antecedent Protheſis, the 
Covenant of Creature Righteouſneſs ; for that as Mediator of the 
new Covenant, he undertook to conduct the original! Purpoſe or 
Protheſin of Gop, viz. his Purpoſe when ia its ſimple unperplexed 
Form, and, before Sin incurred, to its great deſtined End. 

- Bur the Diſplay of this Subject would lead me far beyond my 
intended Brevity, and from the many Points I have before me ; 
and I have been already longer than I could wiſh on the Doctrine 
of CHrIST's Covenant with fis Holy Father; and yet it remains 
but ſlightly handled, for it ſhould have been ſhewn that the Miſtake 
of Divines in this Article ariſes from their confounding the Cove- 
nant between the Logos and his Holy Father with the Decrees of 
the Logos, thro* a falſe Notion of thoſe Decrees being from all 
Eternity. But this cannot be now attempted.

Again, tho' it might have been determined that Cayn1sr ſhould

can have no Life in you) will demoliſh your Cities, and make you 
their Slaves, an Evil which need not have happened. | 

However, whether our Propoſitions above advanced be true or 
not, certainly the Paſſages we have urged in Favour of an univer- 
ſal Reſtitution, by Force of the Terms All, all Men, every Man, 
every one, all Things, remain unmoved by any Thing hitherto ad- 
vanced againſt them from the hyperbolical Uſe of univerſal Terms. 
And therefore as to the Conclufion thence _ we may moſt. 
juſtly demand it from you Calviniſts, who profeſs honeſtly, If it 
can be ſhewn that theſe general Terms (All, all Men, every 
« Man, every Creature) are not to be taken in their limited Senſe, 
« but in their full Latitude; then indeed, when we read. of

« cular Man and Woman in it, as tho“ CARISTH lay down his Life

«« eternally loſt, &c. See Veritas Redux.“ 

Now in Proof that the Word World may ſometimes mean, not 
the Whole but — a great Part of Mankind, your Writers produce 
the following Paſſages, in Number four, viz, John vii. 4. Hrs 
Brethren ſaid, fince thou dof} theſe Things ſhew thyſelf to the Werld. 
John xii. 9. 7 he Phariſees ſaid the World is gone after him. Luke ii. 1. 
A Decree went out from Auguſius that all the World ſhould be taxed. 
Rev. xiii. 3. Al the World wondered after the Beaf?. 

To them we reply that the iſt and 2d of theſe 'Texts are Words 
of no Authority, and amount to no Proof, being ſpoken by the 
Los p's unbelieving Relations, and by the Scribes and Phariſees. 
Again, the 3d Text appears to contain a Part of the very Decree 
ot AugGusTvs, that proud Tyrant and Extortioner, who, reſpecting 
himſelf as Loxb of the whole World, iſſued his Mandate in thele 
haughty Terms, - viz. Ut totus Terrarum Orbis cenſeretur.“

We reply then, that if you reject our Hypotheſis you mult ne- 
ceſſarily underſtand theſe Words as ſpoken /ecundum quid, or rela-

And as neither, of theſe Paſſages will. prove that by the Word 
World we are to underſtand any Part of Mankind leſs than the 
whole of them; ſo if they did, yet would ſuch Proof avail Nothing 
againſt us, becauſe the Queſtion is not whether_the Word World 
may be ſometimes underſtood of Jeſs than the Whole of Mankind; 
but whether by the Words Verla aud whole Horid, the which 
CHRisT is ſaid to redeem, we are to underſtand only partially a 
Few, or univerſally the Whole of Mankind. | 

And whereas the latter we, by Authority of the followin 
Texts, affirm, and you deny under Pretence of abſurd Conſequen- 
ces reſulting from their literal Acceptation, it ſhall be our Buſineſs 
to conſider theſe ſeveral Paſſages, together with your ObjeQons 
againſt them.

We argue from II. Cor. v. 19. God abt in Chrift recenciling 
the N. url "unto himſelf, not imputing their Tre/pafſes unto them. We 
argue, I ſay, iſt.' that the World is reconciled, or conciliated.

This we grant, and therefore we believe, 1ſt. that the Wicked 
ſhall not ſufer the Wrath of Gop for their Sins, (becauſe he is 
appeaſed with them for theſe) but the Wrath of the Lamb only. 
And, 2dly. that they ſhall ſuffer the Wrath of the Lamb (or 
C4Rr15T) not becauſe CnrisT loves them not, or died not for 
them; but becauſe CHRIST, thro? the invincible Power of his 
Love for them, and his indefeaſible Attachment to them, has re- 
ſolved infallibly upon their Reſtoration. 

Being redeemed by Cu isr they ſhall be infallibly reſtored by 
him; and, becauſe their Reſtoration muſt be effected by their re- 
ceiving him, the Covenant Soap, or Refiner ; their Sufferings will 
be to enforce this their Reception of him. And in this Light, or 
View of Things, the Apoſtle tells us, Verſe 20. We art Anbaſſa- 
dort for Chrift, as the Chriſt did beſeech you by us, we pray you in 
Chrift's Stead, be ye reconciled to God: For, Heb. ii. 3. bow 
we eſcape i we neglect ſo great a Reſtitution. God is reconciled to 
the World, and has in Proſpect for them, and as his ultimate 
Purpoſes in them, certain Glories and Efficacies to be diſplayed 
and manifeſted in their Perſons ; the Principles of which are now 
dormant in them, and have been ſo from the Foundation of the 
World, tho' now revealed obſcurely to his Saints ; therefore the 
World muſt and ſhall be ultimately reconciled to Gop in Purſuance 
of ſuch his original and ultimate Purpoſe in them. 

Divine Revelation aſſures us that Cyxr1sT alone is, John xi. 25. 
the reſurrectiue Life. (a) That he was crucified, John iii. 15. That 
wwhoſeever believath in him ſhould not periſh, but have the aionian (or

(a) CrxrisT as our Redeemer was, Col. i. 15. the firft-begotten of all the Cre- 
erion ; as our ſecond Ap Au he is, Rev. i.

Of the Lox o's being begotten from the Dead we read, Pim. ii. 7. Acts Xiii, 
33. Thou art my beloved Son, this Dey (the Day of his RefurreRion) baus I be- 
gotten thee, St. PZ TER here cites this Paſſage to ſhew the Neceſſity of the Re- 

deemer's Reſurrection; and St. Pau cites it again in Heb. v. 5. in Proof of 
his Melchiſedecal Prieſthood, and that ſuch was an Office conſequent to, and 
which he entered upon at his Reſurrection: For that Cxn1sT roſe from the 
Dead, as to be a King, ſo to be a Prieſt aionianly; and for ſuch he was 
qualified, by his Temptations, Prayers, and Sufferings in the Fleſh. Yerſe 

e 7. 8. 80 we read again, Rom. 1. 4. He was defined the Son of God in Hover, 
according te the Spirit of Holinefs by the Reſurrection from the Dead: A Reſurrection, 
Rom, vi. 4. into (&a is uſed in this Place for J Beth, into) the Glory of bis 
Father ; rendering him the Son of Cop in Power operative by the Spirit of 
No this ſurpriſing Life, diſplayed in CxazisT when he was begotten from 
the Dead, is that aionian Life of which the Scripture every where ſpeaks as 
the Purchaſe of his meritor:ous Sacrifice and Righteouſneſs, as the Object of 


his 
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re ſurrective) Life; yet ſince this Life is no otherwiſe to be had 
than by being united to CarisT, they who refuſe this Lite offered 
malt periſh in the Want of it, notwithſtanding they have a Right 
thereto in CHRIST. 

We avow, that all the Sins of all Men are indeed fo truly and 
really abſolved in CR IS, as that all Sinners are now already and 
forever juſtified and blameleſs before Gov, ſupremely juſt. We 
avow, that our Redemption 1s already and forever finiſhed and 
compleat in CarisT; for that he has put away Sin (the Guilt of 
it) by the Sacrifice of himſelf; for that God has forgiven all Tre/- 
paſſes in his CHRIST; for that CHAISTH has blitted out the Hard. 
awriting of Ordinances againſt us, which was conirary to us, and taken 
it out of” the Way, nailing it to his Cro/5 And we dare ſay, with the 
Prophets, Sing O Heavens, for the Lord has done it. 

Yea we no longer doubt but all Occaſions of Enmity and Hatred, 
between God and Man, for Sin, are fo utterly invalidated and abo- 
liſhed in CarisT's Atonement, as that nothing more can happen, 
on the Part of Men, whereby they can offend Divine Juſtice; nor 
on the Part of Gop, whereby he can be offended at Man, or con- 
cei Ve any Anger or Diſguſt againſt him, on Account of his Sins. 

And yet it is allo our Doctrine, that altho* CARISsT's Sufferings 
are a ſuficient Atonement and Satisfaction for the Sins of the 
whole World, that they are however ſuch a ſufficient Atonement 
and Satisfaction only to Divine Juſtice, That tho' it be true that 
Gop as ſuch can now no more puniſh any Sinner for his Sins, all 
Sins being virtually eraſed and exempted from beſore Gov in the 
holy Sacrifice of his Son; nevertheleſs, that Sinners are {till ob- 
noxious to ſuffering for their Sins from the Hands of CHAISsTH; for 
that our Debts being fally diſcharged, not by ourſelves but, by 
CHRrIsT, we confeſs, that we only ceaſe in Cusist to be Deb- 
tors to Gop, and that we continue perſonally his Debtors for 
them as much as before to Divine Juſtice, 

In Cusisr we may ſay confidently, Iſa. I. 7. 8. 9. Jehowab 
Adni is my Vindicator ; therefore am I not confounded, therefore hawe 1 


Jet my Face like a Flint, and am confident-that I ſhall not be aſhamed ; 


be it near me who juſlifieth me, who ſhall condemn me ? Let us fiand 
together; who is my Accuſer (or Author of my Condemnation ? ) 
Let him (as ſuch) come near to me + Behold Fehowvah, God, windicatcth 
me ; who is he that ſhall pronounce me wnrighitous ?

This Life is called a new (or Newneſs of) Life, becauſe it was firit mani- 


ſeſted in the Son of Goy, when riſen into the Glory of the Father, hidden from 


Ages and Generations, but now revealed in thoſe reſurreQive Fffects and Ener- 


sies which have made it the Wonder and Admiration of all the heavenly Inha- 
bitants 5 a Pheenomenon which entered not into their Hearts by Preconception, 

And the Doctrine of this reſurreQive Life is called a Myilery, in that it's 
Propriety, Foundation, Events and liſues, arc ſo tranſcendent and aſtoniſhing, 
that the Angels (eek to pry into and penetrate the Conſequences emergent from 
it, and to be made Partakers thereof ia their Log o, together with his adopted

Strangers from the Covenant of Promiſe, without Hope, and even) Athe- 
#/ts in the World. And ſince a People thus deſcribed muſt have all the 
Marks of Reprobation in them, it muſt be granted that he died for 
Reprobates ; he died for Worldlings or Reprobates as Reprobates, 
and therefore for All who are or were Reprobates ; for Gop is not 
partial, or a Reſpecter of Perſons; he died for them as loſt, for 
he came to ſce and reſtore that which was lift, as ungodly, as dead in 
Treſpafſes and Sins; as Atheiſts, and not as (or becauſe they were) 
Elect, or in any wife deſerving from him any Kind of Eſteem or Fa- 
vour, or for A and B as in any Degree leſs undeſerving than C and D. 
_ He died as well for the Men who thall die as for them who ſhall 
never die; for we read, Rom. xiv. 15. Defiroy not him with thy 
Meat for whom Chriſt died. I. Cor. viii. 2. Thro' thy Knowledge 
thall thy weak Brother periſh for whom Chriſt died ? II. Pet. xi. 1. 
Falſe Teachers ſhall intraduce daninable Hereftes, even denying the Lord 
1ho bought them, and bring upon themſelves fwift Deſtruction. 

The Fact is undeniable ; for if Cux15sT died not for them who 
hall die, then neither could it have been ſaid of theſe that they 
denied the LorÞ that bought them, (namely by dying for them) 
or that they who were thus bought by him (hall _ or that ſwift 
Deſtruction ſhall come upon them. And, fince in the Term whole 
Werld muſt be comprehended all Men who thall either die or not 


die, the Conſequence is unavoidable that CurisT died for the 
whole World. |

We have allowed that the Death of C#s1sr was profitable to 

the whole World.

And farther, ſince it would be Sin and Preſumption in the 
World to beheve that Car1sT died for them, without his Teſti- 
mony for ſo believing, and unleſs CRS’ did andeed die for them; 
it will folfow, that neither could the World be condemned for their 
Unbelief, or for not believing in the Name of the only begotten 
Son of Gop, unleſs it were true that ChHa1sT died for them: But 
we are well aſſured that the World ſhall be condemned for not be- 
Heving that Cyr1sT died for them; therefore the Death of Car1sT 
for the World muſt be a true Teſtimony. "I 

This laſt Inference ſtands upon no leſs an Evidence, than that 
no Guilt can ever attend the refuſing to believe a Lie. Could it 
be once proved that the Lord, CnurisT, died not for the World, it 
would become a Lie to afirm that he did die for the World ; and 
to believe a Lye is ſo far from being a Man's Duty, that, II. Thefl. 
it. 2. it is one of the greateſt of all Curſes. | 

Moreover, if Cnsisr died not for the World, then neither 
could he be the Judge of the World according to his Gefpel, or 
becaule the World received not the Love of the Truth, that they 
might be ſaved; in that the Truth which the Oracles of Gop ſup- 
boſe the World to renounce, unto their Guilt and Damnation, is 
that Cu Is verily died for their Sins. 

So ſtubborn are theſe Abſurdities, that few Calviniſls chaſe to 
make any Reply to them; may we not therefore avow ſecurely, 
with the Apoltle, that the Lord, Cnaisr, died for the whole 
World; and that in Conſequence thereof the whole World is con- 
fidered of Gob as dead in his CurisT? according to the Apoſile's 


Reaſoning, 
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Reaſoning, II. Cor. v. 14. V One died for All, then are All dead, 
Tears; anivavy, namely together with CHRISTA, Col. 11, 20. iii. 3. 
Gal. ii. 19. that the Efficacy of Cazisr's Death might exert itſelt 
in them), and he died fer All, that (di Cue, the Living (at whatever 
Time or in whatever Place they begin ſo to live) ould no longer 
(um) live unto themſelves, but unto him awho died for them, and ro/e 
„gain. For, as ſays Preirrek, in Ifa. lit. Quod Chrijtus moriuis 
I pro illis, perinde eft ac fi igſi mortui fuiſſcut. Vhat CHAISsT dicd 
for them is the ſame Thing as if themſelves had died. 


And altho' it be true what you ſay, that if the Lord, CursT, 


refaſe, Mat. x. 20. to confe/s us before his Father wwho is in Heaven, 
our Pleas will prove but vain Words; our Patron being filent, 
our Defence will not avail us againſt our Adverſary ; yet it being 
alſo certain that, I. Tim. ii. 6. (CHRIS gave himſelf a Ranjom for 
All to be teſtified in aue Times, or in peculiarly appointed Seaſons ; we 
helicve that whenever theſe Times ſhall arrive, then ſhall all Men, 
Eyck. xxxvi. 35. remember their own evil Nase, ard their Doing: 
that were not good; and fhall lath themſelves in their own Sight for 
(heir Iniquities, and for their Abimwrations: For, Rom. iii. 19. 
every Meath fhall be flopped, and all the World become guilty before 
God; and, Phil. ii. 2. every Tongue ſhall confi/s that Jeſus Chriſt is 
'he Lord, to the Glory of Gd the Father,

:n the Expreſſion ou Sins, the Sins of All, whether Jews or Gen— 
tiles, who having received the Faith are become Relicvers, are 
comprehended. And, 2dly. by the Sins of the whole World mutt 
be underſtood the Sins of all other Men, who are not Believers ; 
becauſe to all theſe likewiſe muſt ChAIsH be preached, or exhi- 
bited as their Advocate with the Father, and their Propitiator in 
common with us who believe,

We acknowledge this Reaſoning to be plauſble, yet cannot ad- 
mit of it, becauſe it is certain that CASH died inftead of them 
who ſhall be ſaved, (viz, all %w, dig ww). But he could not 
die in their Stead who will be loſt ; therefore for the Loſt he could 
not die at all. 

That muſt be which Gop wills ſimply and abſolutely, as favs 
Aquinas, Quicguid Deus fimpliciter wult, fr. Therefore the End 
and Purpoſe of Cx IST's Death cannot be defeated: But the End 
and Purpoſe of CaxrisT's Death would manifeſtly be defeated if 
he died for the Unbeliever and Impenitent: Therefore for ſuch he 
died not, or in other Words, if Ckxr1sT died for all Sinners he 
lied for the Unbeliever and Impenitent ; and if fo, their Unbelief 
and Impenitence could not defeat the End of his Death : The 
Conſequence is clear,

The Death of Car15T conſiſts in his being cut off as a Sinner, 
by his holy Father, for (or inſtead of) all Mankind. This Death 


therefore ſhall not happen finally to any one at all; no, not 10 
(3 2 
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them who periſh in their Sins; they ſhall not be abſolutely cut off; 
and tho' they ſhall periſh, yet ſhall the a/onian Arms, Deut. xxxiii. 
27. be underneath them, and they hall tome "Time or other reap the 
Benefit of CurnsrT's Death. They ſhall indeed periſh, yet not as 
obnoxious to the Curſe of Gop for Sin, for which CMA is their 
vicarial Atonement, but as obnoxious only to the {alutary Curie 
of Cy«1sT; who is now their one atoning, and therefore their 
avenging or chaſtiſing Gop, 

We will even grant it to be true that Gop wills conditionally, 
and approves proviſionally of the Damnation of by far the greateſt 
Part of Mankind; yet it is alſo no lefs true that (I. Tim. ii. 4.) 
Ged wills (abſolutely) that all Men fall be reftored, and come 10 the 
Knowledge of tbe Truth; and granting theſe two Points to be cer- 
tain, how is it otherwiſe poſſible to reconcile them than by ſuppoſ- 
ing that Damnation and Reſtitution are conſiſtent Things? 

Whatever Gop wills he wills ſeriouſly: Jo ſuppoſe therefore two 
contradidtory Wills in Gop at one and the fame Time; the one 
open and revealed, the other ſecret and reſerved ; and that theſe 
croſs and interfere with each other, is uttecly repugnant to common 
Senſe : And yet they muſt ſo croſs and interfere upon every other 
Principle than our's ; viz. that Damnation is ceconomic and ſalutary.

The Abſurdity in this Diſtinction is apparent only, not real: 
Change but the Names and it vaniſhes, Gov wills that all Men 
ſhould be ſaved, but he has predeſtined ſome to be ſo. Surely the 
Diſtinction between Willing and Predeſtinating is more than 1ma- 
ginary. 1

By the Term Predeſtination we underſtand the Determination of 
the divine Will, before the Foundation of the World, to refRore 
loſt Souls to himſelf ; and the Mean whereby this Reſtitution was 
to be effected was the Sacrifice of CyrIsT. 

Now, 1ſt. the Cauſe of this Predeſtination was (as we are aſſu- 
red) the free Mercy of our Gee, or, in modern Language, the di- 
vine Benevolence or Commileration moved by the Conſideration of 
cur Wretchedneſs. And, 2dly. the Effects of this Predeſtination 
were, iſt, a Vocation, or Calling from Gov, to return unto him, 
and be united with him; zdly. the Gift of Faith from him, or a 
Power of beholding this our Reunion to him as practicable in his 
Cunts; and, . 3dly. our Sanctification, or Regeneration from 
above, by the Spirit of his Son conforming us into his own Image, 
and producing in us the Works of Grace, and Truth therewith 
correſponding. 

We were predeſtined of Goo to be reſtored ; therefore we were 
called, therefore we believe, therefore we are ſanctiſied, or, in 
other Words, our Reunion with Cop is by no Means to be impu— 
ted to the Will of Man, but ſolely and fingly to the Compaſſion of 
Gov, the divine Commiſeration for the Loſt, 

The Children of Gon, ſay you, © arc choſen of him to be ſuch; 
and they are not ſo choſen becauſe of any 'Thing in them, giving 
them a Preference to other Men; they are not predeſtinated of 
Gor either becauſe of any Fidelity in them to the Grace of Gov, 
or becauſe of any divine Previſion of their future Faith, or Merit, 
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good Works, or Prayer, or Perſeverance, or other diſtinguiſhing 
Dignity ; no, nor even becauſe of the predeſtined Merits of his 
holy Son IEsUus CarisT for them; but ingly, folely, and altoge- 
ther becauſe of the vu, or bountiful} Good-will of Goo, 
founded in his gratuitous Commileration of them in their loſt and 
wretched Condition.“ They were therefore, ist. predeſtined of 
Gop to be his, and then, zdly. in Conſequence thereof, to be 
called of him, to be made Believers in him, and to be {anctified 
by him. 

"Now obſerve the Conſequence of theſe glorious Doctrines. Tt is 
2 ſure Truth that the Car1sr of Go died 7 be a Propitiation, not 
for our Sins enly, but alſo for the Sins of the whole Worid His Death 
then was predeſtined to be a Propitiation for the whole wicked 
World, which will ſurely be damacd. Does it not then follow that 
this wicked World, notwithilanding it's antecedent Damnation, 
ſhall be both called of him, become Believers in him, and be finally 
lanctiſied and regenerated by him? 

For it being once proved that /e Gifts ond Calling of God 
(which are without Repentance are the Fffects and not the Cauſe 
of our Predeſtination, we muſt unavoidably allow that the wicked 
World, predeſtinated in Cnr1sT, before ail Ages, to be his, mult 
ultimately enjoy the Effects of this gracious Predeſtination. 

You juſtly avow that we are predeſtined of Gop, not becaul': 
we bclieve, but to believe; and that we become Believers in Con- 
ſequence of our Predeſtination thereto. But the like Predeflina- 
tion appears to have been made of Gop for the wicked World, of 
which we are the firſt Fruits unto him; they are equally predeſtined 
of Gop to be reſtored with us; and therefore, notwithſtanding 
their preſent Wickedneſs, and future Damnation and VWretched- 
neſs, they muſt become Believers in Conſequence of the gratuitous 
Predeſtination of God, chooſing them to be his abſolutely, and 
without any Regard had to any Thing good or evil in them. 

1it. That our good Works are not in any wiſe the Cauſe of our 
Reſtoration needs no Proof The Golpel thro' it's whole Tenor 
proclaims it; our Election antecedent to all good Works is an 
Evidence of it; and the conſtant Oppoſition of Works to Faith 
eſtabliſhes this Truth beyond all Contradiction, as all your Writers 
teach; ſo Rom. xi. 6. /F by Grace, then it is no more of Works, 
otherwiſe Grace is no more Grace; but if it be of Works, then it is no 
more Grace; otherwiſe Work is ne more Wark. Rom. iv. 4. To him 
zwwho avorketh is the Rexward, not reckoned of Grace, but of Debt; but to 
him «who wworketh not, but believeth on him who juſtifieth the Unged!y, his 
Faith is accounted for Righteouſneſs: So Gal. v. 4. Rom. ix. 31. x. 3. 

zdly. That our Faith foreſeen of Gon cannot be the Cauſe of 
our Predeſtination in CHRIST, is clear from it's being the Effect 


_ thereof, We were choſen, not becauſe it was foreſeen of Gop 


that we would become holy, but becauſe being hopeleſs, unholy, 
and needing to be made holy by a miraculous Effort of Juſtice and 
Mercy, the Predeſtination of Gop, as that alone which could re- 
lieve us, intervened for us; we were predeſtined to be Saints in 
CaR1sT, and therefore ſhall by him be new created ſuch. 

zdly. What remains then ? Certainly the Point for which we 
contend, that Go having predeſtined us freely of his Grace in 
himſelf alone, or as moved gratuitouſly by his pure REID].

and not by any Regard had to Worth or Excellency in us; muſt 
alſo have predeſtined from the very ſame Motive, and with the 
fame Intallibility, all Mankind, even the wicked World, without 
any Regard had to their Kind, or Degree, of Wickedneſs, out of 
mere Compaſſion for them, a fallen, loſt, and ruined Race of 
Creatures, to their final Reſtitution thro? Sufferings. 

IT fay fallen, becauſe, had the divine tredeſtination been made 
for them while ia a State of Innocence, they could not have been 
ſaid to be predeſtinated as Sinners, and out of free Mercy and 
Commitèeration; for the Word Mercy as neceſſarily infers Guilt, 
as Commileration winters Wretchedneſs. So that they muſt have 
fallen antecedently to their Predeſtination, and Gov muſt have 
deſtined them thus fallen before the Foundation of the World, 
together with the Elect likewiſe fallen, to a final Reſtitution in his 
only beloved Son as Rebels altogether deſperately and eternally 
revolted from him. 

God, the Sovereign Lord of All, ever free, ever omaipotent, 
reſting upon himſelf alone the ſupreme Good, is moreover full of 
Compaſſion; and he was thereby moved to a Council with his own 
Son by whom he created us, in our behalf; in fo much that he 
conceived in the revolving, and debating thereof with him, a 
Complacency and Delight expreſs'd to us in the Greek Word 
; and determined himſelf to devote, as did his Holy Son at 
the ſame Time to be devoted to this divine Service, the Reſtitution 
of ail Things, that is (according to the Greek Phraſeology; all 
Perions. So that it became a Matter of Covenant and Decree 
between them, mutually approving, as anſwering at once the Dig- 
nity both of the divine Righteouſneſs and Benevolence. | 

Now fince it 1s from this Covenant between Gop and his only 
begotten Son, and not from any perſonal Merit of any Kind in 
us that the preſent deſtined Reſtitution of us, the firſt Fruits unto 
Gon, muſt ariſe: So from the ſame Cauſe and for the ſame Reaſon, 
namely, becauſe the Purpoſes and Effects of this divine Council 
and Deſtiny are alſo announced on and declared to comprehend 
all Men, this Council and Deſtiny muſt be even now equally, 
altho* more tediouſly, operative on all the Sons of Apam, and 
muſt forever continue ſo to operate to it's final and univerſal Ac- 
compliſhment, their bleſſed Life in Cas 15T, in which their ulti- 
mate Reſtitution conſiſts. 

If the firſt Fruits have their Life prepared, founded, afcertained, 
and eſtabliſhed in Cnr15sT alone and not in themſelves, or in any 
other Creature, before the Foundation of the World, by Virtue 
of his Covenant with Gop to redeem them by dying for them: 
Surely the wicked World, for whom he died equally as for us, muſt 
likewiſe have had this Life prepared, founded, aſcertained, and 
eſtabliſhed in CrrisT alone, proclaimed no leſs io be the Re- 
deemer of the wicked World than of the firſt Fruits of his Paſſion, 

Acts xv. 18. Known unto God are all his Works from the Beginning; 
the wicked World therefore, was equally known of Gop, the Sub- 
jects of the divine Mind before the World was made, equally with 
us; and fince it is alſo true that the Sins which were purged by 
the Blood of the Son of Go were ſo purged virtually before the 
Foundation of the World, altho' actually and in Fact only at the 
Time of the Blood ſhedding upon the Croſs, our Doctrine needs 
no farther Proof, | 'The 
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The Purgation was indeed finiſhed upon the Croſs, as we read, 
Heb. i. 3. Vo when he had in himſelf purged cur Sins, fat down on 
the right Hand of the Majejty on high. Yet this hniſhing Was no 
other than it's Execution; it's Efficacy reſalied from the divine 
Predeftination of his holy Perſonage before the World was. For 
CHr1sT (as Mediator, and under Covenant with his holy Father to 
be ſuch) was equally with us the Subject of the divine Predeſtination 
before the Foundation of the World ; and therefore we can kave 
no farther Doubt of the ſure Event and Eftett of this Purgation. 

And hence the Apoſtle having concluded his Diſcourte on Pre- 
deſtination, Rom. xi. cloſes it with that elevating Epiphonema, 


for of him, and thro' him, and to him are all Things, (or Perſons) 70 
a. be Glory to the (utmoſt) Atons. Amen.

We argue 3dly. from John iv. 24. T5: is indeed the Chrift the Refterey 
of the World. The Character of CHRIST 1s © the Reftorer of the 


World.” Is not then the denying him to be ſuch, to ſpeak with 
Moderation, a Kind of Sacrilege ?

The Doctrines of the Calviniſts have been too well digeſted and 
vindicated to be ſhaken by your flender Reaſonings, ſupported by 
confounding the 'Terms Predeſtination and Election, which are b 
no Means convertible, but reſpect two diftin& and different Points 
in Theology. However, 1ſt. we grant you that, as to bis Suf- 
ficiency, CHRIST is the Saviour of the World; and, 2dly. it is 
dur conſtant Doctrine that the Election of the Saints, before the 
Foundation of the World, is altogether the Cauſe both of thei 
Redemption and of their Faith and Obedience. 

Yet then as to the firſt of theſe Points, the Suffictency of Cas 15's 
Sacrifice for the World, or al! Men, it avails not for them, be- 
cauſe by his Purpoſe and Refointion Caur1sT is the Saviour only 
of his Sheep for whom he died. And for this Reaſon he beſpeaks 
the non- elected Jews, John x. 26. Ye believe not becauſe ye are not

my Sheep. And the like he ſays to his Diſciples, Mat. viii 11, 


Unto yeu it is given to know the Myſteries of the Kingdom of Heaven; 
but unto them (the Reprobate) it is not given ; for, Verſe 12, 14, 
ſeting they will not fee, and hearing they wil not hear, 

And ſo again as to the 2d. Point, it is a found Truth that the Elec 
are (not predeſtinated, but) choſen in CHRIST, namely, ont of 
the Maſs or Multitude, betorg the Foundation of the World; and 
choſen not upon a Foreſight of, but to their good Works. They 
are elect in Cur1sT to be holy, and therefore their good Works 
and Holineſs are the Fruits and Effects of their Election, and nor 
the Condition of their being choſen. So Rom. ix. 16. 1 is »-/ 
of him that willeth, nor of him that runneth, but of God who fbeweth 
Mercy; or Gov out of his mere free Grace and Commileration, 
and not from any Good or Previſion of Good in us, has appointed 
us unto Holineſs, See alſo II. Theft. ii. 13. 

And indeed were this otherwiſe, Salvation would not be the 
Effect of pure Grace, but of Works. And lince our Believing, 
regarded as a Thing acceptable to Gov, becomes a Work, this 


likewiſe muſt be as furely the Effect of our Election as of our 
other Works, The 
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The Saints were elected to be Saints before they were born, 
and before they had done either Good or Evil; therefore their 
believing, and their doing Good muſt be the Effects or Conſe- 
quences of their Election, and not the Cauſes thereof; and ac. 
cordingly we read, Eph. ii. 10. We are his Workmanſhip, created in 
Chrift Jeſus unto good Works, to which God has fort-ordained us that 
«we jhould walk in them. For from theſe Words it will follow that 
our Believing, Sanctification, and Holineſs are not the Cauſe of 
our being Ele&, but the Fruits, Effects, and Conſequences ſubſe- 
quent thereto, and following there upon. 

And the Caſe is the ſame wich Regard to the Perſeverance of the 
Saints; they perſevere becauſe, 1. Pet. i i. &. They are kept by the 
Power of God thro" Faith unto Salvation. John x. 28, 29. They 
hall never periſh, neither ſhall any ane pick them out of the Father's 
Hanis ; my Father (ſays the Lox o) who gave them to me, is greater 
than All, and no one is able te pluck them out of his Hands. They 
perſevere becauſe of the Lox o*s Prayer to his Holy Father. John 
XViii. 15. I pray for them that thou ſhould/? 1553 them from th evil One.

Theſe excellent Truths are fo far from being againſt us that they 
exhibit, in the firſt Fruits, a Type repreſenting, by the infallible 
Purpoſe of Gop towards them, his like infallible Purpoſe towards 
the Rebrobate, as we thall ſhew ſecondly ; but, iſt, we have not 
miſrepreſented the Scripteres in our Choice of the. Term predeſti- 
nated inſtead of elected, for we find theſe two Terms uſed indiſ- 
criminately in many Parts cfScripture. 

So Rom. viii. 30. hom he had predeſtined thoje he alſo called, that 
is, called in Conſequence of a previous Predeſtination as well as 
Election. Again, Eph. i. 4. He hath cheſen us in himſelf before the 
Foundation of the World, that wwe ſhould be holy, and without Blame 
before him in Lowe. «was, to be holy, and conſequently not becauſe 
we were already holy, But we alſo read, Verſe 5th. He predzfti- 
nated us (eis wovercs) unto the Adoption of Children by Feſus Chri/t 
unto himſelf, according to the good Pleaſure of his own Will. We 
were therefore predeſtined to that Faith in which we are adopted, 
or, in other Words, our Predeſtination muſt be antecedent to our 
Faith and Holineſs ; and our becoming faithful and holy muſt be 
in Conſequence of our being predeſtined thereto, even before the 
World begun. We were predeſtined to Faith, Obedience, and 
Holineſs ; and therefore muſt alſo be found in CarnsrT faithtul, 
obedient and holy, by Virtue of a Predeſtination thereto, ſome 
Time or other, ſomewhere or other. 

2dly. Then, that the infallible Predeſtination of the firlt Fruits 
ſerve to exhibit to us, as a Type, the infallible Purpoſe of Gop 
to reſtore the Reprobates, is eauly ſuewn. For if the firſt Fruits 
are therefore ſecured from periſhing, becauſe they are predeſtined 
before the Foundation of the World to eſcape the Wrath prepared, 
the Reprobates muſt allo be as ſecure of their final Reſtitution upon 
the ſame Ground; namely, becauſe it is the Decree, or by the 
Predeſtination of Gob, that, Luke jii. 6. all Flip fhall ſee the 
Reflitution of God; and that, Eph. 1. 10. in the accompliſhing Oeco- 
romy of the Seaſons he wwill gather together in one all T, pings in Chrift ; ; 


beth which 6 are in Heaven and which are on Karth, even in himſelf, in 
a

auhom wwe alſo are become his Portion, being predyſtinated according to 
the Purpoſe of him who worketh all Things after the Council of hi- 
own Will. 45 e 

Cau1sT died for the Ungodly, and therefore not for Sheep 
conſidered as ſuch; he died for them who, being Sinners, were 
deſtined to be Sheep by receiving the Spirit of Adoption, and in 
that Spirit the Remiſſion of their Sins, and the Righteouſneſs 
which is of Gop by Faith; and fo we read, I. Cor. vi. 11. And 
/uch (Fornicators, Thieves, Drunkards, and Extortioners) were 
/ome of you; but ye are waſhed; but ye are ſandified; but ye are 
juſtified in the Name of the Lord Jeſas, and by the Spirit of our Ged. 

We acknowledge that the Death of Carrsr ſhall have an ex- 
traordinary and excluſive Effect upon the firſt Fruits; and parti- 
cularly in this, that it ſhall fave or keep them from periſhing; 
but your Concluſion will not avail, namely, the Son of Gop died 
for Paur, therefore for Paul only; for we are aſſured that Chri/f 
is the Prapitiation not for our Sins only, but alſa for the Sins of the 
whole World. 

You allow that the firſt Fruits unto Gov ſhall inherit his King- 
dom becauſe ſuch is the declared Will and Purpoſe of Gop con- 
cerning them. So, Luke x11. 23. Fear not little Flock, for it . 
your Father's geod Pleaſure to give you the Kingdom ; and becauſe his 
Kingdom is his Gift to them not of Works but of Grace, or thro” 
his good Pleaſure, and was prepared for them before the Foun- 
dation of the World. Mat. xxv. 34. 

But for the very ſame reaſon we muſt believe alſo the Promiſes 
made to the After-fruits, namely, that they ſhall be reſtored. We 
grant that they ſhall not inherit the Kingdom as Kings and Prieſts 
unto Gov, but they ſhall however be reſtored, becaule, John iii. 16, 
Ged fo lowed the World that he gave his only be gotten Son for them.. 
Verſe 17. Sent his Son into the Nord that they might be reftored by 
him. John i. 29. 1s the Lamb of God nwho taketh away the Sin of 
the World, And, 1. John ii. 22. L a Propitiation not for our Sin, 
only, but alſo for the Sins of the whole World. A Propitiation, 
II. Cor. v. 19. conciliating the World unto himſelf, and not imputing 
their T1 0 unto them. 

This Point then will likewiſe follow from that other you inſiſt 
on, viz. that our Election is altogether gratuitous, the Effects not 
of Works, but of mere Munificence. For ſince, Rom. ix. 11. 
The Purpoſe of God _— to Election, muft ſtand, not of (or in 
Conſideration of) Works, but A 4 him (or his pure good Pleaſure) 
awho calleth us; and ſince, Verſe 16. it is not of bim who willah, 
nor of him ewho runneth, but of God who ſheweth Mercy ; it will 
follow that it is altogether as certain that the World ſhall be re- 
ſtored as that God gave his only begotten Son for the World, and ſent 
bim into the World that the World might be reftored, and their 
Sins expiated, and their Reconcilement accompliſhed. 

Fer if ſuch divine Purpoſe to expiate, reconcile, and reſtore, 
being the Purpoſe of God according to Eledian, muſt ſtand, not of 
Works, but of him who callath; neither can the Wickedneſs of the 
World finally defeat this Purpoſe of Gon, becauſe ir i; not , him 
wvho «willeth, nor of him who runneth, but of God who forth 
Mercy. | 225 
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The Reſtoration of the World is founded upon their Election, 
or Predeſtination in Cx&1sT, therefore is not an Event depending 
on their own Works, or Choice, or Conduct; and de ending not 
on any Thing in themſelves, but purely upon the Purpoſe and 
Election of Gop antecedently to their very Birth, or coming into 
this World; we may ſay of it as of the Word of Gov, that Heaven 
and Earth ſhall paſs away, but his Purpoſe ſhall not paſs away ; it 
ſha!l be in every Tittle and -minuteſt Circumſtance thereof fully 
accompliſhed, —the World ſhall be reſtored, 
The Firmneſs of this Concluſion is alſo evident from our Los p's 
own Words, when he tells his Diſciples, John xv. 16. Ye have 
act choſen me, but I have choſen you ; and Mat. xxiv. 24. Fit were 
f:eble they ſhould deceive the very Elect, For it being evident thet 
the Election of the Saints is antecedent to their Vocation, the 
Cauſe thereof, and impoſible to be fruttrated ; the Reſtoration 
of the World, and Reconcilement thereof to Gow reſting upon the 
very ſame Baſis with their Election, muſt have a like Succeſs, in 


Denauce of all Incidents and Occurrences which may intervene 


to prevent it; it cannot fail, becauſe it is by a gratuitous Choice 
or Predeſtination of Goo; as it is alſo deſcribed, Rom. x1. 5, 6. 
An Election rf Grace, and by our Lox p himſelf, Mat. xi. 25. Even 
% Father, breauje it ſeemed good in thine Eyes, And by his Apoſtle 
in II. Tim. i. 9, 10. Goa has called and reſtored us not according to 
eur Works, but according ta his ewn Purpoſe and Grace, which was 
given us in Chriſt before the Aionian Seaſons began, 

We aftert alſo, that the Deſtiuy of all Men to Reſtoration be as 
purely an Act of Gop as is the Deſtiny of the frſt Fruits to the 
Kingdom; and if Gop cannot deſtine that to be which he 1s un- 
able to effect; it is beyond all Doabt that he muſt moreover have 
made Proviſion as well againſt every Occurrence that might defeat 
his deſtined Reſtoration of all Men, as againſt ſuch as might defeat 
his Purpoſe in his firſt Fruits; and that before this Deſtiny was made; 
for Deitiny preſumes the capital Meaſures to be already provided. 

We will then point your own Reaſoning againſt you. You ſay 
of the Elect, ** That jesus Cax15T was appointed by Decree of 
„ his holy Father before the Foundation of the World, to be their 
«« propitiatory Mediator.“ We prove the very ſame Appointment 
of — made hy his Father for the whole World, which muſt 
periſh. 

Again, you avow, ** That the Elect being deſtined in CnrisT 


their Head to Salvation and Life infallibly, were alſo, and in 


e« Conſequence hereof, predeſtined to Faith, Sanctification, and 
«« Perſeverance in Truth and Holineſs.” And with the ſame 
Force of Words we alſo prove, that, I. Cor. xi. 3. Chri/t is the 
Head of every Ma, that he is, John i. 29. the Lamb of God wh 
ſaleth away. the Sin of the World; that, John iti. 16. I. John iv. 


9. 11. 2. Cad fo lowed the World that be ſent him to be the Pro- 


4itiation for the Sins of the whole World. And, I. John iv. 14. iii. 
47. Xii. 47. % be the Refterer of the World, and that the World 


nicht be reſtared thro him, And again, that his Fleſh might be 


given, John vi. 51. for the Life of the World; and, Verſe 33. might 
de Life unto the Hd. And behold our Concluſion from ſuch 
Premiſes is the ſame with your's from the like Premiſes, viz. 
their the World being deſtined in Cantsr to Life, is deſtined like- 


wiſe 
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wiſe to believe in him, and to be ſanctiſied and regenerated by 
him, notwithſtanding. they ſhall previouſly ſuffer the Judge- 
ments of Gop for their Negligence and Ingratitude to his Mercy. 
and Benevolence. 

So the Jews, I. Cor. x. 2. fo. were all Laprized unto Moſes in the 
Claud, and in the Sea, and did all eat the ſame ſpiritual meat, and did all 
arink the ſame ſpiritual Drink, for they drank of that ſpiritual Reck which, 

Follaved them, and that Rock was Chrift, (a typical Repreſentation of 
the Bread which came down from Heaven, and 1s given, not as this 
Manna, to one People, the Jews, but to the whole World.) But yr: 
evith the greater Part of them, God was nat well pleaſed. for they were 
wert hroaon in the Wilderneſs. Now theſe Things were our Examples to the 
End that we ſhould not luſt after eau Things as they alſo lufted—neor 
nt Chrift as ſome of them tempted, and were deftroyed of Serpents; nor 
murmur as ſome of them murmured, and were deſtroyed of the Deſtroyer. 

So again when you affirm, and that with juſt Authority, that 
«« the Decree of Gon ſor his Ele& before the World was, is the 
*« ingle Cauſe and Principle from whence originates every ſalu- 
e tary EfteR, Operation, and Excellence in them; from hence 
their Calling of Gon, from hence their juſtifying Faith, from 
hence their Adoption, from hence their good Works, from 
© hence their Perſeverance, from hence their Love of Gop ſhed 
abroad in their Hearts, and from hence their Joy and glorying 
© jn him as the God of their Salvation :”* We in like Manner 
inſiſt, that ſince the World, which ſhall periſh and be loft, was 
deftined of Gon, before the Ages or Aions began, to be redeemed 
or reſtored to Gon in his Cuz1sT ; they, the Workd hkewiſe, mult 
become true Penitents, and Believers, and Workers, and Per- 
ſeverers, and bruifed, and broken, and poor in Spirit, and per- 
ſecuted Bearers of the Croſs of CaurisT, and that thro”, or by, 
being provoked and animated by the eſpecial Favours of Gop 
ſhewn towards, and celebrated in the Saints, as the firſt Fruits 
unto his CHRIsT, and as living Examples of the vaſt Capacity of 
divine Love for Sinners, and of the Omnipotence of CHRISTA 
to reſtore them, | 


And hence our Lox D's Words in his Prayer to his holy Father, 


John xvii. 21. That they (my Saints) ay be one in us, (ineffable 
Partakers of our Nature) THAT THE WorLD (convinced of our 
Truth and Faithfulneſs to Mankind) may BEitsVe that thou haſt 
ſent me. So Verſe 25. that they (my Saints) may be made perfect in 
ane, (or find their Perfection and Accompliſhment in me) THAT 
THE WORLD MAY KNowW that thou haſt ſent me, and hat lied 
them as thou haſt loved me. So John xiv. 31. But (ſupply theie 
Extremities I muſt now ſuffer) THAT THE WOaLD MAY KO 
that 1 love the Father, and as the Father gave me Commiſſion /o Ac. 
Again, the Saints, you ſay “ are neither faithful, virtuous, true, 


or good, by any Power or Principle of Virtue of themſelves, but 


*© altogether from the Grace of Go operative in them in Con- 
*« ſequence of his free Election of them, and which beſtows the 
„% Worth, and is in no wiſe beſtowed on Account of ſuch.” And 
this alſo we grant, and from thence argue, that altho' the Death 
and periſhing of the wicked World (hall be antecedently executed 
upon them, for refuſing the gracious Offers of the Gop of their 
Salvation; yet their Conviction and Penitence, and Faith and 

H 2 Converhon, 
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Converſion, are as infallibly ſecured to them in the Decree or 
Purpoſe, or Election of Gop in his Car1sT before the World 
was, as is the Faith and Salvation of the Saints ſecured to them 
by their Election in Ca«15sT at the ſame Timm. | 

In ſhort, a perfect Deliverance of the World from the Power 
and Tyranny of Satan was decreed and ratified in the premun- 
dante Covenant between Gop and his CaxrIsT, made even before 
the aionian Periods begun; and therefore the World alſo, together 
with the Saints, ſhall be finally reſtored to Gon, altho' by Mea- 
ſures apd in Seaſons, or aionian Periods, ſeparate and diverſe. 

If we were the Deſigners of our own Reſtitution the Contrivance 
might prove abortive : But ſince the Deſignments of the Divine 
Architect muſt reſult from'a Wiſdom which cannot be deceived, 
and from a Power which cannot be fruſtrated ; it becomes at once 
2 ſound Article of our Faith, that as it is the Decree of Gop 
towards the firſt Fruits that they ſhall infallibly be reſtored in this 
Life, and made Rulers in his enſuing Kingdom; fo it is his Decree 
towards others the after Fruits, that they all infallibly be reſtored 
in the Courſe of the Aions, | 

Their Reſtitution is allowed to be only conditional in this Life; 
namely, if they will repent, and hear and believe the Goſpel ; yec 
it is certain and infallible in ſome other Life, or, in other Words. 
their Reſtoration is infallible as to the Event, and conditional as 
to the Time of it, They are deſtined to Faith and good Works ; 
that is, to bring forth Fruits unto Gop the ſame as we are; and 
therefore the Time muſt come when they alſo ſhall walk in them 
with Joy and Humility, as freely pardoned Sinners,

Fourthly we argue from John iii. 16. God /o lowed the World 
that he gave his only begotten Son, that whoſoever belieweth in him 
might not periſh, but have atonian Life. He gave his only-begotten 
Son for the World ; the World therefore muſt have been gained to 
him by this Donation; otherwiſe the Donation had been vain 
and unprofitably made, for that the Donation had been made is 
certain, | + 

Alſo, it was the Purpoſe of this Donation, that the World 
ſhould be ſo gained or acquired, as that whoſoever ſhould believe 
or truſt in his CRHNISH ſhould not even periſh : Therefore, by this 
Donation for the World, it became not only gained eventually or 
finally, but likewiſe conditionally, or with a certain Proviſo; 
namely, that if it ſhould, and ſuch of them as might, believe or 
truſt in his Carr, upon hearing his Word of Reconcihation 
preached, ſhould be preſerved even from the Periſhing denounced 
againſt the Wicked. £5 | 

And thus we find a two-fold Effect in the Donation made by 
Gop of his only begotten Son for Sinners; namely, 1ſt. that this 
Donation ſhould operate infallibly to their Reſtoration ; and, 2dly. 
that it ſhould alſo operate conditionally, that is, ſo operate on 
them who ſhould receive the Word of Goo, when offered to them, 
as to preſerve or ſave them from the Wrath prepared for the Devil 
and his Angels, |

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On the other Hand we pronounce it to be plain, from this Paf- 
ſage, that, by the Word Mord we are to underſtand, not All, but 
a Few oaly of the Race of ADAM; it being certain that Gop 
doth not love all Men. For the Certainty of this we appeal to 
the Words of Malachi, Ch. 1. 2. 3. Was not Ejau Jacob's Brother ? 
faith Jehwon; yet I lowed Jacob, and hated Eſau. And again, the 
like is ſaid of Pharaoh, Rom. ix. 18, Ewen for this ſame Purps/e 
hade I raiſed him up, that I might ſhew my (avenging) Power in 
him. And, Exod. iv. 21. I will harden his Heart that he ſhall not 
let the People go. And again of the Wicked in general, that, Rom. 
IX. 22. He endured with much Long-Juffering the Veſſels of Wrath fitted 
for Deftrufion, And he alledges, as a Reaſon for this, that, Rom. 
IX. 15. Iwill have Mercy on whom I will bave Merry, and I will 
haue Compaſſion on whom I will have Compaſſicn. And, Veile 16. 
it is not of bim that willeth, nor of him that runneth, but of Ged that 
Heaueth Mercy. And again, Prov. xvi. 4. The Lord has made all 
Things for himfelf, even the Wicked for the Day of E. Surely 
from theſe Paſſages it muſt be evident, that all Men are not inten- 
ded for Mercy by the ſovereign Will of Goo, 

And while the Word of Revelation ſpeaks thus of the Repro- 
bate, he call, the Ele& dear to God, bir Belowed, his holy Peeple, 14 
Regeemed of the Lord, the Place of his Throne, his Portion, the Pas- 
chaſe of his Blood. Num. xxiit. 23. There is no Enchantment agoin/t 
Jacob, nor Divination againſt [jrarl. Jer. xxxi. 20. Ephraim is my dear 
Sen, he is a pleajant Child; fince 1 ſpake againſt him [ do earneſtly remem- 
ber him flill. therefore my Bowels are traubled for him; I will ſurely hawe 
Mercy upon him. Mal. iii. 6. 1 will ſpare them as a Man fpareth his 
Son that /erveth him. John xv. 13. Greater Luwe hath no Man than 
this, that a Man lay down his Life for his Friends : Ye are my Friends. 
Again, I. John. iii. 16. Hereby perceive wwe the Lowe of God, becauje 
be lay down his Life for us. Rev. i. 5. He has lowed us, and vb 
us from our Sins in his Bland, Jer. xxxi. 3. I have loved (tee with 
an atonian Live, therefore with lowing Kindneſs have drawn thee, 

How different is this Language from Pſm. ix. 17. The Wicked 
ſhall be turned into Hell, with all the Nations that forget God, Mat. 
xxiii. 34. Upon you ſhall come all the righicous Blood ſhed upon the 
Earth, from the Blood of the righteous Abel anto the Blood of Zacharias. 
I. Theſſ. i. 7. The Lord God ſhall be revealed from Heaven with hi; 
mighty Angels, in a flaming Fire, taking Vengeance on them that know 
not God, and that obey net the Goffel of cur Lord Jeſus Ch it; who 
ſhall be puniſhed with aionian Dejtrudtien from the Preſence of ihe Lerd, 
and from the Glory of his Power. II. Theſſ. ii. 2. Becauje they re- 
ceived not the Lowe of the Truth, that they might be ſaved, God Hull 
fend them a firong Deluſion, that they may believe a Lye, that All 


might be damned who believe not the Truth, but have Pleaſure in Un- 
righteouſne/+,

There are two Kinds of Love, the Love of Berewolence, and the 
Love of Complacency : The former, the Love of Benevolence, is the 
more excellent ; it being more excellent to love an Enemy than a 
Friend: And it was this which engaged the Son of Gop to lay 
down kis Life for us. But the latter, the Love of COmploraney' 

whic 
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which is the more intenſe, is likewiſe found to be in Gov, as his 
Word of Revelation teſtifies in very many Parts of it; and it is 
this with which the Son of Gov views his Elect, and is united 
and attached to them with a fond and condeſcending Priendfhip ; 
expreſſing itſelf in Terms of the moſt tender Affection towards 
them. | A Wand | | 

Now as an agreeable Object gives Complacency or Delight, ſo 
a diſagreeable Object raiſes Diſplacency and Diſguſt; and this 
raiſed in an high Degree it is called Abhorrence, 

However, it being certain that a Man may have a Benevolence 
towards a Creature whom he diſguſts, and even abhors, and not 
only ſo as to refaſe to hurt it, but even ſo as to ſeek it's Good, 
and reſcue it from Danger or Injury; it cannot be diſputed but 
that, iſ. there may be in the Logos (for to him are theſe Terms, 
Love and Hatred, applied) ſome Affection, analogous to this which 
in ourſelves we call Diſguſt and Abhorrence : And, 2&ly. that this 
 Abhorrence may nevertheleſs conſiſt with his Benevolence towards 
the Creature {o abhorred. Moreover we aver, that the whole 
Economy of Gop towards the Creatures with whom he is diſguſ- 
ted is the Reſult of this his inviacible Benevolence. | 

It was with this View that he raiſed op Pra&4a0n, or made him 
great, that he might thereby make him to diſcern what a Wretch 
he was capable of being, when inveſted with Authority; and that 
in the End, (and under the Efficacies of due and wholeſome Miſc- 
ries) he might be reformed into an humble and contrite Sinner. 
And the divine Diſpenſations towards all the Children of Wrath 
are contrived for - this Purpoſe, and have one and the ſame Tcn- 
dency to their Humiliation and Converſion. They uf? learn Obe- 
dience by the Things which they ſpall ſulſer. 2 | 

And further, becauſe Mercy and Compaſſion are of mere Grace 
in Gov, and unmerited by any of his rebellious Creatures, Gon 
has the ſame ſovereign Rigtt to with-hold his Mercy where he 
pleaſes, as to afford or extend it where he pleaſes. Alfo, ſince our 
paſt Guilt and Wickedneſs far exceeds all Poſhb:lity of Atone- 
ment from our own Endeavours; and ſince we are vnable, to any 
good Purpoſe, to convert or turn ourſelves to Gop; it is now no 
longer of him that willeth, or of him that runneth, to obtain 
Compaſſion from Gor : His Compaſtion, whenever it expreſſes 
itſelf, muſt be the Expreſſion of his free Grace and Bounty only, 
the Effects, not of our ſervile Will, 4 of the Will of God that 
feweth Mercy. 

Your Objection therefore proves not but that the Son of Gop 
may have the ſame Love of Benevolence towards the whole World, 
however diſgufiful to him, as towards the Elect whom he has taken 
into his Friendſhip. And if his Drawing be an Evidence of his 
aionian loving Kindneſs, (as you have juſtly proved it to be from 
ſer. xxxX1. 3.) it will follow, that this gracious Son of Gop muſt 
have an aionian loving Kindneſs, or Benevolence, for all Man- 
kind; in that he has aſſured us concerning them, John xil. 32. 
When I ſhall be lifted up from the Earth I will draw all Men unto 
me. And that his aionian loving Kindneſs ſhall be finally gratified 
in them that periſh is not to be doubted, fince his holy Father has 
promiſed him that, Iſaiah liit. 11, he Hall ſee the Travail of hi 
Faul and be ſati tied. |

Fifthly we argue from John xii. 47. I am not come (namely in 
my preſent Character) zo judge the World, but to reſtore the World. 

The Lord CHRIST Jzsus came into the World by Commiſſion 
from his Father; and that which God ſent his Son into the World 
to do ſhall be done; it is his Putpoſe. and the Purpoſe of Gov is 
indefeaſible; but this Parpoſe' for which he was ſent into the 
World was the Reſtitution of the World.

That the World mall not be ſaved, or, as you call it, reſtored, 
but that it ſhall be condemned, is the expreſs Declaration of this 
Text: It proves then another Paſſage againſt you, and not for 
you, in that it points out to us an Oppoſition between the beir.g 
ſaved and the being condemned. The World ſhall be condemned, 
and therefore it ſhall not be faved. Whereas they for whom 
CarisT died cannot come into Condemnation : As we read, Rom. 
viii. 34. Who is he that condemneth ? It is Chrift that died for us.

This Paſſage of Rom. viii. ſhould be read as follows: Ihe ha 
lay any Thing to the Charge of God's Ele ? Shall God who juſtifieth 
them)? Who foall be he that condemneth ? Shall Chrift that died fer 
them? We grant that they who are juſtified and abſolved by the 
Teſtimony of CHr&isT within them are thereby exempt from Con- 
demnation; for CRRISsT will not condemn them whom he has 
juſtified. Yet, fince they who have received the Forgivencis of 
their Sins are not the All for whom Cheisr died, your Aﬀump- 
tion is illogically propounded ; it ſhould have been thus: «+ No 
„One for whom Cax&1sT died ſhall come into Condemnation :*" 
And then the Fallacy of your Propoſition would be detected at 
once.

It is a known Doctrine with us that God, as the ſovereign Diſ- 
penſer of his awn Bounties, refuſes to one Man that free unmerited 
Grace which be chooſes to beſtow liberally on another. That, 
upon this his Refuſal, the Force of natural Corruption prevailing. 
the Reprobate indeed becomes the Slave of Sin, and fills up the 
Meaſure thereof: Yet that Sin, thus conſidered, is not the 
Eefft, but the Conſequence of Reprobation ; That tho' Sin ne- 
ceſſarily follows from the Act of Reprobation, yet that the Act it- 
ſelf (neither influencing to Sin, nor implanting any Seed of Evil 
that may occaſion Sin} adminiſters no Fuel to the corrupt Cavie, 
but is a mere Negative, a Refuſal only to remove the Cauſe that 
corrupts,---So a Phyſician who only refuſes to heal a Patient does 
him no Injury thereby; and being not the Cauſe of his Diſeaſc, 
neither is be chargeable with the Evils thence reſulting. 

We ſay that the World is therefore reprobated becauſe our great 
Phyſician refuſes to heal it; and teach that free Grace, which 
alone can heal the World, may be always juſtly refuſed and with - 
held. And may not this be more reafonably affirmed than that 
{0D died for, and is therefore willing, but unable to reitore the 
World? If Gop died for, and be indeed willing, to reſtore the 
World, why does he refuſe the World that free Grace which alone 
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who deſpiſe the Principles of Truth and Reaſon, muſt be treated 
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can accompliſh this Reſtitution, and effect the End of his Death: 
Juſt then muſt be our Doctrine, that the Lon o heals all thoſe Indi- 
viduals for whom he died, and that his Reſuſal to heal the World 
15 an Evidence that he died not for the World.

We deny that Gop refuſes any Thing to Mankind, which is at 
preſent fitting and expedient for their Reſtitution. But the Work 
of our Redemption requires that we firſt believe, or truſt, Ca) a5 
a called People, before we have that Grace beſtowed on us whereby 
we may believe, or truſt with that Confidence, which reſults from 


the Energy of the reſtoring Spirit. 


All Men are firſt called, and afterward reſtored. Accordingly, 
we find a conhiderable Part of the World to be already thus called 
to believe, or truſt, in the Word of Reconciliation ;z and yet the 
Reſtored are very few, They are called by the Sound of the Gol- 
pel; but this Sound being neglected ſoon becomes a ſtale Tale to 
them. And it is becauſe they refuſe or neglect inexcuſably to ex- 
erciſe, or cultivr.te this Truſt, to which they are invited, that the 
reſtoring Work continues ſo long in Suſpence with them.” Indeed, 
Men mult ürſt feel their natural Incapacity of truſting in Jesus 
Cn«15T before they can ſo ſincerely pray, and long for it, as that 


. it's true Efficacy may be wrought in them. 


But that it is the deſtined End and Purpoſe of God in all Men, 
that they ſhall receive his Goſpel, may be ſhewn from very many 
Scripture Paſſages, let the following ſufſice: John 4. 7. The ſame 
came to bear Witneſs of the Light, that alt Men thro' him might 
believe. Acts xvi. 30. 31. But now God commandeth A LL Mex 
EVERY WHERE 79 reform (uri, becauſe he has appointed a Day 
in which he will juDGs THe WORLD in Righteouſneſs by that Man 
whom he has ordained, OFFERING FAITR TO ALL Mex, after 
having raiſed him from the Dead. Heb. iv. 2. 6. The Word preached 
did net profit them, not being mixed with Faith in them that heard it--T hey 
to whom it was firft preached entered not in becauſe of Unbelief. John 
xvi. 8, When he (the holy Spirit) is come he will convince the Mor 
of Sin, (or that we are indeed the Children of the wicked One) 
of Righteouſneſs, (or that the Son of Gop is that righteous One, in 
whom the Father is well pleaſed) and of Judgment, (or that the 
Prince of this World is under Condemnation.) 

Light, in it's Degree and Manner, now ſhineth, and Conviction 
is thereby given; but wicked Men enjoying, by the Mercy and Long- 


ſuttcring of God, a tolerable Portion of Eaſe in this Life, John v. 


40 will not come unto him n Redeemer) hat they might have Life, 
or be reſtored. They will not come till all this Eaſe and Reſt ſhall 
be taken from them, and they ſhall find themſelves overwhelmed 
with Miſeries, and in the Wretchedneſs of Slavery and Tyranny. 
Alſo, the Audacious, the Prophane, the Oppreſſive, and they

Truſt, in Order to anſwer the Force of the Hebrew Word N Amune, 
which denotes a Ready firm Truſt in the Promiſes of Goo, and fiducial De-

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with ſtill a greater Severity ; and therefore ſuch are uſually reprg- 
bated to fill up a proportionable Meaſure of Iniquities; as we are 
rold concerning the Inhabitants of Canaan, that they were repro- 
bated to the filling up the full Meaſure of their Sins. Gen. xv. 16, 
And again, concerning the Scribes, Mat. xxiii. 32. Fill ye up then the 
Meaſure of your Fathers, ye Generation of Vipers, how can ye eſcape the 
Damnation of Geenna ? They ſhall be treated with great Severity, 
not becauſe they are deſtined to eternal Damnation thro' Want of 
1 Reſtorer, but becauſe, being deſtined to Mercy by him who died 
for them, a Reprobation to Death is the final Expedient of his 
Wiſdom to this End of Mercy. | 

We grant likewiſe that the Iniquities of the Abandoned become 
full by God's ſurrendering, or giving them over, to a reprobate 
Mind; thereby puniſhing their leſs Degree of Impiety by permit- 
ting them to incur a greater; or, in your Phraſe, the Sinner's Sins 
are made a Puniſhment of his Sins. So, Rom. i. 24. 29. becauſe 
they liked t to retain God in their Knowledge, he gave them over 10 
„ reprobate Mind-—he gave them up to wile Aﬀetioni—receiving in 
:hemſelves that Recompence of their Error which was meet. 

Yet this proves nothing towards your Point ; for, whereas there 
is no Reſtitution for any Man till he be brought to ſee his Need 
of it, and till he can cry out from his inmoſt Soul, 0% for a 
Deliwerer ! What fhall I do to be reflored ? Who fhall deliver me from 
the Bray of this Death We avow that the Judgment sof God mutt 
infallibly fall upon the World that they may work this Effect upon 
them. Woe avow that the World is not therefore unhealed becauſe 
Axis refuſes to heal them, and becauſe he died not for them; 
but becauſe the Judgments of God are expedient to this ſalutary 
End. They are abandoned of (op to the filling up the Meaſure 
of their Iniquities, that ſo the Judgments prepared might in the 
Event, Heb. xii. 2. yield the peaccable Fruits of Rightecuſne/s to then 
abb are exerciſed thereby, by cauſing them, in the Spirit of truc 
Penitence, to bow the Knee to Jesus. The whole World, being 
his own, muſt be made to feel their Neceſſity of him, to cry, to call, 
to long for him, and in this longing to receive him and be reſtored 
by him. And for this Reaſon alſo he is called he Defirre of all 
Nations ; not that he is already ſo, but that he is deſtined to be ſo 
eventually, Hag. ii. 7. And I will make all Nation; to tremble, and 
the Defire of all Nations ſhall come. 

Theſe Premiſes then being ſtated, we readily admit of your Ob- 
jection as juſt, viz. that to hold that the Son of Gop is willing 
and deſirous to reſtore all Men, and that he purpoſed his Humili- 
ation for this End, enduring the Death of the Croſs; and yet to 
deny that he will ever give them the neceſſary Means thereto, is 
both abſurd and ridiculous. |

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may moſt firmly and ſecurely depend. For it being certain that 
no Man can be called of Gop to receive for a Truth that which is 
not indeed and moſt ſtrictly true; and that every Man in the 
World is, or ſhall be, called of Gow to receive the Goſpel for a 
Truth; the very Call of Gon, % all Men every where te beliews, 
muſt import it to be a faſt and real Fa that CarisT died for 
every individual Man in the whole World. 

Yea, if the Goſpel Calling did not import, 1ſt, that the Death 
of Caz1sT was fo deſtined for the whole World as to comprehend 
every Individual in it; and, 2dly. that in Purſuance to his Death fr, 
CHR1ST is appointed to be the Reſtorer of the World, with every 
Individual in it; it could neither be the World's Duty to hearken 
to the Goſpel Calling, nor it's Condemnation to reject the Goſpel 
Calling, in that it can neither be our Duty to receive, nor our 
Crime to reject that Calling which concerns us not, and which is 
not our's, neither was intended of Gon for us. 

So ſurely then as it is equally every Man's Duty to believe the 
Goſpel, every Man muſt be equally intereited in it's Report. And 
becauſe the perfect Reſtitution of every Man is deſtined to happen 
in Conſequence of his Redemption; that is, becauſe CHRIST is 
appointed to effect the Reſtoration of every individual Son of Ap am, 
as the deſtined Iſſue or final Event of his having redeemed every 
Son of Adam ; or becauſe the full End and Purpoſe of Cyr isT's 
Redemption (namely his Reftoration of us) muſt be accompliſhed 
in every individual Man either by Means of Gentleneſs or Seve- 
rity: CaRisT is called emphatically the Reſtorer, as well as the 
Redeemer of the whole World.

On the other Hand we hold that there is no Poſſibility of Reſtora- 
tion but by the Interceſſion of Car1sT ; for a Man's Reſtoration muſt 
be the Effet of Cyxs15T's Prayer, or Interceſſion for him, to his 
Father; and CHr1sT intercedes, not for the World, but for the 
Ele& only. 

That Cas ist intercedes for the Elect only is the ſure Conſe- 
quence of an irrefiſtible Truth, viz. that they for whom Curisr 
intercedes muſt infallibly be reſtored ; for that CaurisT's Interceſ 
ſion for us neceſſarily ſuppoſes his full and perfect Satisfaction for 
us, has been demonſtrated by the Calviniſts from. Heb. ix. 15. xii. 
24. Exod. xxiv. 8. I. John i. 7. I. Tim. ii. 6. and other like 
Paſſages. | 

And if CRRIST's Interceſhon infers Reſtitution, it will follow 
that the Perſon tor whom Curisr intercedes muſt be announced 
by that very Act of his to be his Child, a pardoned and elected 
Soul, and ſuch as cannot come into Condemnation. And accor— 
dingly we read, Rom. viii. 34. Who hall be be that condemneth * 
Synli Chriſt that ditd, yea rather that is riſen again, who is at the 
right Hand of Cod, ace aljo maketh Intercefſien for us * Whereas 
hat the World is neither thus elected nor pardoned is clear frun 
the 1,0e 9's own Words, John xvii. 9. T pray not for the World, but 
for thoje <vhom thou haſt given me out of the Werld, Alſo, we affirm: 


that the Golpel was never intended to be preached to the whole 
Wori,

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We avow, with you, that they for whom Cunisr intercedes 
muſt infallibly be reſtored ; that ſo great is the Value of the Blood 
of Jesus ſpilt for us, and fo great his Authority by Virtue of his 
R!ood-ſhedding, and fo powerful his mediatorial Office founded on 
his Sacrifice for us, that he may juſtly claim an Indemnity for 
whatever Sinners he ſhall approve. 

And indeed we believe yet further, that the Heavenly Father's 
Jaſtice has henceforth no other Objects of Concernment than his 
_ 5on's Honour, Intereſt, Jnchnation and Recompence, and that no 
other Demands will now be made by him, on us the Creatures, 
than where theſe are injured, diſgraced or reſiſted, all Injuries to 
himſelf being compenſated ; for which Reaſon alſo Hypocriſy with 
him is now one among the moſt crying Offences, But we chooſe 
to wave this Point, as opening too large a Field for our preſent En- 
mination. 

We likewiſe readily grant that till Cuxisr freely and perſonally 
accepts, forgives, and juſtifies us, we can juſtly claim none of the 
valt Prerogatives of his Death, and that neither can the World 
have any Right in the divine Favour, but by and thro' the Plea of 
Jesus for them. c 

The ſingle Point therefore in Diſpute between us is (not the 
Power, but) the Will and Purpoſe of Cur 1sT to claim the World as 
his Property, or as the Purchaſe of his Blood : And that he will 
and does ſo claim it is the Thing we inſiſt upon as divulged in che 
Scripture, explicitly and implicitly, in Places innumerable. 

And that your preſent Argument proves nothing to the contrary 
is very plain, it being no Conſequence that Cue is, in a particu- 
lar Prayer to his Father, prays not for the World, therefore does 
he never pray or intercede for it at all. 

Bat it is alſo certain that in this very Prayer wherein we read 
theſe Words, I pray net for the World, we find notwithſtanding Words 
interceſhve even for the World: For cur Losp prays, Verſe 21. 
that the World may believe that thou haſt ſent mne: And again, Verſe 
2 3« that the World may know that then haſt ſent me. And his Words, 
pray not for the Horld, have a manifeſt Reference to the Words 
following; Keep them whom then haſt given me from the evil One, that 
aon, of them be loft but the Sen of Perdition : And from hence we 
may juſtly preſume upon the following as the true Decifion, viz. 
that our 1. prays in this Prayer for his Elect, that they might 
be kept from the evil One, and might not be loſt; and that in 
this Reſpect he prays not for the World, but admits that it may 
be loſt, that is, not kept or preſerved from the cruel 'Tyranny of 
the wicked One. 

And thus it appears again that the World {hall taſte the Wrath 
prepared, and that it is judicially reprobated to the brutal and mer- 
cileſs Barbarity of evil Spirits for an appointed Jime; as we read 
of ELYMas the Sorcerer, Acts. xiii. 2. Behold the Hand of the 
Lord is upon thee, and thou ſhalt be blind, not ſeeing the Sun, ag: 
«cif, for a Seaſon, that is for many Years; for O&1Gix relates 
that he was afterwards converted to the Faith, and healed. 

Neverthelefs, that the World thus reprobated ſhall ultimately be 
delivered from it's Egyptian Slavery is as ſure as that CirisT died 
for it: For he continues to be a Prieſt (that is Interceſſor, eq ve 
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ae aionianly for all that may continue anreſtored, even altho 
they ſhould continue ſo to be thro” all the future Ages or Aions of 
his mediatorial Character. And of this we are likewiſe aſſured 
from Heb. vii. 24. 25. But this Man, becauſe he continues (eis rer 
eur) aionianly, has a Prieſthocd that paſjeth not awvay ; wwherefore he 
ts able to refltore eis r coeilens; to all Perpetuity them that come unto God 
by him, being forever living (nailors ger) to make Interceſſion for them. 
Bat that Cu ISH intercedes for the World, that it may be finally 
(or in the Courſe of the Aions) reſtored, appears likewiſe from his 
Command to his Church (I. Tim. ii. 1.) to make Prayers and Sup - 
plications and Inter eſſiont for all Men; a Command which N. B. he 
would not have given but in Purſuance of his own Practice. And, 
laſtly, we afirm that the Reaſon alledyed for our praying for the 
World confirms what we contend for beyond Diſpute ; namely, 
Verſe 3. 4. For this is geod and acceptable in the Sight of God, even 
o Reftorer who willeth, or whoſe unalterable Reſolution it is, that 
all Men ſhall be reſtered, even the very Tyrants and mighty Men of 
the Earth, the Miniſters and Repreſentatives of Satan, ad come 10 
the Knowledge (enrywwow Acknowledgment (a) ) of the Truth,

If the Death of Car1sT atoned for all our Sins, it atoned for 
our Unbelief and Impenitence ; and if Cy&:15sT died that all might 
repent and believe, Repentance and Faith would as infallibly pre- 
vail in all Men as in the firſt Fruits of his Sufferings : For, Rom. 
Xi. 29. the Gifts and Calling of Ged are without Repentance. John 
vi. 37. All that the Father ſhall give me ſhall come unto me, and he 
that cometh unto me I will in no wiſe caſt out, 

It is a ſound Trath, and acknowledged even by yourſelf, that 
the Ele& are, by Virtue of their Election, and before their Con- 
verſion, accepted and ſecured invariably the Beloved of Gop in 
CuRisT; accepted withont any Prerequifition of Merit, or even 
Faith and Repentance ; accepted ſingly and altogether in and thro? 
the Sacrifice and Righteouſneſs of Curisr. But this ſound Truth 
will prove too much upon your Principles; for it will prove that 
all Sinners are already fully juſtified, and ſecured of Gop in 
CaRrlsr their Atonement : For ſo inſeparable is the Connection 


between the Redemption % and the Application ef CyrisT's Sa- 


crifice, otherwiſe called our Juſtification, that the one mult neceſ- 
farily follow from the other, as we read, Iſa. lin. 2. By his Know- 
tedge ſpall my righteous Servant juſtify the Many, for he ſhall bear their 
Iniquities; that is, he ſhall bear their Iniquities, therefore they

(a) The Word enyyywory decides at once the Purport of this Paſſage; the 


Lon p bids us to intercede for the World, (yea even for the ſhameleſs Rulers of 
it) that it ſhould come, not only to the yywoyy Knowledge, but to the Acknow- 


ledgrnent of the Truth: For it is the Acknowledgment of the Truth only that 
proves efficacious to our Deliverance. Our Loxp's Interceſſion therefore Wr 
the World, and even for ſuch of them as are the moſt abandoned (the loſt to 
All Senſe of Truth, Honour, Humanity and juſtice, audacious in Vanity, Pride, 
Rapine, Triumph, Luxury, Sloth, Abſurdity and Wickedneſs) is ſuch an Evi-

We have already diſtinguiſhed between the being juſtified before 
Gop, and the being juſtified before Carn5T ; we have likewiſe 
proved that the World din, to juſtify, imports not to abſolve a 
Sinner, (as ſome have aſſerted) but that it imports to prenounce 
blameleſs, or without Fault; alſo that altho' all Men, as Unbe- 
levers and Impenitent, are without Blame before the divine Juſtice, 
or ſupreme and adequate Equity: Yet at the ſame Time while 
they are Sinners and Unbelievers, and ſo long as their Sins remain 
(or they are in their Sins) they are by no Means juſtified before 
CaKkisT, or pronounced blameleſs by him, or forgiven of him: 
For the LozÞ's eſpecial Character is, Exod. xxiii. 7. xxxiv. 7. that 
he will not juſtify the Wiched, that he avill by no Means clear the 
Guilty. (a) 

We inſiſt then that it muſt be maintained, as an important Truth, 
that a Man is then only juſtified or pronounced blameleſs by 
CaRrisT, when he receives that Spirit whereby he is ingrafted into 
him, when he becomes righteous by Means of that Life in Carisr 
winch abounds to the Saints by a perpetual Derivation of Virtue 
from him, and of which St. Paul boaſts, Gal. ii. 20. I am cruci - 
fied with Chriſt, and I live no longer, but Chrift I:weth in me. Rom. 
viii. 10. 7 Chriſt be in you the Body is dead, becauſe of the Sin Offer- 
ing ; but the Spirit is alive becauſe of the righterus One; whereas, 
Verſe 13. if ye live after the Fleſh ye ſhall die, but if ye thro the 
Spirit do moriify the Deeds of the Body ye fhall live ; for as many as 
cre led by the Spirit of God they are the Sens of God. 


Again, altho' the Englith Tranſlation has not obſerved the Diſ- 
tinction, the Diſtinction ought to bave been made between d. d, 
he ſhall give, and 9:3 x, he has given. We read, Joha vi. 37, 
All that the Father, %wor, ſhall give me (viz. from Time to Time) 
hall come to mt; but we read, Verſe 39. dune, he has given me, 
viz, a few already as an Earneſt of others, whom by drawing he 
will give me, but are not as yet given me. 

Altho” all Things are given into Cnur1sT's Hands, yet, John 
v. 19. the Son can do nothing of himſelf, but what he ſeeth the Father 
do; fer whatſoever Things he doth theſe alſo doth the Son [kewiſe.— 
And we grant that they whom the Father has given to his Son are 
by that Donation already ſecured and ſafe from the Wrath to come; 
neither ſhall they ever taſte Death, or periſh under the Eilicacies ot 
the Wrati prepared.

(a, The Difficulties ariſing from the Uſe of the Term Juſtify are eaſily ſolved 
by the Diſtinction we have already made between our different Relations to 
Gop and CxnaisT., Cui f juſtifies us as the Subjects and Property of his 
Father, while we are ungodly ang our Sins; but he juſtifies us as his own 
Subjects, or redeemed Property, dnly then when he abſolves and ſanétifies us. 
We are not juſtified by nA is Ts Sentence till we are his new Creatures, and 
one in him as is the Branch in the Vine. NEW

Seventhly we argue from the Paſſage juſt now cited by us, John 
xvii. 21. That they alſo may be One in us, that the World may believe 
that thou haft ſent me. It has been ſhewn that the Lose, in this 
Chapter, prays his holy Father, iſt. that his firſt Fruits ſnould be 
received or admitted into an Union or Fellowſhip with the divine 
Nature thro' him; and, 2dly. that the World ſhould behold this 
aſtoniſhing Effect of Chriſtianity upon his Saints; and, 3dly. the: 
beholding they ſhould be fo moved and turned towards Gov as that 
in the End they might know and believe in him. But this Prayer 
of Carisr, that the World might know and believe, amounting, 
as has been obſerved, to an Interceſſion for the World, could never 
have been made, had not this Event been the fincere Will and 
Purpoſe of Gov ; for the Intercefſion of Car ISH thro? the aionian 
Spirit can no otherwiſe be made than by the Will, and according 
to the Mind, of Gov, We therefore inſiſt that theſe Words arc 
an Evidence, that it is the Will and Purpoſe of Gop that the World 
ſhould be converted, by believing and truſting in Gop and his

This Argument reſts upon an Hypotheſis yon have already inſi- 
nuated, and which we will not grant you, viz. that all Mankind 
Mall ſo hear the Goſpel as rightly to conceive and underſtand it. 
Tf it were the Will and Purpoſe of Gop that the whole World, and 
every Individual in it, ſhould believe in Custse, it muſt be his 
Will that every Individual in it ſhould fo hear and underſtand his 
Word of Reconciliation as that by Faith they might be made Par- 
takers of his Reſtitution offered ; whereas it is manifeſt both, 1#. 
that this Word is not ſo preached to the whole World, and, zdly, 
that neither was this Word ſo intended to be preached. 

We hold that the Goſpel could not have been even intended 
to be preached to all the World, becauſe, iſt. a great Part of the 
World died before the Death of ChNIST, and, 2dly. becauſe not 
one twentieth Part of the World has ſince his Death ever heard of 
him ; and, 3dly. becauſe the very Apoſtles were forbidden, and that 
by CHRIS himſelf, to preach it univerſally. Acts xvi. 6. Mat. vii. C.

Theſe Reaſons amount to nothing : We avow only that All, and 
every Individual among Men, muſt, ſome Time or other, and ſome- 
where or other, have the Gofpel preached to them, We grant 
that they who have heard and rejected the Goſpel in this Life ſhall 
ſuffer a Famine of it, as we read, Amos viii. 2, and what is worſe ; 
If. Thef. ii. 10. 11. Becauſe they recerved not the Lowe of the Truth, 
that they might be reſtored, for this Reaſon God will fend them a ſtrong 
. Deluſion, that they may believe a Lye, that they All may be damned 
auho believe not the Truth, hut have Pleaſure in Unrightcouſne/+. 

We grant alſo that a very great Part of the ſo called chriſtian 
World are in this Life in a State of Mind altogether unfit for the 
Goſpel Sound, this being deſigned only for the Weary and heavy 
laden, for them that hunger and thirſt, for them who groan and 
travail in Pain for Deliverance. Mat, xi. 28. Ifa. Iv. 1. Luke vi. 


24. 25, Amos vi. 1, Prov, xxvii. 7. And yet we know that he 
who

who has begun a good Work is able to carry it on to it's Accom- 
pliſſiment.

Neither do we make any Doubt of the Omnipotence of Chia I 
to reſtore; but we will urge upon you the Neceſſity of the Goſpel's 
being known intellectually in Order to our Salvation; and that it is 
thus jntellectually known, not only to very few of them that live 
and die in this World, but alſo to very few of the honeſt, Upright, 
fincere, and, as far as we can judge, the very beſt Men in it. 

The Scripture expreſsly tells us, of them who die in Blindneſs 
and Ignorance of the Goſpel, that, Eph. ii. 12. they arc without 
Chriſt, being Aliens from the Commonwealth cf Ijrael, and Strangers 
to the Covenant of Promiſe, having no Hope, and being *withour G 
in the World : They aſſure us that, Acts iv. 12. there is no other 
Name under Heaven given among Men whereby they may be ſaved or 
re/tored ; that, I. John, v. 12. he that hath the Son hath Life, and 
he that hath not the Sen of God haih not Life ; that it is, Rom. v. 12. 
by being juſtified by Faith that wwe have Peace with God that wwe hawe 
Acceſs by Faith into that Grace wherein we ſtand, namely, as Chriſti- 
ans in the Lite, Love, and favour with Gop : That, II. Theft. i. 
13. he has choſen us to Salvation thro Santtification and Belief of the 
Truth ; and that, Eph. iti, 17. Chriſt muſt davell in our Hearts by 
Faith, there being no other Way of having any Part in him, 

Faith includes Knowledge; therefore ſays the Lox himſelf, 
John xvit. 3. This is Life eternal, that they may know thee the only 
rue Gid, and Feſus Chrijt whom thou haſt ſent, and his Apoſtle. 
I. John, v. 13. Thefe Things have 1 written unto you, that you may 
know that you have aionion Life. It being in this Knowledge that 
Life is conveyed to us; as we alſo read, Ifa. liii. 11. My righteous 
Servant fhail jujtify the Many in the Knowledge of him, or in his 
Knowledge, the Knowledge of what he is to me and them. 

And as our Salvation or Reſtitution conſiſts in the true Know- 
ledge of CHRIST, fo without it there can be no Reſtitution effec- 
ted: For, John v. 45. A muſt be tayght of Ged, and there is no 
other Way of being taught of Gop than by the Knowledge of the 
Things ſo taught.---So Rom. x. 10. Vith the Heart Man believes 
unto Righteouſneſs, and with the Mouth Confeſſion is made unto Sal va- 
tion; therefore ſays the Apoſtle, I. Pet. iii. 15. Be you always ready 
to give an Anſwer te every Man that aſteth a Reaſon of the Hope that 
In ou. 

Now this Neceſſity of chriſtian Knowledge argues ſo powerfully 
againſt your Doctrine of Univerſal Reſtitution, that we ſee not 
how you can eſcape the Conſequence: For if a Man can in no wile 
confeſs the Faith of which he is ignorant, and cannot give a Rea- 
fon for an Hope which he has not, and cannot deſire the Mediator, 
nor by defiring receive him without the Knowledge of him, and 
can much leſs without this Knowledge, II. Cor. x. 5. /, down 
Imaginations, (all human Reaſonings) and every lig, Thing that 
exalteth it/clf againſt the Knowledge of God, and bring into Capiivits 
every T hought (or Notion) to the Obedience of Chrijt ; How can the 
ignorant World, whether conſiſting of good or bad Men, be con- 
ceived of as dying in CuritsT? , 

ignorance is the Parent of Error and Cauſe of Periſhing, as we 
read, Mat. xxii. 29. The Sadduces err, not knowing the Scriptures : 

Hot. 
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Hof. iv. 6. Iſa. i. 3. My People periſh for lack of Knowledge ; therefore 
the Pſalmiſt complains, Pim. xxxii. 9. Be ye not as a Horſe or Mule 
without Underſtanding: And St. Paul declares of himſelf, Eph. ii, 
8. I account all Things but Loſs for the Excellency of the Knowledge ff 
Chriſi my Lird;, and of the Iſraelites, that, II. Cor. ii, 14. 16. 
their Minds were blinded; for until this Day there remains the ſame 
Veil untaken ay, in the reading of the Old T:/tament, which Veil is 
done away in Chriſt—nevertheleſs, awhen it (liracl, or their Hearts) 
ſhall turn unto the Lord, the Veil ſhall be taken awvay. They were 
blind, therefore without ChRIST, the Light of Life, or luminous 
Life, for which the Apoſtle prays to be the Fortion of his new 
Converts, Eph. i. 17. that the God of eur Lord Jeſus Chriſt, the 
Father of Glory, may give unto you the Spirit of” Wiſdom, and Rewe- 
lation in the Knowledge of him, Eyes of your Underſtanding (T1; 
raf hae Heart) enlightened, that you may know what is the Hope of 
his Cailing, and what the Riches of the Glory of his Inheritance in 
(+ or among) the Saints, (or the richly glorious Inheritance that is 
had in him in the Congregation of the Saints) and what is the ex- 
cecding Efficacy of his Pawoer to us <vard who believe,

Admirably reaſoned, and indeed evinced! But I preſume you 
hold not this Truth ſo rigidly as not to admit that Infants, and 
Idiots, and Heathens may however be ſaved without the Know- 
ledge of the Goſpel.

Well, I own myſelf embarraſſed in this Article: If it were true 
abſolutely, that there is no Salvation without hearing and believ- 
ing the Goſpel, and no being regenerated but in the Knowledge 
of it's Truths, it would follow that even all (including Infants and 
Idiots) to whom the Goſpel has never been duly propounded, muſt 
be loſt, notwithſtanding there natural Incapacity ; neither could 
any of the Heathens be ſaved; tho', doubtleſs ſome among the 
Number may be good; and, as far as they are able to judge, 
their Hearts ſincere, And for this Reaſon our Divines generally. 
at leaſt the more modern among them, grant that the intellec- 
tual Knowledge of the Word, is not ſo abſolutely neceſſary as our 
Anceſtors teach; and, I think, with great Propriety, becauſe 
Chriſtianity is not only a reaſonable Thing, but, the moſt reaſon- 
able of all Things, Truth itſelf,

So then, at the ſame Time you both Hd and deny the Neceſſity 
of Goſpel Knowledge. —You accuſe the Arminians of Inconſiſten- 
cies; what can be a greater than to pretend the Neceſſity of the 
Goſpel Knowledge, and at the fame Time grant a Salvation with- 
out it? But Abſurdities will otherwiſe foilow;”* 1 muſt rather ſay, 


that if your Key will not better ſuit the Lock it is to open than 


the Key of the Arminians, we mult conclude that the Texture of 
the Lock, and it's Wards, are too curious and delicate for you 
both. 

Let me then boaſt, that, in this lnſtance at leaſt, I ſubmit my 
Judgment to the Word of Scripture more implicitly than either the 
Arminian, or your own modern Divines; for 1 confeſs the Ne- 

ceſſity 
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_ cefhity of the Goſpel Knowledge to be fo abſolute, that even In- 
fants and Idiots, dying in Ignorance of the Faith and Knowledge of 
Jesus CurisT, muſt remain unreſtored till they become capable 
of receiving it; and that they muſt receive it, iſt. intelleQually ; 
and 2dly. fiducially, or cordially ; for that Chriſtianity is, Rom. 
X11. 1. @ reaſonable Service, the Reſult of our having felt our Con- 
demnation, and found our Ranfomer. For whick Reaſon the 
Apoſtle aſſures us, Rom. iii. 19. Every Mouth muft be fiopped, and 
all the World become guilty before God. And the like we read in 
Ezekiel xvi. 63. — af thou mayft remember, and br confounded, 
and newer open thy Mouth any more, becauſe of thy Shame, awhen I am 
facified wwith thee for all that thou haſ# done. And it is from hence 
chat our Lon p tells us, Luke v. 32, J am not come to call the 
Righteous, but Sinners. xix. 10. The Som of Man is come to ſeek and 
reſtore the lofi. And his Apoſtles, John iii. 5. He was manif*/? 19 
fake away our Sins, I. Tim. i. 15. He came into the World to reſtore 
Sinners; 1. e, to enlarge the Sinners who need a Deliverer, to take 
away the Sins under which they labour; or, Luke i. 77. To give 
the Knowledge of Reſtoration to his People by the Remiſfion of their 
Sing. For his Invitation muſt be heard individually by all, as 
bardened with their Sins; and their Invitation is offered to them 
as Sinners, Mat. xi. 28. Come unto me all ye who labour, and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you Reſt. | 

We hold that the Goſpel is an Offer made by Gov ro his Crea- 
tures as an Object of their Choice; that Chriſtianity implies our 
voluntary receiving of CHRIST to be our choſen KinG and Gov ; 
and that the evangelical Offer can no otherwiſe be accepted by us 
as an Object of our ſree Choice, and that we can no otherwiſe 
receive C4R1sT profeſſedly as our KING and Gov, than by the 
Act of the Underſtanding and Heart. 

The Goſpel Calling muſt ſuppoſe in us an AQ of the Will 
embracing Cug1sT, and an Ad of the Intellect knowing him 
whom we io embrace; and ſince without this l in the 
Intellect, the glad Tidings of the Goſpel can neither be indivi- 
dually aſſented to, nor individually received, and joyfully applied 
by the free Choice of cur Will: Neither, without it, can ſuch 
glad Tidings have that Effect which our Reſtitution ſuppoſes a 
Subordination without Reſerve, to ]Jzsus CHRIST. 

The Goſpel therefore ſhall be rationally known, and embraced 
voluntarily by all who ſhall be faved or reſtored by it. And ac- 
cordingly we read, Rom. x. 1 3. Whofoever ſhall call upon the Name 
of” the Lord ſhall be reſtored; but how ſhall they call on him of whom 
they have not believed? and how ſhall they believe on him of whom 
they have not heard ? and how ſhall they bear without a Preacher! 
and how ſhall they preach (or how ſhall any one become a Preacher) 
except they (or except ſuch) be ent? But then our Concluſion from 
theſe Words, a full Anſwer to your Objection is, that all Men 
ſhall be brought finally both to hear the Goſpel of CurisT, and 
to receive it rationally or intellectually, and voluntarily and cor- 
dially; and verily that it is now preaching to all Creatures through- 
out the Univerſe, that ſo their 3 which is the Parent of 
Error, Doubt, Falſehood, Stupidity, Perturbation, Deſpair, Fear- 
fulneſs, and Pollution, and which cauſes Men to live in a * 
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of Shame and Dread of their Good, and in this Spirit of Averfion 
towards him, to avoid the Conſideration of him; and turn away 
from him as their Enemy) may ceaſe and be no more. 

Again, we acknowledge that the Sound of the Goſpel is ſweet 
to the convicted Sinner only; that „it hath no Charms for the 
deaf Adder ; that the Adder hearkens nat to the Voice of the Charmer, 
charm he ever ſo wiſely ; and that therefore nothing can be done 
for him in his Deafneſs, no new Creation can be wrought in him.” 
And becauſe we muſt firſt have hearing Ears before the Sound of 
the Goſpel can do any thing for us; and becauſe our Reſtitution 
depends upon, and muſt neceſſarily conſiſt with, that Knowledge 
which this ſweet Sound bringeth ; and becauſe without this Know- 
ledge there is no Regeneration, and conſequently no Entrance 
into the Paradiſe of Gop, (for, John iii. 5. except a Man be born 
out of the ſpiritual Water (a) he cannot enter ini the Kingdom of 
Cod) and becauſe our Reſtoration muſt be the Reſult of, Tit. iii. 5. 
« regenerative waſhing and renewing 4 Holy Ghoft : We hold that 
the ignorant World, which cannot be reſtored in their Ignorance 
in which they die, muſt be taught by Experience after Death ; or 
that the glorious Goſpel, now neglected by them, muſt be ren- 
dered to them Tidings of great Joy in ſome State of Exiſtence 
ſuitable to them after they are departed out of this World. So 
that your Inference from theſe Premiſes is not neceſſary, becauſe 
the Grace of Goo is able, (es To wars) to all Perpetuity, to 
reduce all Men to the Neceſlity of receiving his Ci&1sT both in- 
tellectually, voluntarily and cordially.

I confeſs it has been the avowed Doctrine of our primitive Wri- 
ters, that no Man can be ſaved without — and believing the 
Report of the Goſpel; but the Inference urged inclines me to re- 
ceive this Article with ſome Reſtriction; fince it would unavoidably 
follow, from the abſolute Neceſſity of the Goſpel heard and be- 
lieved, that no upright Jew, Turk or Heathen, could be ſaved, 
however devoutly he might live; and that dying without believ- 
ing, he muſt depart into another Life without Hope, for Want only 
of that Faith which had never been preached to him. |

If your modern Divines preſume to teach that Men may be ſaved 
without the Belief of the Goſpel, and Knowledge of Jesvs CUR ISN, 


J muſt ſuppoſe them to conſult human Wiſdom more than did their 


Fathers, who were certainly right in proclaiming, with one . 
that

chat an Obedience ariſing from an Ignorance of Gov, and of the di- 
vine Wili, and of divine Things, muſt be either ſuperficial, hypo- 
critical, or mercenary, and conſequently can have nothing in it 
valuable in the Sight of Gop. | 

And if we hearken to human Wiſdom rather than Revelation, 
It is to be feared that we believe the Goſpel in human Wiſdom, or 
becauſe it is the popular Perſuaſion of the Country in which we 
live. This looks fo like the Faith of the Epheſians in their God- 
deſs Diana that it is to be ſuſpected it may fail in the Trial, and 
not be found precious.

Our Anceſtors to the Difficulty before us replied. We cannot 
«* reaſonably account for God's with-holding from ſome Men that 
„ ſaving Knowledge of his Word which he indulges to others, and 
for his deſtining ſome Men of Neceſſity to die in their Ignorance 
and Infidelity, otherwiſe than by our Profeſſion of a partial Sal- 
** vation, and ſo Redemption of Man in CHRIST.“

And in ſo replying they approved their Integrity. Upon your 
Principles your Confeſſion ought to have been one with their's. 
Being well convinced of the Truth of Revelation as from Goo, 
we muſt abide by it's Conſequences, and not be aſhamed of them. 
However, we dare grant all the utmoſt your Anceſtors can urge 
concerning the Neceſſity of the Goſpel heard and received in Order 
to a Reſtoration ; and yet avow as Fact, what they farther infiſt 
upon, viz. that the major Part of the People of this World die in 
their Sins, and will ſurely periſh in them. But beſide this, and 
which is ſtill a ſtranger Paradox, we even judge that the Continu- 
ance of the major Part of the World in their Darkneſs, unto this 
Hour, is rather their good than their ill Fortune, in that it is 
better to be beaten with a few Stripes than with many : I mean 
according to the preſent Situation of the Church of Gop in this 
World, and wherein Ignorance is rather providential than by Neg- 
let. For when we conſider, 1ſt. that the Knowledge of CuRISTH, 
as he is now generally known in Chriſtendom, ſerves rather to en- 
creaſe Men's Condemnation than to releaſe them from the Power 
of Darkneſs ; and, 2dly. that the Church CEconoimy is uſually ſo 
blended with the Economy of Satan, and ſo indiſſolubly connected 
with his Kingdom, and devoted to it, as that rather a Babe] than 
the Kingdom of Gov is promoted by the preſent preaching of the 
Word; and, 3dly. that the Influence of the Whore, contrived by 
the Enemy, with the Pretence of patronizing, to counteract the 
Goſpel, is in this Aion ſo powerful, and, which is worſe, deemed 
ſo . e among religious People, who will not but judge of 
themielves as incapable of conducting and ruling in their own 
Affairs, and of uniting or ſubſiſting without a Rabbi: It is no 
Wonder that the Progreſs of the Goſpel is ſuffered for many Ages 
paſt to move ſo ſluggiſhly, am tardo Pede cunctari, to linger with 
ſo ſlow a Step. No viſible Church is now owned by Jeſus Chrift. 

Many Reflections might likewiſe be offered as accounting for 
this Event from the natural Repugnancy in the Church of Gop

ſtands in Chriſtendom, which, without ſpecifying, may be eaſily 
conjectured by the ſagacious Mind, acquainted with the Integrity 
and Simplicity of the chriſtian Spirit, and it's Abhorrence to the 
Spirit as well as to the Pomp, Arrogance and Pretenſions, of hu- 
man Laws and Policies. 

For this Reaſon the primitive Writers eyen taught that there 
was a natural and occult Contrariety and Enmity between the 
Kingdom of Ca«1sT and the Kingdoms of this World ---So Juſtin 
Martyr, in his Dialogue with Tryphon, vnoas ard: or wpupra 
Gurajus Te Vis yeyors To raue Berri Xprrwy Gy 22% TH dHE,Eii Cie, Ke 
ac EWA, As agx,cu xas 1£0804e Ty, us. Hence you may. conceive 
that there is in Car1$T crucified the occult Virtue of Gop which 
Dzmons abhor, together with all the Princes and Potentates of the 
Earth, fincerely. See JusTin MarTYR, P. 269. 

But as to the Obedience in Ignorance for which you are an Ad- 
vocate, when this ariſes, as oftentimes it does, from the divine 
Drawings begun, and from ſome Degrees of true Knowledge im- 
parted ; I admit of ſuch an Obedience as ſo far good, and that 
ſuch firſt Drawings of calling Grace, being founded on a Degree 
of true Knowledge, will ſucceed at laſt to a perfect Work; for 
that every adapted Heart will have his proper Calling in due Sea- 

Alſo I ſay with you that Chriſtianity is, 2oywer, a rational Thing, 
the Lo«p of it being, ay@-, the rationally revealed Word of 
Gon, (a) and that it muſt therefore be propounded to us as ra-

(a) Gon is the eternal Mind of Rectitude, from whom all his intelligen: 
Creatures derive, as from their Source, their Capacity of becoming intelligent 
Reings; and this Capacity they receive immediately from his glorious Offſpring, 
his only begotten. 

The Son of Gov is the eternal Mind, exiſting and expreſſed externally, As 
an intelligent Spirit exiſting immediately in the Father, he gives 2 like Exiſtencs 
to all his intelligent Creatures. As an intelligent Perſonage expreſſive of his 
Father, (who is the Goo inviſible to all but his Son only) he becomes his Exe- 
getes, or ſacred Interpreter, or illuminating Light to his intelligent Creation, 

But the Work of Reftoration muſt commence with this Illumination, or Light 
in the Intellect, becauſe it muſt be effeted by a Reunion with Gov, thro' a 
longing Deſire to enjoy him. 

Gon is a Spirit, and Spirit is Life, and Life in the Creatures is that thro'

It is in this Conception of Things that CLEMENS Romanvs writes, 4,

Cunts is the Spirit firſt viſible and knowable to his Creatures as their Cop: 
They could not otherwiſe ſee Gop than by his becoming viſible to them thro' 
his begotten Son, the Father's own ſelf externally exhibited, and in which 
Character he is called the Son of Goy in the Boſom of his Father, BFA 

A Son unborn, or unbegotren, is ſaid to exiſt in the Loins of his Father; but 
being born he is ſaid to be in his Father's Roſem, or Place of higheſt Love and 
Honour; and being thus begotten an external God he is revealable to his 
Creatures, both viſibly and rationally, by Means of his own Light, calculated, 
by being in him, te ſuit his created Intelligences, And from hence it comes 
that intelligent Creatures act all by Reaſon and Intuition; for we muſt join 
theſe two Faculties together, becauſe Intuition is ſo the Ground of Reaſon that 
without it there can be no reaſoning at all.

tional Creatures; but does it not follow from hence that the Goſpel 
muſt firſt be begun and founded in the Underſtanding, or in the 
Knowledge of Cur1sT, illuminating the Intellect, before we can 
be ſaved or reſtored by it?

we cannot make any Doubt at all.

That the Goſpel ſhall be preached to al! Mankind, and that it 
is now ſo preaching, the Apoſtle aſſures us from Col. i. 23. he 
Goſpel which ye hawe heard, and which is preaching (a) to every 
Creature under Heaven. And of the Neceſlity of it's being fo 
preached your cited Paſſage yields us a ſufficient Proof; viz. Rom. 
X. 14. 15. Heb. x. 14. 15. How hall they call on him in xvhom they 
have not (firſt) believed? and how ſhall they believe in him of whom 
they hade not heard and how ſhall they hear without a Preacher & 
that is, ſo ſurely as that there can be no believing without hearing, 
and no hearing without preaching : The Goſpel muſt be preached 
to All who ſhall be condemned, in Order to their Acceptance or 
Reprobation. 

We argue with you that Reſtitution imports Regeneration, and 
that it is an Effect intimately connected 2vith, and which cannot 
exiſt but /rom the Goſpel Knowledge and Faith.

But we aver farther, that ſince the Goſpel muſt be preached to 
every Creature, it will follow neceffarily, that it muſt be preached 
to them who die in Ignorance of it in ſome other Life, that ſo an 
Equality of Meaſure may be given to All who are equally con- 
cerned in it's Report. For our Los b ſays, Mat. xi. 21. JF the 
mighty Mis which were done in you (or among you Jews) had been 
done in Tyre and Siden, they would have repented (or reformed) long 
ago in Sackcloth and Apes: There remains then that which, Iſa. v. 
4. could have bien done mere for the People of Tyre and Sidon that the 
Lord had not done in (or among) them, to bring them to a Refor- 
mation, while they lived in this World ; and this therefore ſhall be 
done to them in an after Life: That is, the healing Goſpel where- 
by alone they can be reftored, being not preached to them in this 
Life, muſt certainly be heard by them in the next, that they may 
be ſo healed. 

This is ſound arguing in the Things of Gov, notwithſtanding 
we grant with you that no Son of Apam has in himſelf any Olaim 
of or Right zo the Favour or Mercy of Gop : For tho' we confeſs 
that every Man's Title to any Relief from, or Regard in Gop, to- 
wards him is altogether emergent /--, and founded upon, his free 
Election in CyrisT; yet we may expect ſecurely that this Mercy 
ſhall be indulged to All, becauſe we have his Word to affure us 
that, Acts x. 34. he is no Reſpeder of Perſons; that, Rom. x. 12. 
there is no Difference between the Jew and the Gentile, for that he is 
the ſame Lord over All, is rich unto All that call upon him, and that, 
having received all Men into his Favour grataitouſly, he, I. Pet. i. 
17, without Reſpect of Perſons, judgeth a cording to every Man's 
Works, rationally, equitably, impartially. | 

Again, whereas Infidelity is that one great Sin which conſigns to 
the aionian Death, and there can be no Judgment paſſed upon In- 
ndelity, whatever there may be on particular private Wickedneſs, 
without an actual and formal Refuſal of the Goſpel preached ; it 
will follow that before ſuch Judgment paſſed, that is before the 


great general Day of Judgment, the-Goſpel muſt be heard, both 


by them who ſhall be reſtored by receiving it, and by them who 
ſhall be condemned for rejecting it, or turning away from it with 
an evil Heart of Unbelief: Becauſe as there can be no believing 
without hearing, and no hearing without preaching, neither can a 
Man be accuſed as an Unbeliever till he has heard, and that by 
preaching. _ 

Again, that the Goſpel, or Word of Reconciliation is deſtined 
of Gov to be heard by all Men appears likewiſe from it's being 
called, II. Cor. ii. 15. 16. a faveer Sawvour of Chriſt in them that are 
reſtored, and a Savour of Death in them that die; a Sawour of Lift 
unto Life in them that live, and a Savour of Death unto Death, in 
them that periſh. For this Paſſage would import Nothing unleſs 
the Goſpel was verily deſigned to be offered 7, and heard / both 


them that die and them that live. Becauſe it can be no otherwiſe 


a Sawour of Death unto Death, than by being preached to them 
that die, as it can no otherwiſe be @ Cavour of Life unto Life than 

by being preached to them that live. 
We are alſo expreſſly told that this offer of the Goſpel! thall be 
made to all Men, in Ads xvii. 30, God now commanaeth all Men

Yet then this Offer made, is no Argument that the Faith offered 
ſhall be made practicable in All.

Yes, ſurely it is; for if Gop has decreed to offer Faith to all 
Men, and to demonſtrate to them by his Reſurre&ion ſrom the 
Dead that the offered Faith, is ſo offered by him who is able to 
make it effective and powerful; what leſs can be inferred than that 
the divine Ofterer has purpoſed to produce an efficacious Faith 
in All whom he invites to believe? And what elſe can be demon- 
rated to us by CHRIS HIS Keſurrection from the Dead, than that 
he who offers Faith to Ali, is the omnipotent and gracious Gob, 
good and powerful, and therefore both able and willing to render 
the Faith which he offers to us, by our Co-operation, effective 
in us? 

On the other Hand if we ſuppoſe this offered Faith to be im- 
practicable in ſome among the All who are invited to believe, how 
can we eſcape the Abſurdity urged againſt us of Goy's requiring 
Conditions which he knows to be impoſiible ? And how can we 
be otherwiſe ſatisfied in the Offers made by him, as Gov, than 
by concluding that ſuch Offers muſt be therefore practicable in us 
becauſe made by him All-gracious and All- powerful? To ſuppoſe 
that Gop pronounces as intending ſeriouſly what he knows will 
never happen muſt be to ſuppoſe him inſincere; but to ſuppoie 
him to intend that ſeriouſly whoſe Poſſibility of happening he has 
antecedently witheld and precluded, is monſtrous.

But by offering, we underſtand giving, and the Term att we 
limit to the Elect: And we avow that the Regeneration by which 
we are ſaved or reſtored, 1s not a moral, but a phyſical AQ of Gov 
upon us; an AQ not depending upon the Uſe of our Free-will, 
but upon the infallible Gift of Grace; 2 Grace which requires no 
Preparation in us, but which is given us of Gop abſolutely, and 
as by an Operation from without us, and which quickens us with 
immortal Life freely, and which inclines our Will by au Efficacy 
tranſcending all Creature Reſiſtance. 

We condemn therefore, with the Apoſtle, all the Ethicks of the 
Philoſophers, and all their Precepts of Morality, and Syſtems of 
Virtue, as vain and deceptive, as reſulting from the Spirit of this 
World, as worldly Wiſdom, and belonging to the natura! Man, 
I. Cor. it. 12.---14. a Wiſdom which cannot ſubordinate us to the 
Law of God, neither underſtand the Things of the Spirit; the 
Products of Nature and Reaſon being all corrupt, blind, and in- 
ſufficient to afford us any Relief. | 

According to our Principles, therefore, your Hypotheſis of a

Cultivation and Uſe of his calling Grace, and of a conditional 
Acceptance with the Son of Gop, and of being judged according 
to our Works, is without Authority; for, 1ſt. neither Jew nor 
Gentile can be ſaved by their Works, Gal, iii. 10. ii. 12. 24. ii. 16. 
Rom. iii. 20. 24. 28. viii. 3. Heb. vii. 18. &, And 2dly. with- 
out Faith we cannot do any Works at all acceptable to Gov, 
John xv. 5. I. Cor, xv. 10. II. Cor. iii. 5. Phil. ji. 13. Heb. 
xi. 6. And zdly. our very beſt Works muſt ſtand condemned 
before Gop, as having in them the Nature of Sin. Luke xvii. 10. 
James iii. 11. Iſa. Ixiv. 6.

Theſe Points all proved, will not invalidate our Doctrine in any 
Degree at all; no not even that we have advanced concerning a 
conditional Acceptance in good Works, or the carneft Purſuit of 
the Will of Gop under the Influences of his calling Grace. For 
tho" the Righteouſneſs of both Jews and Gentiles may be repro- 
bated, yet their Perſons may be accepted according to their Works, 
or the Things done by them in Conformity to their reſpective 
Light. Their Works may be abjefted as meritorious, and yet 
they ſhall be perſonally accepted or condemned according to them 
(See Mat, xvi. 27. II. Tim. iv. 14. Rom. ii. 16.) by Jesus CHRIS 

Cnr1sT being the common Redeemer of all Men, and juſtifying 
whomever he chuſes before his Holy Father in his very Acceptance 
of them; he juſtly can, and will fo accept, or refuſe whom he 
pleaſes (all being equally his own Property) on what Terms and 
Conditions he thinks fit ; and he has accordingly aſſured us that, 
Acts x. 34. In every Nation he that feareth God, and worketh Righte- 
ouſne/s ſhall be accepted of him: And in Conſequence thereof ſhall 
hear his Goſpel and be juſtified by Faith. 

One of the Characters of CHRIST is, that he will have Mercy 
and not Sacrifice, and this is grounded on his Atonement; for 
being now in nowiſe confined by the Rigour of divine or adequate 
Juſtice, whoſe exact Rights he has ſatisfied, he has an infinite 
Field for the Exerciſe of his Benevolence; and his Compaſſion can 
exceed all Bounds with the ſtricteſt Equity towards both ignorant 
and knowing, Jews and Gentiles, called and uncalled. And on 
this Account the Apoſtle teaches, Rom. ii. 14. For when the Gen- 
tiles, who have not the Law, do by (the Light of) Nature the Things 
contained in the Law; theſe having not the Law, are a Lazy (have 
the Dictates of their natural Light for a Law) unto themſelwes; they 


 fhew the Works of the Law written in their Hearts, their Conſciences 


alſo bearing Witne/s, and their Thoughts between themſelves accuſing, 
(where they have done III) or ele excuſing them, (where they have 
done well). For from theſe Words we learn, that the good Pur- 
oſes of even the Heathens will be conſidered of CHRIS in their 
avour, viz. to their hearing of the glad Tidings preached to them. 
Altho' the Gentiles can uo otherwiſe be reſtored than by being 
begotten of the Spirit of CHRIST, which is freely given, and this 
ſhall be given only to them that hear and receive the Goſpel ; yet, 
ſince the Goſpel ſhall and muſt be heard by All, this Hearing may 
be indulged to ſome ſooner, and to ſome later, in Conſideration 
of their Works, or right Deportment. And fo we read Acts 5 
Cc 
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of CorntL1vs the Gentile, that he war a devout Man, one whe 
feared God with all his Howe ; who gave much Alms to the People, 
and prayed to God always, And yet all his Devotion could neither 
zoſtiũe him nor reſtore him, for he was ordered to ſend for PzTes, 
who, Acts xi. 14. ould pronounce Words to him, by which he Hi 
ſelf, and all his Houſe ſhould be reitored. And yet, again, his free 
Juſtification was made to him ſo early in Conſideration of his 
Works. Adds x. 4- | 

It is by Miniſtry of the Word only that, Acts x. 43. Whoſoeewer 
believeth in him ſhall receive Remiſſion of Sins; Coxntiius, there- 
fore, could no otherwiſe receive the Remiſſion of his Sins than by 
believing ; and yet, altho' his Works could not juitifie him, they 
were however, Chap. x. 31. (c trumicy 7 bin) had in Remem- 
brance of God, in his Favour; and this ſurely, becauſe Gop (that 
is the Car:isr of Gop) is the ſole Judge of all Men, and has 
always full and abſolute Right to beſtow his free Giſt of Reſtitution 
when, where, bow, and on whom he thinks proper.

Eighthly, we argue from John i. 29. Behold the Lamb ef God 
ewho taketh away the Sin of the World, The Phraſe to take or bear 
away, as the ſcape Goat bore off the Sins of the Jews inte Obl:- 
vion, is expounded by the Term purge in many Scripture Paſ- 
ſages ; ſo, Heb. i. 3. Who when he had him/eif purged our Sins 
fat down ai the right Hand of the Majefly on high; and from 
hence we infer that the Sins of the World are as certainly purged 
away, as that CaHR15rT is ſet down at the right Hand of Goo. 

Alſo, by the Term World, we mult neceſſarily underſtand every 
individual Son of Apam, becauſe the Term, behold, therewith 
uſed in the Scriptures, will naturally amount to an Invitation of 
no leſs than every individual Son of Ab Au to believe the Goſpel ; 
and is a ſufficient Ground and Authority for every Man to ſay, 
CuRrIsST has taken away the Sins of the World, therefore my Sins 
are taken away by him. Every Man 1s authoriſed to Reaſon 
thus from the Uſe of the Words World, bebold, fo univerſally 
applied in Holy Writ; therefore ſo reaſoning, he reaſons juſtly. 

For, it being granted that every individual Son of Apam may 
naturally regard himſelf as invited by this Term, Farid, to believe 
that CH&1IsT has effected his Redemption, and that, in Order to 
effect alſo his Reſtitution : If it were not true that every Man's 
Redemption is indeed effected in CRISsT, the lovitation compre- 
hended in the Terms #//or1d, b:hold, would be fallacious and illuſive; 
and the World would be formally called upon of Gop by his own 
Scripture Terms to give his Aſſent to a Lye. We ſay formally 
called of Gop, e it is inconteſtable that the Goſpel has been 
formally vouched and warranted of Gop as his Word of Truth.

But your Doctrine involves an Abfurdity ; for if CyrisT has 
indeed taken away, or purged the Sins of the whole World, 
he muſt have purged the Sins of Cain and Puaxoau, of the 
Sodomites, and ſuch other Sons of Bsr1at, Veſſels of Wrath

ſome Ages conſigned to Damnation, (For all theſe departing in

ble that the Death of Chats ſhould have been purpoſed of Goo for 
the whole World, or offered to them in the Words cited ? It could 
not have been intended for them, therefore not offered to them.

Certainly CMA died for the wicked People you mention, and 
for all others like them; as certarnly therefore muſt the Goſpel of 
his Death be preached even to theſe while in their Condition of 
Damnation ; and farthèr, we believe moſt ſecurely that the Gol- 
pel was preached to them even by CanrsT himſelf, according to 
thoſe memorable Paſſages, I. Pet. iii. 19. Bering. put to Death as ts 
the Fleiß, but quickened as to the Spirit, in which alſo (as a Spirit or 
diſembodied Ghoſt) he 2vent and preached to the Spirit: in Priſon, (and 
more eſpecially to them) avho quere of old Diſbeliewert, when once 
(formerly, i e. ſomewhat more than one Aionian Period before) 
the Long-ſuffering of God waited in the Days of Noah, &c. So, I. Pet. 
iv. 6. for this Cauſe was the Goſpel preached alſo to them that are dead, 


that they might be juaged lite as Men in the Fleſh and live (EET 
in the Lord, ala Stor) according to Ged in the Spirit. 

This preaching of the Lo p to theſe impriſoned Souls, was ac- 
cording to his Character, Iſa. Ixi. 1. The Spirit of the Lord is upon 
me, becauſe he has anointed me to preach Liberty to the Captives, and 
the opening of the Priſon to them that are blind, or who being del- 
titute of all evangelical Light, lament themſelves in that Deſpair, 
Horror, and Wretchedneſs, which Darkneſs or Ignorance, in 
Pain and Miſery, naturally produce. 

Now being thus aſſured that the Goſpel of Liberty has been 
preached to the departed Captives in Hades by CarisrT himſelf, 
we cannot doubt but that this preaching muſt be in Conſequence of 
their being redeemed by CurIsT ; and that their Sins mult have 
been purged by him; and that the Goſpel Publication among them 
muſt have been attended with good and falutary Effects; and that 
it's Voice promulged and propagated by him, will as invincibly 
live, and prevail in the Regions below, as in theſe above.

Boldly confeſs'd indeed! You believe then that the Death of 
Cunts was fo effectual for all the Sins of thoſe wicked People, 
whom the Scripture pronounces to be loſt for Ages, (or, as you 
ſay, for more than one Aion) before his own Death; as that they 
may ſtill be reſtored or delivered from Hell, where they were at 
the Time of his Death; and that by having the Goſpel preached 
to them invincibly, that is, altho' horribly perſecuted amon 
them; and I preſume you mean alfo unto the very Death. — But 
even all this Confeſſion will not clear your Point; for you ſay that 
CurIsT died to expiate the Sins of theſe dying and impriſoned 
Souls; did he then die to cxpiate thoſe Sins for which they had 
been already ſuffering more than 2300 Years? And if, notwith- 
ſtanding the Expiation, they continued to ſuffer for ſo long a Pe- 
riod, how are we to conceive of Cin15T's Sufferings, as an Atone- 
ment for them? How could their Sins be expiated thereby ?

D1ves, another Inſtance of Souls loſt before the Death of CH AIS, 
declares clearly that his Sufferings in Geenna were for his Sins; but 
could he ſuffer for Sins which were horn away or purged? We are 
moreover certain, that the greateſt Part of the Jews to whom CHI 
preached, died in their Sins, becauſe they refuſed to acknowledge 
that he was the CuarisT, John viii. 24. but theſe Sins in which 
they died muſt have remained, or continued to lay upon them in 
ell, otherwiſe the Lox b's Words will loſe their Force; and it 
their Sins remained in Hell, how are we to underſtand that they 
were expiated by CyrtsT, appointed a Sacrifice for them ? |

Expiation conſiſts in the. appeaſing or ſatisfying Divine Juſtice, 
by Suſterings equivalent to, and ſuitable (and for that Reaſon ac- 
ceptable) for our Sins; and we have already inſiſted that, the Suf- 
ferings of Carr being, not our own Sufferings but, perſonally his, 
we become his Debtors for them, and liable to ſuffer from him for 
our Sins thus expiated by him, in ſuch Meaſure and Proportion as 
they deſerve; and this is in Effect according to his abſolute Will aud 
Pleaſure, and as he ſhall judge fit to lay thoſe Sins upon us. 

This is certain, becauſe Juſtice depends upon the eſtabliſhed 
Conſtitution of Things, and makes it's Demands antecedently to, 
or before, and not after, the Interpoſition of divine Benevolence. 
Divine Jaſtice muit reſult from the Unity and Conſiſtence of the 
divine Nature and Efſence, and therefore muſt be conceived in 
Goo as antecedent even to his Will, an intrinfick Rule of Recti- 
tude diftintt from it, and one Ground of his Love even to himſelf. 
It is therefore well obſerved of Mazezs1vs3, „ that Gobp muſt love 
Juſtice, and be in himſelf intrinſically juſt, becauſe he muſt love 
himſelf, and his own Nature and Efſence ; he muſt be from within 
obliged by the Law of Juſtice, becauſe he cannot deny himſelf.” 

So that, tho' God be able to accompliſh all his own Will and 
Parpoſes in Juſtice ; yet his Will is not that which conſtitutes Juſ- 
tice, neither would Things be therefore juſt or fit, becauſe Gop 
willed them, but becauſe they are Emblems of the divine Con 
liſtency, and Harmony of Exiſtence, 

Juſtice originates from Reality; yea, muſt have it's Being and 
Fitneſs in the Reality and Rectitude of the ſupreme Eſſence; and 
therefore God muſt always will that which 1s right and fit, as 
having it's Nature and Foundation in himſelf,

Welt, I acknowledge that Juſtice 1s equally due to one's own- 
ſelf as to another, and hence reſults the Neceflity of Expiation, 
and by no leſs a Perſonage than the Son of God.

In Conſequence of this Truth, our Sins, altho' expiated before 
God, muſt abide upon us as Debtors to the Expiator, till we ſhall 
have received our Abſolution from him, now (as reſpecting all Inju- 
ries affecting the divine Rectitude) our only Creditor ; for his Pro- 
pr and ranſomed Debtors, and Slaves we are. And yet, ſceing the 
eign of Car1sT as Mediator will be only Aionian, and his Re- 
compence only Aionian, the Puniſhments which he inflicts as ſuch, 

namely as Mediator, cannot be eternal. 
In Anſwer to the other Members of your Argument, we avow 
that the Logos was equally the Redeemer of Sinners, the Lord of

cerning them; his Conduct towards theſe muſt be indifpenſably regulated 
thereby: That is, this natural ReQitude in Gop muſt be itſelf intrinfically, 
and from witlun him, the Rule and Meaſure of his Conduct towards all that 
he has made. | 

Indeed the Creatures of Gop bear his Image, and are related to him as his 
Reprefentatives in the very Conftitution which he has given them; ard this 
Image or Refemblance God muſt love. But if he did not, fill this Conſti- 
rution being in the Creatures antecedently to the Will of Gon towards them, 
he would not regard them as he made them; unleſs his Will and Conduct 
towards them were to be regulated according to their genuine and unaduliterated 
Qualities, Properties, and Relations. 

And from hence reſult the following Propoſitions, which I muſt leave others 
to illuſtrate, _. | 

iſt. The Will of Gop is a Debtor to (i, e. is held and obliged by) his own 
natural Reality and Truth, and therefore cannot pronounce that to be juſt 
which is unjuſt ; nor by ſo pronouncing, alter it's Nature, or make a Thing 
juſt or unjuſt, by the naked Determination of ſuch his Will. 

2dly. That the divine Will cannot determine in itſelf what is right or wrong, 
without regarding the Conſtitution which he has given his Creatures, and which 
indeed is his own Reſemblance exhibited in them; but is under a Neceſſity 
to act according to Truth and Reaſon with them. For Inſtance, He cannot 
but fulfil his Promifes to them; he can reveal to them as Truth that only 
which is in Reality; he cannot punith an innocent Creature as gvilty, &c. 

zdly. There is in Sin an Anomaly repugnant to the eſſential Harmony in Gop, 
(the Fountain of Truth and Equity) which makes the Connection between Sin 
and Puniſhment not only expedient and requiſite, but neceſſary, and neceſſitates 
Gov to avenge on the Wicked. Exod, xxiii. 21. He vill not pardon yeur T' 22 
lens, for my Name is in bim. II. Theſ. i. 6. It is a Matter of 7 in God (or 
a Thing incumbent on him in Juſtice) 16 recompence Tribuiation to them the! 
trouble you, 

That the avenging Juſtice of Gop depends not upon his ſovereign Will, but 
15 an Act conſequent to his Truth and Equity: appears, 1ſt. from the Voice 
of the Scriptures; 2dly. from the Voice of Nature; 4dly. from the Types and 
Sanctions of the Levetical Prieſthood ; Athly, from the Rigour and Severity 
which Gop manifeſted towards his Logos and only-begotten Son; while, not- 
withſtanding, he pronounces him to be th, Son of bis Boſom, in whom bis Sc 
delighteth ; and sthly, from the Deportment of the Son of Gop, under his 
Sufferings ; for we obſerve him ſuffering as one conſcious of the Nature of 
divine 2 and fuſtaining it's Efforts as a Lamb at the Slaughter calmly, 
patiently, in Silence, without a Murmur or Complaint ; which certainly muſt 
have been, becauſe he underſtood the Rectitude and Propriety of his Paſſion. 
Son permitted even his own Offspring as the Repreſentative of Sinners, 
ungrateful to him, contumacious againſt him, to endure the utmoſt Pain which 
could be inflicted on him, and convey'd to him thro” the human Body; and by 
the Concuſhons of Fleſh and Blood. And Cxx1sT, in ſo ſuffering, is ſaid to 
be, Rom. iii. 25. A Propitiation to demonſtrate the divine Juſtice, or the neceſſary 
Efforts of divine Juſtice on Sinners, Alſo, the Sufferings he endured were 
Aionian to ſanctify Aicnian Sufferings; and the Life he forfeited for us was 
Aionian, (namely, the Beginning, and one of the firſt Stages thereof, or En- 
trance therein) to procure the eminent Aionian Life to others, in and thro" al! 
's fucceeding Tracts and Iſſues, Heb, ij, 14. 
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Sinners, and Avenger of Sinners before, as aſter bis Incarnation ; 
and that they who dying in their Sins went to Geenna before 
CurisT's Death, were as much conſigned by the Logos, as their 
common Redeemer, Lord, and Avenger, to their Place of Torment, 
as they who, believing before his Death, were by him ſent to 
ABRAHAu's Paradiſe, there to wait for the Revelation of bis 
re ſurrective Word and Power. 

The Court and Throne of the Logos, having been eſtabliſhed 
in the Heavens befofe the Foundation of the World, has had 
thro' all Ages it's Times of Sitting, Audience, and Condemna- 
tion: And the Sons of Abau have Goon conflantly arraigned be- 
fore this Throne from the Death of AzzL, as equally Curisr's 
Property before he became Man, as fince. Allo, it has ever been 
by CaxisT's Authority ſingly, that dying Men, Leiag thus ar- 
raigned, have been judicially conſigned either to their State of 
Sufferings, or to their Paradiſe of Reſt and Hxpectation. 

This being conſider d, you will ſee at once, 1. the Reaſon of 
that Neceſſity which lay upon Cux sT to die, of which the Scrip- 
ture ſpeaks, Luke xxiv. 46. I behowed him to ſuffer. Acts xvii. 3. 
He muſt necdt have ſuffered. His Death was neceſſary and unavoid- 
able, not as a Duty impoſed upon him by his Father, but becauſe 
he had entered upon the judicial Exerciſe of his mediatorial Office, 
on Conſideration of his future Death, and by Virtue of his Com- 
pat with his Holy Father, to be in due Time a Sacrifice for 
Sinners. His Office was conferred on him previouſly, and before 
he took his Fleſh upon him, in Purſuance to Covenant; therefore 
he could not but perform his Part thereof, And for this fame 
Reaſon alſo we conclude, that the bitter Cup which CarisT 
prayed his Father might paſs from him, could not have been that 
of his Suffering in the Fleſh, 

2dly, In this Light we ſee likewiſe the Propriety of that Article 
of our Creed, He deſcended into Hades. He deſcended in Conſe— 
quence of, and to aſſert, claim, and demonſtrate, his Power and 
Right to deliver whomſoever he pleaſed of thoſe Sinners who died 
Re him, from their reſpective Reſervatories, rifing with them 
in Triumph, from the Regions and Purlieus of Tyranny and 
Death. Col. ii. 15. Eph. iv. 8, 9, 10. Iſa, liii. 12, Pia. Ixvili. 
18. Pſa. xxiv. 7.---10. Xvi. 10. Mat. XXVii. 52, 53. 

This is an Article of our Faith which has been notoriouſly re- 
ceived as ſuch by all the primitive Chriſtian Writers; yea, and 
even by the Church of England, till Mr. Huch Breovonronr, 
a Court Preacher, perſuaded Queen ELizaztrh, from Rurinu>'s 
Account of it, that 1s was a puritanical Error. For, after this, it's 
Abettors were ſuſpended their Miniſtry, which ſilenced the Truth 
by Authority, and ſtopped the Mouth of Controverſy. See NeaL's 
Hiſtory of the Puritans, Vol. I. Chap. VIII.

ture; the only Thing wanting to it's Credit is Authority or Coun- 
tenance from celebrated Names, which Mankind reſpects more 
than the Word of Gon. 

We read, Eph. iv. 9. Mau that he aſcended aun, what is it but 
(that is, it neceſſarily implies) that be deſcended firfl te Te H 
vpn Tye yn; into the lower Peri of the. Earth. Obſerve Carisr 
was already deſcended from Heaven into the World, as himſelf 
aſſures us, John iii. 13. vi. 33, 38, 41, 42, 50, 51, 58. and his, 
naln(Samk cg THY hνꝰ. tg Te M, Deſcent into this World, unto his 
own People, was followed by his Deſcent from this World into the 
lower Parts of the Earth. He deſcended from this World into the 
lower tarts of the Earth. But this far, you fay, is granted, the 
only Queſtion is, what are we to. underitand by the lower Parts of 
the Earth. And this, we ſay, the Words of the Text tell us 
ptainly in the Terms Hades, or Saul, and $:2a Priſon, as fol- 
lows, Ads ii. 26, 27. My Fleſp alje ſpail reft in Hope, becauſe thou 
vet no! have my Scul in Hades, (ws ads) neither wilt thou ſuffer 
(Ts 55199 o thy holy Thing (viz. my Body or Tabernacle, which 
thou nhaſt begotten) 10 ſer Corruption. So, Pla. xvi. 10. Thou wilt 


not leave my Soul in Saul, way. So, I. Pet. iii. 18. Being put to 
Death as to the Fleſh, but quickened as ts the Spirit, in which alſo he 
avent (,der) and preached to the Spirits in Priſon, (e Qurann) Verſe 
20, ar , wilt) h were formerly Unbehiewers. 

Now let theſe Paſſages explain each other. 1ſt. The Place 
which St. PAU calls Zh leer Parts of the Zarth is by the Pſalmiſt 
called Saul, or in Greek Hades, and by St. PeTik Bt 15 called both 
Hades and @vuaz>» Priſon. 2dly. The Manner of Cur1sT's going 
into Hades St. Pau deſcribes by the Word xalaBauer ts defeend ; 
and St. Peres by the Word mToxiveobar to go or depart. 3dly. The 
Condition of Cusisr's being in Hades is expreſs'd by the Word 
villahemeoSa to be left or forſalen. And 4thly. The Effect of his 
being in Hades was vg C.aun macs xnpuroey 70 preach to the 
Spirits in Priſon; as alſo, to meet the Thief there who died with 
him upon the Crofs, (Luke xxin. 43. To-day ſhalt thou be with me 
in Paradiſe; namely, that Paradiſe which is in Hades) and alſo, 
Fph. iv. 8. to lead Captivity (or the impriſoned Souls) Captive (or

This unnatural Ingratitude to Gop, and profligate Deſpite of 
his gracious Light, beſpeaks an internal and inveterate ContumaCcy ; 
that cordial Abhorrence of Gon which 1s the very Spirit of the 
Devil; and ſuch nothing but the Wrath of Gos can reduce: And 
for this Reaſon only is it denounced on them who fin againſt the 
Holy Ghoſt, that they ſhall not be forgiven, Mat. x11. 31. cher 
in this (the preſent) Aron, or in the Aicn which i ta come. Their 
Souls being invererately indignant againſt Gov, they can no other 
wiſe be ſubordinated than by ſuffering his Indignstion; the 
Fewel of Hei! 1s already in them, and they will not be forgiven 
as others may, and therefore periſh, Mark iii. 29. e Tor aiznu 
alonianly. 

We diſpute not, therefore, but that every Sinner of this Kind 
ſhall be abandoned judic'ally to Sin and Perdition; yet, this not- 
withſtanding, that all our Sins were laid upon, ar atoned penally 
in the Lamb of Gop, and that they are / expiated by him befoꝛe 
his Holy Father as that, altho' the Man may have ſinned agaivit 
the Holy Ghott, yet is he not thereby obnoxious to the rigorous 
Accuracy ot divine Juſtice, but to tne Wrath of the Lamb (or io the 
now qualified and relative Execution thereof) only; continues to 
be a ſound Scripture Truth, 'I's periſh by the Sentence of the Son 
f Goo is a chaſtiſing Vengeance. 

We believe alſo that many are guilty of the Sin againſt the 
Holy Gheit ; and that many may be born, as ſome of the Calvin- 
iſts have aſſerted, with the Serds or Principles of this Sin in them; 
and we doubt not but the Anti-Chriit will be a Sinner of this 
Clais; and will there fore be given up to Sins of the moſt crying 
Nature, and judicially conſigned to Hardneis of Heart, aud i Sx 
into Sin, and to have, I. 15. iv. 2. 4 Confcience ſeared. as vt an 
hot Iren; till, Eph. iv. . being pa Fling, and a ing ai! 
Uncleanne/s with Gredinefs, (6 become em Pha atically the Mau of 
Sin, and be raiſed up, or cauſed to ſtand in Power, by the 1 084 
that bought him, with full Purpoſe chat he may be by him, Face 7, 
Set forth as an Example of his aionian Fengeance, ond thereby ex 
hibit a Speermen of what divine Juſtice would have done F ut had 
continued unappealed, 

Nevertheleſs, all this granted, hinders not but that the Sins 
even of this Man of Sia are all of them already propitiated before 
Gop, and ſhall ultimately (tho* not in the preſent, neither iu 
tne lucceeding Aion) be torpiven and abfolved by Can 157,

We ſuppoſe indeed that there is a ſtated Meaſure, beyond which 
a Man will not be allowed to accumulate Sin upon Sin ; yet this 
not becauſe CHAI1S Ss Sufferings are not ſufficient to atone for 
Sins in their utmoit Poſſibility of Extent, Aggravation and Gravity, 
but becauſe there are different Degrees and Kinds of Sufferings 
winch will be ſufficient in their different Degrees and Kinds, to 
mollify and ſubdue different Souls, and bring them to relent under 
the Diſplay of his mediatorial Beneficence,

But we will jet aſide all theſe Pretences, and inſiſt that if Un- 
believers periſh, the Death of Car1sT for them is at once defeated 
by their periſhing. For CuRISsTH died that they for whom he died 
might not periſh; and 1. That the Wicked ſhall periſh we are 
taught in II. Pet. ii. 12. They hall utterly periſh in their oaun Corruption. 
II. Cor. ii. 15. Ve are a feweet Savour of Chriſt in them that are 
Javed, and in them that periſh ; to the one a Savour of Death unte 
Death; to the other a Savour of Life unto Life, I. Cor. i. 18. The 
preaching of the Croſs is to them that periſh, Fooliſhneſs. And 2dly. 
bat they (the Sheep) for whom CxrisT died ſhall not periſh, 
we learn from John x. 28. I give unto them eternal (alonion) Life, 
and they fhall by no Means periſh, Luke xxi. 18. Not an Hair of 
their Heads fhall periſh. So, Mat. xviii. 14. But above all we 
inſiſt upon the Paſſage in II. Pet. iii. 9. The Lord is Long-ſuffering 
to urward, not willing that any ſhould periſh, but that all ſuuld came to 
Repentance.

You conſider not the Queſtion between us; your Part with me 
as an Univerſaliſt is to prove, not that CAHAIsT's Sheep ſhall 
not periſh, but that none of thoſe for whom Cur1sT died ſhall 
periſh, and this you can never prove out of ſacred Writ. 

I grant you, 1ſt, That no one of the firſt Fruits or Sheep of 
CarisT ſhall periſh : But I ſay moreover that the Scripture de- 
clares it to be the eſpecial Privilege of the firſt Fruits that they 
ſhall not periſh. Again, 2dly. I ſay that altho' Cur ist died not 
to fave the Wicked from periſhing, yet that he died for them not- 
withſtanding : But I ſay moreover, that the Purpoſes of Cyr :z7's 
Death for the Wicked, are not in the leaſt defeated by their pe- 
riſhing ; the Jews periſhed, all but a Remnant, and yet they ſhall 
all be reſtored at the next coming of CarisrT. 

J avow, that altho' the Wicked ſhall periſh, yet that the Efficacy 
of Car1sT's Death for them may and will be as ſucceſsful in their 
Behalf ſo periſhing, as in the Saints, who ſhall not periſh; and I 
deny that any Part of Scripture can be produced to prove that 
CHR15ST is not equally the Reſtorer of them that ſhall periſh, as of 
them that ſhall not periſh ; on the Contrary it proclaims, in Places 
innumerable, that CHs is equally the Reſtorer of both the 
Wicked and the Saints; making only this Difference between 
them, that he reſtores the Saints without ſuffering them to periſh, 
and the Wicked (as has been abundantly proved by the Author of 
the Work entitled, Univer/al Reſtitution, a Scripture Doctrine) in 
perithing. | 

Your Objection to me. 23 an Univerſaliſt, from St. PeTeRr's 
Words, Chri/t wailleth not that any ſhould periſh, importing that 34 
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the Word Any (Twas) I am to underſtand (according to my Prin- 
ciples) not Sheep only, but all Men, requires a Diſtinction, ſuch 
naturally arifing from the Compariſon of Texts. | 
For we admit it to be true that the Scripture ſays ( «+: anus) 
it is not the Will of the Father that one of theſe little ones ſhall periſh, 
And we underitand by little ones only and fingly the Sheep, or firit 
Fruits, no one of which ſhall periſh; therefore alſo, zdly, we 
reply to this, Paſſage which you alledge from St. PRE, (and 
which is the oaly one you reſt, or indeed can reſt, your Hypotheſis 
upon) that it helps you nothing, diſturbs us not.

We beg you to conſider the critical Import of this Term Ge>uod., 
caunſelling, in Luke xiv. 13. John it. 10. Acts v. 33. and other 
Places, and that it anſwers to the Hebrew Word YU? to counſel, 
deliberate, or conſult debatingly: You will then readily acknow- 
ledge that our Text ſpeaks not of the Will of Gop, but of his

Siuner in Need of the Redemption that is in Cas 15T, the effetive 
Sacrifice of CyR1sT is intended for him, by the Purpoſe of God, 
which you allow to be infallible.

Neither can you avoid the Conſequence; for if it were other- 

wile, there being no Medium between this Sacrifice being intended 
and not intended for us, the very oppoſite would be true; that is, 
if this Sacrifice were not purpoſed, or intended, infallibly for 
every individual Sinner-in the World, Baptiſm in the Name of the 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, would be groſs Blaſphemy: For

But it is known that the Witneſs of theſe divine Names is not 
chimerical, but. a valid and firm Witneſs, even when given con- 
cerning them who will be loſt, or reprobated as Apeſtates. _ 50 
then even Reprobates become by their Baptiſn acknowledged to be 
the redeemed Property of Jzsus CARISH, and that by Gob him- 


ſelf, Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt. 


But en + Bae alſo without Dedution, in that this Invo- 
cation is expreſsly appointed. of Gop to be made in Baptiſm, not 
only over them who ſhall continue to believe, but likewiſe over all 


the World, or every Creature who ſhould, make Profeſſion of tlic 


true Faith, Acts viii. 36, 37, in ſo much that even Sivox Macro: 
was baptized by full Senft of the Apoſtle, as is clear from Acts

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viii. 13. which: could have been permitted on no ether Account 
than that the Goſpel is ordered to be preached, with Adminiſtra- 
tion of Baptiſm, by Gop himſelf e even to every 
Creature who. deſires it. 

We have then all the Aſſurances we can will to 13 our De-

That Reprobates may be baptized by the Permiſſion of God in 
the divine Names 3s accidental; neither are the divine Perſons to 
be confidered as Witneſſes or, Vouchers that Reprobates, but that 
the Elect are redeemed by the Blood of J:srs. However, we 
judge it to be a found Doctrine that they for whom Cnetsr died 
muſt have ſuffered virtually in his Sufferings; and Reprobates, or 
the whole World cannot have ſuffered virtually in CarsT's Suf- 
feriogs ; for then would their Damnation be impoſſible; yea they 
would be damned for Sins already expiated. Moſt certainly it can- 
not be juft that the ſame Sins ſhould be twice ſuffered for, and in 
different Perſons, and after that the vicarial Sufferings have been 

:oclaimed a ſufficient Recompence tor them; and yet it canoor be 
doubted but that the Sins for which CaurisT ſuffered ate nbun- 
dantly atoned for in his Sufferings: How natural then is the Con- 

luſion that ſuch Sins cannot have any farther Puniſhment belonging 
to them ? 

We are likewiſe afſured that our Redemption is a Myſtery, a 
Myſtery reſpecting the Mercies of Gov according to SCION, and 
conſiſting in a Predeſtination according to him ach workerh all 
Things after the Counſel of his own Will. But if all Things ate 
predeſtinated according to his Purpoſe, and work by his Predeſtin- 
ation, the Damnation of the Wicked muſt be Nr. ſo er 
with the Salvation of the Elect; and the Damned muſt be as much 
the deſtined Objects of his Wrath as are the Elect of his Mercy. 

Our Argument therefore is as follows : If the' Sufferings of 
Cnaisx were deſtined to be a full and ſufficient Satisfaction for 
the Sins of All, no one at all could ever die in his Sins; and it 
CuR1sT's Sufferings were a ſufficient Expiation for the Sins of All, 
no Man, however wicked, could be conſigned to ſuffer in Hell for 
them. Again, if the Sins which had been puniſhed in Cnr15T, 
the vicarial Sufferer, were alſo to be puniſhed in the Criminals, 
they would be twice puniſhed ; the ſame Sins would be twice pu- 
niſhed, and alſo ſo puniſhed after Expiation. But common Senſe 
cannot vindicate the Juſtice of Gop in inflicting two Puniſhments 
for the ſame Crimes ; therefore. neither can the Scriptures intend 
any ſuch Doctrine: And if, as every. Se& and Party holds, loft 
Souls ſhall be eternally puniſhed for their Sins, then neither can 
CurIsT's Satisfaction be of AY Benefit at all to them, In ſhort,

When the Scripture ſpeaks of the great My/tery and of the gto- 
nian Purpoſe of” God, the Myſtery which was kept ſecret finee the World 
begun, the Myſtery which has been hidden from Ages and Generations, 
but now is made manifeſt to the Saints, but now is revealed in the 
Gr/pel, the Purpoſe of him who purpoſeth all Things according to 
the Counſel of bis oxen Will, the Parpoſe for which the Son of God 
aba manifeſted, and which God had purpoſed from the Beginning of 
the World in Jeſus Chrift our Lerd, and in Himſelf We ought not 
to underfland thereby, as many do, that the Word ſpeaks either 
of our Redemption or of our Reſtitution ; for thus to underſtand 
theſe Gleams of Light is to err groſsly, as well as abſurdly. 

If we hold that the original End and myſterious Purpoſe of 
Goo in his Creatures is either our Redemption or our Reſtitution, 
we muſt hold likewiſe, in Force of our 'Term Original, that it 
was God's prime Purpoſe in his Creatures that they ſhould fall 
from him, and that their Fall was both a Part /, and an Event 
neceſſarily included in ſuch his divine, that is infallible, Purpoſe, 
But ſo to hold, at leaſt fo to teach, is groſs Blaſphemy: And it is 
no leſs abſurd, becauſe it ſuppoſes the Threatenings of Gon 
againſt Sinners, and his Exhortations againſt Sin, no leſs wild and 
unreaſonable than tyrannical. Expiation is accidental, the Effect 
of Rebellion, which was a contingent Event.

We demand, what then muſt have been the original End and 

Purpoſe of Gop ia his Creatures? 
HUBER, 

This; that the Creatures might have a Fellowſhip with Gop in, 
by, and thro' his CaersT ; that his Cnaistr might dwell in them 
and be in them as their Plemtude ; that they might be his Temple 
and Habitation, and he their Life, and animating or quickening 
Soul ; they his Members, he their Head ; that in this Capacity he 
might fill them with his Joy and Virtue, and make them Partake:s 
of the divine Nature, In ſhort that he might be in them All in 
All, and that collectively or Church-wiſe; of which ſee Eph. i. 9, 
10. John xvi. 13. II. Cor. iii. 18. Heb. xii. 10. John xvii. 20, -- 
23. II. Cor. v. 16. Redemption by Suffering is incidental. 

But this Knowledge of the divine Purpoſes is a Revelation only 
to his peculiar People; as we read Eph. i. 9. Having made known 
unte us the Myflery of his caun Will, according to his Pleaſure, auhich 
he purpoſed in himſelf, namely in the accompliſhing Oeconomy of the 
Seaſons, to gather together into one (avani@a)awcudcla:s) all Thing, 
in Chriſt, both which are in Heaven and «which are en Earth, even in 
Him/elf. 

And whereas, in Order to this great End or Purpoſe, it was 
neceſſary, 1K. that the Juſtice of Gop againſt his Creatures as 
Sinners muſt be ſatisfied, this Satisfaction was effected in CnrrsT's 
Atonement for them ; and, 2d. becauſe ir was allo neceſſary to 
this great End that his Creatures ſhould be reſtored to Gov, this 
Reſtoration again is to be effetted by the Spirit of Cxx1sT, (who 
is alſo the Spirit of his Father) given them and ſubordinating 


them 


n 
them to himſelf, And by theſe Mealures is the Way laid open and 
cleared, to the fulfilling that future and ſubſequent great Purpoſe 
of Gov, of which we have been ſpeaking, an Union with him in his 
Cusisr, and for which they were originally ercated. 

So then your fundamental Principle proves unſound ; our Re- 
Jemption and Reſtitution are by no Means to be conſidered as the 
grand Purpoſe of God in his Creatures, but only as his mediate 
and accidental Purpoſes in them: This however being not ſo imme- 
diately our preſent Point, we wave it. 

Now with Regard to what you ſay farther concerning Satisfac- 
ion for Sins, we anſwer as follows: 

We have already affirmed that tho' by Virtue of the Death of 
CH#1ST we are now no longer Debtors for our Sins to Supreme 
juſtice; yet we {lll continue Cuaisr's Debtors for them. And 
indeed our Debis become no otherwite aboliſhed in the Death of 
('aR1ST than as they are thereby transferred from God to his 
CHRIST ; and hereon is henceforth grounded the Reaſon of al: 
Creature Works and Sufferings. | 

We grant with you that Cusisr, by redeeming us, is made fo 
effectually our only Creditor, and in ſo full a Manner our Lord and 
Proprietor, as that no one can have any juſt Right in us, or 
Claim upon us, beſide him; and can in no wiſe harm us without 

his Leave : But he relinquiſheth his Enemies to his Enemies. 

And being equally Cyr1sT's Debtors now as we were formerly 
Debtors to divine Juſtice, our Los p, ro whom we continue in- 
debted, acts in like Manner as did his Father, and, as he juſtly 
may, abandons whom of his Debtors he pleaſes, and for what 
Time he plcaſes, to the Triumph and Rage & them bar hate us, 
and out of whoſe Hands he offers to deliver us, leaving ſuch among 
us as reject him to ſatisfy the Debt demanded to the uttermoſt Far- 
thing. And becauſe this SatisfaQtion can never be effected, we 
muſt feel the Weight of this Debt, and groan under the Injurics 
we have brought upon him, till our weaned Hearts relent, aad 
our labouring Pride be ſubdued by our Indigence and Wretched- 
neſs ; Effects which will ſecurely ſucceed at laſt. 

Having ſaid that every Sinner for whom Car tsT died is to be 
conſidered as his own Peculium and bought Slave, and in Propor- 
tion to his Guilt, as abſolutely at his Diſpoſal ; and that the Lok v 
CurIsrT, in Purſuance of this his ſovereign Right in us, pardons 
whom he pleaſes, and abandons whom he pleaſes ; we alledge the 
following Paſſages as reſulting from this Truth : Mat. x. 33. e 
heuer ſhall deny me before Men (Mat. viii. 38. all be aſhamed of mo 
and my Words in this adulterous and /inful Generation ) him will 1 ain” 
deny before mv Father why is in Heawen. S0 Rom, Viti. g,-------- 24. 
Hath not the Potter Poaber over the Clay cf the ſame Lamp to wake one 
Veſſel unto Honour and anther unto Dijponceur ? What if Ged willing 
to beau his Wrath, and to make his Peauer known, endureth <uath much 
Long-Juffering the Vaſſels of Wrath fitted fer Destruction. Jude 4. 
Men ache avere before of old ordained to this Condemnation. Again, 
Mat. vii. 21. Not every one who faith unto me Lord, Lerd, ſhall enter 
into the Kingd:m of Hearven, but he auh doth the Till ef my Father aubo 
is in Heaven. Many «will ſay unto me in that Day, Lord, Lord, have 
aue not prophefied in thy Name, and in thy Name caſe ou' Devili, and 
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in thy Name done nany evorderful. Works, and I will profeſs unto them 
1 never knee you, (owned or Ne of 49000} depart fron me ye 
that wwerk Iniquity, 

We hope indeed and believe that the: dane will regulace all 
Safferings with an economical Froſpect to the ultimate Advantage 
of every Individual, even among the worſt of Men; and that the 
Sufferings ot the very worlt will never amount to any Kind of Pro- 
portion with his real Demerits. For, that we now are Carsn's 
Debtors only is a Matter of vaſt Benefit and full of Conſolation 
for All, even Reprobates, altho' their Debts ſhould remain unab- 
ſolved to the very extremeſt Period of human Miſeries, 

However, that our Debts muſt remain upon us till we ſhall have 
received our Abfolution from the Hands of the Son of Gop is 
evident from every Part of the Scripture which calls him the En; 
larger, the Setter Free, the Blatter Out, the Soap, the Faryoncr, 
&c. So Ifa. xliii. 25. J am he 2 blatterh out thy Tranjgrefſiens Fi, 
my caun Name Sake, Va. Iv. 7, 8, 9. Return unto Jewe, 1 

and he will have Mercy upon you 5 even to dur Cod, and he will 
abundanil; pardon vou. 

The Son of Gon aus bruiſed for . aur Inigiities, and cut off ho 
them ; he has lerne our Tran/greſſont, and nas thereby put them oxvay ; 
he has purged our Sine by the Sacrifice, Himjelf 3 and being a Pre- 
Pitiation for our Sins, and not only to, but for the Sins of the whole 
Merl, in his Name is preached the Remiffion of our Sins © all Men; 
and becauſe this Remiſſion conſiſts in a gracious Act of Pardon 
beſtowed by him on them whom be juſtifies. john viii. 36. I the 
Sou foall mnhs you free. ye ſpall be free indeed. And Luke i. 77. He 
Hall gie the Knowlenge of Reftoration to his People tn the Row e of 
their Sins, And Acts x. 43. Whnſeever believerh (or truſteth) in 
bim ſhall receiue Remifſron of their Sins. Yea, and he alſo ſays, 
Heb. x. 17. Jer. J. 20. Mich. vii. 19. 7 will remember thtir Sins 
and Iniquities ro more; they ſbal be fought for and there ſhall be noe, 
they Hall net be found; I will caft ther into the Depths of the Sea. 

And now it having been proved that Curisr is the one only 
Forgiver of Sins, and this by Virtue of his Atonement fully ac- 
compliſhed ; alſo, that Cun15T having accompliſhed his Arone- 
ment, deſcended into Hell and led Captivity Captive, or made 
Souls who were Captives in Hell bis own Captives, or ranſomed 
Property, riſing in Triumph with them from the Gates or Tyrant

Wo conclude then that Cur 1sT is the Gov of the Redeemed, or 
Ranſomed, and that he reſcues theſe by Claim of Purchaſe, and as 
having an excluſive Right to and Property in them. And ſince no 
Sou] can now be loſt or condemned but by his Contignation, it 
reſults a very natural Truth, (in that, II. Tim. ji. 13. Gop can 
not deny himſelf) that none are now condemned becauſe of the 
Enormity of their Sins, but ſingly becauſe they renounce thei 
Load as their Redeemer ; or becauſe, John v. 40. they will no! com- 


unto him that they may have Life,

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Tenthiy we argue from. John vi. 33. "The Bread. of Ged is be 
who came donvn from Hear: and giveth Life (n. the ſpiritual 
Life) unto ige Worlds The Character of Ixsuvs Cunisr is that 
he giveth the ſpiritual Life, andd it is declared of him in this Paf- 
ſage, that he giveth this ſpiritual. Life unto the World, The 
World therefore, notwithſtanding it ſhall firſt, dic, ſhall finally 
receive this Life in him, and ghat by feeding on him as the Bread 
or Principle of Life. Theſe Words are 1 1750 that it was the 
original determined Purpoſe of Gop, that, as the firſt Fruits 
hould receive of CHRIS the living Bread in this preſent Aion, 
ſo that the World ſhould receive of CRHAIs the living Dread in 
{ome future Aion; the original determined Purpoſe of Gp being 
iImmoveable and immutable. - And herein have the firſt Fruits the 
pack of the ſecond Fruits; a Difference alluded to by the 
Apoſtle, I, Tim. ix. 19. He i the Reftorer of All, e/frecially of Be- 
livers. e Sandtified by the. . Ogering of the Bech of Telus, once 
for All; but Believers only enter immediately into the Joys of it, 
without feeling the bitter Pains of the aionlan Death; they Wy 
with him into bis Reſt, having wich bum learut. Obedience by tl 
i bings which they ſuffered. | ba $a

If it were true that the Reprobates are ah Heb. K. 10. 
Janctiſiad (viz. in the Eye ef divine Juſtice) by the 1 the 
Body of Jeſus ence for Ali, as are the Saints; and that the Differ- 
ence between the Reprobates and. che Saints can conſiſt ouly id that 
the one ſhall reccive their Inheritance in Cynrsr ſooner than the 
others, and without ſuffering, and becauſe of their Obedience to 
the Call of the Goſpel: It will folbw that the Difference between 
the Saints and the Reprobates will depend upon the different Uſe 
of their free Will. This Doctrine we have already proteſted againſ, 
inſiſting that the Elect are ſaved of free Grace ouly, and in no De- 
gree on Account of their own” Obedience, or Righteouſneſs, or 
voluntary Services. And even 3 MOND, one of your. mo? 
learned and renowned Doctors of the Arminian Party, is obliged 
to eonſeſs that out Juſtigcation. is of mere Grace only ; “ We muſt 
<« confeſs that nothing in us has any Thing to do in this Work of 
Juſtification, neither is it imagiuable it ſhould, it being altoge- 
ther the Work of Goo upon u5.—-Jultification i is in plain Terms 
the accepting of our Perſons and pardoning our Sins; 25 It 
would be very improper and hanſh to affirm that our Works, 
any Thing, even our Faith itſelf, ſhould accept our Perſons or oY 
„ don our Sins, tho' in never ſo mfcrior a Notten; which yet mutt 
be if they were abe in our Jufbtication,” Lib. 
Sect. 4. Prac. Cat.

But we ſay that your Seen! is fallacions ; we hold oquaty 
with you that both our Juſtification and our Redemption are of 
mere free Grace, and conclude from thence that they are intal- 
lible ; and the Difference between us is that whereas we fay that 
all Men are r&ecmed of free Grace, and ſball be 10 juſtiſied, you 

take * 
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ſay that only the firſt Fruits (Which you call the Elect) are the one 
and ſhall be the other. By Reſtitution we underſtand indeed the 
Reſult or End of Juſtification, yet not ſo as that in the Order of 
Time it ſhould precede it; for we grant with you that Juſtification, 
Sanctification and Regeneration, (which is Reſtitution) are prece- 
dent to each other only in the Order of Nature, and not in the 
Order of Time. There is no ſenſible Priority in Reſpect of Time 
between theſe. n | 

Our Inference then is ſound, Cur1sT died for us, therefore we 
are redeemcd ; CnzisT has redeemed us, therefore we muſt be 
reſtored. And that the Wicked are condemned for a Time, 
namely in the Interval between their Redemption wrought, and, 
it's End, their Reſtitution wrought, contradicts in no Degree the 
Doctrine of free Grace, or the gratuitous Purpoſes of C:ris7's 
Redemption; becauſe theſe Purpoſes ſhall be ſerved even in their 
Damnation, and by Means of their Pains aad Wretchedneſs. 

Again, as our Redemption is altogether the Work of CHRIST 
for us, ſo muſt our Reſtitution be altogether the Work of CHAIS 
within us; and as our Freedom of Will is in no Degree the Cauſe 
of the one, ſo will it be in no Degree the Cauſe of the other. 
The final Work is all to be imputed to free Grace only. 

That the ill Uſe of our Freedom of Will ſhall bring upon us our 
atonian Damnation and Death, can in no wiſe be diſpated. Altho' 
we are expreſsly told of the Jews, that they all ſhall be reſtored as 
being the Lox D“ redeemed People, yet we are as expreſsly aſſured 
of them, that they ſhall not gabe the Damnation of Geenna ; and 
the like is as expreſsly denounced upon falſe Chriſtians, II. Pet. ii. 
1. Falſe Teacher; who ſhall privily bring in Herejies of Deſtrudion, 
even denying the Lord that bought them, and ſhall bring upon themſelves 
fewift Deſtructian. That is, tho' the Lon p has bought or redeemed 
them, yet ſhall they be damned for their Wickedneſs. May we not 
then confdently inſiſt that their Wickedneſs ſhall cauſe them to pe- 
ih azonianly, and yet that it ſhall not fix them in ſuch aionian Pe. 
riſhing * And for this Reaſon, becauſe they are redeemed infalli- 
bly in Order to be as infallibly reſtored ? 

Some have made it a Queſtion whether the Lord's reſtoring 
Work were not more eaſy than his redeeming : But this is to imply 
a Poſſibility of his being nonplus'd with Difficulties. Omanipotence 
belongs to him as Redeemer, and his reſtoring Work conſiſts only 
in the Exerciſe and Exertion of this his redeeming Efficacy. As 
he was begotten, before the Creation, the Angel Jevs, or only 
divine Son of Gop omnipotent to create ; ſo he was begotten at 
his Incarnation the Man-Son of Gop, or divine Mediator omni- 
potent to reſtore, 

The reſtoring Efficacy is already his by Virtue of his Paſſion and 
of his Righteouſneſs ſupererogative; for which Reaſon he is not 
only as able to reſtore as to redeem ; but a Reformation by him is 
the Effect fo ſupremely involved in the Redemption by him, the 
Cauſe, that the Publication of the one is virtually the Publication 
of the other; and in Conſequence hereof his reſtoring Efficacy 
will be as infallibly, tho? more tediouſly, operative among the Loſt 


in the other World as among the Saints in this, Exod. xv. 11.

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Holineſs) rerſidle for Praiſes, (or to be praiſed as terrible) working 
wonderfully. 8958 

This Doctrine alſo reſts upon the Character and Nature of 
Car1sT's Office, which is that of an intranſitory Prieſthaod ; 
as we read, Heb. vii. 24. He has a Prieſthood intranſitory, and ts 
therefore able to reſtore, to all Perpetuity, them that come unto God by 
him, being forever living to make Interceſſion for them, He hveth 
forever, and is therefore able to act as a Prieſt atomanly for them 
who ſhall believe: But they who already believe, and are reſtored, 
have no longer any Need of his continual Interceſſion; for their 
Sins, being forgiven, are remembered no more; they are no 
longer Sinners, 

The Reftored are no longer Sinners; for whom then is Curi15sT's 
a1onian Intercefhon, but for them who believe not, and who being 
redeemed, tho? loſt, thall be reftored in ſome future Aion? For 
the Incerceflion of Cyr1sT being in Conſequence of his Atone- 
ment, and to ſiniſh it's Purpoſe, if CurisT be an atoman Inter- 
ceſſor, he muſt be fo to finiſh in us the Purpoſes of his Atone- 
ment; that is, tro finiſh the Reftitution' of All that ſhall be loſt; 
becauſe, by his Death he atoned for All that ſhould be Joſt 
aionianly. 

We cannot deny that CHeisr's Interceſſion is deftined to con- 
tinue aionianly; but this cannot be for any other End than an 
aiontan Interceſſion, for which Reaſon the Inference mu? be as 
follows. 

The Interceſſion of Canis perſeveres aionianly; therefore his 
Atonement muſt be of aionian Efficacy; therefore it ſhall be ef- 
tectual, for them who ſhall be loft, aionianly. 

And thus alſo it appears that the Difference between a Soul re- 
Jeemed from one unredeemed (if ſuch there were) would be the 
Difference between the having, and the not having, the Son of 
Gor for our Interceſſor: Whereas the Difference, as Things now 
are, between Redemption and Reſtitution, is only that of being 
purchaſed in Order to be reftored, and of being already reſtored 
in Conſequence of a Purchaſe or Redemption effected. 

It is the Promife made to the Son of Gp, by Covenant of his 
holy Father with him, that he fall fee the Trawail of his Soul, and 
be fatisfied ; but the Love of the Son of Goo for Sinners (who are 
his People, being his redeemed ones) can never be ſatisfied, fo 
long as one of them ſhall continue unreſtored. 

And hence are the Endearments of the prophetical Language to 
his People; Ifa. liv. 4.----- 10. Fear not, for thy Maker i, thy Hu- 
hand, the God of the whole Earth : He Shall call thee a Woman repu- 
diated, and grieved in Spirit. For a ſmall Moment have 1 forjaker 
thee, but with great Loving-kinaneſs have I gathered thee; in a little 
Wrath I hid my Face from thee for a Moment, but <vith aionian Lov- 
ing-kinane/; will I have Mercy upon thee. I have fevorn that my 
Kindneſs ſhall not depart from thee, neither jhall the Courant of my 
Peace be removed, faith Jehova, wwho bath Mercy upon thee ; for, Rom. 
ix. 29. the Gifts and Callings of Ged are without Repentance. 

And tho? his calling Grace be inſuflicient to reftore his People 
whom he has redeemed, his reſtoring Grace will he ſure co follow 


it; and this will never fail to incline the Will of his People, to 
N inchne 
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incline them infallibly, yet without Violence. This will operate 
on his Redeemed with ſuch an Efficacy as that their Will ſhall not 
contradict him, but be ſucceſsfully inclined, and their Hearts 
ſoftened, bruiſed, and rendered contrite, converted, ſanctiſied, re- 
generated.

But can true Reconcilement “ grow where Wounds of deadly 
Hate have pierced ſo deep?“

No Wound of Hate can remain when the Balm of ſanktifying 
Grace is applied; the Violences of Damnation and Death not 
only heal by a Touch of it, but prove a ſalutary Cauſtic to open 
and prepare the Wound for this Reſtorative, that it may penetrate 
the Ulcer to it's deepeſt Point, and effect the Cure fundamentally ; 
and therefore is that Decree, Amos ix. 10. A the Sinners of my 
People fhall die. 

In ſhort, all whom the Lox b has redeemed are his People, as 
ſays Ilia. xliii. 1. Fear net, for ( becauſe, for as much as, ſecing 
that, for this Reaſon that, PT i 3) I have ranſomed thee, thou art 
mine; but he will reſtore all that are his, Mat. i. 21. He will re- 
Pore (owes, enlarge or deliver) his People from their Sins. 

Our Redemption then is the Work of Gopy begun, our Reſto- 
ration is that Work continued, and the full Purpoſe of Goo in his 
Creatures is it's Accompliſhment; and this Accompliſhment is 
ſecured in CarrsT to all Mankind, Pm. Ixviii. 18. Thou haf? 
aſcended on high, thou haſt led Captivity Captive, and received Gifts 
for Men, yea FOR THE REBELL10US ALSO. 

And how agreeable to this Reaſoning are the Apoſtle's Words, 
Rom. v. 6.----21. For chen we were yet without Strength, (1, e. 
Heathens in Circumſtances the moſt deſperate) Chri/# died for (us) 
the Ungodly, (namely abandoned Idolaters) ca) much more, being 
now juſtified by his Blood, ſhall wwe be reſtored (or, as the Word is 
more properly rendered in this Place, reſcued) from Wrath to come ; 
(that is, we are infallibly reſcued from the Wrath of Gov, and if 
we will be obedient to our Calling, from the Wrath of CAI 
alſo) for if, when we were Enemies, d were (redeemed or) recon- 
ciled to God, by the Death of (no leſs a Ferſon than of) hts Son, 
much more, being now (ſo redeemed or) reconciled, ave ſhall be re- 
flored (oubroojcde enlarged) in his Life; wherefore as by one Man Sin 
entered, and Death paſſed upon ail Men, for All have fiuned; (6) (or 


as 
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(a) The Apoſtle makes Uſe of the Epithets gage, aoifec, PTL 
and bet, as Appellations common with the Jews, to denote the Gentile 
Idolaters as Reprobates; ſor the Jews looked upon the Gentiles as a People 
utterly abandoned of GOD, and without Hope of Favour from him: Inſomuch

Grace reigned by Righteouſneſs, but not by the Righteouſueſs of 
of the Sinner, for this were a Soleciſm, and Contradiction of 
Terms; therefore it muſt rezgn by the Righteouſneſs of Car15T ; 
and if fo, certainly by the Imputation thereof to Sinners. 

That Grace cannor reign by the Righteouſneſs of our Works is 
a Truth ſelf evident, becauſe our Works are oppoſite to (or con- 
!tantly oppoſed to as the Oppoſites of) Grace; conſequently then 
Grace mult reign by the Righteouſneſs of the Donor only, who is 
CHRIST the Lord.

Certainiy they could not receive either Life or Death in Apam, unleſs they 
ta! been Sinners perſonally, and ia themſelves, for their Diſobedience, before 
ey were Anamn's Offspring; and, this ſuppoſed, the Doctrine is clear that 
they became Sinners in Avam, now a Sinner; becauſe, their Hopes in Avan's 
Covenant with Goy for them being loft in his Offence and Violation of Cove- 
vant, they returned again to their former Condition of Alienation from Gon, 
and were left to ſuffer the corruptive Tendencies of their former fallen Nature, 
it muſt then be upon this Hypocheſis that we muſt paraphaſe his proceeding 
Wopoſitions. 

la Conſequence of this Dereliction Death paſſed upon al! the Race of ADA 
* 45 Sinners, both perſonally, in their old uncovenanted State, and alſo by 
„ Rreach of Contract ſubſiſting between Gov and Apan, their intended 
« Parent, their Covenant with Gop in Abu being by his Offence invalidated 
and annulled, And that this lamentable Condition of all Men is real, ap- 
« peas in that (Verſe 13. xp KC, even before the Time of the Lato given vin 
roa in the World ; but not therefore Death; for it being a Maxim of divine 
*« Juſtice that Sin is not imputed wwhere there is ns Lew, it will tollow that the 
Death which patſed upon all Men, before the Time of the Law given, could 
not have been imputed to or occaſioned by ſuch their Sins.“ 

The Death of them who ſinned in this World before the Law was given, was 
not occaſioned by their Sins in this World: By what was it then occafiones ? 
Anſwer, by the one Offence of Apa. But how could we juſtly die for the 
one Offence of Adam, unleſs we had been guilty of Sins, the Penalty of whic:; 
was Death, antecedently to our Birth in him? It muſt then be true that be- 
fore the Foundation of the World the Sons of Avam had a Law given them, 
and were Violators of that Law, and thereby became obnoxious to Death. 

This again will appear by ſtaring the Caſe in ABI; For it is certain that 
no poſitive Law ſubſiſted at the Time of ABEL S Death by the Tranigreflion 
« of which ABI deſerved to die; and yet notwithitanding or nevertheleſs 
* Death reigned from Adam to Moſes, even over ABEL and) them 2vbo had net ſinned 
* aſter theSimilitude of Adam's Tranſgreſſ, on, who by Virtue of his vicarious Cove- 
© nant with the Logos in our Behalf, Is the Figure of him who wa: ts come,” even 
of this Logos or Cyn15sT; in whoſe Obedience, fo foon as we are inveſted in 
ts Nature, we ſhall be Righteous, in like Manner as by being nvelted in 
ADAN'S Natute we are in him reputed Sinners, 
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Eleventhly we argue from John vi. 51. The Bread which I will 
give is my Fleſb, which I will give for the Life of the World. The 
Fleſh of CuRISsT we know 15 the Vehicle of divine Virtue; mere 
Fleſh profiteth nothing; but the Fleſh of CuRIsT, by it's Union 
with the divine Nature, has a ſublimating Efficacy, whereby it 
vivifies and quickens All, to which it is communicated, with his 
own reſurrective Life, For CarisT being put to Death in the 
Fleſh, and quickened by the Spirit (and not by his Blood, which 
is eln him in the Sanctuary) exerts his transforming Energy 
chiefly thro” the Fleſh : I. Pet. iii. 11. John x11. 24. xvi. 17. For the 
Holy Ghoſt, which dwells in Carisr's human Perſonage, is ca- 
pable, thro' it's Union with his Fleſh, of being fo beſtowed as not 
only to be ſufferable to us, and tenable by us, but alſo to be a 
quickening Source of Life within us: And behold this Life is in 
theſe Words evidently promiſed by Virtue of CSIST's Sacrifice 
to the whole World. And yet the World ſhall periſh, it ſhall 
therefore both periſh and hve. 

The Greek Word uſed in this Paſſage for Life is not , but Zn, 
and is anſwered by the fame Word in JI. Cor. xv. 22. 4s in Adan: 
All die, even fo in Chriſt ſhall All be made alive, (or quickened, 
Cuynombncwiac) ; And from hence the Concluſion is eaſy, viz. that 
as the whole Race of Apam died in him the firſt Apam, fo ſhall 
the whole Race of Apa be finally quickened in Cux15T, the 
ſecond Apam, notwithitanding the greateſt Part of them ſhall fr{t 

eriſh, 

5 The Infallibility of this Event is alſo confirmed and ratified by 
that formal Declaration and Type given us in Rom. v. 18. As by 
the Offence of One, (or one Offence) Judgment came upon all Men 10

You allow that the World ſhall periſh, or be loſt, and that not- 
withſtanding their Sins were expiated in CHRIST: 1 argue then, 
that, granting this, you at once rob a Chriſtian of his Conſolation 
in Ca&kisT, becauſe, if the Death of CurisT will not ſecure in- 
fallibly thoſe for whom he died from periſhing and being loſt, our 
Security, and thereby our Conſolation fixed in Cuxisr only, is 
impracticable; we may die notwithſtanding his Death for us, and 
therefore his Death can yield us no comfortable Aſſurance of ſaving _ 
Life, or certain Salvation in him,

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The comfortable Aſſurance you ſpeak of is not intended either 
for the Wicked or for the Unconverted ; the true ſalutary Conſo- 
lation in CHRIST is that which ariſes from our being united with 
him, by his Spirit dwelling in us as his Temple ; and our Comfort 
without this, and while we are not thus in him and he in us, is 
fallacious and counterfeit. Moreover. when a Soul is alive in 
CHR15T, bleſſed and ſanctified by that Conſolation which the true 
regenerating in-dwelling Spirit of Cuts yields him, he can no 
more be robbed of it; it flows from a Fountain of living Water in 
him, from a divine internal Feſtimony, ſealing him with an Evi- 
dence which nothing human can contradict. | 

Such our Logny promiſes to his Diſciples, John xvi. 22. Aud J 
ewill ſee you again, and your Hearts fhall reoire, (in the Day of 
Pentecoſt) and your Foy us one taketh (or can take) from you. And 
the like being the promiſed Inheritance of all Chriſtians, we are 
bid, in the Perſon of the Apoſtles, John xvi. 24. KA and you ali 
receive, that your Joy may be full. Aſk and ye ſhall receive: — This 
Conſolation therefore cometh from receiving, and that from our 
Gop : And the Reaſon is becauſe, Rom. xiv. 17. The Kingdom of 
God is Righteoujneſs, and Peace and Toy, in the Hily Ghoſt; or is a 
Righteouſneſs, and Peace and Joy, wrought by the divine Witness 
and Power within us. 

To believe in Car15T is not barely to afſent to his Doctrine, 
but it is to reſt, repoſe, and truſt in him as our Redeemer; aud 
imports a confiding Principle, generated by a divine Light in the 
Heart, and reconciling a Man to his ranſoming Gov. A Maa 
may believe ſyllogiſtically, without anv true confiding Principle of 
Reconcilement, merely by Force of his human Judgment: For 
Laſtance, If I ſay, «+ Whoſoever believeth that Jesus is the Chris 
«© 15 a reſtored Perſon ; and I believe this, therefore I am a reftored 
«+ Perſon ;”* my reaſoning Facultiss only are here employed; and 
that theſe may be thus employed, without the true confiding, r-con-

ceiling Principle, is evident, becauſe the Devils believe and tremble.

But even 'Trembling, by your own Confeſſion, 1mports a Degree

True, but no other inference can be drawn from hence tha 
that the Faith of many wicked People is neither fo good, nor ſo 
operative, as 15 the Faith of Devils. 

We muſt be reconciled to the Son of Goo; and it is not the 
trembling, but the fiduciary Faith, which reconcileth to the Son 
of Gon. The Faith of Trembling may indeed help us conſe- 
quentially towards this Reconcilement, but it cannot reconcue us; 
and therefore neither can it unite us unto him; and therefore nci— 
ther can it communicate of his Life to us; and therefore neither 
can it convey to us of his Strength, or victorious Efficacy, or Feace, 
or Confidence, or Contolation, or Fortitude. 

And for this Reaſon a ſyllogiſtie Faith is eaſily confuſed and de- 
feated when Times of Temptation come upon us. Whereas, when 
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the quickening Spirit of CHRIST teſtifies within me, as within the 
Apoſtle, that, Gal. 11. 20. I live no longer, but Chriſt liveth in ne; 
and that, Rom. viii. 38. neither Things preſent nor Things to come, 
nor any other Creature, ſhall ſeparate me from the Lowe of God, which 
fr in Teſus Chriſt : When by the Spirit of Truth within us, (I. 
John, v. 19.) ave know that wwe are of God, and that the whole World 
lierh in the Wicked One; when, Rom. viii. 15. 16. wwe have received 
the Sir it of Adeftion, crying Abba Father, the Spirit itſelf bearing 
WWitne)s with our Spirits that wwe are the Children of Gad; when, (1. 
Cor. ii. 12.) we have received, not the Spirit of the 22 but, the 
Shir it which 7; of God, that awe may know the Things that are freely 
gio en us of Ged; 1 wen, II, Cor. X11. 5. we can kno War eavn/ol ues, 
that Feſus Chris ir in us; when we have our rejoicing, Gal. vi 4. 
c owrſelrver atoze, (or within our own internal Man) and not in 
anther, (or by Compariſon of ourſelves with others); in ſhort, 
when our Loe»'s Promiſe is ſealed to us, of which he fays, John 
xvi. 26. H#hea the Comfor ter is omit, avhich 1] will fend unto vg from 
ihe Father, even the Spirit of Truth, who procecdsth from the Father, 
he ſhall teftify of me; namely | in our inner Man: Then is our Con- 
ſolation good. becavſe it cometh from Gop; and it reſts upon a 
ſure Foundation becauſe the Soul, being thereby reſtored, 1s, Eph. 
1. 2. feale, { avitn the 27 ht rit of Promije, who is the Earne/? of 
eur Inheritance sell the full J Ranſom of the acquired Property. 

And beho!d, all Conſolation ſhort of this, is Triumph without 
Victory; yea, according to your Doctrine, is vain, for you ſay much 
more than I can, namely, that the Confolation which 1s fallible, 
and reits upon Uncertainty, 1s vain, and more juſtly called carnal 
Security.”

But Faith admits of Degrees; it is alſo certain that many ſincere 
and faithful Souls have not this Aſſurance; and that many, even 
among the moſt holy Men during. their ſevere Trials, have been 
deſtitute of it ; neither 1s this Conhdence of which you ſpeak the 
proper formal Act of ſaving Faith; becauſe it pre-ſupposes the for- 
mal Act of ſaving Faith to be already i in us: I ſay it pre-ſuppoſes a 
preceding Faith, of which it is itſelf the Effect, and conſequently 
cannot be itſelf the formal Act of Faith, or that which conſtitutes 
our juſtifying Faith. 

That this Aſſurance is ſubſequent to Faith already formed, and 
flows from it, is certain, becauſe a Man muſt firſt be juſtified be- 
fore he can be perſuaded that he is ſo, before he can rejoice in be- 


ing ſo: And for this Reaſon alfo 7 Divines call this Aſſurance 


a fiduciary Senſe of Juſtification, and it's Fruits obtained, they call 
ſaving Faith the Faith of Adherence ; in that it cauſes us to adhere 
to Cur1sT, to fly unto him for Refuge, to depend upon him. 

I acknowledge that ſome Divines have taught that our juſtifying 
Faith is an inſtantaneous ACt of divine Grace, conſiſting, as they 
term it, in Indiviſibility, and not of diſtin Parts, and that it is 
awakened and animated in us in that very Inſtant when we are re- 
generated of Gp. The Veil, ſay they, is removed, and the 


true confiding Light given us by the Horx Ghost, as in the 


Pay of Pentecoſt, in the very Moment when that Pledge of our 
„Acceptance 


45 
« Acceptance with Gop which we call Aſſurance, is imparted, and 
« this Confidence impreſſed.” 

For theſe, diftinguiſhing between an adhering and a juſtifying 
Faith; between a Faith which diſpoſeth us to juſtification, and a 
Faith which formally juſtifieth us, affirm poſitively that the calling 
or diſpoſing Faith will not juſtify us before Gop : For that Goo, 
then firſt enabling us to co-operate, by his own Power, wita his 
Grace when he regenerates ; then firſt gives us a Heart of Fleſh, 
ſoft and relenting, and a willing Mind, devoting itſelf to him, 
and a ſanctifyping Spirit, transforming and converting the human 
Soul, when he fills the Heart with ſolid ſoy and Peace in believing. 
But this Opinion of a diſpoſing Faith is molt generally exploded, 
and it's Abettors are called Enthuſiaſts.

I will not then at prefent contend it with you: Yet finding, 
among tne Number of thele Divines thus charged with Enthuſiafm, 
the following venerable and learned Names, viz. WenpeLtus, 
RivErus, Alsrgbius, PAR Aus, DaLlLLEevs, Marts5tus, and 
MoLlix Aus, I think one would not be aſhamed of the Term En- 
thuſiaſt in their Number. And they have fo ably defended this 


Opinion that 1 will give you what they advance in the Support of 
it, by the next Opportunity.

DIALOGUE IV-SECT. I. 


The Opinion of ſome of the moſt eminent Preteſtani Divines, 
concerning the Doctrine of Aſſurance. 


HUBER. 


HE moſt learned and venerable Divines of the reformed 
Churches teach, that, by a confident and peculiar Appli- 
cation of the Sacrifice and Righteouſneſs of CHRNISTr to the Heart. 
not only our native Enmity againſt Gop is aboliſhed, but at the 
ſame Time a Liberty from Sin is given us; for the true Freedom, 
ſay they, is a Freedom from our own Will, a Freedom to will by 
and according to the Will of Gop ; and the Power of Virtue in 
thus willing infallibly attends the Power of true cordial believing, 
or, as they chooſe to ſpeak, truſting. 

They argue, it. that All who are ingrafted into Cn re- 
ceive, by being ſo, the Spirit of Adoption, whereby they cry unto 
and acknowledge Gop as their Father: But this Spirit of Adop- 
tion, enabling us to acknowledge Gop, muſt neceſſarily import 
an Aſſurance within us that Gop is our Father in CHRIST, and 
that we are his Sons, Co-heirs with his only begotten Son; other- 
wite we make nothing of the Word Adoption : For fince this Ac- 
Fnowledgment muſt reſult from a Senkbility, where there is no 
Senſibility of Adoption there can be no genuine Acknowledgment ; 
but, on the contrary, the filial Term Abba will be uttered with 

Reſtraint and Reluftance, will recoil upon us as diſow ned of Gov: 


in 
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in a Doubt whether we are indeed his Children or not; that is, 
it will not be filial. In ſhort, unleſs the adopting Spirit, aſſuring 

us that we are reconciled to Go, be his Voice within us, our 
| Acknowledgment of him as our Father will be illiberal and ſpu- 
| rious, the Voice of Illegitimacy. 
| Alſo this Spirit of Adoption is pronounced to be a witneſſing / 
Spirit; for the Context is as follows: Rom. viii. 15. 16, 17. Fe 
have not received the Spirit of Adoption again unto Fear, but ye have 
received the Spirit of Adoption whereby we cry Abba Father ; the ſame 
Spirit (avro To ve,] bears Witneſs with our Spirit that we are the 
Children of God; and if Children then Heirs, Heirs of God, and Join! 
| Herrs with Chriſt. - 
| And this Paſſage anſwers to that in I. John, v. 10. He who be- 
lieveth in the Son of God has the Witneſs in himſelf; from whence too 
we infer that he who has not the Witneſs in himſelf believeth not; 
that is, has not as yet the true juſtifying Faith, of which St. Jon u 
ſpeaks, or that, I. John. ii. 20.------ 27. Union from the Holy One 
which teach ws concerning all Things, reſpecting the Truths of Gov, 
namely concerning the powerful Sacrifice of CarIsT, his full Ex- 
piation, his ſufficient Atonement, and his perfect Righteouſrels 
wrought for us; Things which, I. Cor. ii. g.--12. He hath net 
feen nor Ear heard, neither hath it entered into the Heart of Man ro 
conceive, even the T hings which Ged hath prepared for them that love 
him, but God hath revealed them unto us by his Spirit; for the Spirit 
fearcheth all Things, even the deep Things of God; for wvhat Man 
knoweth the Things of Man, but the Spirit of Man which is in him? 
So the Things of God knoweth no one, but the Spirit of Ged. New awe 
have not yet received the Spirit of the World, but the Spirit <vhich 1: 
of God, that ve may know the Things which are freely given to us of 
Gd. 

The divine Spirit within us is the only true Inſtrument of divine 
Knowledge; therefore without this we cannot know the Things 
which are freely given to us of Gop: And, in like Manner, the 
Spirit of Gov muſt witneſs with our Spirit that we are the Chil. 
dren of Gop; otherwiſe we can have no Aſſurance of our divine 
Relation, Connection, and Sonſhip ; this Witneſs being the Foun- 
dation of ſuch our Aſſurance, the Light whereby it becomes per- 
ceptible to us, quieting, calming, and ſolacing the Heart.

But is this Witneſs ever evident, ſenſible, and infallible ? 
HUBER. 


| Certainly the Teſtimony of a Witneſs mult be ſenſible, in Order 
| to it's being a Witneſs ; and therefore it may be juſtly called evi- 

dent: And as to it's Infallibility there can be no Diſpute, becauſe, 

can we be leſs than infallibly aſſured and confident that we are the 

Children of Gop, when pronounced to be ſo by ſuck a Witneſs as 

is the Spirit of Gop ? Can the Teſtimony of the Spirit of Gop 

be inſufficient to exclude all Doubting or Uncertainty of our Par- 

don or Acceptance with him as his Children? Will common 

Senſe admit even of a Surmiſe that the Apoſtles, in che Day of 

Pentecoſt, might poſſibly have had the leaſt Shadow of Doubt 
concerning 
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concerning their being the Beloved of the Father in his Cunisr ? 
- Surely then, as that which the Spirit of God teſtifies cannot but 
be true, of like Copency muſt be his Teſtimony; it cannot affect 
us with an Evidence ſhort of that Certainty which will make us 
bold to believe, and as bold to profeſs the Faith ; it muſt impower 
us to profeſs it as a TS known by us to be true without any 
Symptom of Diffidence or Heſitation. Therefore ſays St. Jon x, 
not in the ſingular Number, but of Believers in general; I. John, 
iii. 14. We know that we are paſſed from Death into Life, 

Again, ſay they of that Peace in Gop which is the Portion of 
true Believers; The Goſpel is, Acts x. 36. a Word preaching Peace 
by Tejus Chriſt, Kom. v. 1. & Peace with Cd thre Feſus Chriſt; 
but chriſtian Peace is a Complacency of Mind ariſing (not from a 
State of Indolence and Inactivity, but) from a Fruition and Bleſ- 
ſedneſs, and is grounded in a Conſcioufneſs and Senlibility.of the 
divine Love and Favour, and of being ſecure under the Protection 
and Care of Gop in CtrIsT HJ; and accordingly it is announced to 
be the diſtinguiſhing Happineſs of Behevers ; ohn xiv. 27. Peace 
J leave with you, my Peace I give unto you ; not as the Merld giveth 
give I unto you ; and it is deſcribed as a Felicity which, Phil. iv. 7. 
Jarpaſſoth all Underflanding. 

But in this View of Goſpe! Peace it muſt appear that we can 
no otherwiſe partake of it than by enjoying it. For this Affection 
of the Mind, called Peace, ariſing from a Conſciouſneſs of our 
Security in Gov, can no more exiſt in us without our being ſenti- 
ble that we enjoy it, without our knowing that we feel and poſſeſs 
it, than any other of our Senſations ; than we can fee, or hear, 
or think without a Senitbility and Conſciouſneſs of theſe ſenſible 
Enjoyments ; without knowing and feeling theſe Senſes to be in us 
and enjoyed by us. 

This ſurpafling Peace the Scripture likewiſe connects with joy 
and Love, Gal. v. 22. The Fruits of the Spirit are Love, Foy, Peace; 
but an inſenſible joy is a Contradiction in Terms; and is not alſo 
an inſenſible Love? And the ſame is to be ſaid of a Peace in Gos, 
equally a Fruit of the Spirit with Joy and Love. 

Again, ſay they, that ſpiritual Joy in which a Believer exults, 
and which he cannot have without an Aſſurance and Knowledge cf 
his perſonal Election in CHRIST, belongs not only to our Cha- 
rater as Chriſtians, but alſo to our Duty as ſuch. It is our Dut 
to rejoice in CHRIS r, and therefore we are bid, I. Theft. v. 16. 
rejoice evermore, Phil. iv. 4. Rejoice in the Lord always, and again 7 
Jay rejoice. Heb. iii. 16. VHeſe Houſe abe are if we held ſaſt the Con- 

Adence, and the Rejticing of Hepe firm unto the End, or Accompliſh- 
ment. I. John i. 4. Theſe Things write awe unte you that your Foy 
may be full, John xv. 11. Theje Things have 1 poken unto you thas 
my Foy might remain in you, and that your Foy might be Full. 

But from whence can our Joy in CaktsT ariſe, and upon what 
other Principle can it reſt than (as our Peace) upon a particular 
Senſe and inward Aſſurance of our Pardon and Acceptance in 
Curisr ? And, if fo, how can ſuch an Aſſurance and Pardon 
conſiſt with a Dread of the Wrath of the Son of Gos againſt v:“ 
Our Joy in Cutis is likewiſe ſaid to be in the Hoty Garosr ; 
Rom. xiv. 17. The Kingdom of God is Righteouſneſs. and Peace, and 

| O 
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Joy in the Holy Ghoſt ; that is, is generated in the Minds of Be 
lievers by the Holy Ghoſt. But what Peace, what Joy in the Hor x 
Gnoer can live in them who know not, as yet, whether Gop be 
their angry Judge, or reconciled and propitious Father? And 
how can they glory in the Love of God thro” Jssus ChrisT who 
know not whether they be in a State of Salvation, or in a State 
as you avow) of eternal Death and Damnation.

grant you that Chriſtianity, in it's Perfection, muſt conſiſt in 
enjoying the glad Tidings of the Goſpel, and in a Life of walking 
with Gov, and in his Conſolations. Yet, that a particular Ap- 
plication of our Benefits in CHRIS conſtitutes the proper and for- 
mal Act of true Beheving is hardly to be concluded from theſe 
Paſſages.

Again, ſay they, it is our higheſt Duty, as well as Privilege, ſo 
to know the Love of Go in his Cnhaisr as 7% Lowe him with all 
eur Hearts and Minds, and Soul and Strength; and, I. John iv. 19. 
to love him becauſe (or from a Knowledge) of his firſt lowing us. 
But fince this Love can no otherwiſe be kindled in our Hearts than 
from a Senſibility of our great Value with Go in his CurisT ; 
and fince this Senſibility is that very Aſſurance of which we ſpeak, 
it follows that it muſt be our higheſt Duty to enjoy this Aſſurance, 
and to live in it's Element, And conſequently that plaintive Spirit 
under which the Generality of People groan muſt ariſe from ſome 
culpable Defect in us, incongruous with that Life which thrives in 
the Love of Gop ſhed abroad in our Hearts, and triumphs over 
Sin and Sa rAx, and every Sorrow victoriouſly, in the Spirit of 
divine Complacency and Conſolation, 

For when our Faith is ſuch as PeTer deſcribes, I Pet. i. 8 
Teſus Chriſt, whom having not ſcen we love, in whom, thi? new we 
fee him not, yet, telieving, wwe regoice with Foy unſpeakable and Full of 
Glory; this melancholy, plaintive, fearful, and unbelicving Spiri: 
of Indolence and Languor, muſt certainly vaniſh away from before 
our Eyes, as Darkneſs from before the Sun Beams. 

The Soundneſs of this Reaſoning they ſay will appear yet far- 
ther from I. John iv. 18, There is no Fear in Love, for adult Lowe 
cafteth out Fear, becauſe Fear hath Torment, (vo, Puniſhment) ; 
fo that he who feareth is not adult in Love, For fince he who doubt- 
eth thro' a Defect of Light in, and an Aſſurance of, his Juſtifica- 
tion by CHRIST, cannot but fear; and Fear is a State of Punill:- 
ment for Sin, which cannot conſiſt with a true chriſtian State of 
Mind: It will follow that our Condition of Life in Carisr will 
always be in Proportion to our Degree of doubting and fearing, 0: 
of Light and Aſſurance. | 

We avow, ſay they, that not to fear while we are conſcious in 
ourſelves that Guilt lieth at our Door, muſt argue a State of Stu- 
pidity, and that Stupidity is not Faith.— A wiſe or ſenſible Man, 
in 2 State of Guilt, cannot but fear.—But, ſay they, we will ſup- 
poſe yet farther, that this wiſe Man ſhall hear of a Forgiveneſs ac - 

uireable, procureable, and then not ſo much his Fear as his Di- 
ligence and Importunity will be excited. And will it not be execr- 
ciſed inceſſantly till he has found his Forgiveneſs ? Every 
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Every ſincere and honeſt Mind when he hears convictively the 
Ne port of the Goſpel, and that Sinners may be /o forgiven as that, 
Rom, v. 5. the Lowe of God may be fhed abroad in their Hearts by the 
Holy Chat given unto them, will certainly be active and conſtant in 
his Solicitations till he has taſted this Love of Gop ſhed abroad in 
the Heart, and till this Love ſhall be graciouſly diffuſed within him 
to the extinguiſhing his Fears and Uncertainties, and ſolacing his 
Heart with Gladneſs. f 

Again, they argue for the Neceſſity of this Senſibility of Pardon 
and Acceptance in CarrsT which we call Aſſurance, from the many 
Scripture Paſſages which bid us 7 hold faſt the Confidence and Re- 
jeicing, to draw near to the Throne of Grace with a true (or conſtant) 
Heart, in a full Aſſurance of Faith, having our Hearts ſprinkled from 
an evil Conſcience, or acquitted, by the Blood of Cx ISH applied 
by Faith, from all Accuſations of Guilt; and giving us, Eph. iii. 
2. Boldneſs and Acceſs with Confidence by Faith in bin, (CHRIST); 
and, Heb. x. 19, Boldneſs to enter into the Holieft by the Blood of 
Jeſus. 

For what Confidence, ſay they, what Aſſurance of Faith, wha: 
Acceſs of Boldneſs can they have who as yet feel the Terrors of the 
1,0kD upon them, and are ſo far from having a Conſcience purged 
from Sin before the Throne of their Judge, that they tremble under 
a Diſtruſt of Gov, and Apprehenſions of Hell? 

Again, they argue that unleſs whoever has the Spirit of CarisT 
could aſſuredly know, and be able to acknowledge that be has it, 
it would be vainly ſaid of the Apoſtle, I. John iii. 24. Hereby wwe 
*#row that he abideth in us by the Spirit which he hath given us. And 
again, Chap. iv. 13. Hereby know we that we dwell in him, and he 
n us, becauſe he hath given us of his Spirit. 

For if a Man can neither know nor judge from what he feels 
within himſelf whether he has or has not the Spirit of Caris7, 
how can that Spirit be any Argument to him of his Communian 
with CgarisT? How can a Maa infer, as the Apoſtle teaches, 
from his having the Spirit of God, that he is in Cuz1sT and 
CHRisT in him, but by that Spirit's being ſenſibly within him? 
He knows aſſuredly, but not by any mathematical Demonſtration, 
in that, II, Cor. v. 7. a Chriſtian walks by Faith and not by Sight, 
and, I, Cor. ii. 4. in the Demonſtration of the Spirit; and therefore 
not in that of any mathematical Evidence: Whence then can this 
is Knowledge and Demonſtration ariſe but from a divine Senſibi- 
lity affording him an inward Evidence for the Foundation of his 
Knowledpe. | 

Again, they argue that it is the Employment and Duty of Chriſ- 
tians to give Thanks continually for their Bleſſings enjoyed in 
CHRIST, namely for their Pardon, their Sonſhip, their Fellowſhip, 
and their Righteouſneſs in CukIs T. So we are exhorted, Col. i. 
12, to give Thanks unto the Father, who hath made us meet to be Par- 
takers of' the Inheritance of the Saints in Light; who hath delivered 
% from the Power of Darkneſs, and tranſlated us into the Kingdom of 
his dear Son, in whom aue have Redemption thro' his Blood, (even) the 


Forgiveneſs of our Sins, And ſo we are bid, I. Pet. ii. 9. to frew 


forth the Praiſe of him who has called us out of Darkne/s into his mar- 
velous Light. | 5 1 
O 2 But 
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But how ean we give Thanks to Gop for tranſlating us into the 
Kingdom of his dear Son, and for forgiving us our Sins, and for 
making us Inhentors with the Saints in Light; unleſs we are firſt 
aſſured that we are Inheritors with the Saints in Light, and that 
our Sins are forgiven us, and that we are tranſlated into and made 
Members of his divine Kingdom? And what Ground can there 
be for this Thankſgiving to them who doubt of their being Inhe- 
ritors with the Saints, and of their Sins forgiven, and of their 
Delivery from the Powers of Darkneſs? There is no Juſtice or 
Propriety in giving Thanks to Gop as Partakers of thoſe Promiſcs 
concerning which we are not as yet ſenſible, but doubtful and 
ignorant. 

To thank Gop for that as given me of which I know not that 
it is given me is rather Preſumption and Effrontry than Thank. 
giving. Behevers are bid to give Thanks to Gop for, II. Cor, ii. 
1.4. cauſing them aways to triumph in Chrifl, I. Cor. xv. 57. for 
giving them the Viftory thro” our Lord Jeſus Chriſt: But if a Man 
under his Slavery to Sin, and triumphed over by the Devil, the 
World and the Fleſh, were to talk of Thankſgiving for his Triumph 
in Cyz15T, and his Victory over the Powers and Works of Dark- 
neſs, would not this be vain Mumery, or rather Mockery ? It 
would amount to little leſs than Blaſphemy. To thank Gop for 
a Grace which we have not received, or (which is the ſame in 
Effect) for that of the Reception of which we doubt, or are ig- 
norant of, is no better a Sacrifice than, Iſa. Ixvi. 3. as if a Man 
cut off a Dog's Neck, on as if he offered Sabines Blood. -— St. Pavs. 
ſays, Rom. xv. 18. J will not dare to ſpeak of any of theſe Things 
which Chriſt hath not wrought by me, in Order to make the Gentiles 
ebedient in Word or Deed,

Certainly, that Love is not Fear, that Joy is not Melancholy, 
that Peace is not Wretehedeſs, and Confidence is not Deſpair, can- 
not be diſputed by any Man of Modeſty. We acknowledge there- 
fore that where the true Spirit of Aſſurance is not, the Believer 
muſt be blameable : He is bid to love God with all his Heart, and 
to be full of Joy and Peace in believing ; therefore he cannot but 
ſo love, and ſo be, unleſs from ſome Default in him reſulting from 
his Unbelief, ſuch as the Neglect of drawing near to God in frequent 
Prayer, as we are taught, Nam, iv. 8. Draw near to God, and he 
ewill dranu near to ye; or the not clearing of his Conſcience by 
confeſſing his Sins before Gop, but reſting contented under a con- 
demning Conſcience ; a Reſt uſually puniſhed with a withdrawing 
of the 1 of Heart; and, when perſiſted in, is followed with a 
bitter Feeling of Wretchedneſs. And in this Diſpenſation Gop 
manifeſts his Fidelity; it proves that the Hairs of our Head are 
all numbered. 

Duty muſt indeed imply Ability, either paſt (i. e. loſt) or pre- 
ſent ; that the Defect therefore and Infirmity in us, whereby we are 
detained in a Condition of Doubt, Fluctuation and Shyneſs, muſt 
be owing to our Neglect of the Spirit of Reconcilement, and that we 
have not loved to converſe with our Gop, but have ſhunned him the 
true Light, ſeeking rather to live in Darkneſs, and to * ack 

elVeg 


(103) 
ſejves in Things without him, and to be amuſed with our own 
Imaginations, and to be entertained with ſenſual Conſolations, 
turning the deaf Ear to the Invitations of divine Benevolence. 

It is indeed in this lax and diſſolute State of Mind that the 
whole Power of Sin dwelleth ; for Sin is Averſion from Gop ; and 
what we call Sins are only the vile Effects of this our innate De- 
pravity and Averſion; and into which we are allowed to fall, as the 
Evidences and Puniſhment thereof. We indulge our Averſion, and 
are therefore permitted to commit what we juſtly call Sins (by which 
we mean outward Tranſgreſſions againſt Truth and Goodneſs) as 
an Admonition and Warning to us that our Hearts are not upright 
towards Gop. But all this I think may be allowed, together with 
the full Conclafion of the ſeveral Arguments you have advanced, 
without holding that a particular and perſonal Application is that 
which conſtitutes the proper and formal Act of true Believing.

I will however finiſh this Point with one more of their Argu, 
ments, taken from II. Cor. xiii. 5. Examine (prove or explore, 
meuetres) yourſelves whether you be in the Faith, prove (or try as 
upon a Touchſtone Joriunt/:) your own/elves ; kno ye not your owon- 
Selwes how that Jeſus Chriſt is in you except ye be Reprobates, alm- 
v4 unapproved, not genuine Metal. 

Examine yourſelves «whether ye be an the Faith ; but to what Pur- 
poſe ſhould this Examination be made, if it be impoſſible for us, 
by Examination, to know whether we be in the Faith or not? Prove 
Jour ownſelyes; but how muſt a Man prove himſelf if he has not 
* him ſome intimate Criterion to judge by? And if he muft 
Anolo that Chriſt is in him except he be a Reprobate, a Reprobate matt 
be one who has not within him this intimate Criterion. We ſhould 
be vainly bid to ſearch the Scriptures, unleſs there were Scriptures 
on whoſe Teſtimony we might rely. And would it not be equally 
yain to bid us examine ourſelves by Marks and Proofs of which we 
can have no Senſibility? Believers then muſt be as capable of know- 
ing, by ſure and indubitable Signs and Senſations, that CurisT 
is in them; as they are capable of knowing, by ſure and indubi- 
table Words and Phraſes, that a Doctrine preached is according to 
the Word of Gop. 

But we are bid to examine ourſelves whether we be in the Faith, 
as well as whether CuRxisr be in us. And from hence we ought 
to infer that Believers muſt know whether they are ſo in CHRIST as 
to believe by his Spirit; tkat is, they mult perceive within themſelves 
the Spirit of Faith in Car1sT juſtifying them, or teſtifying of 
their divine Acceptance and Approbation, or of their Pardon and 
Righteouſneſs in him the Beloved. | 

So that this Self-examination which the Apoſtle enjoins us muſt 
neceſſarily ſuppoſe, and not barely recommend, that Teft within 
us which we call Aſſurance, or the Witneſs of the Spirit of Gop ; 
efpecially ſince we read, Rom. viii. 9: Now if any Man hath not 
the Spirit r Chri/t he is none of his : For if he who has the Spirit 
of Cyri1sT cannot but be conſcious that he has it, it will follow 
that he who knows not that he has the Spirit of CHRIS moſt cer- 
tainly has not his Spirit, and is therefore not in COR 181 4 
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We conclude then, ſay they, that Chriſtianity ſuppoſes in the 
Saints a full Aſſurance of Faith, a State of Mind oppoſite to that 
which doubts whether Gop be indeed propitious to and wel! 
pleaſed with us; alſo that we cannot have a Confidence or full Aſ- 
ſurance before Gop, and at the ſame Time be agitated with Ler- 
rors, Diſtruſts and Axieties; that we cannot exult and boalt our- 
ſelves in an abſolving Gop with Joy ineffable, while our Conſci- 
ences are diſturbed within us with the View of our Sins, and Igno- 
rance of their Pardon; that they can make no juſt Pretenſions to 
that Peace of God which paſjeth all Under/tanding who are under the 
Senſations of divine Wrath, or the dreadful Apprehenſions of 
loſing their Souls in Hell; and that anxious Fears and 'Tremblings 
are by no Means the Fruit of Light, but of Darkneſs and Uncer- 
tainty; for that Miſery of Mind mult be the Reſult, not of Faith 
but, of Unbelief, and of a condemned Heart; and that this is fo 
infallible a Truth, that in what Degree a Man's Conſcience is 
miſerably affected, in the ſame Degree he muſt likewiſe be an Un- 
believer. 

And now, ſay they, having exhibited a juſt Portrait of that true 
juſtifying Faith, which delivers us from our natural Slavery to Sin, 
is victorious over the Devil and all his Works, ſubordinates vs 
ſpontaneouſly to the Will of Goo, ſoftens the Heart, makes us a 
willing People, inſtates us into our original Liberty, and Love of 
Holineſs and Devotion, and renders us fruitful in all the Works of 
Faith, Hope, and Charity, purifying the Heart : We muſt leave 
you to think as you pleaſe concerning her Origin and Nativity,

A ſhort Review of the Calviniſts Arguments againſt the 
Arminiaus. 


HUBER. 


AVING now defended my capital Texts, I will proceed, with 
your Leave, to collect and take a Review of thoſe. Argu- 
ments, ſeverally and by themſelves, as are moſtly urged by your 
Writers, and by which they preſume they have effectually filenced 
the Arminians : I will take them in the Manner wherein they are 
enerally propounded, and diſpatch them as conciſely as may be, 
uſe of the Tautology requiſite in the treating them thus apart, 
and according to their uſual Courſe and Arrangement. 


And 1ſt. As to your Arguments drawn from the Death 
of Chrift, 
We grant you, that is your Writers, that the Scriptures nowhere 
„% ſpeak of the Redemption of Man by CHRIST as conditional, 
and that neither can our Redemption be conditional for the Reaſon 
you have given, namely, „ becauſe All who are redeemed muſt be 
«« fo redeemed already by the Payment of that Price whereby they 
& are ſo redeemed, that is, boughten or ranſomed. They mult be 


% redeemed by every Act of Blood-thedding; the Blood of Jus 85 
«64 P 1 
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«« ſpalt for them muſt be conſidered ſingly and in itſelf as their 
-« kedemption.” We allow the Redemption is already perfected; 
but then we affirm alſo that thro' this redeeming Fact in che Death 
of Cnxr1sT all the Sons of Apau, even All who will be damned, 
are thus already redeemed, in that they are become the purchaſed 
Property of JzsUs, and to be dealt with by him as he pleaſes. 

We hold that altho' the Redemption of the Wicked be finiſhed 
and infallible in itſelf, yet that the Application of ſach their Re- 
demption to them individually, may be, and is, conditional as to 
the Seaſon of it's being ſo applied; that altho the Reſtiution of 
all the Sons of AAM mutt neceſſary follow from that ſingle Fact 
the Death of CaxisT ſome Time or other, yet that ſuch Reſtitu- 
tion ſhall take Place ſooner or later conditionally, or according as 
they ſhall co-operate with the calling Grace of Goo. ; 

Again, you, that is your Writers, aver ** that the Execution of 
our Redemption muſt neceſſarily anſwer to the Deſtination of it; 
that therefore all who are redeemed muſt be ſaved, becauſe by 
their Redemption they are deſtined of Go to be ſaved.” 

Now by your Term ſaved we underſtand not the being ſaved 
rom the Wrath to come, but the being enlarged or reſtored to Gon 
in his CuRisT, And with this Difference only we aver, with you, 
and upon your own Principles, that CanisT giving his Life for 
all Mankind, all Mankind muſt be finally reſtored or enlarged ef- 
tectually. That the Deſtination of Gop being one ſimple AR in 
which he includes All, excludes None, All mutt reap the Fruits of 
the Sacrihce of Jesus according to the firſt End, Scope, and In- 
ceution of God therein. | 

Crik1sT therefore being the era, Counter-price, for all 
Men, all Men are already his reſtored Property, altho* not in Rea- 
lity, yet by Deſtination ; and that the Price paid ſhall be by no 
Means vain or precarious in it's Event for every Individual among 
them, muſt follow from your Premiſes, 


2dly. As to your, or your Writers, Arguments drawn 
from God's free Gift of bis Son for us, 


Here we again confeſs, with you, „ that the Gift of Car:sT to 
«<< Man, and the Gift of Man to CaurisT, mult be in Latitude the 
lame; or that CyrisT is given of Gov for none but choſe who 
are given of Gop to him, or who are elected in him as his before 
the World was made,” Surely this is true; but then we avow 
that all who died in Ap au were thus given of Gop to his Cur1sr ; 
and that therefore all who died in Ap Au mult infallibly be quick- 
ened by the Spirit of Jesvs CarisT finally, 

Again we aver, with you, „that the Gift of Gop to Cur1:7 
was to be effected by a free Grace, and therefore could not pre. 
++ ſuppoſe auy Condition on our Part in Default of which that 
«« free Grace might be defeated.“ But we fay that all Men ate 
the Gift of Gop to his CyrisT, and that they ſhall be completed 
ſuch by a fure Donation of Grace freely to them; and thence we 
infer beyond you, that every Individual among Men ſhall have the 
true Faith produced in him gratuitouſly, and as the Means of his 
becoming, thro' the preparatory Work of CHRIST in him, and 
Conduct towards him, (for Cyr1sT is ever at Work upon us) a 
true Chriſtian, ſome hoy or other, ſome Time or other. Again, 
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Again, we believe with you “ that the Efficacy of CnAisr's 
« Death and Reſurrection muſt be of equal Comprehenſion ; or 
« that all for whoſe Sins CrurIsT died muſt thro' him be juſti- 
« fied by the Operation of his Spirit given them; as alſo that 
this Effect is wrought in this Life upon a few only; for that few 
only depart out of this Life in a State of Juſtification.” Yer 
Kill it cannot be true that they who die without CHRIST ſhall be 
eternally damned; becauſe we are aſſured, iſt. that CHRIST died 
for thoſe alſo who ſhall be damned; and, 2dly. becauſe it is alfo 
true what you aſſert, viz. „that the Efficacy of CuRIST's Death 
and Reſurrection mult be of equal Comprehenfion.” 


3dly. As to your Argument drawn from the Connection be- 
tween the Satisfaction and Interceſſion of Chriſt, 


We acknowledge with you that * the Object of CurisT's, 2a9ps, 
„ Propitiation, and of his, eupancun, intercefiory Exhibition of 
« himſelf before his Father as Mediator, mult be individually the 
« the ſame, as appears from the Connection by a Chain indiſſolu 
ble given them by the Word of Gov. See I. John ii. 1. 2. Rom 
viii. 34. For it is evident from hence that CMN Is TH muſt inter- 
« cede for all them for whom by his Death he made Satisfaction 
« if therefore he died for all Men, he muſt infallibly intercede for 
« all Men, and the Contequence would be (you ſay) that no Man 
«« would be damned,” 

I anſwer ; Your Conſequence is denied, becauſe Damnation does 
not imply any Impoſſibility of being reftored.---So the unbelieving 
Jews are all damned, of whom the Apoftle ſpeaks, Rom. x. 1. My 
Heart's Defire and Prayer to God for Iſrael is, that they might be ſaved, 

| for I bare them Record that they have a Zeal of God, but not according 
ta Knowledge ; for they being ignorant of Chriſt's Righteouſneſs, ar! 
geing about to eftabliſh their vn Righteouſneſs, have not ſubmitted 
themſelves to the Righteouſneſs of Gd; and yet that they ſhall be 
finally reſtored is certain from Rom. xi. and to this End Cara: 
alſo intercedeth for them All. | 

We avow not that Char intercedes for all Men, that they may 
be preſerved from the Wrath to come; but only that they ſhall be 
finally reſtored to Go. And that CHRIST does in Fact intercecc 
for All has been proved by the Arminian Writers from Ifa, liii. 1 2. 
Luke xxiii. 34. John xvi. 22. 23. I. John ii. 1, Heb. vii. 25. Ke. 
4thly. As to your Arguments draun from the Inſeparabili!y 

of the Gift of Chriſt as Redeemer, and of bis Spirit a: 

Sandliſier. 


And here again we acknowledge you to argue juſtly from Gal. 
iv. 4. 6, Rom. viii. 9. I. John in. 24. John xvi. 7. That the 
Gift of ChRxisr as Redeemer, and of his Spirit as Sancti ſier, 
« are joined inſeparably as Cauſe and Effect; and that the Son of 
«« Gob cannot be given or intended as a Sacrifice for any others than 
for them alone to whom his Spirit mu#t be given alſo as Sancti fer; 
« that the Spirit of Jesus was given or intended for them only a: 
«« a Sanctifier who were elected before the Foundation of the 
« World to be reftored by him; that therefore the Son of Goo

„ was given arid intended for them only as a Sacrifice who were 
«« thus elected to be reſtored by him before the Foundation of the 
«« World.” | 

This indeed is no other than the Apoſtle's own Argument, in 
Rom, viii. 32. He who ſpared not bis own Son, but delivered him up 
for All, how ſhall he not with him alſo (yaporras) graciouſly give us 
all Things? So that your Inference is alſo granted, viz. *«« that 
„either the ſanctitying Spirit of the ALmiGaurTy God is given 
«« (by Promiſe) to the Reprobate, or elſe that sus CurisT is 
„ not given to them at all.” And our Reply is obvious, viz. 
that the CayrIsT of Gop being given by Covenant to all Men, 
even to the Reprobates, his Spirit ſhall be alſo ultimately enjoyed 
by all Men, even by the Reprobates, the Event of the Covenant 
between God and his Cxx15T reſting not in Man, but in CarisrT 
alone. And thus the Abſurdity you would faſten upon us ceaſes 
at once; namely, „that CRN IST is given to all Men, and net to 
« all Men (1. e. to a few only) at one and the ſame Time, and by 
one and the fame ſimple Act of Donation and Covenant.“ 

An able Champion of your's, on this Head, relates as follows. 
„knew a young Woman who, from het Infancy and earlieit 
Education, appeared full of Piety, Devotion, and good Works, 
„till, ſeduced by a young Man, her Paramour, ſhe became a 
<«« Profligate, and died without any Marks of Remorſe or Penitence. 
But her Seducer, on the other Hand, about two Years after her 


Deceaſe, was awakened under the Word which he heard preached. 


«« accidentally, and ſo deeply affected thereby, for about fourteen 
Months, that his Life was deſpaired of; when unexpectedly he 
received a Senſe of his Abſolution, in the Comforts of which he 
«* {90n recovered his Health, and proved, from that Day, a Man 
of moſt exemplary Zeal and Piety, and a great and inflexible 
«« Sufferer for the Goſpel. Now {continues this Author) muit we 
«« not confeſs, in this Inſtance, that that Grace which was denied 
to the one was indulged to the other? But granting that there 
is an Election according to Grace, and that the Man was faved 
e becauſe he was elected to be fo; will not our Inference enſue 
„ that there is alſo a Reprobation according to Juſtice, and that 


„ the Woman was cut off in her Wickednefs becauſe ſhe was re- 


0 probated to be damned?” | 

Let them who believe an eternal Damnation contrive their An- 
ſwer in this Caſe as they pleaſe ; mine is eaſy and unaffected. 

Geenna may be eſcaped by all Men; and that it is eſcaped by 
few argues not any Act of divine Reprobation upon the Wicked, 
but rather that the Loap is cutting bert of his Work in Righteou/- 
„%; a foort Work, or quick Diſpatch, 7s the Lord making pon 
Earth; and in doing this he exerts a Wiſdom and Providence in 
his Diſpenſations of Mercy and Severity which tranſcends our Ken. 

Known unto him are all his Creatures; and when and where his 
Mercy or Severity are moſt expedient ; and when and what Reme- 


dies are beſt applied to the different Effects produced by Vice, De- 


bauchery, or Prophaneneſs in the different Subjects of fallen Na- 
ture; for which Reaſon alſo he with-holds that Goſpel from the 
Sidoneans and Tyrians which he ſo diligently preached to the 
Jews; and altho' aſſured at the ſame Time that thoſe would 71 

P | received, 
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received, and that theſe would reject it. So Mat. xi. 21. F the 
mighty Works which bave been done in you bad been done in Tyre and 
Sidon, they would have repented long ago in Sackclath and Apes. 
It is your Miſtake that there is no Difference between Men in 
their natural Eſtate. So great is their Difference that no two In. 


dividuals among them are alike; and therefore the Lok p does in- 
deed deal differently with all Men. 


sthly. 4s to your Argument from the dying Love of 
Feſus Chriſt, 


You reaſon from John xv. 13. Greater Lowe hath no Man than this, 
that a Man lay down his Life for hit Friends. ** If CnnisT lay 
„% down his Life for the World, or for all Men, he manifeſted the 
*« higheſt Love of Friendſhip for them; but can it be conceived 
that he has ſhewn his higheſt Love of Friendſhip for them whom, 

as a ſevere Judge, he purpoſes to deliver over to that cruel Ty- 
* rant SATAN, to be by him tormented to all Eternity? There 
is then, that which the Scriptures avouch, in Goo, a Love of 
« ſome and Hatred of others.“ 

We anſwer, It is granted that Gov is capable of loving one, and 
not loving another, of loving Jacos, and hating Esav. 

But we muſt then alter your Notion of the Word Hate. The 
Word Hate, in it's modern Acceptation, is not to be applied to 
God as the oppoſite to his Love. The Saints are beloved of Gon 
by a Love of Complacency ; he has a Pleaſure in them, he feels 
for them, he is afflicted with them, perſecuted in them; Mat. iii. 
14. Iſa. Ixiii. 9. Mat. xxv. 40. Acts ix. 4. I. Cor. viii. 12. xii. 12. 
Heb. iv. 15, Bout having no ſuch Love of Complacency for the 
Reprobates, Gob is ſaid to hate them, according to the Hebrew 
Manner of Speech, (as Lean is faid to be hated by ]acos, Gen. 
XXIX. 31. and as we are commanded to hate our Father and Mo- 
ther in Preference of the Goſpel, Luke xiv. 26.) not to denote 
thereby any poſitive Deteſtation towards them, but to figniſy the 
Oppofition and great Difference between his Love of Benevolence 
and Love of Complacency. pe TOS 

Certainly God loves all his Creatures with a Love of Benevo- 
lence ; but ſuch Love of Benevolence being in itſelf ſo different 
from the Love of Complacency, it is diftinguiſhed from it by the 
Term Hate, which, according to the metonymical Uſe of Words 
natural to the Hebrew Language, is predicable of the Effect only, 
and not of the Cauſe ; {a} and is quite conſiſtent with a Diſpoti- 
tion, and Mind of Kindneſs in CHRIST, of trueſt Sincerity, and 
without any Pretence or Falſehood: And as ſuch it is alſo repre- 
ſented to us in the kind Anſwers which our Los D makes * al 


ally to SaTan, and to the evil Spirits, and to his bittereſt Perfc- 
cutors.

We acknowledge you to have proved iaconteſtibly againſt the So- 
cinians chat Jesvs Car:sT, by his being Proxy or Sponſor for the 
Ele&, has taken their Debts upon himſelf, and made Atonement 
and Satisfaction for them in fo large, full, and perfect a Manner, 
that the Divine Juſtice can have now no Demand or Charge at all 
againſt them on Account of their Sins or Unbelief. We agree 
with you, „ that it is inconceivable that they whoſe Sins CnurisT 
«« has indeed expiated, or taken away, ſhould be puniſhed for them 
«« ſo expiated, in any Degree by the Divine Juſtice.” But our 
Concluſion from the Perfection of CusiSsT's Atonement is nat that 
Cur1sT has not taken upon himſelf the Sins of the Reprobates ; 
but that the Sins of the Reprobates being transferred on CHaI1SH 
thro? the Sacrifice, Cuxis r the Sacrificed is now their one and 
only Creditor, is he alone who can judge or puniſh them by true 
Right and Equity. | | 

And if this be the Caſe, the Sins of the Reprobates are not to 
be conſidered as in Fact abſolved, but as transferred only from Gon 
to his Curisr : Nothing is more clear than that their Sius ill ſub- 
ſiſt, and that they muſt die in them unleſs they receive the For- 
gireneſs of them from Jesus Cir15T ; and alſo, that unleſs they 
mall be in Cusisr forgiven, he will make ſuch Demands on Ac- 
count of them as ſhall anſwer his economical Purpoſes in all the 
Reprobates, and his deflined End of ſubordinating them All, by 
Meaſures of Severity, to himſelf, « 

To transfer a Debt is not to expunge it; therefore we muſt All 
remain Debtors to Jesvs Cur1sT, fince the Accompliſhment of 
his Sacrifice for us, as abſolutely as we were before Debtors to the 
Divine 1 and ſceing Ca r15T has now the ſole Right to retain 
or to abſolve/whoſe Sins he pleaſes, we doubt not but he has appoin- 
ted a Time when this his Abſolution ſhall be gratuitouſly offered to, 
and as infallibly received by, all Reprobates to their eternal Ex- 
purgation.

« Therefore the Elect only, and not the Reprobates, are they For

This Argument loſes all it's Weight with us, avowing the Poſſi · 
bility of Reſtitution in a future State of Exiſtence, and that too 
notwithſtanding we agree with you, ** that the Death of CR IS 
*& was ordained of Gob for the procuring the Salvation (i. e. Reſ- 
« titution) of them for whom he died, effectually and infallibly ; 
and that it would be vainly obtained, if it's Application could 
be defeated in any one Inſtance or Individual.” 

It is a fure Point with us that the LoD Carisr was ſo a Coun- 
ter-price for the Sins of eyery Reprobate, as to purchaſe for him a 
certain Reſtitution, as to redeem him from all Iniquity, as to aſcer- 
tain to him an immortal Life. _ 

There is a natural Harmony in the divine Truths, and therefore 
Abſurdities will follow from denying the Univerſality of Cuatsr's 
Redemption; unleſs we ſubmit to confeſs, 1ſt. that Cur1sT by 
his Death for all Men has purchaſed for them, not only a Poſſibi- 
lity, but, an infallible Reſtitution, in Defiance of all Interpoſition 
and Reſiſtance whatſoever, even in their own Perſons; and, 2dly.

Sthly. As to your Arguments drawn from the Merits 
| of Feſus Chriſt, | 


You ſay that Cirisr died for them only for whom he has me-

„ Power of Faith and Repentance, and the Gift of his holy Spirit, 
(Author of them both) and without which no Salvation can ever

« And that therefore, and by a neceſſary Inference from theſe 
„Truths, we muſt avow either, iſt. with the Pelagians, that ſav- 
ing Faith is the Product of our natural Endowments by the Ex- 
«« erciſe of our natural Faculties, and in our own Power; or elſe, 
„ zdly, with the Orthodox, that Curisr, by his Death, has ac- 
*«« quired the Gift of believing for the Ele& only; or elſe, 3dly.. 
that Cyr1sT has acquired the Gift of Faith for all Mankind; 
„ the Conſequence of which laſt will be that all Men, even the 
«© Reprobates, mult believe, and will be ſaved, or that no Man 
« will ever be damned.“ | | 

I anſwer; We adopt your third Propoſition, excepting only the 
latter Clauſe of it: We avow that Cuztsr died for all Men, pur- 
chaſed for them all the Power of Faith, and that he will moſt cer- 
tainly beſtow this Power upon them All, eig xayc, in proper Sea- 
ſons, notwithſtanding that the greater Part of them will be damned 
antecedently, and corrupt, and periſh, and conſume away, and 
die miferably and atonianly, before the happy Effects of CarisT's 
Death and Reſurrection ſhall be manifeſted in them. 

However, it 1s proper to be obſerved here that the Work of Re- 
ſtoration proves uſually a gradual and progreſſive Work, at the 
{ame Time that it is alſo gratuitous, or by a free and genz-rous 
Gift of Gop ; thro' Default in Man it is moſt generally carried on 
by Gradations ſlow and almoſt imperceptible, like the Product of 
a Limner's Hand with repeated Strokes, Tints, and Retouches, as 
the Prophet deſcribes it in Iſa. xxviii. 13 Precept upon Precept, Line 
upon Line, Line upon Line, here a little, and there à little. And in 
this View of it we are to conſider our Hopes, and even our Fears, 
{> well as our Faith, as thro* the Operations of the Spirit of Gon 
upon us, conducting us to himſelf, | 

Accordingly we read, Rom. viii. 24. V are jawed (or reftores) 
by Hupe; but Hope that is ſeen is not Hope; and from hence reſult 
thoſe Promiſes, Pim. xxxiii 19. The Eye of the Lord is upon ther: 
who hope in his Mercy to deliwer their Souls. Iſa. I. 10. Who is among 
you that frareth the Lord, that ebeveth tbe Vaice of his Servant, that 
awalketh in Dartneſs and hath no Light ? Let him truft in the Name of 
the Lord, and fiay upon his God. 

Now Hope is that by which a Sinner flies to Jesus, in his Di- 
treſs, as his Souls Refuge, as his only Loab and Redeemer ; 1s 
that whereby he reſts and repoſes himſelf upon him fingly as re- 
vealed in the Goſpel, given by his own divine Authority and Com- 
mand to be the Fountain of all Grace, and ſole Recourſe for a 
{elf condemned Criminal, 

The Work of Reſtitution has it's firſt Dawnings in Hope, and 
when this Hope has it's inward Anſwer from the holy Spirit of 
God, it becomes a divine Faith, and conſiſts in a Knowledge and 
Aſſent generated by the Light of the Holy Ghoſt, thro” the hearing 
of the Goſpel, that our Sins, known by the Law of Gon, are 


ardoned, and that the Righteopſneſs of CarisT is acceptedof 
6505 for us. | | 


This 
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This Aſſurance ariſing from this inward Light was by the An- 
tients called Viſion, a Viſion, or, II. Cor. iii. 18. bebolding as in 2 
Glaſs, with Face unveiled, the glorious Lord, or Junov a the Chriſt, 
as our Redeemer and only High Prieſt before God. But our Hope 
antecedent hereto is only a fiducial Recumbency on the Sacrifice, 
Merits, and Patronage of Jzsvs CuRIisT, as given us of his Fa- 
ther to be the Mean of Acceſs for Sinners to their God, in patient 
waiting for that Grace whereby we may become his Children thro? 
Regeneration in his CMI T. 

And Hope importing thus an Ex pectation of future Good, as 
the proſperous Iſſue of Jesus Caxsr, from preſent Evil, is ele- 
gantly deſcribed by the Apoſtle, II. Cor. i. 8. 9. We were preſſed 
above Meaſure, above Strength, in ſo much that wwe deſpaired even of 
Life. But we had the Sentence of Death in ourſelves, that we ſhould 
not truft in ourſelves, but in God who raiſeth the Dead; who delivered 
us from ſo great a Death, in whom we truft that he will yet deliver us. 

The Goſpel of Gon belongs to Sinners only, and to them as 
Sinners, and not as Saints : The Truth of this appears from our 
Lord's own Words, Mat. ix. 14. Go ye and learn what that means, 
am not come to call the Righteons, but Sinners, (N. B. 1% Repentance 
is not found in the beſt Copies). I. Tim. i. 15. This is a faithful 
Saying, and worthy of all Acceptation, that Feſus Chrift came into the 
World to reſtore or enlarge Sinners. Luke ix. 10. The Son of Man 
is come to ſeek and reflore that which was oft. Cnnisr therefore 
died a Redeemer to reſtore, deliver, enlarge that, and that only, 
which is loſt, impriſoned, bound; but All being ſo, he has re- 
deemed all Sinners eminently and antecedently to their being 
Saints; they are redeemed a» Sinners, and are called Saints re- 
deemed, only conſequentially, or in Conſequence of their having 
been Sinners, antecedently. 

This is the genuine Goſpe! Teſtimony, and Sinners hoping 
herein are in that Hope accepted ; and they commence Saints in 
CarisT, and are ſanctiſied in the Knowledge, Experience, and 
lively Evidence within them, that they are Caur1sT's; and fince 
we are aſſured that CHR Is I able to reſtere, 16 all Perpetuity, them 
that come unto God thro' him, we doubt not but this ſalutary Hope is 
to be awakened in a future as well as in the preſent Life ; and be- 
lieve that every ſucceeding Aion will produce, from among the 
Dead, freſh Fruits unto CyurrsT ; in that the Lox p has aſſured us 
that, John xi. 25. % tbat believeth in me the he were dead yet Hall 
be live. Nor can we doubt but that this Goſpel of Peace is preached 
even in Hades, fince himſelf having ſowed it there, it cannot but 
remain there inextirpable, and yield forth it's Harveſts jn due Sca- 
ſon, in Defiance of all the Rage, Tyranny, and ſavage Violence 
and Cruelty of Devils. Mark viii. 35. F/ho/cever (bn YEN) ap- 
proves to deliver (enlarge or ſet free) his Soul ſhall deſtroy rt, (or, in 
the Hebrew Idiom, cauſe or occaſion it's Deſtruction or Periſhing;) 
but whoſoever ſhall deſtroy his Saul (or, in the Hebrew Idiom, cauſe 
or occaſion, or ſuffer it to be deſtroyed) for my Sake and the Geſpel's, 
Hall deliver it, (or, in the Hebrew Idiom, enlarge or reſtore, or ſet 
at Liberty;) for thus ought this Paſſage to be tranſlated according 
to the Jewiſh and Apoſtolic Uſe of the Greek Words.

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gthly. As to your Argument drawn from the full Expiation 
of all thoſe Sins for which Chrift was @ Sacrifice, 


You ſay, * If Cur1sT died for all Men, he muſt have expiated the 
« Sins of all Men, and confequently their final Incredulity and 
«« ]mpenitence ; and if it were ſo, there would be no more Sin re- 
„ maining againſt them, no not againſt the final Impenitent ; that 
is, not againſt any Man whatſoever; and therefore no more Hell 
«« to receive them, and no more Damnation to conſfign them to the 
« Torments of that Hell.” 

Anſwer, The Expiation for all Men is certainly already made, 

rfeted, and of effective Force aud Operation; but being made 
ho the Perſon of CarisT only, it reſts fingly in him as his own 
Property; for which Reaſon it's Effects can reach no farther 
than he extends them, and the Expigtion is inoperative, till he is 
pleaſed to make a Diſpenſation of it, with all it's Bleflings, to the 
awakened Sinner. 

The Whole which, as Sinners or Saints, Believers or Unbeliev- 
ers, we are capable of receiving from our Gop, is the Prize and 
Purchaſe of the Sacrifice and Righteouſneſs of the Man Jesvs 
Cusisr; and therefore ſuch mull abide in his Hand and Cuſtody, 
as his ſole and ſeparate Right and Poſſeſſion, to give or to wich- 
hold to, or from whom he pleaſes, and with or without what Terms 
and Condition he pleaſes to accept. 

As to your Argument urged upon the Word final Dnpenitence, 1 
am apprized of it's Force; I once felt the Weight of it. You ſay, 
« If CuxisT died for all Sins, he muſt have died an Atonement 
&« alſo for the Sin of final Impenitence. And conſequently the 
* final Impenitence of the Wicked, already atoned for, ſhall not 
operate to their eternal Damnation,” Your Opponents anſwer 
to this, that final Impenitence as a Sin is already atoned for; 
yet, ſince no Sins are remitted but by the Intervention of Faith, 
and final Impenitence precludes Faith in it's very Nature and 
„Import, it muſt follow that final Impenitence cannot be remitted 
„Actually, tho' atoned for wiriually; or by a Price of ſufficient 
Efficacy for it's Remiſiſjon. '——1I ſhould judge of this Dil- 
tinction as very reaſonable, according to the Principles of you 
both, notwithſtanding you rejoin that ** by this Diſtinction of the 
„ Arminians, Faith is made the meritorious Cauſe of our Juſtiſica- 
« tion, the Subſtitute for all other Works, that legal Work for 
« which, and with ws goa to which, God juſtifies Sinners; and 
« that, by it's natural and direct Inference, it fo links the Armi- 
ce nians into an Unity of Principles with Socinvs, as to draw on 
« irreſiftibly all his Concluſions againſt free Grace and a gratuitous 
Acceptance, to the reſcinding and annulling the Merits, Subſti- 

©« tution, and Sacrifice of CurisrT.” “T | 

The laſt Reply of the Arminians, confequent to this Charge, is, 
I think, compriſed in their Comment on their following Syllogiſm. 

« You ſay, that, from our Principles the following Conclaſiou 
« will neceſſarily rife againſt as, viz. AT 

«« Nothing of all that for which Cs «:isT's Death hath fully fa- 


*< tisfied thall condemn Mankind: But Cur isr's Death hath fully

„The potential Force of this Syllogiſm we (the Arminians) ad-

« againſt it's Concluſion, that the ultimate (wy) Inſtant of Life is 
to be conſidered as the Moment terminating the Temporal, and 
beginning the eternal State of our Exiſtence; and that ſince the 
« Redemption of CuaIiSsH reaches only to the Limits or Extremi- 
« ties of this Life, there can be no Relief from him for this Sin 
« with which Life terminates.” 

So that altho' all Sins are fully atoned for, yet there is (an a»us) 
a Point of Time in which they are no longer atoned for, notwith- 
ſtanding they may be committed therein: A dexterons Subterfuge !

This Solution of this critical Node not ſatisfying me, I begun 
to ſurmiſe, the Truth I now firmly avow, that Reſtitution in Can 182 
cannot be defeated by Damnation from him; and that fince an uni- 
verſal Reſtitution muſt be the ſure Effect of an univerſal Redemp- 
tion, we muſt extend our Hopes into an after Life for the dernier 
Reſult of the divine Propitiation.

Altho? in the Judgment and Accuracy of the divine Juſtice re 
is no one good but one, that is God, and no one has ever fulfilled true 
Righteouſneſs, (or that Law of Gon to which the Promiſe of he 
atonian Life was annexed before the Foundation of this World, Tit. 
i. 2.) but one, that is the Son of Gob from Heaven: Yet it ap- 
pears that in the Judgment of this Son of Gop (who judges not 
poſitively or abſtractedly, but comparatively, reſpectively, and im- 
putatively) many are good, many are righteous, many are holy, and 
many are worthy, and without Blame before him in Love. Rev. iii.

And altho' the Works of no fallen -Creature can endure the ri- 
gorous Inquiſition of divine Truth, yet it is certain that many, the 
Works of the Saints, ſhall endure the placable Inquiſition of the

ö AC, to my Conception of your Doctrine, it aſſerts 
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his Tribunal eſtabliſhed in Mercy; that is, in his own Propitiation 
and Righteouſneſs. 

The Tribunal of CarrsT our Judge is founded on his own Sa- 
crifice and Righteouſneſs, and therefore his Judgment thereon will 
be regulated thereby; that is, will be paſſed by him in Mitiga- 
tion, Abatement, and by Virtue, not of intrinhkc Worth, but, of 
Wrath appeaſed and Righteouſneſs accompliſhed. 

It is for this Reaſon alſo that Mankind ſhall be juſtified or con- 
demned of him by the Scrutiny, not of their internal Nature in 
kim conciliated to Gob, but of their Words and Works eſtimated 
in Mercy, Forbearance, and Lenity. 

The Theanthrop or God-man will judge according to Works 
and therefore the Unbeliever who ſhall appear beiore him, having 
never as yet received or heard any true Account of him, or his 
Goſpel, will be accepted by him ia, altho' not for, or by Virtue 
of, his Works; and in Conſequence of ſuch his Acceptance, Acts 
X. 34+ 35. he will be invited to believe on him, that, thro" a Knowy- 
ledige of him and Faith in him, (without which there is no Accept- 
ance) he may receive the Promiſe, and be reſtored by him. 

We conclude then as follows: CarisT died for all Men; there- 
ſore. he has expiated the Sins of all Men, therefore alſo their In- 
credulity and Impenitence; ſo that their Incredulity and Impeni- 
rence will not, cannot, hinder their Reſtitution or Enlargement 
finally, altho' as to the Reprobates among them, Rom. xi. 32. be 
has ſhut them up altogether (aur) in Unbelief (e Tw aiwna) for 
tbe Aion, however long it's Duration, that he might have Mercy

The Redeemer, altho' he has redeemed the worſt of Men, yet 
paſſes them by for the preſent Aion, (and perhaps for other ſuc- 
ceeding Aions) and purſues them with his Judgments unto Perdi- 
tion and Death; not becauſe his Merits reach them not, but with 
a View to ſubordinate them to himſelf finally and infallibly, in a

TS Point which moſtly engages my Attention is your Doc-

We are 
made as the Filth of the World, the Off-ſcouring of all Things unto this 
Day; and in this Contempt from the World there is a Propriety, that

11thly. That the Saints are a People of awhom the World is not 
avorthy, Heb. xi. 38. And it is therefore we are adviſed that this 
our, yn Or of,, earthly Habitation, in it's preſent Condition 
and Circumſtances, is only a Stage or Caravanſaray of Pilgrimage 
to our proper Home, a Step or Remove from Hell to Heaven, 
from the Regions of Hades to the Paradi/e of Gd, where is alone 
our true Inheritance, and where alſo we are 1e have our Conver/a- 
tion, as Fellow Citizens with the Saints, and as of the Houſpald of 
God. Phil. iii. 20. Our Converſation is in Heaven, 

The Seat of Reſidence appointed us is above with our Los o, 
being made to ſit together (with the Saints) zu the heavenly Places in 
Jeſus Chriſt. So Heb. x11. 18. We are not come to the Mount that 
might be touched, (the earthly Sinai of palpable Conſiſtence) and 
that burnt with Fire and Darkne/: and I empeſt ; but ye are come unte 
Mount Sion, and unto the City of the living God, the heavenly Feruſa- 
lem, and to an inuumerable Company of Angels, to the general Aſſembly 
and Church of the Firft-begotten, and to Ged the Judge of All, and to 
the Spirits of juſi Men made perfect. And therefore the World is 
beneath us. LOND | 

1 2thly. And now fince the Word of Gop commands us to re- 
nounce the World, and overcome it, and ſhine as Lights in it, and 
keep ourſelves unſpotted from it ; we ſhall confidently maintain 
that the World ſo to be renounced by us is the very World which 
is the redeemed Property of Jesus Cartrsr, till you ſhall have 
found us out ſome other World upon Earth which we are not to 
overcome, or renounce, or ſhine as Lights among, or keep out- 
ſelves unſpotted from. 

We read in the Scriptures, I. John v. 4. What/oever is begotten 
of God owercometh the World, and this is the Victory that owuercomeath 
the World, even our Faith. Me be that owercometh the World but 
he who believeth that Jeſus is the Son of God? Gal. vi. 14. The 
World is crucified unto me, and I unto the World, Phil. ii. 15, The 
World is a crooked and peryer/e Generation among whom ye ſhine as 
Lights ; ye ſhine as Lights in the World, Col. ii. 20. If ye be dead 
<virh Chriſt, from the Rudiments of the World, why, as the living in 
the World, are ye ſubjed to it's Ordinances ? 

Thus we there read, and reading there of no other World than 
One only, and finding no other World there intended ander the 
Term *004®- ; we cannot but be perſuaded that this muſt be the 
World which the Son of Gop contraRed to redeem, and died to 
redeem in Purſuance to ſuch Contract, and conſequently has in 
Fact redeemed by his Blood-ſhedding on the Croſs. 

Again, whereas from this Scripture Account of the World we 
cannot avoid concluding, | |

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cauſe, it the Scriptures aſſure us that, I. John 3. 29. the Lamb 
of God bath taken away the Sin of the Mod; ot, ſatisfying Divine 
Juſtice in his Sacrifice, has transferred their Sins upon himſelf, and 
made himſelf their ſole Creditor, as is farther evident from Jokn 
ni. 16. 17. iv. 24. vi. 33. 51. Xii. 47. And, adly. becauſe it is 
expreſsly declared, as the Intention of Jesus Cnuni5y, that this 
World, who fhall be damned, ſhall likewife be convicted faluta- 
nty of, and believe in, him as their Redeemer; in ſo much that 
he even prays his Father that this Event may happen. So John 
xiv. 31. But this my Death ſhall be as I have told you Thar THe 
WorLD MAY KNOW that I love the Father; and os the Father gave 
we Commandment even fo do. John xvi. 8. Aud when he (the Com- 
forter) is come he will convinces Tre Wor Ly of Sin, and of Righte- 
one,, and of Frdgment, John xvii. 21. That they All may be One, 
as thou Father art in me and I in thee, that they alſu may be Ont in us ; 
THAT THE WORLD MAY BELIEVE hat thou haft ſent ms V. 23. 
I in them and thou in me, that they may be porſeted in One, and THat 
THE WORLD MAY Know Zhat ren haft ſent me, and haf loved 
them as thou Hat lowed me. 

And, 3dly. becanſe (as has been already urged) that Cris 
died for them who ſhall be damned, as well as for thoſe who ſhall 
not be damned, is evident, iR. from Rom. xiv. 16. I. Cor. viii. 11. 
John xv. 1. 2. II. Pet. i. g. and, 2dly. from the whole Nature 
of the Goſpel Diſpenſation. 

And indeed, 1ſt. unleſs Chzxtsr died for them who will be 
condemned, their Condemnation will be moſt generally unjuſt; 
becauſe it muſt be paſſed upon them for their Unbelief ; whereas 
the Belief of the Goſpel cannot be required of them (by far the 

reateſt Part of the World) to whom the Object of Faith has never 
een offered. And, 2dly. the Account given us by St. Fa vt of 
our Fall in Apam's Breach of Covenant, made on our Behalf, 
would be all a Miſrepreſentation, in that certainly the Do&rine 
which he inſiſts upon is that the Obedience and Satisfaction of 


Cnalsr is at leaſt of equal Latitude with our Loſs in AbAu.

Vain is all this Arguing, the Damnation which the Scriptures 
denounce on the Unbelievers is everlaſting, therefore this Diſtinc- 
tion of Worlds muſt be admitted as orthodox.

The Lutherans judge otherwiſe ; they hold an eternal Damna- 
tion, and yet renounce your idle Diſtinction of two Worlds, the 
World of Saints, and the World of Sinners, as a groundleſs, yea 
as a monſtrous Abſurdity, and even treat it, One and All, as ri- 
diculous, They call it “ your two Worlds in one,” and demand, 
« with what common Senſe can you underſtand the Word 7% - 
* wy, the World, as denoting, where-ever pronounced to be the 
0 Redeemed of God, the Ele& only? Read it then thus, John 
** 111. 16. God /o lord (roy noopuer) the Elec that be gave his Son, 
'" that whoſoever (of the Elect) ould believe in him ſhould not periſh, 
„ but have aionian Life, Again, I. John ii. 2. Hers a Prapiti ation 
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i« for eur (the Ele&'s) Sins, and not for our's ouly, but alſo for the 
«« Sins of the whole (xaops) Ele.” And certainly, at this Rate 
of Conſtruftion, there can be no Reliance upon the Scripture 
Terms and Phraſes. 

In ſhort, it muſt be allowed that your Concluſions agaiaſt the 
Arminians are irreſiſtible ; nor can you ſay that their's are leſs re- 
ſiſtible againſt you; and therefore the Point in which theſe ali con- 
centre mult prove to be the Truth. And ſo long as either of you 
refuſe to admit of this Truth, your Doctrine muſt unavoidably be 
incumbered with the violent Contradictions objected by each of 
you againſt the other. | 

Behold then how great a Salvation the Son of God has wrought ! 
A Salvation capable of embracing the very vileſt of his Creatures; 
for of this very wicked World are the Goſpel Aſſurances given us. 
And what fallen Creature, tho* plunged in Guilt of whatever Mag- 
nitude, when calmly contemplating the prodigious Efficacy of the 
Sacrifice and Righteouſneſs of our Loxp and Gop, will not begin 
to loſe his Deſpair, and, viewing our Incarnation with Eyes of 
Defire, long importunately to be made a Partakzer of the Bleſin 
which ſo infallibly (tho' mediately) emerge from the Fleſh and 
Blood of our honoured Father AAM.

But by Expromiſſor they underſtand a Sponſor abſolute, or one 
engaged to perform for his Friend, at all Events, or without Con- 
dition ; pledging or impawning himſelf, his Liberty and his Pro- 
perty, for the full Diſcharge of his Friend's Duty without Proviſo, 
and to the immediate Exoneration and Acquittance of all and every 
his Friend's Incumbrances: And this we likewiſe, together with 
the Lutherans, intend in the Term «yyvS-, inſiſting that by eyyue- 
the Greeks underſtood 5 arakryoprr® Tyr , he who ſubſtitutes 
himſelf in Judgment for the Guilty. Accordingly Hes ycaivs 
 Interprets «97yvo by araJexer and eyyvrry» ; fo that ey is the ſame 
as araJoxn, and ryyvuoga is the ſame as aM , to be a Surety, 
ſubmitting himſelf as Debtor for his Friend, and paging his own 
Perſon and Subſtance in his Friend's Stead.

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Sons of Aba u, that the Guilt of all their Sins is verily and indeed 
in him purged away, and expunged from out of the Records of Di- 
vine juſlice. He has ſo cancelled the Obligations of all Mankind 
to infinite Equity, Col. ii. 14. G6lotring out the Hand-writing of Or- 
dinances that was againſt us, which was contrary to us, (teſtifying 
our Guilt and Obnoxiouſneſs to infinite Vengeance, as to have 
quite) taken it ont of” the Way, nailing it to the Cra; the Manner 
whereby People formerly cancelled Bonds. And by Virtue of this

Having already ſpoken of the chriſtian Faith ſo far only as our 
Redemption is thereby reſpected, our Account thereof weuld be de- 
fective and erroneous, ſhould we not proceed alſo to ſpeak of it as 
it regards our Reſtitution or Regeneration. 

Now to confeſs the Man-ſon of Gop as the Minifter of Wrath, 
and not of Reſtitution, I. John v. 10. is to make God a Liar, in 
that it is to diſbelieve the Witneſs which God gave of his Son; for, 
Verſe 11. this is the Witneſs (or true Teſtimony, or Thing to be 
believed and received by us, namely) that God hath given unto us 
AIONITAN LIFE, and this Life is in his Son. 

The Son of Gop aſſumed human Nature that fo he might ſane- 
tify it, and in it the Creatures fallen and revolted from him; and 
the Neceſſity of this Aſſumption in Order to extinguiſh all Evil in 
the Creation, together with the Neceflity (by the gracious and ſure 
Decree of God in his CxrisT) that ſuch ſhall be extinguiſhed, 
SATAN and his Miniſters ſeek to ſuppreſs the Knowledge of, and 
therefore deny; and in fo doing they contradict and give the Lie 
to God ; on which Account St. Jon x pronounces them Impoſtors 
Who confeſs not that Tasus Cxr1sT came, i cap, the incarnate 
Gop. I. John iv. 2. 3. Hereby know we (the Doctrine taught by) 
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the Spirit of God, every Spirit who confeſſet h that Jeſus Chriſt came 
in the Fleſb (namely, to ſanctify it) is of God, in as much as he 
holds it to be the Decree of Goo, 1ſt. that the Creature ſhall be 
ſanctified, and, 2dly. that he ſhall be virtually ſo ſanctified thro' 
the Incarnation of the Son of Goo, 

Whereas, on the other Hand, Verſe 3. very Spirit who confefjeth 
not that Feſus Chriſt is come in the Fleſh is not of God—4is that Spirit 
of Antichriſt who denies, iſt. the Neceſſity of Kegeneration, or that 
human Nature needs to be begotten from above; and, 2dly. the 
Efficacy of Cxr1sT's Spirit, or that it's divine Energy within us 
ſhall be ſuch as to reſtore us by regenerating us, or . ob we need 
to be ſo reſtored. 

Cnx1srT the divine Ange! became incarnate ; that is, a divine 
Man, or a Man God-begotten ; that we his loſt Angels, by being 
alſo incarnate, and fo his Brethren, might become connected and 
in Alliance with him, his Relations and Kindred, of one Fleſh 
and Blood with him, (for, Acts xvii. 26. he has made of me Blood 
all Nations) and thereby ſuſceptive, or of a Nature capable of re- 
ceiving, his regenerating Spirit; in whom alſo the Suſceptibilities 
of this Fleſh and Blood may exceed all that Man can conceive, and 
perhaps any other Creature foreſee. 

However, we already clearly fee that this Spirit, received (e 
capxi) in the Fleſh, at once infuſes Life and Holineſs into every Man 
it takes Poſſeſſion of; as we read, I. Cor. iii. 17, The Temple of 
God is holy, which Temple ye (who are regenerated) are. I. Cor. 
XV. 45. As it is written, the firſt Adam was made to be (ei, that is, 
eig To $49 atlor, that he might be or prove to us) 4 Hing Soul; the 
lau Adam to be (eic) a guictening Spirit. 80, Verſe 22, as in Adam 
(from whom we derive our Humanity) l are dead, even fo in 
Cbriſt (hy Virtue derived from him as the ſecond public Head of 
Mankind) fall All te guickezed with his reſtoring immortalizing 
Spirit, | 

This ie the Proſpect in which we are to view our Los p's Diſ- 
courſe with Nicoptmus, aſſuring him that there was no Entrance 
into the Kingdom of Heaven but by Regeneration; for, ſince 
Regeneration is a free Gift of Gon, and made to Believers only; 
conſequently there is no Entrance therein, but by the Acknowledg- 
ment and Acceptance of the CHa Is TH of Gop, as the only rege- 
nerating Spirit, (I, Cor. vi. ii. Eph. xi. 18. II. Cor. iii. 17, 18.) 
the Lord the Spirit. 

In our Belief therefore of this Article, Jesus the CuRISsT, the 
fundamental Knowledge of our Want and Need of CnRIST, and 
of his Sufficiency for us, is ſo manifeſtly comprehended, that the 
chief Difference between Chriſtianity and Heatheniſm conſiſts 
therein; for fince without this Knowledge there can be no uſeful 
Conception of the AL MIGHTY FaTretRr's Purpoſe and Decree, in 
his holy Child Jesus, to ſanctify the Incarnate, nor any fruitful 
Application of him perſonally, or by his Spirit to ourſelves ; nei- 
ther can there be without it any due Reception of him in his ſanc- 
tifying Spirit thro' Faith, Whereas it is propounded to us by the 
Apoſtle as a theological Axiom, and one among the capital Theo- 


rems of our Creed, that, I. John v. 12. he wwho has the Son of Cu 
bas Life, and he who has not the Son of God has not Life, So that as 
the 
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the Knowledge of Things not * to us is nearly tantamount 
to Ignorance; in like Manner the Confideration of Jesvus CHAIST, 
and his Spirit as an external and unimparted Operator, is nearly 
tantamount to Heatheniſm, 

It appears then that our Faith in the Redemption of the Son of 
God implies neceſſarily our Faith in the reſtoring Efficacy; and 
becauſe the reſtoring Efficacy is to be given in the preſent Aion to 
the firſt Fruits, we are bid, Phil. ii. 12. Fork out your own Salva- 
tion with Fear and Trembling. II. Pet. ii. 8. Be ye not barren and 
unfruitful in the Knowledge of our Lord Jeſus Chrift. John xv. 1. 
Fwery Branch which beareth not Fruit he taketh away, and every 
Branch that beareth Fruit he purgeth it, that it may bring forth more 
Fruit. Phil. 1. 11. Be ye filled with the Fruits of Righteouſneſs, which 
are by Feſus Chriſt, to the Glory and Praiſe of God. James i. 12. 
5 Haie? yerouerB- Arias Toy rePparcy Th n, l ho being approved ſhall 
receive the Crown of Life. |

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tation the Chriftian, who like St. Pavr has fought the good Fight, 
is termed by St. [Aus approved, Chap. i. 12. 3 Joy; e.. 
era, Tor refparor Tis Cons, Who being approved ſhall receive the 
Crown of Life, or that Crown which, thro' CarisT, belongs to 
him as his, Beaches, Reward in CHRIST, the Perquiſite of his 
chriſtian Calling, over and befide his Reſtoration, 

In this latter Acceptation our Term 94-0 belongs not to the 
Novitiate, or late Profeſſor, who has as yet given no Proof of his 
Faithfulneſs, but to the Veteran, who has born the Shame and 
Croſs of Cunts with Intrepidity and Conſtancy, and, thro' the 
right Exercife of his Grace, has now received the Promiſe of the 
Prize, or Reward of his Zeal in the chriſtian Warfare; as was the 
Caſe with St. Paur, when in the Spirit of Aſſurance he exclaimed, 
II. Tim. iv. 6. J am now ready to be offered, and the Time of my De- 
parture is at Hand; I have fought a good Fight, I have finiſhed my 
Courſe, I have kept the Faith; henceforth is reſerved for me a Crown 
of Righteouſneſs, which the Lord, the rightcous Fudge, ſhall yive me 
at that Day; and not to me only, but to all them alſo who love his ap- 
fearing ; a Crown, my Peculium, or earned Property. 

On the other Hand, the Chriſtian who ſaccumbs, or fails in his 
Warfare, is called a&uu®-: So Il. Cor. ix. 27. Let having preached 
to others, aid adoxup©- yirowpai, myſelf ſhould become diſapproved, or 
jedged unworthy ; that is, not that the Apoſtle hereby would im- 
ply any Doubt in himſelf of his Reſtitution, thro' his free Ac- 
ceptance in Cu isr; his Doubt was of his HRD, or Prize only. 

Of his gracious Acceptance in CarrsT he ſpeaks as infallibly 
certain, Rom. viii. 31.-------39. But the Thing which, Phil. iii. 
12. he counted not himſelf to have apprehended—and reached forth 
awrto —and preſſed towards, was, Verſe 13. the 76 Prob cov Tuc e 
Nn οε, the Prize of the Higb- calling of G in Jaſus Chrift, which 
was ſet hefore him as a Bleſſing conditional, and which himſelf 
muſt win by the due Uſe of his Grace ; a Prize which he might 
win or loſe; and which many have loſt, becoming, II. Tim. iii. 8. 
abo cf. Tx» Tir, diſapproved concerning the Faith,

Certainly the Thing comprehended in the Word Habu, or 
Prize, belongs to us not merely as Chriſtians, but as Chriſtian 
Conquerors, and is ſet before us as Chriftians called to contend 
Aanfully againſt the Temptations of the World, the Fleſh and the 


Devil ; and therefore they only who are found true and faithful, 
and whoſe Works are of ſuch a Kind as to follow them, can have 
any Hopes of receiving it. Rev. ii. 9. 16. 7 know thy Works 
and Tribulation and Poverty; fear none of theſe Things, the Dewi! 
Hall cafl ſome of you into Priſon that you may be tried, and you ſhall 
have Tribulation ten Days; be thou faithful unto Death, and I will

give thee a Crown of Life. 
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Our Faithfulneſs and Induſtry cannot earn us Heaven; yet our 
AtmicuTyY MasTER will fo accept the Fruits of theſe as to allot 
them a Premium, the Surplus of our Reward in him.

But again, zdly. I reply to you that your Uſe of St. Pe- 
Ter's Words is a Proof that you miſtake his Meaning. Speaking 
of Baptiſm in the Paſſage you apply, I. Pet. 3. 21. his eregwhye is to 
be regarded as a juridical Term, (for ſuch it is) ſignifying a Bar- 
zain, Compact or Stipulation ; whereby the Greeks, in Compliance 
with the Roman Economy, bound their contracting Parties, de- 
manding their mutual Anſwers thus. Q. Spondes A. Spondze ; 
Promittis * Promitto. Stipularis * Stipulor. Q. Do you contract? 
A. I contract. Do you engage? 1 engage, Do you bargain ? 
I bargain. | 

For Cur15T is ſuppoſed to ſtipulate or contract with them who are 
baptized in his Name, promiſing them the Pardon of their Sins, 
and the Fellowſhip of Righteouſneſs with him, and to be their 
Father and their Gop; they on the other Hand ſtipulating with 
him to be his faithſul and obedient Children, devoted to his Will 
and Pleaſure. | 

And hence, in the primitive Times, the Preſbyter was uſed, be- 
fore Baptiſm, to propound Interrogations to the Catacumens of this 
Kind, anden r Ealarze? To this the Catacumen anſwered, «me- 
lagrouas; crracen TY yirw? cwiuooopa. i. e. Do you renounce 
Satan? I renounce him. Do you covenant with CurisT? 1 
covenant with him.---So PriLip demands cf the Eunuch, Ads 
viii. 37. Believeſ thou with thy whole Heart? PHIL. I believe that 
Jeſus Chriſt is the Son of God. 

Now, in Conſequence of this Contract, the true Believer enjoys 
a Tranquility and pleaſing Confidence of his being in the divine 
Favour, and in Cuvenant with his Gop; and fo long as he conti- 
nues in the Enjoyment of this with a good Conſcience, his State 
of Mind is juſtly and elegantly deicr1bed, in this Paſſage of St. 
PETER, by iTyoTIEe ouracnotwws wyadn; eig Gees, the fogtral Senſe (or 
betrothal Addreſs) of a good + Conſcience towards God; and is pro- 
perly the State of calling Grace. 

. 

Again, 3dly. as to good Works, or, as we ſay, our Duty, Sub- 
miſhon, or Subordination to our Lord, we acknowledge that 
theſe, or rather that the Works or Fruits of theſe, can in no De- 
gree contribute to, or be fitly intended either for the Satisfaction 
of Divine Jultice, or for the earning the Reward of Life. And 
hence we read, I. Cor. xiii. 3. Tho I beſtow ail my Goods to feed the 
Poor, and though I give my Beay to be burnt, and have not Love, it 
profiteth me nothing. That is, not our good Works, of which the 
Phariſee can boaſt, can procure our Acceptance with Gop ; the 
Thing which he owns is that Zeal for Gop, his Word, and his 
Church which is generated in us by his Love, ſhed abroad in our 
Hearts thro” the Light which his Goſpel imparts by the true and 
luminous Conception thereof.

We confeſs with you that no particular Inſtance of Obedience, 
or Number of theſe to the divine Law, can ſatisfy the Divine Juſ- 
tice for the Guilt of having violated any one of the divine Law's: 
becauſe Guilt is the State and Condition of a Man obnoxious to 
Puniſhment for having violated the Law; but our particular Obe- 
dience being ever due on every Occaſion which offers for the ful- 
filling the Law, it will be likewiſe due to every Demand of it ſuc- 
ceeding the Breach thereof, and conſequently can never atone for 
any Violation paſt ; or, in other Words, no after Obedience can 
ever atone for Guilt once incurred. 

And fo, in like Manner, neither can any or many particalar 
Acts of Obedience earn or deſerve the promiſed Reward of the 
atonian Life ; becauſe ſuch Reward is promiſed to no leſs than our 
perfe& Obedience to the divine Law.

And this is Goſpel arguing : But while you apply Reſtitution to 
all Men, how can you ſupport it with Conſiſtence? For I demand, 
if good Works are needletz in all Men, either to their Satisfaction 
of Divine Juſtice, or their Juſtification by Righteouſneſs, and if 
both their Obnoxtouſnets to Puniſhment is already atoned in the 
_ Sufterings of CarisT, and alſo the Fulneſs of the Law is fully ac- 
compliſhed for them in his perfect Obedience; what ſhould ſtil! 
remain againſt them to occaſion their Damnation ? and what Obfta- 
cle could preclude them the Kingdom of Heaven ?

We hold that an aſſiduous Conformity to the Mind of Carisr 
is a Part and Adjunct of our Faith in him, fo infallibly reſulting 
from our lively Knowledge of him as our Lox b; that all FPretenc- 
to any juſt Senſe of his Love, or of Gratitude to him for whar he 
has done and ſuffered for us, muſt be ſhameleſs Hypocriſy in them 
who do not heartily and thankfally obey him, and ſeek to requite 
his Benevolence with Sincerity. 

But here again we muſt retreat to our old Fortreſs : Your De- 
mands force me continually to the Diſtinction between /uprome 1: 
adequate and re/triftive or relative Equity, juſtice ablojute, anc! 
Juſtice /ecundum guid, 

We hold, as we have already occaſionally proclaimed, that alti.o' 
Divine Juſtice, conſidered abſolutely or eminently in itſelf, and as 
Conſervator of ſublime Rectitude, is appzaſed, and conſequently 
inoperative againſt any of the Creatures for whoſe Sins Caurist 
has ſatisfied ; yet that there is in Goo a reſpective Juſtice, whereby 
ne conſiders Sinners, not according to his own ſuperlative Recti- 
tude, but, according to and in their preſent Condition and Cir- 
cumſtances; namely as fallen, and related to HIMSELF by Virtue of 
his Covenant with his Son for their Redemption, and to HIS SON as 
their Redeemer and Proprietor, the Redeemer of Sinners, and to 
EACH OTHER their fallen Brethren, and to other Beings about 
them as their inordinate Fellow Creatures ; and that this relative, 
reſtrictive, regulated Juſtice in God is both operative and active. 
And the Certainty of this appears from John v. 17. My Father 
Tworketh even hitherto, and I alſo work, The

The Holy Father now worketh, not according to that Rigour 
and Severity which the exacteſt Meaſures of Truth in Equity de- 
mand, not by his /ummum Jus, and as Conſervator of divine Rec- 
titude, but by a moderated Juſtice, and becauſe his Operations are all 
henceforth with and for his Son, in Purſuance of and in Confor- 
mity to his Contract with him, towards the perfecting the Fruits of 
his Labours, and the fulfilling his Engagement with hin; viz. that 
(Ifa. Iii. 11.) he hall fee the Travail of his Soul, and be Jatisfied. And 
this his relative or czconomical Juſtice in his CHRIST is herein ex- 
erciſed continually, as having continually in View the aionian 
Life as the Inheritance of the Saints, and the aionian Sufferings 
as the Pumiſhment of the Contumacious. 

We are aſſured that there is a Wrath, and a Day of Wrath pre- 
pared (or provided) for the Ungodly ; and that although the Son 
of God has purchaſed all Mankind abſolutely to a final Reſtitu- 
ton; yet that he has not ſo purchaſed them to eſcape this Wrath 
prepared, but, on the contrary, that our Eſcape from this Wrath 
is conditional, And from hence we may conclude, that both the 
aionian Wrath and the atonian Reward muſt have been pactitious, 
and Parts of the original Contract between the Son of Gop and 
his holy Father, for the great Purpoſe of Reſtitution. 

Again, fince the Wrath prepared for the Wicked, together with 
the Reward prepared for the Faithful in CHNISsT, mult be remote 
Objects of the economical or relative Juſtice of God; or, in other 
Words, of the Juſtice of Gov now occupied in the Work of Mercy 
and of univerſal Reſtitution ; the Paſſage in the Pſalmiſt, Pſm. cx. 
1. muſt be conſidered as ſtipulative; viz. And Feve /aid unto 
(Apnt) my Lord fit thou on my right Hand, until I fhail make thy 
Foes thy Footfkool. The Subordination therefore of Cyr1sT's Ene- 
= is an Office which his Father has undertaken to execute for

Again, it muſt be in this œconomical or relative Office, and Ex- 
erciſe of moderated Juſtice in Gov, that the Interceſſioa of Cx IS 
glorified has it's Foundation and Propriety ; becauſe it cannot be 
conceived that CarisT's Interceſſion with his Father ſhould be in- 
tended to acquire any Thing of him de novo, farther than the 
more early Application of the Reality and Efficacy of his Services 
and Merits, individually or particularly. | 

Certainly the Notion of any new, additional, or poſthumous 
and ſupererogatory Merit in CzrrsT with his Father will in no 
wiſe confiſt with what the Scripture ſpeaks of the, Works of Re- 
demption as complete and finiſhed in his Death upon the Croſs. 
John xvii. 4. xix. 30. Heb. vii. 28. x. 14. 

The Remark therefore of Coxnetivs a LayiDe, on this Sub- 
ject, (in his Com. on I. John il.) is no leſs judicious than 2

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Oratiore nin qua, Bc. (a) the Purport of which is (for he con- 
ceived not with as of univerſal Reſtitution) „Ihe interceſlive 
„Prayer of Chats to his Father is not with any Purpoſe of freſh 
* Merit or Acquiſition for us, as while be lived a Pilgrim upon 
Earth; but is made as being already full Obtainer, and now ſo- 
« liciting for (againſt our Accuſers) the immediate Fruits of his 
«« juſt Right earned by him in his Life on Earth; and both as due 
„ to him, and promiſed him, even immediate Grace and Relief 
« for us. And this much is imported in Paur's Words in his

Again, it muſt be with Reſpe& to this economical Juſtice of 
Gos, and to the atonian Rewards and Puniſhments, as Parts and 
Articles in the divine Compact, that our Loxo diſtinguiſhes be- 
tween the World and his Diſciples; John xvii. . { pray for them, 
1 pray not for the World, but for them whom thou haſt given m- 
of the World. Verſe 24. Father, I will that where I am theſe whom 
thou haſt given me out of the World jhould be alſo, that they may behold 
my Glory which. thou haſt given me, Verſe 21. that the World may be- 
eve (by Evidence of thy Favour ſhewn to my firſt Fruits) 74-7 
thou haft fent me.---So Mat. x. 32. Whoſoever ſhall conſts me befor:

on Account of Accuſations urged againſt them, to the Wrath pre- 
pared ; and hence he prays, Luke xxiti.

And ſuch was the Loxp's Interceſſion for his Apoſtle PeTer, of 
which he ſpeaks, Luke xx11. 31. Simon, behold, Satan has d:/ired to 
hawe you that he might fift you as Wheat, but I have prayed for thee 
that thy Faith fail not. 

And now having proved that, notwithſtanding the full Atone- 
ment and Satisfaction by Cz r15T, there is ſtill an operative Juſtice 
againſt Sinners, and that this is alſo in the Hands of his holy Fa- 
ther, and muſt be relative and economical, we have ſaid enough 
to our preſent Purpoſe on this Point, and our laſt Point we will 
conclude as follows. 

Whoſoever beholds not the Lamb of Gon with a broken, 
contrite, and tender Heart of Gratitude, beholding him not with 
any true Senfbility, is no true Believer, and has no true Love of 
him: And of this the Apoſtle ſufficiently affures us, in ſaying, (I. 
John iii. 3.) Eren Man who has this Hope in him puriſes himſelf, 


ever as He 1s pure. 
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E will then proceed ſomewhat farther upon the Term Re- 
V ward. I am thy of this as applied to chriſtian Works, be- 
cauſe I think it ſavours ſtrongly of Merit; whereas the good 
Works even of the Regenerate will not ſuſtain the Severity of Pi- 
vine Juftice ; and we are in Duty bound to love the Lord our Gop 
with all our Hearts and Mind, and Soul and Strength; a Duty 
which at once precludes all Merit and Digaity. And uf we admit 
of any ſuch Thing as an acceflary Reward, it muſt be under the 
Reſtriction of this Maxim: Nemizem corona? ex Juſtitid Deus, Gon 
crowns no one upon a Plea of Juſtice ; which allo may be inferred 
from our Lox p's own Words, Luke xvii. 10. Hiern ye have don? 
all T hings which are commanded you, /ay ve are unprofitable Servants, 
we hare done that which was our Duty to ds.

And herein I join Hands with you cordially. We ſpeak of no 
other Reward than that which reſults from the gratui:ous Bounty 
of Gop, and admit of none from the Dignity or Value of Creature 
Works, Without Doubt all Good to Sinners 1s pure Indulgence, 
of Grace only, and in no Degree of Merit; we diſtinguiſh there- 
fore with you between the Tuftice of Fidelity, or that which ariſeth 
from the divine Promiſe, and the Juſtice of Equality, or that which 
ariſeth from the Worth of the Labour to which the Promiſe is an- 
exe ; and, this premiſed, the Doctrine of Reward becomes ſcrip-

Neither indeed does the Term Gaga denote Reward, but 
Prize rewarding Victory, and exhibited to be won by Labour; 
and that Prize when acquired alters it's Name into wigmemo:;, Pe. 
culium, or an acquired Property. 

Of the Sh, Prize, St. Paul ſpeaks to this Purpoſe, I. Cor, 
ix. 24. As not all who, in the Iſtmian Games, run in the Race 
receive the Prize, rage, but only (namely) he who has outrun 
his Competitors z ſo not all who embrace the Goſpel ſhall obtain the 
Prize which Gos gratuitouſly, or of free Bounty or Liberality, has 
ſet before them, but they only who exert themſelves with Propriety, 


or according to the Rules and Conditions preſcribed in the chriſtian 


Courſe ; therefore ſo run that you may attain, not lazily, but with 
all your Might; ſo exerciſe yourſelves in Picty and all Godlinets 
that the Prize of Bounty may be your's. 

This Prize being won becomes (550 or Terr; Peculium, or) 
acquired Property, notwithſtanding it is alſo a Gift of Bounty, a 
free Prize won by Promiſe conditional. For ſo the Jews conceived 
of their private Fortunes and Property, as we read, I. Chron. 
XXIX. 3. Moreover as a voluntary Gift to the Houſe of my God is 1/+ 
Gold and Silver, my own acquired Good, (0 9D. Septuagint, wa » 
rf ν,]il.; Which I had acquired as my own Property. 

By this Account of Scripture Terms, when we read, Heb. x1. 2. 
Looking unto Feſus, the Beginner and Finiſher of our Faith, who fer 
the Foy that was ſet before him endured the Crest, deſpiſing the Shams ; 
we conceive of the Joy ſet before the Son of Gop, during his Treaty 
with his Father for us, as his Crab or) Prize exhibited : But 
when the Contract was now ratified, the Prize became his mgm, 
or the Church of Gop was thenceforth conſidered as his own ac- 
quired Property, as in Fact his own. 

And hence we read, Mal. iii. 17. In that Day when they ſhall be

And as the Church of the Son of Gon was firſt ſet before him 
as his (Space or) Prize for which he endured the Croſs, deſpifing the 
Shame, and thereby made it his earned or acquired Property, (or 
ig,]: In like Manner the Church of the Firſt-born, being 
called of the Lox p, Phil. iii. 14. to preſs tcabardt the Mart, the 
(Seas) Prize of their high Vocation of God in Chriſt ; namely, the 
extraordinary Prerogatives of (Verſe 14) an Alliance and Aſſocia- 
tion with him in his Death and Sufferings, and a Conformity with 
him in his Life, and, in Conſequence thereof, in his Reſurrection 
and Dignity, (Bleſſings exceeding all human Conception, and ex.

You conceive then of all the Promiſes to the Saints, for the Re- 
ward of their Zeal and Piety, as Perquiſites only of their Calling, 
the Surplus of the divine Liberality annexed and pertingent to the 
Exerciſe of their Faith and Grace gratuitouſly, and not as the Re- 
ward of Worth and Merit in any Degree ; or, in other Words, 
that our Salvation or Reſtitution is the Reward of CarisT's La- 
boars only, and not of our's; and that the Rewards of our cordial 
Love, Gratitude, Duty, and Obedience to him, are Perquiſites 
griatuitouſly ſubjoined of Gop to our chriſtian Vocation.

Yes, with Reſpect fingly to our Reward of good Works. But 
fince by good Works we underſtand only ſuch a Deportment, or 
Converſation, as reſults from Grace given, and a Knowledge of 
and Faith i» CHhais r; we make no Doubt but this is required 
of us, tho” not for our Juſtification in Cu sis r, yet as a Debt to 
him for being our Redeemer, and therefore Lon b and Maſter, 

When called to be Saints we are called to the Exerciſe of the 
Faith given us in all that is holy, good and virtuous, and to labour 
herein under all the Difficulties, Temptations, and Oppreſſions 
which will be daily laid in our Way from the World, the Devil, 


and the Fleſh, with Wiſdom, Firmneſs, and Piety to our Matter, 


as our bounden Duty and Service. 

The Lok p having diſtinguiſhed ns from the World by his calling 
Grace, it were a Diſhonour to him if we, on our Parts, ſhould not 
alſo diſtinguiſh ourſelves from the lazy, idle World, in our faithful 
Attention to him, and diligent Obſervance of all that he has com- 
manded us. | 

The Son of Gop conceives a Pleaſure in our walking after the 
Mind and Purpoſe of his holy Father, and muſt therefore feel the 
Injury of our Negligence thereof, as an Indignity to him, and baſe 
Ingratitude in us. But Ingratitude conſtitutes and determines the 
very Nature of Sin; is not only neceſſary to it's Exiſtence, but 

makes it what it is. 

Under the calm Conſideration of this, we ſhall not wonder 3: 
his Words, Mat. viii. 11. Many ſball come from the Eaſt and from 
the Weſt, and fhall fit down with Abraham and Iſaac and Faceb in 
the Kingdom of Heaven; but the Children of the Kingdom (Rom. ix. 4. 


to whom pertain the Adoption, and the Glory, and the Covenants, and 


the Promiſes) ſhall be caſt out into outer Darkneſs, (Mat. xxv. 30. as

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OUR Opinion of a diſpoſing Faith, and which you preſume 

to be the Effects of a calling Grace, is the next Article 1 
have to object againſt you. It is a Perſuaſion unheard of before 
the Reformation, and very little noticed ſince. And as it ſuppoies 
two different States of Grace, founded upon a Diſtiaction between 
Redemption and Reſtitution, I muit regard it as a groundleſs As- 
ſertian, certainly it is altogether a Novelty. But your molt of- 
feafive Poſition is that Unbelievers, while ſuch, are redeemed or 
juſtiſted before the Divine Juſtice ; fox Gon views all Things as 
they are in Truth and Reality.

Our Redemption by Fesus CHI H confiſts in his pratuitows 
Claim of us as his own Property, by Virtue of his having given a 
Ranſom Price, of full Value for us All, his own precious Blood. 
I. Cor. vi. 20. vit. 23. I. Pet. j. 18. The Price is paid and ac- 
cepted, the Claim is made and publiſhed, and the Radification 
thereof 15 ſolemnized, and demonſtrated, by his Reſurrection from 
mc Dead into the Glory of his Father. Heb. i. 3. % h being the 
Brightneſs of his Glory, and the expreſs Image of his Perſon, and up- 
&elding all Things by the Word of his Power, after that he had by hin: - 
F purged our Sins, (that is, after that he had in his own Perfon 
ettected our Redemption, he) /at down at the right Hand of the Ma- 
AA ex: high. Heb. ix. 14. He eniered into the Sanduary after hawing 
«tained aiortan Redenpiion for us. | 

It is then paſt Doubt that all Men are already redeemed by sus 
©Crrrsr ; and it is no leſs fo that the Ad of Redemption transfers 
Property; and certainly the Scripture Aſſurances are likewiſe a 
ſofheient Ground for our faying that the Property of ]Jesus CH NIS, 
ne Purchaſe of his Blood, however vile and odious in itſelf, mult 
be beloved of and grateful to his holy Father. 

F deny not however that the Judgment of Gop is according to 
Trath ; 1 allow that they only can be reputed nghteous in CHAN 
who are in him made or conſtituted righteous ; that is, ſanctified by 
the Energy of his regenerating Grace. Nevertheleſs, as a Debtor 
craſes to be ſuch to him who has received a full Satisfaction for his 
Debts, fo the Ungodly, having the Son of God for their Sponſor, 
muſt ceaſe to be chargeable for their Ungodlineſs before ſupreme 
or ſuperlative Juſlice, the Conſervator of ſupreme Rectitude, and 
conſequently before any other than CR IST as Mediator. 

It is however granted that the Divine Juſtice is immutable. But 


from hence we only argue with you the Neceſſity of a nn, 
an

and that without a full Satisfaction for our Sins they could nat 
have been remitted, And again, that it is an Abomination to 
}:nova to jultify the Wicked, and that therefore ſo long as Men 
continue in their Wickedneſs they caanot be juſtißed. Yet fill, a 
fall Satisfaction having been made for Sinners in Castsr, the 
Wicked, confeſhng their Wickedneſs, may reaſonably be juſtifcd 
by kim before his holy Father, and that even while in themſelves 
unrighteous. And laſtly, fince the Wicked ſhall be puniſhed by 
{{arisT for their Wickedneſs, it is evident that they will not be 
juſtiſied before him as ungodly ; and yet notwithilanding, that they 


who being ungodly reform, and turn to Gop, ſhall be juiltiged as 


reforming, is clear from the Apoſtle's Words, Rom. iv. 5. But z8 
him who worketh not, but brliewerh on hum that gu/tifieth the Ungodip, 
his Faith is acconmted for Rig hure. 

As to car ſuffering for ar Sins, the Fact is undemable that the 
Scriptures repreſent the Logos (that is Jess CxrIsT, and not his 
Father) as the Judge of All, and as the one only puniſhing and 
affl icting God. Rom. x11. 19. Heb. x. 30. And in this Character 
it farſt reveals him to Moss at the ſolemn Promulgation of the 
Law on Mount Sinai. Exod. xxxiv. 15. Jehova, (od merciful and 
gracous, long faffering, and abundant it Goodne/s and Trath, keeping 
"is Mercy in Rejerve for a thouſand (-N 1.C.) Aion, forgiving 
Tniquities, Tranſgreſſtons and Sins, (and juſtifying <uiil net juſtify, . 
{a} and that will by no Means clear the Guilty, 

Gop will rather with-hold his deſtined Mercy, even for a thog- 
ſand Ages, than clear or juſtifſy the Guilty. Cnuisr is then 2 
Goo of both Love and Wrath, and therefore the latter becauſe 
the former. And agreeably to this Idea of him he is called, ia 
the New Teſtament, a Lamb having Wrath, the Sen-Man com- 
ing in the Clouds, and rewarding every one according to his 
Deeds. So again, Rev. it. 28. I will give io every Man according 
to bis Works. Heb. xii. 29. Our Cad is 4 conjuring Fire, (a) 
And doubtleſs it was from this Conception that the Protomartyr 
addreſſed Curisr himſelf individually for his Perſecutors, when 
he expired with theſe Words, Acts vii. $9. 60. Lord Jeſus Chrijt 
receive my Spiri. Lord, lay not this Sin to thtir Charge —avenge it nut. 

But on the other Hand the Father is always ſpoken of as per- 
fectiy appeaſed with us by Virtue of his Contract for us with his 
CurisrT, He is repreſented to be a Gai Vit nnd of all Gree, 
the Author of Peace, and Father of Mercaes, rich in Mercy, contriving 
to manifeſt the Riches of hrs Grace in his great Kindneſs towers ws in 
Jeſus Chriſt, and to ſhew the Greatne/s of bis Lowe towari's us wn tis

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(4a) The Glory of Jzsus CnnrsmT is conſuming and deftruive, not in itſe'f, 
but in it's Effects only, or accidentally.---So the Rays of the Sun are in then. 
ſelves ſoft and cheriſhing, altogether deſtitute of Heat; they are an Element 
mild, inoffenſive, innocent. Yea, we obſerve that they have not a Warmth 
ſufficient to melt even the Snow upon the Mountains, where only the Air 3s 
clear, and there are no denſe neighbouring Bodies to refratt, refleQ, or ag Ee 
them. For while they can paſs on uniformly in a rectilinear Courſe and Di. 
rection, they yield no other Warmth than other Mediums, but are then only 
productive of Pain, Burning, and Attrition, when, falling upon heterogenca!

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geloved Child. He is ſaid to be fo appeaſed towards Sinners as to 
be in perfect Peace with them; to be in Chri/t reconciling the Werld 
(that muſt periſh) ante himyelf, not imputing their T reſpaſſes unto them ; 
to have appointed his Son to be wnto us for Wiſdom, Righteouſneſs, 
San2ification, and Redemption; to cauſe his San to riſe an the Ei and 
the Good, and to fend his Rain on the Juſt and on the Unjuſt, And 
himſelf pronounces on his CHRIST, /i is my belowed Son in whom 
1 am well pleaſed. 

And yet we find in the Horx Faru a's abſolute or eſſential 
Juſtice a Severity which /pared not his only Sex awhen he delivered him 
»þ for us All. Such was his Severity he ſpared not his holy Son; 
and ſuch was his Love of us he ſpared him not for us.---However, 
being in him reconciled with All, the remaining Severity devolves 
into the Hands of his Son; and at his Diſpoſal alone is the Wrath 
prepared, and by him alone are we juſtified according to our Works. 

Now Things being thus deſcribed in the Scriptures, can we 
avoid looking upon Jzsus CHrrsT as become our only Creditor 
and judge? Can we conclude otherwiſe than that ſince the Divine 
Juſtice is /o altogether appeaſed in his Sacrifice as to be no Avenger, 
#5 to inflict no Puniſhment on Sinners; ſurely that Puniſhment or 
Damnation which he, the Appeaſer, infiifts on the Wicked muſt 
be in Purſuance to his Death for them ; that is, to his being 
their Juſtifier, and conſequently alſo muſt be in Chaſtiſement, and 
not in Revenge ?—QOr, in other Words, Damnation itſelf muſt all 
be ceconomical Chaſtiſement, and which, (tho* by our Sins and 
Wickedneſs we may enhance and aggravate it, yet) can in no wiſe 
prevent or defeat our final Reſtitution: And becauſe thus our Reſ- 
titution proves to be the Reſult, not of our Righteouſneſs, but 
purely and ſingly of our Election in CHRIST, before the Founda- 
tion of the World, to be by him abſolved, juſtified. 

We were predeſtinated in CR Is T before the Foundation of the 
World unto Reſtitution, thro? his Juſtification ; therefore we mutt 
be reſtored by him; and altho” many of us, before this Reſtoration 
and Juſtification ſhall take Effect, ſnall be damned, or conſigned 
to Sufferings, for our own perional Wickedneſs and Ingratitude ; 
yet this Damnation in it's utmoſt Aggravation, and tho” continued 
for ever ſo many Ages, ſhall however adminiſter to, and not alter, 
the immutable Purpoſes of Gop in his ſinful Creatures. 

It is true that while this Chaſtiſement is upon us we cannot but 
ſuffer, and that without Relief; for where the Lok o gives Sorrow 
no one can give.Joy, as, on the other Hand, where he gives Peace 
no one can give Sorrow: Yet all this is however the Voice of glad 
Tidings, and not of Horror or Deſpair, and is the Effect of juſti - 


fication, not of Revenge, |

But the Scriptures intend by the Word Juſtification not barely a 
being abſolved from all Guilt, or deemed as innocent before Goo, 
but alſo a being righteous or deſerving. A righteous Man muſt be 
a Man of Merit; he muſt merit ſome Reward in Conſequence of 
his fulfilling ſome Law of Gos, to which that Reward was an- 
nexed ; that is, having fulfilled the Condition, or having wrought 


the Righteouſneſs of the divine preſcribed Law, he is entitled to a 
| Reward; 
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Reward ; and thus, to be pronounced righteons 1s to be pronounced 
deſerving of the Promiſes annexed to the given Law of Gov. Now 
will this Notion of Juſtification agree with the Conceptions you 
have formed to yourſelf? or think you otherwiſe of the Term 7u/- 
tf? For we mull ſettle the juſt Import of this Term before we can 
proceed in theſe Diſquiſitions.

So Job. xxxv. 7. V thou be righteons (TYP TIS) what give theu him & 
o what receiveth he from thy Hands ? Exod. ix. 27, Jeve is righte- 
eur, (TT) and I and my People are wicked, 

Our Term in this Conjugation of it is alſo frequently applied to 
the Saints ; and we muſt acknowledge that there is in them a Spi- 
rit which amounts to an inherent Righteouſneſs, altho' received by 
impartation from Jesus Car1sT; and indeed that the Bleſſings of 
Juſtification and Sanctification are indiſſolubly connected, or that 
no Man is juſtified without being ſanctified at the ſame Time. 

We acknowledge, I ſay, that the Power of Holineſs is imparted 
to every Man whom Jesus CHRIST has juſtified ; yet not hereby 
granting that ſuch Power of Holineſs has any Share in his Juſtifi- 
cation before Gop, either as Cauſe, In!trament, formal Condition, 
or Part thereof; but we ſay it is a Privilege, or Bleſſing, intended 
to be the Ornament of the new Creature; For we confeſs that the 
Righteouſneſs of CH AISH for us is the one only and fingle merito- 
rious Cauſe for which we are either abſolved or accepted of Gop ; 
and that all our Confidence and Conſolation, either in Life or 
Death, muſt reſt and rely on this ſolely, ſeparately, and individu-. 
ally to the excluding of all whatever Righteouſaeſs can in any wiſe 
exiſt in us: Yet then CAR IS r approves his own Work in us. 

So neceſſary a Point of Faith is this, that to relinquiſh it were 
to involve ourſelves in the moſt violent Abſurdities. For thus it 
would follow, 1ſt. (as the Apoſtle himſelf likewiſe aſſures us) that, 
Rom. iv. 14. F they who are of the Law be Heirs, Faith is made 
woid, and the Promiſe is made of none Effe#. Gal. iii, 18. 1f the

We acknowledge alſo that the imparted Righteouſneſs in the 
Saints is not abfol ute, but imperfe in this Life; and that for 
this Reaton likewite it cannot juſtify them; and that he only 
whoſe Truſt is in the Merits of Jesus CaurnsT, in Purſuance to 


his Covenant with his Father, fingly, individually, and to the 


utter excluding of his ov/n, cen ever find in his Heart the true 
Ref: or Sabbath; in that the Conſideration of Cayr1sT's Righteouſ- 
neſs is that alone which can quiet the Conſcience, enlarge the 


Heart, and cauſe him to glory, No one can glory cordially but 


in his Redeemer. 

And laſtly, in avowing this Righteouſneſs in the Saints we ac 
knowledge, yet farther, that their good Works have not in them 
an Holineſs which can endure the Inquiſition of Divine Juſtice ; 
altho' we believe, notwithſtanding, that they contain not any 
Thing of Mortal Sin, but, being wrought in Cayr15T, may be 
truly denominated juſt.

They have fo reſpectively, or /ecundum guid, as a Price worthy 
the Spirit whereby we are regenerated. We affirm therefore con- 
cerning them, 1ſt. that they are very valuable in the Eſtimation 
of Gop as conſecrated by his Son's Labours, the Fruits of his 
Spirit, and dictated by our Love of him and his Holineſs : And 
yet, 2dly. that while deemed by us as a valuable Conſideration for 
the Gift of the Holy Ghoſt, by which we are reſtored, they be 
come, like S1xzon Macus's Gold and Silver, a deteſtable Offer- 
in, a Price worſe than nothing, Dung and Droſs in the Compa- 
riſon, ſimonaical, or a Diſparagement of the Humility and Merits 


of the Son of Gop, and odious in the Eyes of Truth and Majeſty. 


What Equality or Proportion of Worth can be preſumed between 


all Creature Works and the Spirit of the living Gop communi- 
cated ? ' | A 
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A like Mode of Oppoſition is obſervable in the Scriptures, 
between the Law and the Goſpel : When they ſpeak of the Law as 
having Gov for it's Author, they call it, Rom. vii. 12. Holy, juft, 
and good. Pim. xix more to be defired than Gold, yea than much fins 
Gold; righteous and juſt altogether; in the keeping of which there ts 
great Reward. And yet when they ſpeak of it as reipeRing our 
Juſtification, they call it, II. Cor. iii. 7. the Minifter of Death, the 
condemning Letter, I. Cor. xv. 16. the Strength of Sin, Heb. viii. 19. 
that has made nothing perfect, that, Rom. ili. 10. cannet Jui. Rom. 
vii 5. 8. that occaſion: in us corrupt Inclinations, provoting te all Man- 
ner of Concupiſcence, and, Rom. iv. 15. worketh Death. | 

We mult read the holy Writings with both common Senſe and a 
diſcerning Spirit, otherwiſe we ſhall be puzzled with Mr. Cnhus, 
where in different ReſpeQs they ſeem, to the darkened Eye, to 
give different and even contrary Accounts of 'Things.

IIIdly. The Term x, jdq, in the Conjugation Hithpael de- 
notes to juſtify one's ſelf, or clear one's ſelf from Guilt. So Gen.

Now it is certain that our Term jdq, in this Conjngation, is not 
applicable to any other Perſon in the whole Univerſe than to Jesvs 
Cunts only; and fince he only can juſtify himſelf before the Di- 
vine Juſtice, it muſt be poſſible, in Order to others being {o juſti- 
fied, that his Juſtice or Righteouſneſs ſhall be imputed to others. 

That no one can juſtify himſelf, or profeſs himſelf juſt before 
che Divine Jaſtice, is expreſly ſaid, Rev. xv. 4. For thou ONLT art 
Holy. And therefore we are told, Iſa. vi, 2. that the moſt holy of 
the Angels veil their Faces before Gob, the Logos, when the 
Glory of the Father diſplays itſelt in him.

The Conſtruction of the Words makes this certain, and likewiſe 


all the Scriptures give hereto their united Teſtimony. 


And fince there muſt be ſuch a Thing, or Qualification, as 
Righteouſneſs or Juſtification, and this can no otherwiſe be had 
than in and thro* Jesus CHx1sT the rightcous ; we have conſi- 
dered this Juſtice or Righteouſneſs as either, 1, temporary and 
conditional, or, 2dly, final and infallible, 

As to the 1ſt. We read, Mat. xii. 27. By tby Words fhalt thou 
be juſtified, (namely, before the Bar of Jesus CurisT) and by thy 
Wards thou ſhalt be condemned, (namely, by Jesus Cunisr). And 
as to the 2d. We read, I. Cor. vi. 11. But qe are avaſbed, but ye are 
San@ified, but ye are juſtified in the Name «of the Lord Jeſus Chri/l, 
even in the Spirit of our God. 

And herein again are two Conſiderations obſervable; 1ſt. I are 
waſhed and made clean, or your Sins and Uncleanneſſes are purged. 
For whereas the being purged, or made clean, is a very diſlinct 
Thing from the being juſtified (in that Cleanneſs or Guilileſſneſs 
is our Duty, and not our Righteouſneſs or Juſtice) The 2d. Con- 
ſideration is that ye are juſtiſied, or pronounced righteous by the 
Spirit of our God; or, in other Words, ye are firſt pardoned or 
abſolved, and then juſtified. (a/ Ye 
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(a) It muſt be acknowledged that ſome, even among the firſt Claſs of the 
reformed Writers, puzzled with the Sophiſtry of the Papiſts, have granted that 
the Word Jaw, to juſtify, ſignifies the ſame as to abſolve. Lucius there- 
fore argues, We are juſtified by the Obedience of CRI ſuffering for us; 
« he therefore for whom CurisT in his Obedience has ſuffered is juſtified.” 
But his Term, you may obſerve, thus uſed is ambiguous, and hence aroſe the 
Advantage the Papiſts had againſt him. 

For this Reaſon others inſiſted that the Word to juſtify ought no where to be 
rendered to abſolve, but to pronounce blameleſs, or the being without Fault, 
or in Need of no Forgiveneſs, And they ſupported this Acceptation of the 
W ord by the following Evidences. | 

So Pſalm li. 6. That thou (ſx nova) mayſt be juflified (but Abſolution cannot 
de ſpoken of Cod, therefore by being juſtified muſt be here underſtood declared 
without Blame) in thy Saying, and clear when thou art judged, Pim, cxlii. 2. In 
tby Sight 2 no Fleſh living be juſtified : But it is not true that no Fleſh living 
Mall be abſelved before Cov ; therefore by juſtified muſt here be underſtood de- 
clared unblamable. Luke vii. 35. Wiſdom is juſtified of all ber Children : But 
Wiſdom cannot be ſaid to be abſo/ved by her Children, but only to be pro- 
nounced by them as without Fault, or unworthy of Blame. So Luke xiv. 15. 
Te are they tobe JuPpiſy yourſelves (that is, not that ye forgive or abſolve yourſelves, 
but that ye proclaim yourſelves as blameleſs) before Men. I. Tim. iii. 16. God 
was manifeſt in the Fleſh, juftified by the Spirit, that is, pronounced by him to be 
blameleſs ; for to uſe the Word abſoived here would be little leſs than Blaſ- 
phemy. 80 James ii. 21. Was not our Father Abraham juſtified (that is, declared 
te be blamelefs, for he could not be ſaid to be abſelved by, or) in bis Forks * , 
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Ye are, 1ſt, pardoned, or abſolved, by the Application of the 
Sacrifice of CHrIsT made by his Spirit to your Conſciences, 
quieting their Remonſtrances for Sins committed; and, 2dly. ye 
are juſtified by the Application of CHEKIST's perfect Obedience for 
you, and made to your Conſciences, quieting their Importunities 
for a legal, or rather abſolute Righteouſneſs, 

But altho' this Work of Jultification be diſtin and two-fold, in 
that our Abſolation is given us in Cast the Sacrifice for us, 
whereas our Juſtification is gn Car1sT the righteous for us; yet 
this DiſtinQion is indeed to be conſidered as in Idea or Conception 
only, for our Abſolution and Juſtikcation are beſtowed both at a T ime, 
are ſimultaneous in the conferring thereof, or, as others expreſs 
themſelves, they are ſeparable in the Order of Nature only, in the 
Order of Time they are inſeparable; and accordingly, of the 
Duplicity of this great Effect we read, Rom. iv. 25. He was de- 
lid ered for (or in Conſequence of, or by Reaſon of) eur Offence: ; 
and he raſe again for (or in Conſequence of, or by Reaſon of) cur 
Fuſtification, acquired or accompliſhed. 

It ſhould be here obſerved alſo, that the Papiſts pretend that the 
Word az. Jedeq, does ſometimes ſignify to make juſt, or infute 
Juſtice ; bat ſince they are not able to produce one Scripture Paſſage 
in Proof of this Aſſertion, we ſhall take no Notice of it, but aſſert 
with the Apoſtle, Rom. iii. 24. Ve are juftified freely of bis Grace 
thro) the Redemption which is in Chriſt Feſus, whom God has jet forih 
as a Prepiliation by Faith in his Blood, to declare his Righteou/nefs is 
the Remiſſion of Sins that are paſt, thro" ihe Ferbearence of Cd; ts 
declare, 1 jay, in this Periad, his Righteouſneſs 19 the juſtifying of him- 
elf, (or to the announcing of his Juſtice as having been, 1. a 
Fulkller of the divine Law, and, 2Cly. in no one Inftance a Tranſ- 
greſſor againſt that Law, but righteous in each Contideration, and 
thereby) the Juſtifer of him who believeth in Fejus.

And certainly this Account of the Word juſtify is ſcriptural ; and yet it is not 
ſuch as will fogly, and of itielf, explain all Difficulties ; therefore other ſuc- 
ceeding Divines, more provident in their Expreſſions, and clear in the Cofpet 
Light, infiſted that Au Au, before he fell, was in a Stare of Pacden or Inna— 
cence; and yet, being charged with an Obedience or Nuty, he could not be 
1»ftified till his Duty was diſcharged, and his Date, prefixed him tor his Obe- 
61ence, was expired, | 

Purſuant to this Reaſoning, they inſiſted that the Word Tuf/ifiration implies 
net only an Innocence paſſive, but aifſo a Righteouſneſ wrought in Conte. 
quence of a Duty impoſed, and taught that we are ab/o/--d in Currsr the 
Atonement, only in Order to our being ;/f:;#:d in him the Righteous One, or ia 
Order to his being a Righteouſneſs for us. 

Accordingly, ſay they, when we read of Many Mad DATEN, Luke vu. 47. 
Her Sint are forgtven her, for ſhe bas loved much, we are to underitard the Par- 
ticle For as importing it being evident that, or in Teftimony of which; that 
is, that her loving much was an Evidence that ſhe had received a great Degree 
(in Fore-taſte) of the juſtifying Grace ot Gon; and conſequently that her Sins 
muſt have been forgiven her, becauſe her Abſolution in the Order ot Nature 
muſt have been antecedent to that Fore-taite of her ſuſtification in the Spirit 
of Je*zus Cur15T, Which was within her the Power of loving much. 

And this Conception of Things was afrerwards molt generally received as 
manifeſting the trueſt Light, and found anſwerable to both the above an ali 
other Paſſages and Expreſſions in the ſacred Writings, relative to this mo- 
mentous Point of Doctrine. 
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We ſee then how clear and comfortable a Light the true Uſe of 
this Word jufifp caſts upon this intereſting, evangelical Truth 
before us, obſcured and loſt in the Popiit Church, but revived in 
the Proteſtant; and dare with Confidence to believe, that CHRIST 
is the one and only meritorious Cauſe of our Pardon and Accept- 
ance with his gracious Father; that our own inherent Righteouſ- 
neſs whether infuſed or otherwiſe, and our own good Works whe- 
ther moral, legal or ceremonial, or done before or after his juſti- 
fving Grace received, contribute nothing to our Reſtitution ; for 
that our Reſtitution in Whole, and in Part, is altogether gratuitous, 
the pure and generous Work and Gift of the Divine Compaſton 
and Benevolence towards Sinners univerſally,

unſpeakable, and full of Girry; or elſe, zdly. and in a lower De- 
gree, to be the Reſult of the divine Light, ſhining as from without 
us into our inner Man, and cheering and calming with, I. Pet. iti. 
21, the federal Senje (or betrothing Addreſs) of a good Cen/cience to- 
wards God. For we allow that ſuch a Senſe, generating a filial 
Addreſs) is alfo the Effect of an inward Teſtimony from ChHr157's 
Illumination, and that it's Object is this very Evidence within us 
of Cuxisr's Acceptance of us, or, Heb. xi.

ſay that Believers are juſtified by CuRIsT, we intend by Believers 
{ach only as are mature or adult in the Faith, ſuch as are fecure in 
him, ſcaled by him, the regenerated Children of Gop, excludin 
thereby all who are not yet the A Sine Children of Gon, but 
Novices only, or Candidates for CGI: Becauſe, if we can be 
juſtified before we are immutably the Children of Gop in CAS rt, 
Juſtification canaot conſiſt in that divine pronouncing which the 
Word Jedeq imports ;--a pionouncing righteous. 
For Inflance—A temporary Believer, being not yet in Cnetsr, 
will have his Intervals of Piety and Wickedneſs alternately: And 
if we avow that, wn his Seaſons of Piety, he were fo juſtiſied 
of Gop as to be by him pronounced juſt, we mutt as certainly 
grant that, during his Seaſons of Wickedneſs, he is condemned of 
Gop, or by him pronounced guilty: And thus it will follow chat 
a Man may have been juftified, or pronounced juft, of Goo yeſter- 
day, and To-day be unjuſtißed, or pronounced a Child of the 
Devil; and yet To-morrow he may agaiu be juſtifed, ar pro- 
nounced a Child of Goo, and fo proceed a continued Contra- 
diftion to himſelf, to his Life's End : Which Suppoſition is full of 
violent Abſurdity. | 

Our Gov therefore, that is Jasus Caster, juſtifies nat the 
Wicked while ungodly, but he is ſaid to juſtify the Urgodly, only 
in that he juttifies them who, having been ungodly, are now tranf- 
formed immutably by the Power of his efficacious Grace, and are 
therefore pronounced righteous both by and in himſelf. 

All they whom Jzsvs Css r has redeemed, or for whom he 
has been a Sacrifice, are juſtified of Gob, or pronognced innocent 
before the Divine Juſtice ; for his Son's Sacrißc is a ſufficient 
Atonement to Divine Juſtice for them; and all they for whom 
CurisT has fulfilled the Law of Divine Jaſtice are juilifed, or

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But between the Son of Gop and his ſinful Creatures there is no 
Mediator; therefore his Act of juſtifying them muſt be perſonal, 
or pronounced by him immediately and perſonally on every Indi- 
vidual Sinner; and, feeiug he refuſes to acknowledge the Impeni- 
tent for his own, the Impenitent muſt continue unjuſtified by him 
ſo long as they continue impenitent.

But CHs will not deny himſelf; ſo that, if he be the Re. 
deemer of all Men, he will confeſs himſelf to be fo before all Men.

He will fo; he will confeſs himſelf to be the Redeemer of the 
Wicked or Impenitent, yet he will not pronounce ſuch to be his 
Workmanſhip, and conſequently neither will he pronounce them 
to be righteous in his Righteouſneſs : Yea, he will difown them 
before his Father who is in Heaven; and what mult then follow? 

But you ſay Redemption infers Property. True; the Wicked 
therefore are the Loxp's redeemed Property; yet as ſuch they are 
only his Debtors, Captives, Slaves; his to correct them for, but 
not to juſtify them ix, their Wickedneſs. Luke xi. 47. Rom. xiv. 4. 
How grea: the Difference! He will claim the Wicked for his Slaves. 
Rom. ix. 22. Fefſels of Wrath fitted for Daeſtruction; but he will 
claim the Sanctiſied tor his Brethren, Verſe 23. Fefſel: of Mercy 
prepared unto Glory, II. Tim. ii. 20. 21. 

Altho' therefore CHeisr be indeed the righteous Lonp of all 
Men, yet, fince they only who do the Will of his Father ſhall be 
confeſſed by him, it cannot be diſputed but there muſt be a condi- 
tional Juſtification belonging to the Called: And hence we read, 
Jobn viii. 31. Ven continue in my Words then are ye my Diſciples 
tndeed ; and ye ſhall know the Truth, and the Truth fhall make you 
free. Hed. x. 35. Caſt not axvay your Confidence, which hath great 
Recompence of Reward. 

The Diſciples were only a called People till the Day of Pente- 
coſt ; therefore their Faith till then was only temporary; that is, 
reſulting, not from the Hoty Gnosr given by a Birth within 
them, but only from a temporary Light received from him, or a 
Light unſteady and amiſſible; and yer ſuch as notwithſtanding, if 
continued in, ſhould be crowned with a regenerating Work ; that 
is in ſhort, they were deemed juſt on Condition only that they 
abode in his Trath. 

Properly they only who have received the Forgiveneſs of their 
Sins in CHR15ST are by him pronounced innocent, in himſelf theit

ſand that Act of divine Grace whereby Goo, of his mere Bene. 
volence and Compaſſion, certifies (or implants a cordial Aſſurance 
in) the Heart of the Believer, that his Sins are remitred, and that 
himſelf is accepted as righteous thro' the Redemption, Satistac- 
tion, and Merits of Cur15sT the Mediator, and by the Donation 
of his Grace, rendering acceptable in the Beloved, and filling the 


Heart with Joy and Peace in believing. 


But we believe, however, that ſincere Legaliſts will be accepted 
of CarisT. Whereas then the Apoſtle defcribes them who are 
under the Law as follows: Rom. ix. 10. Brethren, my Heart's De- 
fire and Prayer to God for Iſrael is, that they might be ſaved; for 1 
bear them Record that they have a Zeal of God, but not according to 
Knowledge ; for they being ignorant of God's Righteonſneſs, and guing 
about to eftabliſh their own Righteouſneſs, have not ſubmitted themſelves 
to the Righteonſneſs of God. -I bave great Heawine/s and continua] 
2 iu my Heart for them coald cih my/elf accurſed from Chri/ 
for them; &C. 

And whereas theſe Iſraelites repreſent all other fincere Legaliſts ; 
and our Suppoſition is, that the Lox » will accept of them at the 
laſt Day, in Mercy and Conſideration of their Zeal and fincerc 
Labour to eſtabliſh their own Righteouſneſs, as he alſo accepted St. 
Paur: We inſiſt that ſuch may be rather ſaid to be approved / 
than juſtified by him. x 

This Diſtinction is countenanced by St. PeTer, when he tells 
us, 1. Pet. iv. 18. the Righteous ſhall ſcarcely be ſaved, where 


Hall the Ungadly and the Sinner appear? St. PETER promiſes the 


Believer, II. Pet. i. 11. An Entrance ſhall be miniſired unto you 
abundantly into the aicnian Kingdom of our Lord and Saviour Jeſu, 
Chrift ; whereas the Righteous ſhall ſcarcely be ſaved. Does not this 
Difference, beſpeak a Difference to be made in the Juſtification of 
the Legaliſt and the Believer ? For which Reaſon J judge we may 
diſtinguiſh between being juſtified and being approved. The fin- 
cere Legaliſt ſhall be approved in the laſt Day, but the Believer

I cannot adopt this Hypotheſis ; beſides, I think your Diſtinction 


neither anſwers your Purpoſe, nor ſtands upon a ſound Baſis, nor is 
rect to our Point: Neither can 1 preſume to adjuſt the Difference 
between the called to be Saints and the ſincere Jews, altho' like- 
wiſe invited unto CaikisT : Whereas we may ſafely ſay, that the 
called to be Saints ſhall be (not only approved, but) juſtified by the 
Son of Gop, (a) their pracious Judge, in Conſideration of their 
Uprightneſs, manifeſted by their Works, at the laſt Day; (or as 
often as our Loxp may make his Appearance) for ſuch is a firm 
Truth. 

And fince the Paſſages on which this Doctrine is grounded will 
naturally import real Juſtification, their Term 9:aww may be as 
fairly rendered juſtified as approved. For Inſtance, we read, Mat. 
X11. 37. 1 Jay unte you, that every idle Word that Men foall ſpeak they 
fall give an Account of in the Day of Judgment ; for by thy Words 
thau ſhalt be (approved, and in Conſequence thereof ſhalt be by 
me) juſtified, and by thy Words thou ſhalt be condemned, or diſap- 
proved of by me as no Sheep of mine. But where is the real 
Difference arifing from this Difference of Tranſlation? So Rom. 
ii. 13. Act the Hearers of the Law all be juſtified before God, (that 
is ChR18sT) but the Doers of the Law ſhall be juſtified, or approved, 
and in Conſequence thereof juſtifed; for our Juſtification by 
Jesus CrarrsT, in that Day, will be the ſure Conſequence of his 
Approbation of us. So James 11. 24. Ye /ee then that by Warks a 
Man is juſtified ; namely, by Jesus CRHRIsT the univerſal Judge, 
and not by Faith only conſidered ſpeculatively, and as a Profeſſion. 
Mat. vii. 21. Mot every one awho faith unto me Lord, Lord, foall enter 
into the Kingdom of Heaven, (which I give, by my Father's Com- 
miſſion, to as many only as I pleaſe) %% Ye able doth the Will of my 
Father, to the beſt of his Knowledge and Power; for theſe Words 
import thus; «I honour my Father's Will far beyond all other 
Conſiderations, and ſhall therefore juſtify them only.who, in Faith, 
have purſued Works dictated by the Spirit of Love, Gratitude, 
and Truth, which is the Spirit of my Holy Father.“ 

Your Tranſlation therefore, approved rather than zu/tified, is not 
only wrong but frivolous. | 

Indeed good Works beſpeak a proportionate Degree of the Spi- 
rit of Juſtification” in all who walk in them. For what elſe are 
good Works than ſuch as ariſe from the Emotions of a Heart foft- 
ened by the Spirit of Love, Deſire, and Gratitude? And this 
being the Spirit of CAST, they who walk therein, and while

And accordingly we ever find ſuch Walkers ſober, righteous, 
godly, and conſcientious, doing by all Men all Things avhich they 
would that Men ſhould do unto them; and this, in other Words, is to 
fulfill the Law and the Prophets. 

And becauſe this ſame Spirit is alſo a Spirit of Courage and In- 
trepidity, they who thus walk as naturaliy bold faſt the Truth with 


| Fortitude and Magnanimity, in a generous Defiance of all Conſe— 


quences ; that is, they fulfill the Law of Jesus CHRIST univerſally, 
bearing his Croſs, or Reproach and Contempt. 

And whereas Works done by divine Motives, and thro' the di- 
vine Influence, ſhall be deemed good Works by him who is our 
Los D and Judge, and (altho' in themſelves, and compared with 
his free immortalizing Gift, no better than Dung and Droſs and 
filthy Rags) are precious in his Eyes; they are likewiſe precious 
in the Eyes of his holy Father, thro? and for him the Beloved, and 
as the Fruits of his own free Grace, or gracious Spirit, who gives 
both Purity and Dignity to the Sacrifice by him made and offered ; 
transforming all Things, by his facred Touch, into Gold divine, 
Heb. ix. 14. 

We conclude then that altho' the Wicked are juſtiſied in, for, 
and thro' CHAIH iu the Sight of the Divine Jultice, yet the Saints 
only, or they who ſeek to be fo, are juſtifi-d in the Sight of Jesus 
CnxisT; becauſe, according to the Striftneſs of the Goſpel Let- 
ter, they alone are juſtified by Cu 1s Spirit (called the Spirit 
of our Gop) on whom his Spirit is in Realitv conferred. And 
for this Reaſon alſo we read, Tit. iii. 5. He has reſtored us by the 
Waſhing of Regeneration, and renewing of the Holy Ghoſt. Rom. vin. 
9. 1f any Man hath not the Spirit of Chrift he is none of his, 

And thus again, for the univerſal Uſe of Cax15T's Sacrifice and 
Merit, we argue, as follows, from the ſure Purpoſes of Gop's in- 
finite Goodneſs, Wiſdom and Power. 

(Gor is pure and fincere Love; all his Creatures therefore muſt 
have been the Production of his pure Goodneſs and Benevolence : 
Go is likewiſe infinitely wiſe ; he muſt therefore have had an in- 
finitely wiſe, as well as benevolent End, in his every Act of creat- 
ing and redeeming theſe his Creatures. 

And what this his End in his Creatures is we are expreſsly told, 
Rev. iv. 11. For his Pleaſure all Things are and were created; Col. i, 
16. All Things were created by him and fer him; Rom. xi. 36. Out 
ef him, and thro him, and to him, are all Things. And our Re- 
demption by Cxr15T is for the like Purpoſes, Eph. iv. 10. that 
he might fill all Things, that, Col. i. 19. in him all Fulnes might 
dabell; that, finally, I. Cor. xv. 28. God might be all in all, or that 
the Spirit of jesus Cunts might fill all Men

For tho' Gop is ſaid to have refted 
the ſeventh Day from all his Works, to ſignify thereby that the ſe- 
venth Day is a Type of his great and concluding or aionian Sab-

But you will perhaps object that the moral Law, or Law of Nature, under 


which was ArrAaKaAmM, is a dark, precarious, uncertain Rule of acting, of 
which the Scriptures often ſpeak ſlightingly, as the bkad Goide of the Gen- 
tiles tobe know nxt God, and were without God, and without Hope in the Nerd, haw- 
ing the Underflanding darkened, and being alienated from the Life of God thre" the 
France that was in them: Whereas the Law of Moss is the Will of Gos 
fully revealed to us; it includes in itſelf the Perfection, not only of every 
moral Virtue, but of the Whole that is divine and genuine in every Law 
«© whatever, And as there is no Law founded in Nature, but is completely 
© comprehended in the Law of Mosz2;” this has a Dignity and Accuracy 
which muſt render it indefeaſible; and © is not to be compared with the naru- 
ral blind Rule of Right, which, for it's Doutxſulneſs and Defect, can aftord 
* no true Righteouſneſs. It is of the Law of Moszs our Lor p ſpeaks, Mat. 
v. 37. 18, Think not that I am come to Jeflroy the Law or the Prophets; 1 am aut 
* come © deftroy but to fulfil it ; for werily I ſay unto you, till Heawem and Eaith paſs, 
& one Fet vr ant Tittle ſhall in no <viſe paſs from the Law till all be fulfilled.”' 

And this is all granted; but hear what the Scriptures ſay even to theni who 
were under this perfect Law of Moste: FOR it appears, even from thence 
alſo, that AS MANY AS ARE UNDER this, THE perfect LAW, ARE UN- 
DEK THE CURSE; FOR IT Is WRITTEN, Deut. xxvii. 26. CURSED 18 
EVERY ONE WHO CONTINUETH NOT N ALL THINGS WHICH ARE 
WRITTEN IN THE BOOK OF THE LAW TO DO THEM ; for no one 
who is thus of the Works of the Law either does or can continus to do them, 
they being, Acts xv. 10. a Yoke that neither toe nor our Fathers could bear, And 
therefore there is no one under the Obligation of the Law, but is alſe under the 
Curſe of the Law. | | 

BUT again we argue yet farther, THAT NO MAN IS JUSTIFIED BY THE 
LAW (of Moses) IN SIGHT Or GOD Is BVIDENT from Had. *

THRO JESUS CHRIST, THAT WE MIGHT RECEIVE THE PROMISt 
OF THE SPIRIT, which, being that which quickeneth or giveth Life, is the 
chief Ingredient of the Bleſſing promiſed THRO' FAITH, 

Laſtly then BRETHREN, 1 have again one more Argument wherein { 
SPEAK: AFTER THE MANNER, or received Practice, OF MEN: You 
know that in mutual Contracts or Covenants, THO' IT BE BUT A MAN's 
COVENANT, YET, common Juſtice requires that, IF IT BE CONFIRME! 
NO MAN DISSANNULS, OR ADDS THERETO afterward: NOW I 
ABRAHAM AND TO HIS SEED WERE THE PROMISES MADE refpect- 
ing our Juſtification unto Life, and we find in the Paffages exprefing them 
from Gop that HE SAITH NOT, AND TO SEEDS AS OF MANY, or more 
Seeds than one entitled to the Promiſes, BUT AS OF ONE, AND TO THY 
SEED, WHICH 15S CHRIST, individually and thro* bim, of his myſtical Body 
the Church become his by Faith: AND THIS 1 COLLECT (or infer, vic. 
THAT THE COVENANT WHICH WAS CONFIRMED fo long BEFORE 
OF GOD IN CHRIST, TRE LAW, WHICH WAS GIVEN 430 YEARS 
AFTER, CANNOT DISSANNUL (fo as) THAT IT SHOULD MAKE 


THE PROMISE OF NO EFFECT; as it muſt have done if Juſtification were 


to be obtained by the Law, becauſe in this Caſe no ont could be bicfſed in and 
by the promiſed Seed only, or merely and of free Grace, in that the Bleihing 
cannot be by Right of Inheritance, unleſs it be gratuitous and without Works 
The Bleſſing I ſay muſt be given gratis; FOR IF THE INHERITANCE, or 
Title to Poſſeſhon by hereditary Right, BE OF THE LAW, or be the Reward 
of legal Obſervances, IT 1S NO MORE OF PROMISE, it ceaſes to be of free 
Bounty, and can in no wiſe be ſaid to be founded in the Promiſe to Agr ana» 
by Way of Inheritance, the Term Inberirance excluding Works or Merit: BU! 
it is certain that it is ſo founded, for GOD GAVE IT TO ABRAHAM BY 
PROMISE, or as a Donation and free Gitt of Gop, ſettled on ABAAHANM and 
his Seed infallibly and without Condition ; and hence we conclude that there 
is no Juſtification to be had by the Obſervance of any Law whatſoever : ft. 
Not by the Law of Moszs, however perſect in itſelf, becauſe in Order hereto 
perfect Obedience to his Law would be requiſite, which tranſcends our natura! 
Capacity of working: zdly. Not by the Law of Nature, becauſe, 1ſt, this be- 
ing diſcoverable to fallen Nature only in a very inferior and defective Manner, 
cannot even be known to any Man in it's juſtifying Perfection: And, 2dly, it 
it could be ſo diſcovered by us it would coincide with the Law of Moszs in all 
Points, excepting the merely ceremonial, and ſo be to us no leſs impraCticable, 

We may then freely aſſert that if Juſtification be not attainable by the Law of 
Mosxs, it will follow, by the Argument « Majore ad Minus, that much leſs is 
it artainable by the Law of Nature, in every Degree it's Inferior, and therefore 
that Gop will juſtify all Nations of the Earth freely is a ſound Doctrine. 

But to all this Reaſoning you demand, to WHAT THEN 18 THE LAW ? 1s 


this vainly given? as it muſt be if the Inheritance of Life be not thereby at- 


tainable? I anſwer, IT WAS ADDED after the Promiſe, on Account of or 
BECAUSE OF TRANSGRESSIONS; namely, iſt. the moral Law was given 


that Tranſgreſſions of a like Nature with that of Abau's might be multiplied, 


or, as we read, Rom, v. 20. that the Offence might abound, to the Conviction of

ſtored. But, 2dly. the Moſaic Law was added as a Burden and Puniſhment to 
the Iſraelites for their Idolatry, and, being added on this Account, it was alſo 
by the Wiſdom of Gop ſo adapted to typify the Mxss14an, as to repreſent the 
Goſpel promiſed. Now ſuch being the End of the Law, it is but natural to 
infer that it was not intended to be perpetual, but to be of Force only TILL 
THE SEED SHOULD COME TO WHOM THE PROMISE WAS MADE, 
and his Goſpel preached, by the hearing of which it's Believers ſhould be en- 
Erafted into Cxr1sT, and become one true ſpiritual Seed of ABN AUAN, and 
thereby under no other Law than that of Love, with the Power of which the 
Spirit of Jesus CxnisT within them ſhould ſo endow them, who ſhould re- 
ceive him cordialiy by Prayer and Faith, as that even this Law (the one Law of 
Angels and Saints in Heaven) ſhould be no longer to them a Law. but in them 
a Diſpchtion, and cauſe them naturally to bring forth Fruits unto God, to which 
they are alſo predeſtined of Go: AND to this End of the Law is agreeable 
alſo the Manner of it's Dehvery, for IT WAS ORDAINED or delivered, not 
by Gen himſelf as was the Promiſe, neither by the Son of Gop as was the 
Goſpel, but BY MESSENGERS, Heb. ii. 2. and IN THE HAND OF A ME-

DIATOR, namely Moses, Acts vii. 38.— But the Mediator Mosks was only a 


Mediator of the Jews, or of one Moiety of the Parties to whom belonged the 
Bleffing of AnRANHAM; beſides Mos Es was himſelf a Sinner wanting a Medi- 


ator, for which two Conſiderations he could have been only a Type cf, and not 


the genuine and ſupremely true Mediator, or Band of Union, between Go and 


Sinners: We have then to enquire for ſuch an one yet farther: NOW we 


know that A MEDIATOR IS NOT A MEDIATOR OF ONE, but ſuppoſes 
two Parties at Variance, AND GOD IS ONE of the two Parties at Variance 
and whereas it is certain that all Nations bleſſed in Ana AAM (Rom, iv. 13. 
the Heir of the World) is the other of the two Parties at Variance; we muſt find 
out for this genuine and ſupremely true Mediator, or Band of Union, one who, 
1ſt. is himſelf no Sinner, as Mosz® was, but is, without the Interpoſition of 
any Mediator, at perſect Peace and Union with Gop, which Hoss was not 
and who, 2dly, may be this Band of Union to all the promiſed Seed, that is 
to all Nations of the World; which Mosxs could not be: And whereas 
ſuch a Mediator can nowhere be found, but in the Perſon of the Son of Geo 
oaly, (who is alone the Lamb without Spet or Blemiſh, and that true Heir without 
a Medium, which Anz a#Am was not, an Heir too not ſingly of this World, 
but, Heb. i. 2. the appointed Heir of all Things) the Son of Gop muſt neceſſarily 
prove the true Mediator. 

To this you reply, IS THE LAW THEN, by denouncing it's Curſes upon 
a]! Sinners, and ſo upon all Nations, (notwithſtanding the Promiſes aſſign them 
a Blefſing) repugnant to, or AGAINST ſuch THE PROMISES OF GOD? as 
it muſt be if it defeats thoſe Promiſes, and curſes them whom the Promiſes 
have bleſſed? GOD FORBID that we ſhould judge thus unworthily of his 
Divine Majeſty, and think of him as a chanzeable Being, and acting inconſiſt- 
ently with himſelt ; the Law and Promiſe muſt conſiſt harmoniouſly. 

But the Difficulty which you now ſtart will vaniſh at once when you conſider 
that the Promiſe of the juſtifying or quickening Life, made in ABRAHAM (0 all 
Nations, was therefore appointed to be of Grace, (and conſequently that We 
were legitimated thereto by Promiſe) becauſe no given Law would have effec- 
tuatedi t our's; FOR IF THERE MIGHT HAVE BEEN A LAW GIVEN 
WHICH COULD HAVE GIVEN LIFE, (or have regenerated and quickened 
us) VERILY RIGHTEOUSNESS SHOULD HAVE BEEN BY THE LAW; 


for it was of Neceſſity for us that Gop ſpared not his Son, and not of Choice: 


The Law then is not therefore againſt the Promiſe, becauſe confidered as con- 
tradiſtin and oppoſed to the Goſpel ; ſo far from it, that it contains nothing 
of the Promiſe, nor pretends to produce the promiſed quickening Life in it's 
Obſervers; BUT, on the contrary, THE SCRIPTURE aſſures us that Go 
HAS SHUT UP ALL TOGETHER, that is, all Mankind, (for the Promiſe to 
ABRAHAM viz. in thee ſhall all Nations of the Earth be bleſſid, is to be underſtood 

univerſally, 
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final Iſſue, with a like Infallibility of Succeſs and Certainty of 
Operation. | 

Behold then of how great a Value are all the Creatures of Gop 
to him | They are his Son's own handy Works, made by him and 
for him, to be his Pleaſure and Complacency, that he by his Spi- 
rit might fill them, that he might dwell in them as his Temple, and 
delight himſelf in them, and make them one Spirit with himſelf, 
as we read, I Cor. iv. 17. He who ts joined to the Lord is one Spirit, 

I fay confider this, and then judge how blind and abſurd is the 
Suppoſition, that this purpoſed End of an infinitely powerful and 
wiſe Being ſhould ever be defeated. Think only that it has been 


the Labour of Gov, from the Beginning, to fili the Creatures he 
has wade with Glory and Bleffing,

No; not the Creatures, but the Elect, That the Elect are the

THAT THE PROMISE of this quickening Lite, or (which amounts to the 
ſame) of Juftification BY FAITH OF JESUS CHRIST MIGHT BE GIVEN 
TO THEM THAT hear it, and ſo ſoon as they ſhould be brought, by the due 
Execution of Juſtice and Severity, to BELIEVE : | 

AND accordingly it has thus happened to us Chriſtians in a mild, repreſenta - 
tive, and typical Decree thereof; for BEFORE FAITH CAME WE alſo WERE 
BY THE LAW KEPT SHU'T UP TOGETHER, as it ſhould ſeem, in a pri- 
fon, even as Priſoners. under the Guilt of din and Threatenings of Death; and 
this our Experience was to ſignify the. ſevere Diſcipline and Penalties, and the 
inflexible Rigour of Juſtice and Truth, and the certain Death decreed againſt 
Offenders ; for die muſt, and in a Manner ſuitable to their Crimes; I ſay

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We think we have proved, forcibly enough, that the Son of 
God has reprobated none but conditionally, and with a View to 
ſucceeding Mercies ; and conſequently the Mercy of the Father 
alſo muſt be extended over all ; and therefore the Scripture, teſti- 
fying of the Good-will of Gon indiſcriminately to reſtore all Men, 
declares it to have been his firſt End and Purpoſe in them, to have 
been the Motive of his Son's amazing Humiliation and Sufferings 
in their Behalf, and that it ſhall be the Work of his own and his 
Son's unwearied Diligence and Concern for them to the laſt: And 
this conſidered, you muſt be forced to confeſs that their ultimate 
Reſtitution can never fail, that Gop will never reſt till he has 
reached his deſtined End, has reftored all that is loſt, has effected 
their Communion with his own Beatitude, and brought forth Judg- 
ment unto Victory.

{a) I think it expedient to obſerve here, by Way of Caution, that alths' the 
Szints do indeed deve in Gad, and God in them, as we learn from John xiv. 23. 
I. John iii, 24. and eifewhere ; namely, by an intimate and gracious Preſence of 
his Spirit in them; tor his Spirit is the only Band of divine Connection and 
Communion : Vt we hold that there is a vaſt, an infinite Difference between 
the ſupernatural Union hereby wrought from that in which the divine Perſon-

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righteous. And ſince, by the general Conſent of all our Writers 
all who aie redeemed are juſtified ; if all Men are redeemed, the 
muſt all Men be juſtified, that is, muſt be pronounced both inno- 
cent and righteous in CHs, by Virtue of what he has done for 
them. How will this Propoſition conſiſt with the Neceſſity of our 
perſonal Righteouſneſs or good Works, or even of our Faith it- 
ſelf? And yet we read, Rom. ii. 6. He qwuill render to every one 
according to his Works. Mat. xii. 37. By thy Words or Works thou 
Halt be juſtified, and by thy Word: thou ſhalt be condemned. Heb. xi. 
6. Without Faith it is impoſſible to pleaſe God. Heb. iii. 10. To 
vhom ſavare he that they ſhould not enter into his Reſt, but to them who 
believe not? So wwe fee they could not enter in becauſe of Unbelief. 
John iii. 36. He who belirveth not the Son fhall not fee Life, but the 
Wrath if God abideth on him. If all Sinners are redeemed, and 
conſequently juſtified in CHI, I ſhould judge, in Defiance of all 
you have ſaid, that Damnation and Miſery would exiſt no longer; 
I ſhould conclude that all Men are already abſolved and righteous 
in Chats, without any farther Work upon them.

The Difhculty with you lies in not diſcerning and diſtinguiſhing 
between our Redemption wrought ſingly in the Perſon of CHRIS 
without any Concern of our's therein, and our Regeneration 
wrought by him in us obedient to his calling Grace, 

We maintain it as a divine Truth, that neither Righteouſneſs 
nor Faith are required in Man in Order to his Redemption; and 
that we are juſtified before Gob by CarisT thro! becoming his 
redeemed Property, without either Rightecuſneſs or Faith, or any 
whatever Worth or Qualification at all in our own Perſons ; that we 
are ſo juſtified even while we are ungodly, and have all our Sins and 
Wickedneſs upon our Heads. And yet ſince we are redeemed of 
CurisT, in Order to our being reſtored by him, and fince this 
our deſtined Reſturation conſiſts in our being made conformable to 
the Likeneſs of Car1sT, this Conformity muſt neceſſarily be pro- 
duced in us, and in the Spirit hereof we muſt be juſtified by him 
the Juſtifier, 

It is both the economical and predeſtined Work of the Lox 0's 
Power to reſtore all thoſe whom he has redeemed or purchaſed, into 
his own Likeneſs; and it muſt therefore infallibly {ſucceed to our 
ultimate Reſtoration: It muſt ſucceed becauſe his Power cannot be 
vainly exerciſed : The Efforts of his Power are infallible, and are 
directed by as infallible a Wiſdom, and with a Right of Certainty 


entitling him to do with us all, even all that pleaſes him in the 


Purſuit of his great and deſtined Purpoſe ; and this his Purpoſe is

The Reſtitution of all Men is ſecured to them in CHRIST infal- 
libly ; and yet their Reſtitution muſt follow in Conſequence of their 
previous Subordination to him; and yet again their .

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implies neceſſarily their Obedience to his Law of Faith and Love. 
What then reſults ? Surely that all Men muſt fulfill an Obedience 
to the Satisfaction of Jesvs CHRIST. 

Now, on the other Hand, the Law of Divine Juſtice is a Law 
not only of Faith and Love, but of pure and perfect Righteouſ- 
neſs; and this Law having never been fulfilled by any other than 
Jzsus CarisT only, and by him not for himſelf, was fo fulfilled 
for us, and to our full Juſtification before rigid Juſtice. And 
for this Reaſon it is true, that this Law of perfect Righteouſneſs is 
no longer neceſſary to be fulfilled by us, and no Condition of our 
being juſtified before Divine Juſtice, in it's rigid Severity. 

The Concluſion then is, that altho* neither our good Works 
will juſtify us, neither our wicked Works condemn us, before Di- 
vine Juſtice ; yet our aionian Gov will both juſtify in the one and 
conſign to Hell in the other. And hence it appears that our grand 
Point and Intereſt, ſince the Accompliſhment of our Redemption, 


is to learn the Mind of Jesus Cex1sT, and how we may pleaſe 
him. Pſm. ii. 12.

Curiouſly reaſoned! The Law then of Jzsus Cris, bein 
a Law of Faith and Love, is the Goſpel Law; and hence the Ne- 
ceſlity of Faith and Love: And accordingly it is the Doctrine of 
the Socinians, that there is in Faith a Virtue and Excellency that 
cauſes or procures our Juſtihcation before Gop.—Such may be 
your glad Tidings, but they are not our's; we avow that the Act 
of believing has in itſelf neither Merit nor Dignity, either in 
Whole or in Part, which can entitle us to Commiſeration, or be 
reputed of Go even thro? his gratuitons Indulgence, for, or in- 
ſtead of our Righteouſneſs ; and we affirm that, if you inſiſt upon 
any Condition whatſoever in Order to our Juſtification, you con- 
tradict this great Doctrine, and join the Socinians, 

We teach that Faith is the Inſtrument only whereby the Bleſſings 
acquired are conveyed to us, or apprehended by us as it's proper 
Object; as alſo that not every Faith, but a Faith founded on the 
divine Promiſes, and warranted by divine Revelation, is that ſingly 
which can render us the Righteouſneſs of GOD in CaarsrT, But 
it follows ſufficiently from theſe Principles, that to aſſert a Salva- 
tion or Reſtitution upon Condition even of Faith, (and much more 
upon any other Condition whatever) is in Fatt to aſſert a Salvation 
or Reſtitution by Works, 


HUBER, 


That the divine Compaſſion alone is the efficient or principa! 
Cauſe, and that the Covenant Obedience, and Satisfaction by 
CHRIST, is alone the meritorious Cauſe of our Redemption, is 
held by us as tenaciouſly as by you. We alſo argue, that if Faith 
be imputed to us for Righteouſneſs, as being in itſelf a Virtue, it 
would follow that we ſhould be juſtified by it as by our Works; 
and Faith would have one and the ſame Efficacy with Works, in 
being in the Stead of Works, or that for which we ſhould have 
our Juſtification before Gov as it's Reward. And it 1s notorious 
that this Conception of Faith is contrary, both to the whole Tenor 


of

of the apoſtolic Doctrine, and to numberleſs expreſs Paſſages of 


Scriprure avowing the contrary. See I. Cor. 1. 30. II. Cor. v. 21. 
Gal. iii. 13. 14. 

We therefore applaud your Divines, as teaching excellently that 
* 4: the Act of beholding the Serpent upon the Croſs, in the Wil- 
«« derneſs, procured the healing of them who were bitten by Ser. 
«< pents, not by any Efficacy in the ſimple Act itſelf of beholding, 
« but only as the Mean appointed for receiving Soundneſs from the 
« relative Object which the Serpent ſuſpended, repreſented to them 
« as the Cauſe or Source of their Reſtoration : So the Act of be- 
holding CHRIST as our Atonement protures our healing, not 


by any Efficacy or natural Effect of the AR of believing ſingly, 


„ but only as the Mean whereby we receive Soundneſs from him 
* who is the Cauſe and Source of all healing.“ 

And yet, holding alſo the Neceſſity of Faith and Holineſs, we 
ſay that we regard ſuch Neceſſity of Reſtitution in Faith and Ho- 
lineſs as reſulting from being the very End, operative Work, and 
natural Effect of our accompliſhed Redemption. 

Being redeemed by him, he expects from us that we ſhew forth 
his Praiſe, and the Power of his reſtoring Efficacy, and that we &- 
not urſruitful in his Knowledge, We are his Workmanſhip, and 
his Labour is to preſent us before his Holy Father as ſuch, without 
Blame, without Rebuke, and as Veſſels to his Honour, at the End, 
T2 wwr®- rule, of this Aion.

But if not found Veſſels to his Honour, he will enter into Judg- 
ment againſt us ?—Is this evangelical Truth?

Ves; and yet we muſt remember that this Judgment affects not 
our final Reſtitution, ſuch being ſecure and faſt in ]Jesus CHRIST, 
but only our Allotment previous and promotive hereto. The za-:, 
or Seaſons, continue their Progreſs and Courſes ſteadily, and with- 
out Delay ; and according as theſe ſhall find us at the End of each 
Aion, ſuch will be our Doom in the ſucceeding Aion ; for the 
Work of Reſtitution muſt be condufted with Juſtice equally as with 
Benevolence, and Juſtice - gives to every Man according to his 
Deeds. | | 

The Proceſs therefore of our Lox 's gracious Labours beſtowed 
upon us is, 1ſt. to redeem, 2dly. to call, and, zdly. to reſtore. 

And the ſecond or calling Work we hold to be now carrying on 
thro? all the Univerſe. And accordingly we draw our Inferences as 
follow. | | 

Gop's ultimate End in his Creatures, when he made them, muſt 
have been the Reſult of his abſolute Will and Purpoſe in them; 
and this his Purpoſe muſt have been the Reſult of his pure Love 
and Goodneſs towards them; and this hs pure Love and Goodneſs 


muſt have been the Ground of all his Labours with them, thro? every 


Age, Stage, and State of their Exiſtence ever ſince he created them; 
and in Parſuance to his original Purpoſe he muſt continue to act 
uniformly, that is, from the Motives of invincible Goodneſs and 
Commiſeration, till his End ſhall be attained. 
And by and in Conſequence of theſe Principles we avow, _ 
| a 


nn 


all the Operations of Wrath, upon them whom the Los o has re- 
deemed, muſt likewiſe be the Operations of his Mercy, in that, 
the Purpoſe of the Divine Goodneſs being invariable and infallible, 
even this his Wrath muſt emerge from him as from a Fountain of 
pure Love and Bounty, in Accommodation with his Juſtice ; and 
conſequently that the Terrors of the Son of Goo, thro” all Ages 
and Worlds, muſt exert their Efforts upon the Fallen in View of 
his proving at laſt gracious and merciful to them to whom he has 
ſeemed terrible; that fo his whole Creation may in the End adore, 
and thank and praiſe him, unanimouſly and in Holineſs. 

And agregably to this State of Events and infallible Reftoration, 
we read, Phil. it. 9. 10. 11. At the Name Y Jeſus every Knee ſpall 
how, of Things in Heaven, and Things on Earth, and J hings under 
the Earth, and every Tongue ſhall confeſs, tfouooynriles, (a) ſhall 
pronounce aloud with one Voice of Triumph, Adoration, and 
Bleſſing) that Jeſus Chriſt is the Tehovah, to the Glery of God the 
Father; that is, ſhall confeſs him in pure Love and Holineſs. 
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"HAT the Reſtoration of Man is the neat and entire Acquifi- 
tion, Purchaſe and Property, of Jesus CRI r, the Fruits 
of his Labours, Sufferings and Righteouſneſs, and therefore to be 
by him beſtowed as his free Gift fovereignly, on whom he pleaſes, 
is well confeſſed. Yet while you bold alſo that the free Giſt of 
Refiturion in CuritsT was deſtined, before the Creation of the 
Earth, for (that is, was virtually given to) all he Sous of Avanyz 
you will find the Uſe of the Word cg, your fundamental Reli- 
ance, againſt you, in fo many Scripture Paiſages as will defeat 
your favorite Conſtruction of it in. the Ferm re/fore. And if c 
will not bear being tranſlated by the, Word vu better than by 
the Word fave, we will rather abids by it's old Franſlation, /ave.

This Difficulty is apparent only, not in Truth; for we confides

ing and ſealing a converted Soul; that is, it denotes the ſanctifying 
regenerating Work of the Son of Gop, whereby be enlarges or 
reſtores the human Soul, thro*. the mighty Energy of his own 
Spirit generatively communicated. 

But whereas our Lord of his ſovereign Will has declared, that 
he ſhall beſtow this his reſtoring Energy at the End, zu a. 1 
of this Aion, as alſo at the End, vu ous ͤ rule, of this World, as 
likewiſe at the End, Ty; yn;, of the Earth, conditionally, or to 
ſuch only as at theſe ſeveral Periods ſhall have conducted themſelves 
worthy of him; (for ſuch is his Language, not as imporring 


thereby any true Worth in the Recipients, for he teaches them to 


ſay, when they have done all Things commanded them, that they are 
wnprofitatle Servants, and have done no more than their Duty, but re- 
latively only and comparatively, or as acting more worthy of him 
than others): It appears clearly why this Word ow& ſhould be uſed,

You affirm then that the ſame Word, applicd to different People, 
muſt have a different Acceptation.

No; I ſay only that the Hebrew Word YU" in it's different 
Forms or Conjugations has different Imports, which are however 
expreſſed in Greek by the ſingle Word -»& ; and that therefore 
the Word owG, in Conformity to it's correſpondent Hebrew Word, 
muſt alſo have different Acceptations aſſigned it: And that where- 
as awakened, or called People, ſo long as they ſeek the Kingdom 
of Gop and his Righteouſneſs, and co-operate with the Spirit of 
their Maſter which works within them, are regarded as his truc 
Children, on Condition that they endure to the End, or continue 
ſo to work; and whereas, in Order to encourage them ſo working, 
they are bid to ſave or preſerve themſelves from the Dangers that 
attend them: The Word ow&, ſo applied to them, muſt be under- 
ſtood according to the Force of the Conjugation Hiphil, viz, 7 


make ſafe, or keep or cauſe to be ſafe ; namely, by the Exertion of 


their own Induſtry. 
And whereas again, none are ſo regenerate in this Life as to be 


altogether ſecure from Miſchief, but All, even the beſt, are bid to 
pray, forgive us our Sins: All are in a Degree to be regarded as 
only called to be Saints, and conſequently the Word owg is juſtly 
and with Propriety applicable, in it's Conjugation Hiphil, to all 
the Saints militant here on Earth, See Phil. iii. 11.--14. I, Cor. 
IX. 27. 

Now, agreeably to this Doctrine, we render the Word g in 
it's firſt Acceptation by our Engliſh Word Reftore.---So Tit. iii. 
5. According to his Mercy he has reftored us by the regenerative Waſhing 
and renewing of the Holy Ghoſt ; that is, by beſtowing upon us gra- 


tuitouſly his renovating regenerating Spirit, he has enlarged or 
| reſtored 
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reſtored us unto Gon, Acts iv. 12. Neither is there Reſtoration in 
any other, for there is no other Name under Heaven, given among Men, 
whereby we muſt be reſtored : That is, there is no Reſtoration but in 
him, and thro' his communicating to us of his regenerating Spirit, 
2nd thereby giving us a Community with the Divine Natare. Eph. 
11. 5. By Grace you are reftored thro' Faith, (or in believing, i. e. 
d for A) and that not of yourſelves, it is the Gift of God, not of 
Waris left any Man fhould boaſt, James 11. 4. What deth it profit 
that a Man jay he hath Faith, and bath net arts? Can Faith reſtore 
him? That is, hath Faith, confidered as a particular Mode of 
thinking, any Thing in it of a reſtoring Nature, or any Virtue 
thro' the Iaſtrumentality of which the prodigtous Gift of the Holy 
GnosT ſhould be beſtowed upon us, in the Compariſon of which 
all our Righteouſneſſes are as filthy Rags ? 

But in the zd Acceptation of this Word cas, in which it is ap- 
plied as to called People, we render it by the Word reſcue, or de- 
liver, as importing to make or cauſe to be ſafe, ſuch being the 
Force of this Word in it's Conjugation Hiphil : So Ads ii. 40. 
vave (or make ſate) yourſelves from this untoward Generation, I. Pet. 
iv. 18. / the Righteons ſhall ſcarcely be ſaved (or made ſafe from 
the overftowing Judgments of the Day of Wrath) where ſhall the 
Ungadly and Sinner appear? I, Cor. iii. 15. Va Man's Work Hall 
be burnt he fhall ſuffer Loſs, but be himjelf ſhall be ſaved, (or made 
ſafe or delivered) ye' % as by Fire. Rom. xi. 14. / by «ny Means 
1 might /ave (or make ſafe, or cauſe to be delivered) /cme of them, 
namely from the Wrath to come. Judg. 23. Others ſave with 
Fear, (that is, make or cauſe them to be ſafe by exciting their 
Fears) pulling them cut of the Fire. 

The final Reſtitution therefore of the whole World is in no De- 
gree impunged by any Aplication of this Term; it's every Uſe 
conſiſts with the Notion of an univerſal Reſtitution, ſecured infal- 
libly in the holy Perſon of Jssus CHRIST, as our common Re- 
deemer and Reſtorer.

It is then your Meaning that, CiuR1sT having fulfilled the Law 
of God for us, ſuch Accompliſhment is now not neceſſary in us 
in Order to our Juſtification before Gov. Again, that CHRIST 
having perfectly atoned for all our Sins in his own Perſon, our 
Sins are aboliſhed in him before his holy Father. Again, thar 
notwithſtanding all this, Cx ist as our Lord requires, according 
to the Council of his own Will, that they whom he ſhall call ſhall 
walk godly, righteouſly, and ſoberly in this World. But if you 
hold that he requires this as the Condition of his reſtoring us, 
as that without which he will not regenerate us, or finiſh his Work 
of Reſtoration in us, as that without which we ſhall not eſcape the 
Wrath of Gol muſt fill pronounce your Doctrine to be legal, 
and that it teaches a conditional Salvation,

We hold that the Reſtitution given us by CHN is as gratui- 
tous as has been his Act of redeeming us. Neither will any one 
find this his gratuitous Gift who ſeeks it, either in Whole or in 


Part, by the Deeds of the Law. Gal. iii. 2. Neither will our 
| v | LorÞ 
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Lomb regard our Works as _ any other Worth in themſelves 
towards, our Reſtitution than as Signs or Evidences of our Up- 
rightneſs, and of the due Effects of his calling Grace, given 
us in Conſequence of his previous Reſolution to reſtore us; and 
hence we read, Rom. v. 18. As by one Offence Judgment came upon 
all Men to Condemnation, even /o by one Righteouſneſs, viz. the Righte- 
ouſneſs of CHRIST, N. B. the free Gift cometh upon all Men to J- 
tification of Life. 

Our Doctrine is therefore, 1|. that if Wwe walk diligently and 
uprightly in the Uſe of our calling Grace, we ſhall indeed be 
exempt from that Condemnation which the Loz Þ will bring upon 


the Ungodly ; yet this not becauſe of any Thing valuable in our 


ſo walking, but for and of our Lord's free Bounty only: We 
ſhall be graciouſly, but not deſervedly, exempted from the Curſes 
decreed againſt and impending over this World, if only we perſe— 
vere fincerely and tenaciouſſy in walking according to the Will of 
our Maſter, and deporting ourſelves as his Property. 

So Mat. xxv. 34. Then ſhall the King ſay unto them on his rig h. 
Hand, Come ye blefſed of my Father, inherit the Kingdom prepared for 
you from the Foundation of the World; for I was an hungred and ye 
gave me Meat, I was thirſty and ye gave me Drink, I was a Stranger 
and ye took me in, naked and ye clothed me, fick and ye vifited me, in 
Priſon and ye came unto me; for, Verſe 40. in as much as ye have 
done it unto the leaſt of theſe my Brethren, ye have done it unto me. 
N. B. By his Brethren the Lox p means his devoted firſt Fruits of 
juſtified Saints then already glorified, and coming with him, as 
Part of his Retinue, in the Clouds, having been now at that Time 
Members of his Kingdom in Heaven, and Partakers of his Joys 
for above a thouſand Years before, the Members of the firſt Re- 
ſurrection. 

Alſo by the People now ſtanding on the Earth before him, ſepa- 
rated from the Goats, and pronounced the bleſſed of his Father, 
he means his ſecond Fruits, or Members of the ſecond Reſurrec- 
tion, who (having behaved uprightly in their Calling during that 
Triumph of Wickednefs, which 1s now ſhortly to expire, and, ac- 
cording to their Knowledge, ſeeking the Kingdom of Heaven) are 
now raiſed from the Dead and collected before him to receive, at 
his Hands, their Abſolution and SanRification. For, Rom. ii. 18. 
Not the Hearers, but the Deers of the Law, ſhall be juſtified before 
God, that is JESUS CRISTr. 

And they (theſe Sheep) ſhall be fo juſtified, not for the Value 
of their Works, but thro' the free Mercy of ]:sus Cnaisr, ac- 
knowledging ſuch Works graciouſly as the Fruits of his calling 
Grace, and regarding them in Bounty and divine Generoſity as, 


John iii. 21. wwrought in God. Luke x. 33.---37. Acts x. 4. xi. 


13. 14. 

2 t it in this Senſe of the Word [Juſtification that Zacuarias 
and ELI IizABETA are ſaid to be juſtihed before Gob, or Jesus 
CunRIsT. They were juſtified, not in that they had already re- 
ceived the Forgiveneſs of their Sins, and the Power of the reno- 
vating Life, and much leſs not in that they were a juſt and righte- 
ous People; but in that Jesus Cnr1sT, out of his free Grace, 
regarded them as his upright Children, living in the due Exerciſe 


of 
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of his calling Grace, and aQting towards him in the Integrity of 
their Hearts, and had owned them in the Court of Heaven, and 
appointed them to receive from him their Abſolution, and the Pro- 
miſe of the Father thro' him in due Time.

But is it not notorious Arti rxiasm, to teach that Cop accepts 
of us in our own Righteouinels? 


H Us ER. 

That Jesvs CurtsT ſo accepts us is certain: Read we not, 
Rev. ii. I Ana thy Works and Tribulation and Poverty, but thou art 
rich; fear none of thoſe Things which thou ſhalt ſuffer ; be faithful 
unto Death, and I will give thee a Crown of Lie. That which ye 
have already held faſt till I come For 

Dui monet ut facias quod jam facit, ille monendo 
Laudat, et Hortatu comprobat Acta ſus. 

But notwithſtanding all this, it is our Doctrine likewiſe, 2dly. 
that the true Purpoſe of Goo in his Calling reſts not in that calling 
Grace only. It is certain that in being called to be reſtored we 
are called to be holy, and that we become Sinners in continuing 
to be otherwife: For Holineſs being the natural Conſequence of 
our Regeneration, or of the ſanctifying Life of Jzsuvs generated 
in us; to reſt contentedly ſhort of this Gift of Goo, and without 
Importunity for it, is to fall under the Condemnation of the Lao- 
diceans, who were luke-warm, neither hot nor cold, 

The Spirit of our God is a Spirit of Renovation and Liberty, 
and will naturally, muſt infallibly, animate thoſe to whom it is 
given with Life, and Love and Liberty, hay roy, , the AﬀeRions, 
inclining the Will, devoting the Heart, and rendering them, all 
that which the Losp would have them to be, full of Grace and 
Truth: And this Spirit being always beſtowed on the Importunate, 
not to have it is not to have been importunate, but a luke-warm 
Hearer of the Word of Gon. 

It appears then that to be ſaved from the Terrors of the Logo, 
and from the Horrors that muſt come upon this World, 1s by no 
Means the ſame Thing as to be juſtified in the Blood of Jesvs ; 
neither is the LorDy's calling Grace his reſtoring Grace, but a 
Preliminary only thereto. 

We are called to receive the End of our Calling, even our Sanc- 
tification, as we read, I. Theſſ. iv. 3. Thes is the Will of God, ever 
your Sanctification. And ſince a Call to be ſanQifed, or regenera- 
red, muſt neceſſarily imply ſome Power in the Called of co-opera- 
ting thereto, we dare avow that ſome ſuch Power muſt be given 10 
and exiſting za called Souls. And yet being aſſured that the phy- 
ſical Power of renewing, or regenerating, is in Gov only, and ef- 
fected by the Hor y GaosT ; we make no Doubt but that our one 
Way of co-operating, in this important Work, muſt be by the 
Importunity of Prayer only, called in Scripture à /abouring earne/tly 
in Prayer. | 

In this Senſe therefore we pronounce our Reſtoration, which you 
call Salvation, to be conditional ; and Experience likewiſe proves 
that called People, not thus co-operating, infallibly relapſe into, 
Heb. iii. 12. the evil Heart of Unbelief, departing from the living 
God; and being thus departed from him, into and under the 

1 Power 
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Power of Sin and Infirmity of the Fleſh ; a State of Mind granted 
them in Mercy for an yet farther Warning, or previous Notice, to 
them of their Fall; and in which, if they repent not, (or perſiſt 
not to change their Mind) Ca) they will ſtill fink lower into a 
carnal or worldly Spirit, till they become abandoned to Vice, Va- 
nity, Voluptuouſneſs, Inſenſibility, and all Kinds of Turpitude. 
Thus a Stone, when it's projectile Force is ſpent, reſeized by the 
Counterforce of it's natural Gravity, ſinks to the Earth again — 
and for this ſame Reaſon alſo we find that our Life and good Works 
bear a conſtant Proportion with the Quickneſs of our Faith and 
Love, improved by Prayer, and filial Addreſſes to Goo.

Of CALLING GRACE. 
WITFELTIUS. 


O U teach that there is a Difference between the being call-/ 
of Onaisr and the being ju/fified by him; that his calling 
Grace is the Foundation of no better than that which we uſually , 
term the Faith of Adherence ; but that the reſtoring, or ſanctify- 
ing Grace, alone is that which juſlifieth ; and that it juſtiſieth by 
quickening with a Newuneſs of Life, and is the one true Founda- 
tion of the regenerating Faith.—So that whereas, and becauſe, 
the Faith of Adherence cannot juſtify or reſtore us, we mult have, 
in Order to our Reſtoration and Juſtification, this quickening and 
reforming Life, which reſults from the Spirit of ]J:ssus CHRIST 
regenerated within us, ard producing there the Fruits of Love, 
Peace, and Joy in the Hoty GnosT ; and that for Want of, and 
for reſting ſhort of, this eſtabliſhing Gift, many of the Called fail 
in their Purſuit, and become not choſen. 

To this 1 obje&t—You have already acknowledged that our Elec- 
tion muſt be antecedent to our Vocation ; as the Lox p allo teaches 
when

(a) Metanoia, which we tranſlate Repentance, is the verbal Noun of the

This Word is anſwered pretty well by the Latin Words, Refpiſco, pot Fattum 
ſapic; ſo Cicrno, ix aliguando te Authore reſipivi ; Scarcely at laſt, by your 
Advice, I am returned to my Senſes, or right Mind. 

Repentance therefore contains in it's Acceptation two Things; 1ſt. a Beliet 
of the Truth, 2dly. a Change of Mind in Compliance thereto, or ſuch a fuli 
Belief of the Truth as produces a Change of Mind or Will. So that our Faith 
is both the Cauſe of our Change cf Mind, and alſo at the ſame Time a Part 
thereof, 

The Effect of this Change of Mind is &To5p7PÞ1 a Malo, a turning from Evil 
to Good; and as this is uſually attended with a Sorrow for Sin, it is again con- 
fidered as either ſervile, or that which ariſes from Fear of Puniſhment, (as was 
S1Mmon Macvs's) or ala Gov, II. Cor. vii. 9. a godly Sorrow, or 4 Sorrow 
arifing from an holy Shame given us by the Spirit of our Gop, of which we 
read Zech. xii, 10. 11, the true Fruit of a converted Heart,

when he ſays, Ye have not choſen me, but I have cheſen you. And 
if we muſt be firſt choſen of Car1sT before we can chooſe him, 
our calling Grace, whereby we chooſe him, (and which is the Ef- 
fect of the Lorv's electing us) muſt be poſterior to our Election. 
And I demand, will it not follow from hence that all who are 
called muſt of Neceflity be ſaved ? And yet you ſay that Damna- 
tion reſults ſingly from our refuſing his calling Grace.

We grant that we can have no Inclination towards Jesus Carrsr 
but by the Efficacy of his electing Grace upon us, and that our 
chooſing him muſt be the Effect of his electing Grace antecedently 
beſtowed upon us. But we ſay that the calling Grace is the Work: 
begun, and that this Work is not always immediately followed by 
the juſtifying Gift. 

It is true that all who have been called ſhall be reſtored infalli- 
bly ; yet it follows not that they ſhall be infallibly reſtored in this 
Life : So far 15 the Goſpel from making us any ſuch a Promiſe 
that, on the contrary, it aſſures us that this will not be the Fact; 
for, Mat. xx. 16. Many are called, but fſexv are choſen. 

We have granted that we are elected in CuyrtsT before the 
Foundation of the World, and called of him to believe the Goſ- 
pel in Purſuance to this Election; ſo that we can make no Objec- 
tion to your Arguments in Proof that all who are called muſt be 
reſtored : They thall be reſtored ultimately, and yet this hinders 
not but we may inſiſt that the calling Grace, found in many, is 
not ſufficient of itſelf to reſtore or regenerate them. And there- 
fore we ſee that called People frequently labour under their calling 
Grace even to the End of their Lives, without being reſtored or 
regenerated. 

The Voice of God's calling Grace is, My Son give me thing 
Heart; and the Lutherans not only teach, but prove, that all Men 
muſt hear this Voice, juſtly maintaining this Neceſſity to ariſe from 
the ſerious Will of Gor to reſtore all Men. Ihe Calviniſts, on 
the other Hand, as juſtly maintain that the ſerious Purpoſes of 
Gop muſt be effectual. And the Point we inſiſt upon is, that the 
Lutherans contradict not the Calviniſts, teaching that all whom 
the Lok o calls thus ſeriouſly muſt be reftored infallibly. For it is 
true, both that Goy's Callings are all ſerious, and muſt reſult from 
his ſerious Will to reſtore, and at the ſame Time as true, that the 
ſerious Will of God is indeſeaſible in it's Operations, and cannat 


but be efficacious,

And yet, it being likewiſe true that few are thus ſeriouſly called 
of Gop, no other Reaſon can be aſſigned for the Difference in the 
divine Choice, than the Freedom and Sovereignty of the divine

But I, agreeing with neither of you, believe that other Reaſons 
may be aſſigned for this Difference in che divine Choice, and to 
the Glory, and not to the Diſgrace, of the Divine Attributes. 

Suppoſing that the Generality of Men will not be otherwiſe 


ſubordinated to the Son of God, according to the due Courſe of 


Providence, than by Sufferings and Wretchedneſs ; and that all 
Things in the divine Economy mult correſpond with the »24c, or 
Seaſons thereof, or muſt happen, % Toig xcupoic avrur, (b) in their 
right Seaſons; and that upon the next Appcarance of CHAISF, 
about ſixty Years hence, the triumphant Reign of the Wicked, or 
the Kingdom of Wickedneſs, muſt ceaſe; and the triumphant 
Power of the Saints, or Kingdom of CHRIsH, muſt be eftabliſhed” 
on Earth: We may infer an Expediency that the Majority of the 
wicked Souls, or that the more radically baſe among them, ſhould 


become incarnate, and have paſſed their Probation on the Earth, 


before the Majority of the Elect ſhould be born, or have their Por- 
tion in it: In Order that, during the Reign of the latter, the for- 
mer might be ripening, by the Things they ſhall ſuffer, for the ef- 
ſecting, apo 19, in Propriety of Seaſons, their deſtined Subor- 
dination. 

When the Millenium ſhall arrive, Rev. xi. 15, the Kingdoms 0 
this World ſhall become the Kingdoms of our Fehowva and his Chriſt ; 
Iſa. xi. 9. the Earth ſhall be full of the Kncwledge of the Lord as the 
Waters cover the Scas The choiceſt Souls therefore ſhall then be 


born, or become incarnate, for the accompliſhing the full Harveſt 


of the firſt Fruits; and the Saints ſhall no more be, as now, here 
and there one among many Sons of Belial, but in Multitudes, 


making at leaſt ſo vaſt a Majority that, not the World but, the 


Church of the living Gop may be ſaid to inhabit the Earth. — 
However, not to proceed farther on this prodigious Event, fo little 
expected, ſo very incredible, to the Men of this Aion; we muſt 
again diſtinguiſh upon your Term called of God, There is a calling 
of Gop from Vice to Virtue, as well as a calling of Gop from 
out of the World, to become Chriſtians or Members of Jzsvs 
CnrisT. Of the firſt Calling we affirm that it is general, for all 
Men at Times hear the Voice of Conſcience calling them to Re- 
pentance ; but the ſecond Calling we grant you 1s not general, 
but partial and particular, for it is made by the Voice of the Goſ-

of Gov is every Moment; how necefſary, not only as the natural 
Support or Baſis of all his Creatures, (for, Col. i. 17. in him all 
ing. confi/t, e adlo Tavie ourernze, Acts vii. 28. it biz ave live, 
and move, and have our Being) but alſo as the Redeemer, Pattou, 
Prieſt, and promiſed Reitorer of all Sinners : Whereas every fallen 
Spirit, chooſing to live without this Knowledge, ſeeks to withdraw 
himſelf from Gov, to live independently of him, aud to rely upon 
himſelf only. 

Every natural Man has even a ſecret Wiſh to be himſelf the 
Almighty ; that 1s, he is from his inmoſt Soul à Rebel; and hence, 
hating to converſe with his Gov, he will not give the requiſite Di- 
ligence to which the Apoſtle points him, but rather turns away 
from, or ſhuns his Gob as his Foe ; and in this evil Heart of Un- ' 
belief he cannot otherwiſe than fail. | » 

And for this Reaion alfo we argue, that our calling Grace muft 
firſt begin to operate (in whatever Age or Place) on the human 
Will, determined and engaged by Means of the Underftanding

So our Forefathers, the Inhabitants of the antediluvian World, 
who, mindleſs of their Gop, did cat and drink and buy and 1c!!, 
marry and were given in Marriage, were all {wept away by the 
Flood for rejecting the Preaching of Noa u, and loathing the Work

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of Reconcilement by Prayer, Humiliation, and Entreaty of the 
divine Mercy, into Hades; where they ſuffered a tedious Wretch- 
edneſs, & To arwn, for fomewhat more than an Aion, till CnAier 
after his Death deſcended into Hell, and preached to them the 
lad Tidings of Deliverance, as we read in J. Pet. iii. And hence 
it happens alſo that the Beaſt and falſe Prophet will not only be 
found alive in the Lake of Fire, after having been there one thou - 
ſand Years, but will alſo continue therein at leaſt during the ſecond 
Millenium, with Satan and his Angels, till the End or laſt Day of 

this World, and pothbly long after it. 
There is no Reſtitution (as you allow) but by the Word heard 


and received; and this deſpiſed conſigns decretally to the aionian 


Death. Mark xvi. 16. A Contempt of divine Grace offered is Sin 
in it's utmoſt Exceſs and Aggravation, it is called a making a Co- 
venant with Death, an Apoſtacy, and Sin emphatic. All other 
Sins incident to human Nature are readily remitted to the called 
Soul, crying to his Gop for Pardon; his Prayer cannot but be 
heard, his Abſolution is ſure. I. Joho ii. 1. IF any Man fin we 
have an Adwocate with the Father, Jeſus Chriſt the rightecus ; he i; 
the Propitiation for our Sins; but a departing from the Faith offered, 
78 (Ppiope) a Deſpite dene to the Spirit of Grace, has in it an Hei- 
nouſneſs and Malignity of fo deſperate a Tende ncy, that unleſs 
Sinners involved therein return ſpeedily to the Throne of Grace, 
deprecating their Sin, they will moſt ſurely die; altho' finally, 
Iſa. xxviii. 17. 18. 19. God will alſo di/arnul even their Covenant 
with Death, and their Agreement with Hell ſhall not tand. 

And for this Reaſon alſo the calling Grace, rightly and properly 
ſo termed, 1s ſparingly given, and with-keld from the Generality 
of Men in this Life, as a Treaſure not to be entruſted to them un- 
der any other Circumſtances than thoſe of Chaſtiſement, Diſtreſs, 
Tyranny, and the ſalutary Extremines of infernal Oppreſſion and

T is obſervable that the grand Preſumption, which cheats and 
deludes the major Part of Mankind to their Deſtruction, is that 
they cry Peace, Peace, while the Word of 'Truth is altogether 
againſt them ; that they ſuppoſe themſelves accepted of Gop with- 
out conſulting the Goſpel ; that they hut their Eyes upon it's 


ſublime Offers, calling them to the Diguities of Grace and Rege- 


neration, on Pretence of their being unintelligible, and on a Pre- 
ſumption of their own intrinſic Probity. Our natural Light muſt 
teach us, ſay they, that a Man's own Sincerity and Probity is his 
ſureſt Dependence: While we have a Zeal of Gop, tho' not ac- 
cording to Knowledge, (Rom. x. 2.) ſuch Zeal ought to be in 
Reaſon, and therefore muſt be in Reality approved of him : We 
deny that we have any natural Enmity againſt Goo to be delivered 


from; any innate wicked ſelf within us; or that the qty." 
Which 
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which you form to yourſelves about the Remiſſion of Sins to be 
received, and of an imputed, and, by Virtue thereof, imparted, 
Righteouſneſs to be expected, has any Foundation in the Fitneſs 
of Things. | 

They inſiſt therefore that the Scripture Expreſſions, concerning 
our being begotten of Gop, and having his Love ſhed abroad in 
our Hearts, muſt be metaphorica! ; and that our myſterious Doc- 
trines of Faith, Juſtification and Sanctification, are meer Niceties, 
Trifles and Dreams. 

Now, fince thi« Kind of People are no otherwiſe to be awakened 
out of their Lethargy than by the Thunder of the Word, will not 
your curious Deductions be all Labour loſt? They will have no 
other Effect upon them than to lull them to Sleep, and occaſion 
them to fold their Arms in Slumber with the greater Security?

If, while this People give their Conſent to the Word, they are 
ſtudious to pervert it's Truth, they are to be regarded as not be- 
lieving the Word; with all their Pretences they neither have any 
ſincere Fear of Gop or Deſire to belong him; and conſequently 
no rea! Love of Truth or Virtue : At is the juſt Character of every 
natural Man that, ;

15. the Kingt bf the Earth, and the (ueyrans) great Nebles, 
and the rich Men, and the chief” Captains, and the (duales, Men in

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rom the Wrath of the Lamb ; for the great Day / his Wrath is come,

For then will theſe wiſe Men, at laſt, find that they have ſpent 
their Days upon Earth in the Service of Satan, and as his Angels, 
(or Miniſters) in the wanton Abuſe of Power, and Breach of Truſt 
divine, and in Works of the moſt infamous Treachery, and in In- 
trigues of accumulated Guilt ; and the Conviction will ſhock and 
amaze them with Horrors inſupportable. 


How will then the infernal Tyrants laugh (or, grin horribly a 


ghaſtly Smile) at the Wiſdom of this People, who, knowing the 


Severity of their God, can yet iport with his Word from Heaven, 
exult in their Evaſions of it, and flight it's Judgments and Threat- 
nings! 

Surely, conſiſtent as theſe Men of Wiſdom may ſeem in their 
worldly Intereſts, they are manifeſtly, in their Intereſts of the higheit 


Nature, Fools of the firſt Magnitude, Their Folly is no leſs coa- 
temptible than is their Ingratitude infamous.

So then, you pay no Regard to that Honour, Character and De- 
ference, which theſe wiſe Men ſo much affect.

What Honour or Character can the Creature claim who is un- 
grateful to his redeeming Gop ?—And whom notwithitanuing he 
confeſſes to be the only-begotten Son of the infinite and inviable 
Divinity, and in whom he lives and moves, and has his Being ? 
Honour is Honeſty ; an honourable Knave is a Contradiction in 
Terms. 

And as to Folly—Muſt not he who thinks he ſhall ever die, or 
that after Death he ſhall ever live, be 2 great Fool indeed to deſpiſe 
the one and hazard the other ? 

A wile Man cannot but know, 1. that he is a dependent Being, 
and as ſuch accountable to his Creator; and, zdly, that Virtue 
and Vice, Sin and Holineſs, cannot be Things indifferent to this 
great Creator. And would not this Knowledge naturally ſet a 
wiſe Man upon ſeeking, with his utmoſt Induſtry, for a Virtue, a 
Righteouſneſs, a Holineſs, and that Certainty in divine Truths on 
which he might ſafely truſt? And does not Religion conſiſt here- 
in? (a) And yet it ſeems your wiſe Men act not thus wiſcly and 
conſiſtently with ſuch Knowledge! When

{a) Religion, or the Worſhip of God, is to be conſidered as either natural 
or revealed: 1ſt, The natural ſuppoſes Gop to be worſhipped according to his 
Attributes, knowable to his rational Creatures by the Light of Nature, viz. that 
he is the Author of the Univerſe, neceſſarily exiſtent, wiſe, holy, guod, righte- 
ous or juſt, without Deſect, &c. And that this Knowiedge of him demands 
our Truſt in him, Hope from him, Love of him, Obedience to him, and Re- 
yerence towards him; Aﬀections which as Gop carrot but require of all his 
rational Creatures, a Life in the Exerciſe thereof is called $:gogC:c:x divine Wor- 
ſhip; for the meeting of People together, on Pretence of praying to Cop with- 
out any full Purpoſe to cultivate theſe Diſpoſitions, is ſo far from being Wor- 
ſhip that it is an AR of Inſult, Mockery and Blaſphemy. 

This Worſhip has therefore for it's Qppaſites, 1ft. Atheiſm, or a Denial ei- 
mer of his Being, or of his being that which Nature proclaims him to be mw

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When a wiſe Man is told that this World was created to be an 
TToipital, or infirmary, for diſcaſed Creatures, a Place for admi- 
niſtring the Potion to the Sick, the Eye-ſalve to the Blind, the 
Lancet to the Tumor, the Fig to the Ulcer, or the diſmembering 
K nite to the offending Hand; will not his Experience fo tally with 
t11s Doftrine as to convince his Judgment? And if Wiſdom con- 
ſills in a Conduct anſwerable to ſound Judgment, can he be a wiſe 
Man whoſe Choice will not be thereby determined? And if the 
Knowledge of the Goſpel, received by bim, will not direct him to 
his God, and cauſe him to ſuſpect the Pomps and Vanities of this 
World as deadly, wherein does his Wiſdom ſhew itſelf ? 

He believes the Goſpel, and hears the Apoſtle's Voice calling 
him, Be you reconciled to Gad, and yet turns thereto the deaf Ear: 
Can there be any Folly like unto this Folly? 

If there were no Diſtinction in Nature between Faith hiftorical 
and Faith cord! al, it would be im poflible but that a wiſe Man, 
tought and receiving the Word thus inviting him, muſt rern 
ately lay afide every 1 ght, or Hindrance, and the Sin which does 
1 cafe ly beſet him, and run with Patience the Race fet before him, lo:k- 
ins unto Tejins the Beginner and Fin ſher of his Faith; neither could 
he re{t till he had found him his Phyſician, and the Enjoyment of 
that P-ace in him which, in his on Conſcience, he !hould approve 
ot perfectly. 

It Folly he that we underſtand W the Term, nothing can be- 
ſpeak the Fool ſo notoriouſly as a Negligence of that long Life 10 
which we find ourſelves haſtening every Hour.

But this Folly of wiſe Men muſt be the Reſult of their Infide- 

lity ; they either think that Gov is indifferent concerning his

all her Works: For, Pſm. xix. the Heawers declare the Glory of Cd: And, 2dly:; 
Idolatry , or the Worſhip cf ſome other not himſelf, or together with him. 

Now on this Knowledge and Werſhip of Goo is ſounded all human Faith or 
Fidelity, Compadt, Ailociation, Government, Authority, Courts of Jucicature, 
and all the natural Duties of Society, Humanity, and Afﬀinity, commonly cal- 
led Morality. 

But, 2dly. revealed Religion is that which Gor has diſcovered to his Crea- 
tures out of his mere Gocdners and Benevolence (evidencing his tender Regard 
jor them) freely, and without any Neceſſity from his natural Juſtice,

a Man's own Imagination may dictate as right in his own Eyes, or the Eyes of 
has whoſe Opinion he may approve and adopt, without Examination, and 
Adaptation to the Meature preſcribed; a Worſhip prohibited by the revealed 
Word which we acknowledge, in Deut. iv.

And 2dly. Sec US (LOVIG, (Acts XXV. 19.) Superſtition, or an unreaſinable 


Obſervation of Triſies manifeſtly befide the Scope or Intention of the Preſcript, 
Such was the Pl. ariſees' Refuſal to eat with unwaſhen Hands, and the primitive 
Chriſtians' over-mce Obſervation of Days and Months and Seafons, and their 
Scruples againſt particuiar Kinds of Food, 

2ut theſe Suggeſtions on Religion muſt naturally occur to every wiſe Man 
who thinks the Will or Favour of Gop to be worthy his Caie; and he who 
thinks theſe not worthy his Care or Study—-who cares not what or who his Go 
jam, holy, omnipotent, is—muſt either be no wife Man, or a very wicked one 
— his inmoſt Core and Conſcience ; that is, in other Words, he muſt be 2 
Veſſel of Wrath no fitting or preparing, by the Incidents of this Lite, as the 
Calviniſts juſtly teach, for Deſtruction.

Creatures in general, whom he is able to multiply aa Ifinitum, 
or that he has no great Care for their Welfare who have proved 
ungrateful to him, Rebels againſt him ; or elſe, that all his Threat- 
enings and Aſſurances are meer Bugbears, or mock Terrors, ſuch 
as thoſe with which we frighten Children,

Wonderful Wiſdom this! Un/aniens Sapientia Epicureorum / 
But waving theſe Reflections, I argue, that the very Reaſon you 
alledge for Man's Impiety is a Demonſtration of the Utility and 
Value of our Doctrine; „that Car15T is as able to reſtore as to re- 


deem, and that aionianly;“ and that it mult be an infamous Pre- 


ſumption to teach the contrary. 

For how is it that any Man believes, with any Degree of Effi- 
cacy, that the Scriptures are indeed the Word of Gop ? Comes 
this from meer human Teſtimony concerning them ? By no Means; 
meer human Teſtimony will never generate within us the quicken- 
ing Faith. Our chriſtian Faith muſt reſult from the clear Marks 
and Evidences which the Scriptures themſelves give us of their be. 
ing ſpoken to us from above. 

And fince, among the ſureſt of theſe Marks and Evidences, thoſe 
which anſwer to our Experience as Sinners, needing that very Re- 
demption and Reſticution which the Goſpel propounds, muſt be the 
Principal; with whom will ſuch Marks and Evidences correſpond 
ſo notoriouſly as with them who in Wretchedneſs hear the Things 
by us taught ? 

When Men feel themſelves in Circumſtances ſo deſperate as that 
their very Exiſtence is to them intolerable, for Want of the redeem- 
ing and reſtoring God found in the Goſpel, then have they thoſe 
Marks and Evidences in themſelves ; and then will the Report of 
the Goſpel be as a Cordial to them in that Light, and in that Light 
only, in which we propound it. Whereas, while you teach the 
wretched Soul, deſperate in his Deſpondency, that his Gop is an 
avowed, unrelenting, aud everlaſting Foe to them that hate him, 
you exaſperate his Enmity ; Virus in Anguem adjicis, 

We grant that the Marks and Evidences which we ſpeak of are 
in no wiſe difcernible to us but by a divine Light accompanying and 
ſhining upon our Underſtandings, in our devout Attendance to the 
Word preached; for that Sound is the antient Maxim, © Ov ye

Without the enlightening of the boly Spirit no one whoever can 
come to the Knowledge of the Truth. 

But is it not evident that the Word has been already preached i in 


Hades by Custer himſelf, who firit preached it on Earth? And 


if this divine Word be inexterminable on Earth becauſe it was 
planted on Earth by the Son of the great Go; ſurely it mult be 
no leſs inexterminable for the ſame Reaſon in the Regions of 
Wretchedneſs. Again, if it be preached 1 in Hades by Cuxisr's 
Appointment, his Light muſt attend it's being ſo preached there, 
in like Manner as it attends it's being preached in this World. 

The Conſideration of the Scriptures, as handed down to Poſterity 


by a People zealous for the Truths they unfold, is allowed to be 


a ſtrong and comfortable Confirmation to us of their being pure 
and genuine; but it mak not be allowed that this Conſideration is 
the

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the grand Reaſon and Motive of our Acceptance of them. Men 
accept of their Teſtimony becauſe they need the Phyſician of whom 
they bring them Intelligence. Mat. ix. 12. And therefore it is 
well for them to depart to Hell with that genuine Account of their 
Phyſician which the Scriptures give them, 

As the Eye perceives the Light of the Sun to be it's true and 
proper object from it's Fitneſs to it's own Exiſtence and Faculties; 
ſo is it the Sinner's own Impulſe and Experience which as natu- 
rally points him to, aſſures him of, and perſuades him to embrace 
the Truths exhibited in thoſe Pages which Antiquity only con- 
firms to be a ſacred Word from Heaven, Our inward Sen{bi- 
lity of the Fitneſs of the Goſpel for Sinners reſembles that natu— 
ral Inſtinct in Animals which teaches them their Duty as Animals 
and directs them in the Execution of it. 

How grateful a Sound then will it be in the Regions of Grief 
and Lamentation, that Curtis is as able to reſtore as to redeem ! 
It will be the capital Point inſtiſted upon by the Preachers of the 
aronian Goſpel ; and therefore alſo it is now the moſt wholſome 
Viaticum for ſuch departing Souls as are entering into that State 
of Darkneſs; a Darkneſs which will render this Truth to them an 
apparent Impoſiibility ; and we find it urged and inculcated, ſeem- 
ingly with this View, as a principal Doctrine in the ancient Jewiſh 
Church. 

That this Doctrine was earneſtly inculcated among the Tews is 
obvious from numberleſs Inſtances, among which the following 
will ſuffice. Iſa. I. 2. I my Hand fportened that it cannot fet free ? 
Have I un. Poser to reſcue? Behold at my Rebuke I dry up the Sea. 
(i. e. the Read Sea, and am able to do the like in future worlds) 
Ifa. Ixiii. 1. I am Almighty to reftore. xlix. 14. But Zion ſaid, 
Fehowah hath forſaken me, my Lora hath forgotten me > Can a Me. 
man forget her juckling child, that ſbe fhruld not have Compaſſion on 
the Son of her Womb ? Yea fhe may forget; yet I will not forget thee, 
behold I have graven thee on the Palms of my Hands. v. 26, and alj 
Fleſh ſhall know that J Jehovah am- thy Reſtorer (WU) and (\ 
ficut, quemadmodum, nimirum, quandoquidem; i. e. in like Man- 
ner as, or ſeeing that I am alſo, 17 1) % Redeemer, the mighty 
one of Facob, Iſa. xliv. 22 1 have blotred out as a thith Cloud thy 
Tranſgreſſions, even as a Cloud thy Sins; return unde me for Hate re 
deemed thee, ſing O Heawens for the Lord hath done it : Words import- 
ing have redeemed thee, the work is accompliſhed, It is a Fact 
which can never be denied, therefore thou mayeſt addreſs me for 
ever, and in all Places and Circumſtances, with a ſure relyance 2s 
atchieving a Deed which can never more be undone or defeated.” 

It is the Goſpel Light that enlarges, as it is the nether Darkneſs 
that enſlaves. Light is Liberty, Peace and Gladnets. It is Light 


which reveals the Son of Gov in Truth, which ſhews us our Free 


dom in him, and that Heaven and Life and Freedom are the ſame. 
Yea Light is CANIN himſelf, John viii. 12. giving ws the luminous 
Knowledge of the gloricus Ged. II. Cor. iv. 6. 


On the other Hand, Darknets is the (oa rage) Chain of Lell. 


as we read, II. Pet. ii. 4. It operates as the connecting Stnews 
of the infernal Body, and renders it a formidable Corporation,

That Darkneſs or Ignorance ſhonld bind together, or conſii- 
tute a Body politick in the infernal Regions, is an Aſſertion to 
be conſidered as a Flight of Fancy, or Humour, rather than 
ſound Divinity.

Why ſo? Darkneſs is manifeſtly that whereby, and under 
whoſe Shade, our earthly Governments ſubſiſt; they are as it were 
combined or held together by it, and are preſerved and ſuſtained 
connected Conſtitutions thro it's Prevalence : If Knowledge by the 
true Light but prevailed, they would ſoon appear intolerable to 
all, and as naturally fall aſunder and diffolve, as the Morning 
Fog diſſolves before the riſing Sun. And why may not Darkneſs 

have the ſame Effect elſewhere ? 

That the Union and Firmneſs of Satan's Empire muſt ſub{, 
and be preſerved, in like Manner with worldly Empires, under 
the Influence and Umbrage of Darkneſs, is an Opinion which [ 
own affords not a Shadow of Doubt to me; for Captivity and 
Slavery are Things altogether unnatural in the Creation ; and 
Light and Truth operate as the Rays of the Sun in detecting 
falſe, and revealing and diſplaying real and genuine Nature, 

And becauſe theſe ſhining, unnatural Nature muſt appear fright- 
ful in it's Deformities, and the Machinery of Darkneſs, betrayed 
by their Splendour, become ſhameful and deteſtible; it be- 
hoves the dark Potentates to diſpatch and exterminate the Sons of 
Light, grown obſtinately juſt, from their Regions of Tyranny. 

Darkneſs hates the Light becauſe it's Deeds are ewil; but the 
dark Deeds of Dejpoti/m are evil and odious, even t9 it's Adherents 
and Tools of Tyranny, in ſo much that were it not for Darkneſs 
general, and Jealouſies from thence, even theſe would diſunite, 
and their Confederacy ceaſe: For all Creatures being now the 
redeemed of Gop, by the Sacrifice and Ranſom accompliſhed, 
the Senſe of Villany and Turpitude as readily kindles in Men's 
Conſciences, as Tinder by a Spark of Fire upon it: Of the Cauſe 
whereof we read, John xvi. 7. When I depart I will ſend the Adwo- 
cate (or Spirit of GD) and when He is come He will convince the 
World of Sin; namely, convict their Conſciences by the difcrimi- 
native Light, diſtinguiſhing within them Falſchood from Truth. 

But Light and Truth are of Efficacy invincible, and therefore, 
their Brightneſs riſing, the Charm of Darkneſs muſt ſoon be 
broken, it s Chains and Bonds become Ropes of Sand, and it's a- 
wakened Slaves reſume their Freedom. Yea, and ſo natural is 
Light to all, that the Spark and Inſtin& of Heaven-born Liberty is 
now jnextingpiſhable even in Hell, altho' Darkneſs for a Seaſon 
may cover and obſcure it's Luſtre. 

The Poet however exclaims, not without Reaſon, « What will 
« not Darkneſs darken ?”” It will darken all but the Light of 
Gop : — Vea, ſuch is it's Power to infatuate ag well as couſolidate, 


| that it works even upon ſincerity i:felf with Succeſs, rendering 


her, while blind, it's faithful Ally, an Abettor of it's Empire of 
Falſchood, a Perſecutor of the Children of Truth, and (ſtrange
